Q. Does the proposed amendment | 
allew the legislaiwve to convene as) 
eften as they desire? } 

A. No. The amendment limits the 
witisicture to no more than two! 
such = oxtraordinary sessions to be! 
held during the four year term for) 
which the members of the legisla-| 
ture were elected. 


Q. Can any minority of legisla-' 
tors call the legislature into special | 
session under the proposed amend-| 
ment? | 

A. No, 64 members of the house 
and 21 members of the senate must | 
sign a petition to convene such a 
session. 


@. Does the Self-Starter Amend- 
ment No,,1] take away any powers of | 
the Governor? 

A. No. The self-starter amend- 
ment presents an aliernative method 
for calling the iegislature into special 
session and the Governor retains 
the right to call the legislature in- 
to special session, 

Q. When does t¥e legislature of 
Alabama meet again in regular ses- 
sion? 

A, Not until May, 1949, 

Q. Does te hSelf-Starter Amend- 
ment in any way restrict pensions 
fer the aged ov rural ronds? 

A. No. There is nothing contained 
in the amendment which will limit 
old age pensions or black top roads. |

Q. Does passage of the amend 
ment mean that an extra sessior 
will be called? 

A. No. The amendment dees not 
raake en extra session mandatory. 


Q. Can the Governor veto billy 
passed in a Jegialative-convened 
session? 

A. Yes. In the same manner as in 
any regular or special session cailed 
by the Governor. 

Q. Does the inajority of the legis- 
lature favor the Self-Starter Amend- 
ment ? 

A. Yes. This amendment was sub- 
mitted to the people by overwhelmng 
majorities (75 to 9 in the house and 
25 to 8 in the Senate), 

Q. Do legislatures of other states 
have Seif-Starter privileges? 

A. Yes. The constitution of several 
stutes contain such a provision, 
among them are such Southern States 
as Virginia, Georgia and Louisiana. 

Q. Is the amendment Democratic? 

A. Yes, This proposai is democra- 
tic, and it brings our government 
closer to the people and makes it 
more responsive to the wishes of the 
people, There is more chance of one 
man getting out of step with the 
thinking people than there is for 3/5 
of the 141 members of the legislature. 
Any step that places power in the 
hands of a group is broadening the 
base of our democracy.

Gallalee, for 35 years a membew af 
the University engineeing faeoity 
becomes , the 18th president of the 
University of Alabama on Jangsary 2 

Dr. Gallalee, who for the past tye» 
years has been technical directow of! 
the State Builing Commission, was 
elected to the presidency to suceecath 
Dr. R. R. Paty, whose resignation. 
was effective last January 1 to be 
come chancellor of the University of 
Georgia System. 

A native of Portsmouth, Virginia, 
where he was born on May 4, 1883. 
Dr. Gallalee is a graduate of the 
University of Virginia and was 
awarded the Doctor of Science de- 
gree by the University of Alabama. 
He joined the faculty here as profes- 
sor of mechanical engineering im 
1912 and later became head of that 


department. 
During the war he headed the 
University’s College Training De-- 


tachment and Army Star Training 
Program work. Under Dr. Gallalee’s 
supervision more than a full divi- 
sicn of men were trained on the 
campus in the largest program of its 


|kind in the Southeast.

Modern Farmer Follows Lead 
Of Pioneers in Building Field 


New Homes Built 
With Own Trees 
And Own Labor

All sorts of steps have been 
taken and schemes devised to | 

rovide homes for war veterans. 

ut it remained for a Connecti- | 
cut farmer to take a leaf out of | 
the 300-year-old book of his pio- | 
neering ancestors and build liv- 
ing quarters for three veterans’ 
families from his own trees and 
with his own hands, 

It all started because Jasper L. 
Burr, 61-year-old dairy farmer who 
owns a 40-acre farm nine miles 
from Middletown, Conn., had been 
besieged by families looking for 
even a single room to rent. He was 
particularly struck by the plight of 
Mr. and Mrs. Fred Browning and 
their small son. 

Pondering their problem, Burr hit 
upon a solution. Among other build- 
ings on his place was a large, well- 
built barn. It was being used only 
for storage of odds and ends. The 
livestock long since had been trans- 
ferred from it to other quarters. 


Modern ‘Yankee.’ 

He showed the building to the 
Brownings, said he believed he 
could turn the loft into an apart- 
ment and asked them if that would 
be satisfactory. The Brownings 
were enthused about the prospect. 


And that is how three homes 
for veterans’ families literally 
grew on the hillsides of this Con- 
necticut farm, with a fourth one 
now nearing completion. 


Burr, assisted by Browning, went | 
out and felled enough trees to pro- | 
vide the lumber necessary for what | 
he had in mind—three apartments 
in the old barn, A portable sawmill 
was set up a short distance from the 
barn and the huge two-foot logs 
were dragged to the job just as they 
were in the days of Burr's fore- 
fathers. The only difference was 
that he used horses instead of oxen 
to cart the felled logs.

Browning and Mrs. Browning, the sturdy barn on the wooded Burr 
farm. They agree it can be remodeled to provide an apartment for 
the Brownings, currently sheltered in crowded temporary quarters, 


to provide maximum comfort in 
both summer and winter and to 
save on fuel cost. Furthermore, 
Burr knew that because the mate- 
rial cannot burn its installation 
would considerably reduce fire dan- 
ger, a factor of extreme importance 
in any farm building. 

The walls and ceiling of each 
apartment were finished with shects 
of wallboard and painted according 
to a simple color scheme. Electric 
cook stoves were placed in each 
kitchen. 

Ideal Apartments. 


Windows were provided all around 
and a doorway was cut in one end 


| of the barn. From this entry, an en-

the oak logs. Lumber for ceiling 
joists, partition studding, flooring, 
stairs and other uses was obtained 
right from trees on the Burr farm. 


Remodeling Process. 

The barn was 40 feet long and 30 
feet wide. Like most barns, the floor 
of the loft barely gave clearance to 
a horse’s head. Accordingly, the 
first step was to raise the floor, so 
the ground space could be used as 
garage and storage space. 

Then the upstairs section was par- 
titioned off into three apartments 
each containing a 10 by 15-foot living 
room, bedroom, kitchen and bath, 
The walls and ceiling were insu- 
lated with full thick batts of mineral 
wool nailed between studs and joists

The result is that the three 
families now living in the con- 
verted structure have apart- 
ments that for sheer attractive- 
ness are seldom equalled any- 
where. The apartments have 
magnificent views of wooded 
pastures and hillsides, virtually 
all city conveniences and inter- 
city buses stop almost in front 
of the Burr homestead. 


So excellent were the results at- 
tained that Burr is building an 
apartment 18 by 25 feet in size from 
material obtained from an old 
chicken house, smoke house and a 
shed. Whatever additional lumber is 
needed will be sawed from his own 
trees.

Town Solves Teacher Housing 


AUDUBON, IOWA.—Armed only 
with an idea, some ingenuity and a 
lot of hard work, this town of 2,409 
persons solved its teacher housing 
problem by construction of two mod- 
ern duplexes—and it didn't take a 
bond issue to do it. 

The duplexes, which cost about 
$15,000, house four teachers and 
their families. At the fairyland 
rental of $30 per month per family, 
the houses will have paid for them- 
selves in 15 years, 

This was the situation last sum- 
mer, as explained by Supt. Allen N. 
Stroh; 

Audubon had 10 men on its school 
faculty of 32. Nine were married 
and had families, Of the nine, Stroh 
had rented a home and two others 
courageously had bought homes. 

That left six families, including 
that of Don Stark, the high school 
industrial arts instructor and father

Stroh learned of surplus buildings 
for sale at Clarinda, Iowa, by War 
Assets administration. The buildings 
were barracks, formerly occupied 
by Japanese and German prisoners 
of war. He sounded out the school 
board on buying them. 

The board decided not only to buy 
them but to tear them down, haul 
the lumber to Audubon and build the 
homes from scratch. 

Lots were bought in the residen- 
tial district and Stark engineered 
the filling of a hole on the site with 
more than 2,000 yards of dirt. 

The project was finished in record 
time. The teachers did their own in- 
terior decorating.

VA to Aid Farm Trainees 


As an aid to both the training | 


institution and the veteran, Veter- 
ans’ administration has announced 


that it will pay 75 per cent of the | 


estimated tuition, fees and other nec- 
essary expenses of any farm train- 
ing program for four-month periods 
beginning in March, July and No- 
vember, 

Approved state agencies can qual- 
ify for advance payments by certi- 
fying to VA that the former system 
of payment on arrears imposes a 
financial burden on the state. 

VA will pay actual instruction 
costs, less the advance payment, at 
the end of each instruction period. 
In event actual amount due the 
agency at the end of each period is 
less than the amount advanced, the 
agency will refund the difference 
to VA. 

| There are now 

200,000 veterans enrolled in on-farm 
training, which combines practical 

classroom work with farming. 


| Veterans are eligible for institu- | 


tional on-farm training under the 
G.I, bill if they served in the armed

0. Tam a World War If veteran 
with 18 months service, 13 months 

| overseas, Since coming back I have 
tried to get a G.I. loan to buy a 
home but always it is “‘yes, with a 
10 per cent down payment.” I have 
a family and it has been impossible 
to make a 10 per cent down pay- 
| ment. I would like to buy around 
South Bend, Ind. Could you tell me 
| some place there that I could get a 
| Joan without a large down payment? 
|—R. B., Rochester, Ind. 

A. While Veterans’ administration 
| frowns on the practice of many lend- 
ers to require down payments on 
G.I. home loans and has declared 
| that the practice not only renders a 
disservice to the veteran, but also 
defeats the primary purpose of the 
| G.I. bill, which provides for 100 per 
cent financing of veterans’ homes, 
| there is nothing VA can do about it 
under the law if these lenders insist 
on the down payment. However, VA 
has announced that it will give vet- 
erans all information it has and di- 
rect them to lending institutions 
which are favorably disposed to 
make G.I, loans without necessity of 
|a down payment. So in your case, 
| Suggest that you write to your near- 
est VA office, probably at Indian- 
apolis, set out your difficulties and 
ask them to direct you to a lender 
who will make a 100 per cent G.I, 
loan. 

Q. I was drafted during World 
War I, July 13, 1918, from my posi- 
tion as a railroader and sent to spe- 
cial 
| Richmond fair grounds, Richmond, 
Va. I was held in this camp until 
December 18, 1918, and was given 
| an honorable discharge on that date. 

In 1925 1 was given a check for $19 

by the veterans’ bureau with a 

statement that only 69 days had

We have a friend who was blinded 
by explosion of a mine and he is 
drawing disability from Veterans’ 
administration for his injury. Can

A. Veterans’ administration says 
that any veteran blinded and en- 
titled to disability compensation for 
a service connected injury is en- 
titled to a seeing-eye or guide dog

THe Taft-Hartley labor act 

needs at least one amendment if 
it is to be effective; if it is to ac- 
complish those purposes for which it 
was intended; if it is to conform to 
our constitutional system of govern- 
ment by law, not government by 
men.

Good Grooming

IX SUMMER, most women 

wouldn’t think of wearing their 
gloves a second time. Yet, in winter, 
they wear a black or brown pair 
day after day and week after week. 
The same is true of their skirts and 
dresses. 

It's widely known that our stand- 
ards of cleanliness are higher in 
summer than in winter because 
most of the things are light and 
show dirt more readily. But don’t 
things get just as dirty even if they 
are dark? 

The best way I know to keep your- 
self well groomed is to make a 
schedule for the whole week's clean- 
ing, and then stick to it, no matter 
what happens, If you want to wash 
all your things every evening, well 
and good; if you want to devote one 
night to your gloves and handker- 
chiefs, another one to undies, an- 
other to blouses, etc., do that, but 
plan to go through with it. 

If you have ever had the unfor- 
tunate experience of waiting until 
something became really soiled be- | 
fore you washed it, then you have | 
learned an exceedingly important | 
lesson in daily care. Frequent, quick

Remove rings and other jewelry 
before removing hose. Mend any 
holes before laundering.

If the wa- 
ter is too warm, it has a tendency 
to fade hosiery dye. Always have 
suds ready, as rubbing with a cake 
of soap frequently causes holes, 

Squeeze the suds through the 
stockings without soaking or rubbing 
to prevent weakening the threads. 

If the hose have stubborn spots, 
lay the wet hose in the’ palm of the 
hand and dip the finger tips in the 
suds. Work the tips of the fingers 
gently over the spots and continue 
squeezing.

Then, as a final 
touch, stuff tissue paper into 
gloves and let them dry, perfectly 
flat, preferably on a turkish towel, 
away from heat, When all but dry, 
Slip them onto hands and finger- 
press them.

Select Washable Gloves 
For Economy 


Your gloves always will look 
crisp and neat if they are washed 
frequently to prevent dirt from be- 
coming imbedded in them. And 
don't ever believe that washing will 
shorten the life of gloves, Actually 
it makes them last longer. 

It is possible to wash almost all 
American-made leather gloves if 
you do so with care, but first look 
at the label to make certain it is 
marked washable. 

Cool and rich suds are necessary, 
but they should be made with a 
mild soap that gives a nice lather. 
The best way is to wash gloves on 
the hands (with the exception of 
chamois and doeskin) just as though 
you actually were washing your 
hands, If you are doing several 
paits of gloves, use fresh water for 
each color glove. 

The rubbing always should be gen- 
tle, as hard rubbing will remove 
natural oils. Light suds in the rinse 
water will restore oil which washing 
has removed from the leather. Be 
sure water is the same tempera- 
ture as that used for washing, 

When removing from the hands, 
roll or slide the gloves off, starting 
at the wrist. Do not tug at the fin- 
gers or the cuff, as this weakens 
the stitching and stretches the 
leather. Express the moisture by 
rolling in a turkish towel. 

Unroll immediately and blow in 
the gloves to puff into shape. Dry 
indoors, away from excessive heat, 
Finger-press gloves while slightly 
damp. This means gently but firm- 
ly working the leather between your 
fingers to restore the original soft- 
ness and appearance, 


Safe Care Adds Beauty 
To Blouses and Sweaters 


Many blouses can be laundered at 
home, but check the label so you 
can be certain, Here again, rich, 
mild suds are indicated, made with 
just barely warm water. 

Wash with a series of squeezings, 
never twisting or wringing hard, 
whether it is knitwear, lingerie, 
blouse, slip or another fine fabric 
accessory. 

Rinse in lukewarm water several 
times, How many times is often a 

uestion, so I think it is safe to say 

garment is thoroughly rinsed 
when the water comes out clear. 

You may knead out the excess 
moisture by rolling in a turkish tow- 
el, but never leave anything rolled 
that is colored, as the garment may 
streak. Ease the garment back to 
original measurements. Press ac- 
cording to directions — some gar- 
ments are ironed when dry, others 
while damp and all require differ- 
ent ironing temperatures, 

Sweaters are cleaned as described 
above, with a big emphasis on ‘no 
rubbing." Squeezing is the impor- 
tant thing if you want to preserve 
the softness and prevent shrinkage. 

After a thorough rinsing, knead 
out the excess moisture, then lay 
on another turkish towel, easing out 
to original measurements (take 
these before washing!) and pin out 
to the wrong side of something 
firm. Keep sweaters away from ex- 
cessive heat while drying, 


Record Coal Tonnage 


Historic Harbor Compiles New 
Top in Export Trade. 


WASHINGTON.—Virginia’s Hamp- 
ton Roads, spacious anchorage for 
fighting vessels since the early days 
of the United States navy, exports 
leaf tobacco in far greater volume 
than any other American port, 

But coal, not tobacco, is the big 
reason why this harbor has in re- 
cent months compiled a top export 
tonnage among United States ports, 

Norfolk, Portsmouth, Newport 
News and Hampton cluster around 
the broad, deep roadstead through 
which the James, Nansemond and 
Elizabeth rivers enter lower Chesa- 
peake bay. 

They comprise a commerce- 
teeming community of close to half 
a million people, says National Geo- 
graphic society. 

They provide 20 miles of devel- 
oped waterfront on the harbor's 
50-mile rim. 

Large as is the traffic in tobacco 
and tobacco products, grain, lum- 
ber and logs, cottan, textiles, paper 
products and chemicals, 95 per cent 
of current export is coal, The coal 
flow now runs at about the 20-mil- 
lion-ton total of prewar years, 
which at times exceeded the com- 
bined coat shipments of other At- 
lantic coast ports. 

Three-fourths of the coal tonnage 
normally moves coastwise, par- 
ticularly to northeastern United 
States cities. One-cighth or more 
moves to foreign ports, and the re- 
mainder goes into ships’ bunkers in 
the harbor. 

Three of eight railroads which en- 
ter the Hampton Roads area are 
devoted almost exclusively to 
bringing coal from the vast bitumi- 
nous fields centered 400 rail miles 
inland from the port in mountainous 
West Virginia. 

_A belt line, owned equally by the 
eight trunk lines, expedites freight 
distribution among terminals, fac 
tories and warehouses of the port. 

Sheltered and always ice-free, 
Hampton Roads has a mean annual 
temperature of 59.4 degrees, and a 
tide rise of only 2% feet, 

Central in location among Atlantic 
coast ports, it can accommodate 50 
ocean vessels at its 
time. 

Hampton Roads, never crowded 
despite uncensing traffic, ranks as 
the finest natural harbor between 
New York and Rio de Janeiro, 

More than 10,000 ship arrivals and 
departures are recorded each year 
through the Cape Henry nautical 
gateway to Washington and Balti- 
more as well as to Hampton Roads,

Booklet On Trees _ 
Available To Farmers 


Distribution of 2,000 copies of 
“Cash Crops from Alabama Wood- 
lands”, the booklet that shows the 
amall landowner how to make his 
woodland pay, began in Shelby coun- 
ty this week, according to P. O. 
Luck, chairman of the local More 
Trees for Alabama Committee. 

“Tihs booklet points out that there 
nre two kinds of farm woodland. One 
is idle. It takes up a lot of land but it 
isn't working for its keep. The other 
is on the job, growing trees, produc- 
ing timber crops. It pays its way. 
The difference often is in the man 
who owns the woodland. Trees, like 
all crops, produce more when they 
have the kind of care that makes 
them grow faster and better. 
There’s a market for wood — and 
the right wood for the right market 
is profitable business for the 
farmer, not just once, but year after 
yes.

GARDEN AND ORCHARD JOBS 
FOR NEW YEAR 

As we enter a new year, we are 
all thinking of the jobs that are to 
be done in 1948, The Home Garden 
and Orchard will give ua plenty to 
do in January. Some January jobs 
are: 

Plant Boxes: Cabbage and lettuce 
can be rendy to eat three to four 
weeks earlier if the plants are 
started in a box in early January. 
Of course, cabbage plants can be 
bought in the spring, but they will 
probably not be as early as home- 
raised plants, 

Asparagus: See pages 10 and 14 
of the Home Qarden Bulletin for 
information on planting. 

Early Plantings: Cabbage, turnips, 
lettuce and carrots can be planted in 
the open late in January without too 
much risk. 

Figs: There are fig trees in most 
of our communities that bear fruit 
most years. Home Demonstration 
Club members who have such trees 
should bring cuttings to the Janu- 
ary, February and March meetings 
and give them to members who do 
not have figs. Cuttings 6 or 8 inches 
long, should be 1947 wood. Plant 
them with one or two buds above 
the ground, 
mulched with leaves or straw until 
danger of freezing has passed. 

Prune Trees: Pretty days in Janu- 
ary are a good. time to prune fruit 
trees. See new Home Orchard bulle- 
tin, pages 7 and 8 for apples and 
pages 10 and 11 for peaches.

POLUTRY SUGGESTIONS 
Egg prices will be declining rapidly 
as spring approaches. Do everything 
possible to get highest production. 
The average farm really makes more 
money when eggs are cheap than 
when they are high, for the simple 
reason egg production is low when 
eggs are high. Fifty cents per dozen 
is a good price. If eggs drop to 30 
cents per dozen, the average person 
becomes discouraged: But if you get 
two dozen egrs at 30 cents you have 
10 cents more than if you had one 
dozen at 50 cents. Think this over. 

1, Examine birds for external 
parasites and treat if any are pres- 
ent. 

2. Keep floors of poultry house 
dry. Try adding one pound of dehy- 
drated lime to litter for every five 
square feet of floor space. 

3. Place orders for baby chicks 
early. Buy from a nearby hatchery 
who follows a good disease-control 
and breed-improvement program. 

4, Clean brooder house and get all 
equipment ready for baby chicks. 

5. Make plans for growing more 
feed, 

6. By all means grow young 
stock away from old birds,

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“THE PINE TREE STATE 


(Editor's Note: This is another in the Stories of the States series.)

When the sun comes up each morning out of the Atlantic ocean, 
the first spot it sheds its light upon is Mount Katahdin in the center 
of Maine. Slowly the glow lowers until it covers all of that north- 
eastern area, spreads to the rest of New England, and finally 
lights up all of the United States. As early as 1622, in order to 
distinguish the mainland from the islands, this was called ‘‘the 
Mayn Land of New England.” It is there that the nation first 
greets the rising sun. 

Maine, in New England, is DS = ed 
northeasternmost state. On the west 
is New Hampshire and a part of 
Quebec, which also borders it on the 
north. On the east is New Bruns- 
wick, the boundary line of which 
caused trouble between the United 
States and Canada for nearly a cen- 
tury. South of Maine is Massachu- 
setts, the state from which it wrung 
its independence only after the 
sons of Maine performed brilliantly 
in both the Revolutionary war 
and the War of 1812. Maine was ad- 
mitted into the Union as a state in 
1820. 

Steeped in History. 

Although Maine was visited as 
early as 1496 by Sebastian Cabot— 
and. perhaps even earlier by the 
Norsemen — it was not until 1607 
that the first colony was attempted 
by the British when George Popham 
and Raleigh Gilbert founded a set- 
tlement which was short-lived at the 
mouth of the Sagadahoc. In 1613 
French Jesuits established a mis- 
sion that lasted only a year on 
Mount Desert island. But slowly 
and surely settlements were made, 
small towns existed and Maine, a 
part of Massachusetts, managed to 
make its own history. 


Maine was first in the United 
States to build a church, first to 
build a blockhouse, first to build 
a ship. The first chartered city 
in the United States was found- 
ed in 1641 in the present town 
of York and called Gorgeanna. 
The first naval engagement of 
the Revolutionary war was 
fought off Machias. Off Mon- 
hegan island was fought the 
historic battle between the En- 
terprise and Boxer in the War 
of 1812. The first European set- 
tlement north of North Caro- 
lina was made by the French 
at St. Croix island in 1604. After 
all, Maine is old — older than 
the Plymouth Rock landing of 
the Pilgrims. Through the three 
centuries and more which have 
followed, Maine has been one of 
our most historically interest.

There are 2,465 lakes inside 
the state's borders and countless riv- 
ers and streams, all of which take 
up one-tenth of its area, Maine has 
1,300 wooded islands, one of which 
is Mount Desert island, of 60,000 
acres, with Acadia national forest 
and a notable summer colony, 

Long, long ago the present coast 
of Maine was above the water, an 
old and erosion-worn land surface. 
When it was flooded by the Atlan- 
tic ocean, its heights were turned 
into islands and headlands, its 
stream courses into arms and 
reaches of the sea, its broader val- 
leys into bays and gulfs. From Kit- 
tery to Calais, the airline distance 
is only 200 miles, but it provides

words! Maine is heavily wooded, Maine is an open country, with 


farming the backbone of its income. 
Of its 38,980 farms, only 2,518 are 
operated by tenants. The Maine 
farmer is usually a land owner. Ap- 
proximately 60 per cent of the popu- 
lation is found in rural areas. Prin- 
cipal farm products of the state are 
potatoes, dairy, poultry, hay, sweet 
corn, blueberries and grain. Since 
1924 Maine has held uninterrupted 
first place in total annual potato pro- 
duction. 
Top Crop Production. 

Sweet corn, snap beans, peas and 
other vegetables grown on Maine 
farms are canned within the sfate. 

In recent years the quick-freeze 
process has brought Maine's gar- 


mostly with coniferous trees. Its At- 
lantic shoreline is irregular, fringed 
by islands, indented by numerous 
bays. It has a shore line of 2,000 
miles, although a straight line would 
show little more than one-tenth that 
distance. Its entire shoreline is pic- 
turesque, much of it bordered by 
sandy beaches with thick forests 
reaching to the water’s edge. There 
are more good harbors on the coast 
of Maine than on the coast of any 
other state on the Atlantic seaboard. 


Land of Variety. 

Maine is variety. Its waters abound 
in fish. Its forests are filled with 
game. Its climate is intensely cold 
in winter but beneficient in sum- 


den-fresh vegetables and blueberries 
to many eastern cities. Washington 
county holds the world's record in 
blueberry production. Aroostook is 
the principal wheat-growing county 
of the state. The McIntosh apple 
grown in Maine is widely known for 
its excellence, A recent census cred- 
ited Maine with leading all other 
New England states in production 
of potatoes, apples, hay, oats, bar- 
ley, sweet corn, wheat, eggs, butter, 
buckwheat, plums, dried fruits and 
vinegar. It is little wonder that 
Maine farms are more free from 
mortgage debt than are those of 
any other of the 21 northern states! 


Maine’s 16 million acres of 
forests are more than beautiful 
scenery. The annual cut of lum- 
ber is tremendous. Among its 
wood products are clothespins, 
spools, dowels, bobbins, mallets, 
tool handles, furniture, toys, 
barrels, boxes, casks, floor- 
ing, crating, meat blocks, ship 
timber and scores of other arti- 
cles. 

In addition to wood products, 
Maine factories turn out metals and 
machinery, brick and clay products, 
clothing, shoe findings, snow plows, 
cement and hundreds of other util- 
ity items. The electric cranes in use 
on the Balboa docks of the Panama 
canal were made in Maine. Rock- 
land and Rockport are the largest 
lime producers in the east. Maine 
granite is used to pave streets and 
build houses all along the Atlantic 
coast. India considers Maine-made 
cotton twill one of the best for tropi- 
cal wear. Along the rivers are 
many water-power driven textile, 
tanning, oilcloth, boot and shoe, can- 
ning, flour and machinery works. 
Maine is farm and workshop com- 
bined. 

Perhaps it is Maine as a summer 
playground and recreational center 
that most of its visitors remember 
it. Although many hardier ones en- 
joy winter sports in Maine, there is 
a steady increase in summer visi- 
tors. 

The sportsman finds the game he 
wants in Maine, too. Deer is by far 
the most important game animal, 
but there is much grouse shooting. 
The black bear is at home in Maine, 
as well as many other fur-bearing 
animals. The woodcock breeds 
over nearly all the state. Pheasants 
are being released along the coastal 
areas where there is less snow than 
farther north. Native black ducks, 
together with flights from the north, 
make duck hunting a popular sport. 

Major Fish Industry. 

Maine's commercial fisheries pro- 
vide the state with one of its largest 
industries, but fishing for sport is 
increasing. 

“Way down East” is Maine. 
“Way up North” is Maine. Agri- 
culture, industry, vast natural 
resources, primitive forests, rec- 
reational advantages — all these 
are Maine. The University of 
Maine at Orono, Bowdoin col- 
lege in Brunswick, Bates college 
in Lewiston, Colby college in 
Waterville and good schools 
everywhere — those are Maine 
too,

Army Transfer for 
Quality Men Bared 


Restoration of 200,000 Men to 
Combat Duty Told. 


CHICAGO, — The quality of in- 
fantry and other combat units, 
which army ground forces consid- 
ered below average during World 
War II, was raised most effectively 
in late 1944-1945 by the wholesale 
transfer or restoration to combat 
duty of 200,000 top specimens from 
the air and service forces and other 
sections of the army. 


This is reported in the Infantry 
Journal in the concluding article of 
& series on manpower in World War 
II by Robert R. Palmer, whose stud- 
ies are incorporated in the army's 
official war history. 

Earlier Palmer had stated that 
combat ground forces were over- 
weighted with men of poor physique 
and low mentality, which created a 
serious leadership problem in the 
lowest command echelons, and bore 
directly on high casualty rates. 


The wholesale transfer came too 
late to do much good, Palmer 
writes, because half of the divisions 
already were overseas. Training of 
the remaining divisions which re- 
ceived the new and supposedly bet- 
ter men, he said, had to be hasty 
and fell below army ground forces 
standards.

Women Vets Compensated 


Veterans’ administration an- 
nounces that 13,652 women veterans 
of World War II are receiving dis- 
ability compensation or pensions 
and 2,273 women veterans are in 
veterans hospitals or homes as 
patients. : 

Women veterans are eligible for 
the same medical care as male vet- 
erans, are granted out-patient treat- 
ment and priority for hospitaliza- 
tion for service-connected disabili- 
ties and also may be treated in VA 
hospitals for non-service connected 
ailments provided a bed is available 
and they cannot afford to pay for 
treatment elsewhere. 

Of the total women veteran pa- 
tients 246 were in VA hospitals with 
tuberculosis, 502 were psychotics, 
135 had other neuropsychiatric disor- 
ders and 1,152 were general medical 
and surgical patients. 

VA also says that 4,564 women 
veterans of World War I still are 
receiving disability compensation 
or pensions. 


Man-Made Rain Saves Big 


Crop on Caribbean Isle 


NEW YORK. — The Domini- 
can information center said that 
man-made rain had ended a nine- 
week drouth in the rich La Vega 
agricultural area and had saved 
an estimated 15 million dollar to 
18 million dollar food crop, some 
of which was intended for Eu- 
rope. 

Squadrons of the Dominican air 
force bombarded moisture-bear- 
ing clouds over the area with dry 
ice, chemically treated with a for- 
mula created by scientists of Uni- 
versity of San Domingo and the 
Dominican agriculture depart- 
ment. Heavy rain lasting for 
hours followed. 

The operation climaxed a se- 
ries of experiments begun in Sep- 
tember under sponsorship of 
Pres, Rafael Trujillo, the center 
said. 


| Questions and Answers 

Q. My only son was killed in the 
merchant marine during the war. I 
got an allotment from him during 
the time he was in the service. Am 
I entitled to a pension as the result 
of his death? If so what can I do to 
get it?—Mrs. J. E. B., Meadville, 
Miss. 

A. There is no provision for pen- 
sions for parents or other depend- 
ents of deceased members of the 
merchant marine. There is a bill 
pending in congress, HR 476, called 
the merchant marines’ G.I. bill, 
which would provide for benefits to 
dependents and members of the 
merchant marine. However, this bill 
is still in committee. If your son 
was killed as a result of enemy 
action or received injuries from 
which he died as a result of enemy 
action, he might be entitled to $5,000 
insurance under provisions of the 
second War powers act. If you have 
not received this insurance in allot- 
ments or in a lump sum, suggest 
that you write immediately to B. K. 
Ogden, Chief Insurance Division, 
Bureau of Operations, Maritime 
Commission, Washington, D. C. 
Give all details, your son’s full 
name and the ship upon which he 
met his death. 

Q. Can you tell me how much in. 
come you are allowed to have and 
still draw a pension for the death of 
your son killed in World War II? 
—Mrs. L. T. W., Cairo, Tl. 

A. The law does not fix a specific 
income, but says dependency is re- 
garded as insufficient income to 
provide reasonable maintenance for 
father or mother and members of 
his or her family under legal age 
and for dependent adult members 
of family if dependency is result of 
mental or physical incapacity. Main- 
tenance would include housing, 
food, clothing and medical care. 
Factors to be considered in deter- 
mining income would include net 
income of property owned or busi- 
ness operated by father or mother; 
earnings of father or mother and 
other members of family under 
legal age; social security benefits 
such as old age insurance, survivors 
| insurance, et cetera. Dependency 
generally is held to exist when 
monthly income from sources con- 
| sidered does not exceed $60 a month 
| for mother or father, not living to- 
| gether, or $100 a month for mother 

or father living together plus $25 for 
leach additional member of the 
family. 

Q. Our son was discharged from 
the navy in June, 1943. He was 

| wounded in action in the Pacific 
theater and upon his discharge filed 
a claim for disability and pension 

with Veterans’ administration. His 
injuries and disability healed, how- 
ever, before he had any word from 
Veterans’ administration on his 
claim and he never pressed it and 
we have heard nothing more from it 
to this day. However, he now ts be- 
coming disabled again as a result of 
these same injuries. We are won- 
dering if he can again file a claim 
for pension?—Mrs. A. J. K., Wil- 
shire, Ohio. 

A. Veterans’ administration says 
yes, he can file a claim, even if he 
withdrew the previous claim. Sug- 
gest that he go to the nearest office 
of Veterans’ administration and ex- 
plain the circumstances. 

Q. My husband has lost his serial 
number. He served in World War II 
and was honorably discharged. He 
was wounded In the service and Is 
unable to work much so we need his 
serial number for application for 
jobs or other benefits, Can you tell 
us how he can obtain the number? 
—Mrs, T. J, L., Cynthiana, Ind.

Contact With Moon Turned 


Into Routine by Signal Men 


NEW YORK.—Sending radar sig- 
nals to the moon and receiving them 
back within a matter of seconds is 
routine these days fordhe army sig- 
nal corps. 

The corps now is developing new 
radar equipment designed to keep 
in contact with the moon 235,000 
miles.away almost constantly dur- 
ing the time between moonrise and 
moonset. 

The laboratory doing these tests 
is located at Belmar, N. J., near 
Asbury Park, where man in Jan- 
uary, 1946, established radar con- 
tact with the moon for the first time, 

The powerful radar equipment 
bounces signals off the moon at the 
speed of light. The signals make the 
round trip in about two and one-half 
seconds. ‘ 

The signal corps scientists have 
not yet tried to contact Mars, but 
they do not rule out such an at- 
tempt, even though Mars is much 
farther away. 

Mars, however, will be only 34 
million miles from earth about the 
middle of next February. 

If the signal corps radar equip- 
ment could contact Mars, the sig- 
nals would reach there and return 
in about six minutes.

Learn Lessons of Unity, Balance, 
If You Want Attractive Room;

RE YOU like the friend of mine 

who said recently, ‘I know I'm 

a good housekeeper, but somehow 

my rooms always look cluttered and 
somehow just miss being neat.’ 

If you could look into her home, 
you would understand just what she 
meant, True, her curtains were 
freshly laundered and the rugs were 
lint-free and there was no film of 
dust on anything, but there was 
something about the room that just 
missed neatness. 

In the first place, there was too 
much in the room. She has too much 
furniture and this destroys the im- 
pression of balance and unity which 
we like. It's disturbing to feel you 
can't breathe or move in a room. 

This friend of mine lovingly dusts 
all her fancy dishes and knick- 
knacks every day, and faithfully, 
too, but they destroy unity — and 
consequently, neatness — in her 
room. 

Interior decorators tell us that the 
first thing they would do to a room 
is to remove all the objects and 
pieces of furniture that were not 
essential. After you have decided 
just what you need in the room, de- 
cide on the arrangement. In furnish- 
ing, we are apt to refer to conversa- 
tion groups. This means that sev- 
eral pieces may be arranged so that 
two or three people can sit down 
and be comfortably close enough for

When you decide to buy fabrics, 
make a list of the colors you have 
in the room. In this include the col- 
ors of your woodwork as well as 
that of your furniture, upholstery, 


rugs, walls and lamps. Then select | 


something that will bring those all 
together and give your room a look 
of unity. 

It's always wise to investigate the 
new possibilities in color. A descrip- 
tion of two or three colors that go 
together may not give you the idea 
at all, but once you see them com- 
bined in a room, the impression will 
be pleasing as well as dramatic. 

Fabrics you use need not be ex- 
pensive. Naturally, I don’t suggest 
you buy loosely woven materials 
that won't stand one good cleaning 
or washing, but I do mean, if you 
are operating on a limited budget, 
to choose the inexpensive but wear- 
able cottons and rayons in prefer- 
ence to the satins, taffetas and bro- 
cades, 


Choose Fabrics That 
Harmonize With Pian 

You know that the texture of fab- 
rics helps to carry out the ideas you 
want to express in your room. Don't 
say you don’t know much about it, 
because you do. You know that sat- 
ins express luxury while cottons, 
especially checks or plaids, express 
quaintness and homespun charm. 

It's better not to use too much of 
one textile in a room, as this is apt 
to become monotonous. Look for tex- 
tures that complement each other, 
and select correct textures with as 
much care as you do the colors. 
Always lay a swatch of fabric near 
the place you are planning to use it 
and see what it does for the wood or 
colors. 


If your room is done in Sheraton, 
Queen Anne, Hepplewhite or Chip- 
pendale periods, choose brocades, 
boucle, matelasse, jacquard weaves, 
chintzes or satins. They will con- 
tribute a sense of richness and ele- 
gance. 

Early American rooms call for 
homespun effects with quaint chintz 
or cretonne. Some of the paisley 
prints and plaids are also effective. 

Modern rooms call for linens and 
novelty cottons, and in some cases 
taffetas, cellophane fabrics and vel- 
vets. 

Always select a fabric to conform 
to its use. Draperies, for example, 
do not need to be as sturdy as slip- 
covers, which will have to take a 
lot more wear. On the other hénd, 
you will need something that falls 
into easy folds or drapes well for 
window material, 


Note Irregularities 
In Your Rooms 

If there is anything about your 
room that should be changed or if 
there is an effect you want to 
achieve, make a note of that and 
take it into consideration when you 
furnish. 

Is the ceiling too high? Bring it 
down by using a slightly darker col- 
or on it. Is the ceiling too low? Paint 
it light to bring it up a little, and 
use straight hanging draperies, 

Is the room too small? Use plain 
color on the walls; if it is too large, 
you may use prints or stripes or 
one of the definitely textured wall- 
papers. 

Do you, have certain pleces of fur- 
niture that do not add much to the 
room, but that you don’t want to 
take out? Paint them the wall color 
to make them inconspicuous, This 
is nicely done with mantels if you 
don’t want to play them up.

To one 
might go a piece of a machine, 
to another a few bricks from a 
building, another might get the 
rudder of a ship. No one would 
have anything which, in any 
way, could be put to productive 
use. The government would 
have taken from the “haves” 
and given to the “have nots,” 
who had not frugally saved 
that they might “have,” and 
given nothing of value to the 
“have nots.” 

We would have destroyed dn in- 
dustry; would have deprived hun- 
dreds of thousands of jobs, an oppor- 
tunity to provide for themselves and 

their families, and deprived the na- 
tion of a necessary commodity. 
DOLLARS MUST WORK. 

But suppose it was money that 
was being divided. Suppose 200,000 
| workers each received $200. Such a 
sum would be valueless except for 
what it would buy, and would be 
gone within three to four weeks. 
Those workers must at once invest 
their money in the tools they had 
been working with, If they did we 
again would have a United States 
Steel; we again would have stock- 
holders; we again would have 
“haves”’ and “‘have nots.” If they 
did not, a source of production would 
have been destroyed; there would 
be no jobs, and we would have but 
multiplied the number of “have 
nots.”’ Such is the logical conclu- 
sion of the socialistic theory, 

Dollars must be congregated if 
they are to work. When they are con- 
gregated and invested in buildings, 
tools, materials and the many things 
that go to make an industry, they 
cease to be mere dollars, but have 
become productive industry from 
which those who provided the dol- 
lars, those working at the jobs those 
dollars created, and those who util- 
ize the products of industry, the con- 
sumer, all profit. 

For a nation to attempt an equal 
distribution of wealth seems utterly 
silly. Under our economic system 
the wealth of America is much more 
equitably distributed than would be 
possible under any brand of social- 
ism or communism. Our industrial 
and distribution wealth is owned by 
close to 60 million shareholders. 
That industrial and distribution 
wealth today is providing wages and 
Salaries to better than 60 million 
workers. As a going concern that 
wealth provides commodities for 
each and every one of us. It is the 
system of operation that creates and 
maintains the high standard of liv- 
ing we enjoy. 

The un-American system of social- 
ism our theorists from Washington 
attempted to foist upon Japan is 
worse even than the monopolistic 
system the Japanese people have 
known for generations. That, at 
least, provided jobs of a sort.

Musial, normally a_ .360 hitter, 
hovered around the .150 mark for 
several weeks. Pollet still had a kink 
in his left shoulder and Dickson was 
about as bad. Schoendienst couldn't 
hit and Terry Moore was lame. 

So in place of jumping the gun 
and taking an early lead, the 
odds-on favorites were parked in 
last place. From this dismal 
Start the Cardinals moved into 
second place, but the Dodgers 
had too much of a lead to cut 
down, 

The Cardinals are not getting any 
younger. But they are still a much 
better ball club than they looked to 
be for most of last year. They still 
have Country Slaughter — one of 
the best. They still have Musial and 
Marion. Whitey Kurowski may be 
fading, but he is still a valuable 
man, Terry Moore is over the hill, 
one of the star outfielders of all 
time. The pitching staff is the main 
problem, But Red Munger has the 
stuff to be a 25-game winner. 

Dyer rates Munger one of the best | 


pitchers he ever has handled. afl 


will be a better pitcher next season | 
that he was last year. Jim Hearn, | 
the ex-Georgia Tech star, will be one 
of the best next campaign—at least 
he should be. Joe Garagiola and 
Del Rice are two good catchers. 
But to beat out the Dodgers 
and the Braves the Cardinals 
stil need help — another good 
infielder, at least one more good 
outfielder and two good pitchers.

Best Heavyweight Fights 

In the wake of the last heavy- 
weight fight between Joe Louis and 
Joe Walcott, the battle of the Joes, 
there is still a hum of gossip con- 
cerning the best of all the heavy- 
weight fights. The records show 
there haven't been too many such 
thrilling encounters. 

The top of all time was the Demp- 
sey-Firpo, two-round, hurly-burly in 
New York that never had an equal 
—where a million dollars and the 
title were hanging on two or three 
seconds. This was the Big Brawl, 
more than 20 years ago. 

Before this, the meeting be- 
tween Jim Corbett and Jim Jef- 
fries had all the thrills and all 
the color that anyone could ask 
for. Corbett, far in front, had 
the fight won until Jeffries final- 
ly nailed him, 

But most of the heavyweight fights 
have been on the drab side. Corbett 
had no trouble against Sullivan. His 
battle against Bob Fitzsimmons was 
entirely different. Here was another 
thriller with Corbett well in front 
until Fitz nailed him in the so-called 
solar plexus, in the l4th round. Jef- 
fries had little trouble with Fitz 
later on, Then Jeffries retired. 

From that point on, there was no 
sizzling action. Jeffries was a fat, 
bald-headed starter against Jack 
Johnson at Reno, Johnson was a 
weary, disgruntled fighter against 
Willard in Havana, and Willard was 
a set-up for Dempsey at Toledo. 

Dempsey was a big thrill until he 
started meeting boxers. He was 
wrecking all the heavyweights until 
he ran across Tom Gibbons and 
Gene Tunney, where in 35 rounds 
he had only one knockdown. 

Killing punchers don't care for 
good boxers, They never have 
and they never will, A hard 
puncher can't get set against a 
good boxer who knows how to 
handle himself and keep out of 
the road, 

Harry Greb could have done bet- 
ter against any heavyweight than he 
could against a Tiger Flowers, or 
some smaller, faster opponent. Greb 
loved the slower moving targets. He 
met such fine heavyweights as Gib- 
bons and Tunney, until he began 

oing blind. He wanted Dempsey— 

t Jack never wanted Greb, 

Joe Louis has had trouble in the 
past with Tommy Farr, Godoy and 
Bob Pastor. But Joe also has taken 
part in more than one fantastic con- 
test, His finest fight was the second 
Max Schmeling encounter,

SEWING CIRCLE PATTERNS 


To Save Forests Sane ake rock for Juniors 


Interior Department Will 
Oppose Taking Slice 
From Olympic Park. 


—— 
WASHINGTON.—The department 
of the interior will oppose bills pend- 
ing in congress that would take 
66,000 acres for lumbering purposes 
out of the great forests of virgin 
Douglas fir and Sitk pine in Olympic 
National park, Washington, the 
emergency conseryation committee 
announced. 

Making public a letter from As- 
sistant Secretary C. Girard David- 
son, the committee said the opposi- 
tion of the department was a rever- 
sal of its former position. The com- 
mittee congratulated the depart- 
ment on its stand “‘in defense of the 
people's property, of which it is the 
custodian,"’ but warned conserva- 
tionists that ‘‘the pressure of the 
lumber interests is mighty—there is 
a hard fight ahead if the forests of 
the Olympic park are to be saved.” 

The move to carve out 56,000 acres 
has been regarded by conservation 
groups as only a first step to taking 
300,000 acres from the 898,292 acre 
park, where trees tower 300 feet and 
attain a diameter of 12 feet. Lumber 
and sawmill interests contend the 
timber is needed to sustain employ- 
ment in the region and provide lum- 
ber for new homes. 

Oppose Changes. 

In a letter to Mrs. C. N. Edge, 
chairMan of the emergency conser- 
vation committee, Davidson wrote: 

“The department is opposed to 
any changes in the present bounda- 
ries of Olympic National park and 
will so report to congress at any fu- 
ture hearings which might be held 
on bills now pending. 

“In September, hearings on this 
subject were held in Olympic park 
by the public lands committee of the 
house of representatives. I attended 
these hearings along with Director 
Drury and other representatives of 
the National Park service, and in 
addition to testifying, we listened at- 
tentively to the testimony presented 
by both proponents and opponents of 
the boundary changes. 

“Following these hearings, in 
company with the chairman of the 
public lands subcommittee, we flew 
over the park and noted some of the 
areas proposed to be eliminated. I 
also traversed some of the areas by 
automobile and on foot in order to 
secure a better view of the giant 
trees and the Rain Forest. 

“As a result of all this, the depart- 
ment and the National Park service 
reached the conclusion that there 
should be no changes in the present 
boundaries of Olympic National 
park. Before leaving the Northwest, 
with the full approval of Secretary 
Krug, I indicated our position and 
said that at any further hearings on 
this subject the department and the 
National Park service will recom- 
mend to congress that no changes 
be made in the present boundaries 
of the park.” 

Held Possession. 


The committee statement, calling 
the Olympic forest ‘‘a precious pos- 
session of every citizen of the United 
States,”’ said conservationists every- 
where had protested against the pro- 
posed ‘“‘shameful lumber grab, en- 
dorsed by the National Park serv- 
ice," and as a result of the demand 
of citizens that the forests be pro- 
tected “from the greedy lumber 
operators, the interior department 
now has withdrawn its support of 
the bills.” 

Congratulating the department on 
its opposition to the bills, the com- 
mittee said this new stand means 
“the department will be leading the 
fight for the preservation of the 
Olympic forests and will be battling 
with conservationists for the integ- 
rity of the Olympic park, and for 
the safety of the whole national park 
system, which is so ominously 
threatened.” 


Bacon Once Used for Fuel 


In Steamboat Race Up River 


BEARDSTOWN, ILL. — Bacon, 
which now decorates the butcher's 
display case at such a fancy figure, 
once was used for fuel in a steam- 
boat race up the Mississippi river, 

On April 14, 1848, the skipper of 
the Ocean Spray ordered barrel 
after barrel of bacon thrown into 
the firebox to work up additional 
steam in the losing race with the 
Hannibal City. 

But the bacon wasn't enough, so 
the skipper had the “black gang” 
stuff the furnaces with turpentine- 
soaked cordwood, 

It was too much for the bollers, 
which blew up with “‘a large loss 
of life,” according to an account 
of the incident in the Quincy (IU,) 
Morning Whig. 


Veterans Have Chance to Get 


Diplomas From High School 


WASHINGTON. — All veterans 
whose high school education was in- 
terrupted by their service in World 
War II now have a chance to get 
diplomas without going back to their 
classes. 

The American Council on Educa- 
tion said that testing service agen- 
cies have been established on a na- 
tionwide scale. More than 500,000 
veterans already have received 
diplomas through the new service. 

The council estimated 2,000,000 
other men and women are eligible 
to apply.

ficially seeded in the spring of 1948; 
establishing a satisfactory cover of |

ure by seeding adapted pasture 
grasses or pasture legumes and the 
construction of V-type drainage 
ditches on crop and pasture lands. 

Purchase orders will be issued for 
Phosphate, Potash, Basic Slag, Lime, 
Crotalaria seed and pasture seeds, 
if they are available.

Last year 
when Brown's pasture was low in 
grazing due to hot dry weather, he 
turned 20 cows in the shoulder high 
kudzu and got over 200 day» graz- 
ing. It paid him to prepare, plant 
and fertilize right. 

P. A. Garrett used a ten acre 
patch of sericea during the dry 
weather. His cows picked up almost 
a gallon per head per day. His seri- 
cea Was grazed a good deal more 
than Mr. Evans’ kudzu. There are 
places though for both plants on 
most farms. 

Th PMA (AAA) will not issue 
purchase orders this year on sericea 
or kudzu plants. No payment will 
be made on kudzu. Twelve cents per 
pound will be paid on establishing a 
stand of sericea. Payment is limited 
to water ways or steep slopes for 
erosion control and not for hay or 
pastures. Sales receipts or other 
evidence will be required. 

Orders for sericea geed or kudzu 
plants should be placed with one of 
your agricultural workers now, They 
will do all possible in getting them 
for you and the seeds or plants will 
come cheaper in large quantities 
Do it now, ;

Nebraska Discovers Organized Hunts 
Are Effective Weapon Against Pests

This attribute has been demonstrated once again in Nebras- 
ka’s total war on coyotes, a beast which has preyed on live- 


stock, poultry and game ever 


since the Midwest was settled. 


His appetite for lambs, calves, chickens and pheasants, how-

ever, has gotten him into a peck of 
trouble in Nebraska. 

Alarmed at seeing their livestock 
and game dwindle away as a result 
of coyote predations, farmers and 
sportsmen, with the assistance and 
cooperation of the state game com- 
mission, have staged a series of 
organized coyote hunts. A record 
number of hunts was conducted last 
winter, but no accurate record is 
available of the number of coyotes 
killed or the square miles that have 
been rid of these predacious pests. 


Midwest coyote populations 
reached an all-time peak during 
wartime shortages of manpower 
and shotgun shelis. At the same 
time jackrabbits and _ cotton- 
tails, favorite food of coyotes, 
hit a low ebb of the population 
cycle. Deprived of a major item 
of natural diet, the coyotes in- 
creased their barnyard and 
game bird raids. With the re- 
turn of G.Ls and a slight in- 
crease in shotgun shells, unre- 
stricted war was declared on 
the coyote, 


Lures Many Hunters, 


One of the biggest hunts on record 
took place last winter near Bladen, 
Neb., when nearly 2,000 farmers, 
ranchers and sportsmen scoured the 
coyotes from a 144 square mile 
area. 


After weeks of planning for the 
hunt, the male populations of sev- 
eral small towns and hundreds of 
farmsteads were transported in 
stock trucks to strategic positions 
around the hunt area, At zero hour 
lines of men moved in toward a pre- 
determined central location, driving 
the coyotes ahead. 

Exacting discipline on 2,000 hunt- 
ers scattered over a 48-mile circle 
was maintained by the use of six 
airplanes. Small, privately owned 
planes circled the hunt area, fol- 
lowing the advance of the lines. 
Where a group lagged behind sched- 
ule the planes flew in front of the 
men as a signal to speed up the 
cadence. Another plane signal was 
devised for lines getting too far 
ahead. 


Shotguns could be heard pop- 
ping off along the lines when- 
ever a coyote flushed from cover 
or a jackrabbit skipped out of a 
weed patch. But when the lines 
reached the coyote kill area, 
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hunters stood elbow to elbow 
and banged away until the coy- 
otes were filled with shotgun 
pellets, 


Estimates of the total coyote kill 
differ, but it is certain that coyotes 
will be scarce for a while around 
that locality. 

Although organized coyote hunt- 
ing destroys vast numbers of these 
creatures, there is a terrific toll of 
rabbits. And killing rabbits whole- 
Sale is very apt to direct the coy- 
ote’s attention more keenly to barn- 


yard raids, 
Another unfortunate effect of 
mass hunts involves pheasants. 


These birds fly and run ahead of the 
hunt lines until they collapse, liter- 
ally, from exhaustion. A few birds, 
at least, have been known to die 
from the ordeal. Occasional poach- 
ing doesn't help matters. 

Despite these handicaps, land 
operators and sportsmen will con- 
tinue to make forays on the coyote, 
and game officials insist there can 
be no question of their right to do so, 


Other Control Methods. 

There are other methods of coyote 
control which may be even more 
|exciting than organized drives. 
| Ranchers up in the sandhill country 
|use light pickup trucks to cruise 
over the hills in search of prey. 
When a coyote gets up he is chased 
with the truck until a fence or a 
stream halts the chase. At this junc- 
ture dogs, which have been riding 
expectantly in the back of the truck, 
are turned loose. In short order the 
coyote becomes a well-chewed mass 
of hair, flesh and bone. 


Another sport has evolved 
with the return of flying veter- 
ans. Two men in a small plane 
can kill a lot of coyotes in a few 
hours’ time. One airborne hunt- 
er pilots the plane low over the 
ground, fairly hedge - hopping 
along until a coyote is flushed. 


Once spotted from the air, a coy- 
ote’s chances of survival are re- 
mote. As soon as the plane can be 
maneuvered into shotgun range, the 
other hunter lets go with both bar- | 
rels, if necessary, and probably hol- 
lers “Scratch one coyote!’ Thirty- 
four coyotes were killed in a single | 
flight within a few miles of the Lin- 
coln city limits.

Atomic Mail Order House Booms 


Well, prices keep going up and 
hemlines keep coming down but you 
still can get $1,000,000 worth of car- 
bon radioisotopes for only $50. 

As Chancellor Robert M. Hutchins 
of the University of Chicago put it in 
commenting on the unpredictable 
benefits of scientific research, 
“there’s no inflation in isotopes." 

The chancellor was reminding 
materialists everywhere that by- 
products of scientific endeavor often 
turn out to be more important than 
the original goal. 

Radiocar is a case in 
point. Scientists who developed 
the first com a onecsy pile at 
the Universi cago were 

a bomb, They 
all right, but 


The result today, less than five 
years later, is an atomic mail order 
house at Oak Ridge, Tenn. Instead 
of the incredibly expensive cyclotron 
method, scientists at Oak | Ridge 
merely bake elements in an ‘atomic 
oven” and they come out radio- 
active. 

course at $1,000,000 a millicurie 
rhs incredibly tiny scientific meas- 


urement) radiocarbon was out of 
question for everyday research pur- 
poses, At $50 a millicurie it has be- 
come a most important tool for 
medical, industrial and scientific re- 
search. 


This strange mail order house 
has a regular price list and the 
demand for its products is brisk. 
Radiogold selling for $12 a milli- 
curie, radiosilver for $15, radio. 
zinc for $33 and radiophos- 
phorus for $1.10, are examples. 


In all, 90-odd radioisotopes now 
are being produced at Oak Ridge. 
Their use in solving problems now 
blocking advances in medical, in- 
dustrial and scientific knowledge of- 
fers bright hope for everyone living 
in this atomic age. 


Measure of Success 


SANTA CLARA, CALIF,—Pound- 
master James Johnson can claim a 
rate measure of success in his 
work. While Johnson was away on 
vacation all the dogs escaped from 
the pound. Upon his return, Johnson 
insists, every dog was outside wag- 
ging his tail and waiting to be let in.

Although it is certain that coyotes 
prey on livestock and game, very 
little is known as far as factual food- 
habits data are concerned, There is 
one way of finding out for sure what 
a wild animal eats, and that is a 
posthumous examination of its stom- 
ach. A few years ago Charles C. 
Sperry of the fish and wildlife serv- 
ice did considerable research on 
coyote food habits. Sperry collected 
the stomachs of 8,399 coyotes killed 
in 17 western states, and made an 
analysis of the contents. Since these 
coyotes were killed during various 
seasons of the year, the analysis 
gives a fairly clear picture of the 
year-around diet. 

The breakdown of the stomach 
contents by percentages included: 
Rabbits 33.25 per cent; carrion 
25.17 per cent; rodents 17.52 per 
cent; domestic livestock (calves, 
lambs, poultry) 13.59 per cent; big 
game (fawns, et cetera) 3.63 per 
cent; birds (game and songbirds) 
2.92 per cent; fish, frogs et cetera, 
0,08 per cent, and vegetable matter 
1.75 per cent. 


Among the oddities found by 
Sperry were such diverse arti- 
cles as sticks, gravel, paper, 
String and leather. 


As these stomachs were from coy- 
otes killed in western states, the 
figures obtained would not neces- 
sarily apply to Midwestern coyotes. 
Work now is under way by Nebraska 
game authorities to get the story on 
Midwest coyotes’ diet. They antici- 
pate finding plenty of game and 
young livestock, 


Father and Son 
Team Together 
To Crack Safes 


SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH.—Oper- 
ating with the full knowledge and 
consent of police, an unusual father 
and son combination is engaged in 
the business of cracking safes—but 
it's all legal. 

The father, Charles A. Fowler, has 
been breaking into Utah safes, le- 
gally and by request, for more than 
30 years. He estimates that over 
those 30 years he has cracked more 
than 6,000 strongboxes. 

When the son, Blair B. Fowler, 
went to college, he studied to be- 
come a mechanical engineer. But 
when he got out of school he decided 
to follow in his father's fingerprints 
and become a safecracker. 

Most of the safecracking jobs 
come to the father and son lock- 
smith team from merchants who 
have lost or forgotten their combina- 
tions. 


But illegal burglars bring a 
lot of business to the legal 
breaker-in-ers, Some burglars 
who try to break into a safe but 
can't do it succeed only in 
wrecking the box so badly that 
the regular locks won't work. 
Then a call goes out for the 
Fowlers. 


Few safes are made that won't 
respond to the Fowlers’ drills and 
cutting torches. The few that won't 
work are the new jobs made of man- 
ganese steels, which Blair Fowler 
says are “fireproof, drillproof and 
burnproof."’ 

The incident best remembered by 
the Fowlers is one which occurred 
when they were returning to Salt 
Lake City from a safe opening job 
in the southern part of Utah. 

Their tools were piled on the back 
seat of their car—drills, sledge ham- 
mers and blow torches. 

They stopped and picked up a 
hitchhiker. The transient climbed 
into the rear seat and then paused 
when he saw the tools. He asked: 
“What do you gents do?” Blair 
Fowler nonchalantly told him, ‘‘We 
are safecrackers,”’ 

The hitchhiker quickly backed out 
and ran away.

Remodel Them For Youngsters

MOTHERS say that one of their 
most serious clothing problems 
is that of youngsters. Said one of 
them to me.recently, ‘I had Jimmy 


| all set for the winter in September, 


and now he looks as though he were 
squeezed into his coat, and I’m sure 
he’s going to burst the buttons be- 
fore the season is over.” 

Most budgets won’t permit the 
purchase of another heavy coat for 
children who grow so fast, and 
mother has to do a lot of planning. 
What about Dad’s overcoat that 
hangs in the basement closet? Or 
what about the gabardine job of 
your own that is just no longer 
usable for yourself? These offer ex- 
cellent solutions to the youngster’s 
coat problems. 

Check over the outer material 
carefully before you decide to re- 
model. If it just hasn’t enough good 
in it, it will be more worth your 
while to buy remnant material for 
coating than trying to salvage some- 
es with nothing worth saving in 
t. 

After you've satisfied yourself as 
to the amount and durability of the 
coat material, check the lining. In 
most cases this has been worn out 
long before the coat was discarded, 
and you will most certainly have to 
get something new. Youngsters love 
plaids and checks, and you can find 
something relatively inexpensive in 
a cotton flannel that will answer 
your needs. 


Select Straight Lines 
For Easy Tailoring 

For ease in sewing as well as 
ease in adjusting to growing needs, 
it’s best to choose a coat with 
straight lines. Sometimes patterns 
look simple, but upon close inspec-

tion they reveal a lot of careful 
tailoring and detail for which you do 
not have the necessary time. A boxy 
model, for example, would be easy 
to use, 

Whether the coat is single or dou- 
ble breasted makes little difference 
as to ease in sewing; the selection 
is one of taste. The double breasted 
models generally are preferred be- 
cause the coat has a good overlap 
which is nice for active youngsters. 

Never make clothing of this type 
too large in the hope the child will

grow into it soon, The garment 
should fit, but room for adjustment 
can be left while cutting. Hems, 
for instance, can carry four inches, 
enough to let out a little later, You 
also may save a little fabric for 
cuffs when the sleeves shoot up. 
Thickness of the fabric does not 
make the material harder to sew. 
You simply adjust the needle, 
thread and stitch of the machine to 
the fabric. However, leave enough 
fabric to make good seams without 
having them b , and press each 
seam with a dampened cloth and

Reversible Coats 
Are Practical 

The straight-line reversible coat is 
very practical to make at this time 
of year, because we soon will be 
getting into warmer, rainier weath- 
er. These are really very simply 
done because you may use the 
tweed or woolen irom an old over- 
coat and then secure a gabardine 
type that is water-repellent for the 
other side. 

In the case of the reversible coat, 
you cut two coats exactly the same. 
Each coat is put together and it is 
not until they are each completely 
sewed that you will join them. 

It usually is best to make the cot- 
ton coat first so that you will make 
the woolen coat more easily after 
having had the experience with the 
cotton, which is slightly easier to 
sew and incidentally easier to rip. 

When you sew the coats together, 
turn the front edges so they face. 
Slip-stitch the edges together. Run 
a machine stitching at the top of the 
hemline, through both the woolen 
and the cotton. The edges will not be 
joined together below the stitching. 

Now stitch the edges of the 
sleeves together, turning them so 
they face each other. The edges 
should meet exactly and be slip- 
stitched together. 

The collar is joined last. When the 
coat is completely put together, 
measure for buttons and buttonholes 
and sew these last of all. 


Hoods, Pockets 
Are Essential 

Whether the coat is for winter or 
for in-between seasons, it is very 
practical to make a hood to go with 
it. It offers protection from wind 
and weather as well as rain, and 
saves looking for a hat, as children 
sometimes will need to do. 

If you are making a reversible 
coat, the hood should be lined in the 
cotton material so that it can be re- 
versed when the coat is turned. If 
you have made the coat of wool, line 
it with the plaid or check you have 
used for the lining of the coat. This 
will add warmth and protection as 
well as making an integral part of 
the coat. 

Hoods should be detachable so 
that, if the coat is used for dress, it 
can be removed easily and a hat 
used in its place. 

Don’t hesitate to put in pockets 
as these will give practical value as 
well as a nice tailored appearance 
to the coat. These, too, may be lined 
with cotton flannel, plaid, plain or 
checked for warmth. 

Buttons should be sturdy but not 
sewed too tightly as they will come 
off easily. Make buttonholes care- 
fully so they will not fray and de- 
tract from the appearance of the 
coat. 

Zippers may be used in place of 
buttons if they slide easily and are 
well sewed in. They're very popular 
for the three-quarter length "s 
and girl's coats. 


NO BARE CUPBOARDS 


For a very small investment, the 
homemaker can change the appear- 
ance of one major room—the kitch- 
en, That investment is in new shelf 
paper, which is plentiful this year, 
Picking out shelving paper is like 
selecting new wall paper for the 
living room, material for bedroom 
drapes or new furniture covers— 
only it costs considerably less. In 
making your selection, don’t shy 
away from contrasts. Try blue for 
a yellow kitchen, gray or red for a 
blue kitchen, green for a white kitch- 
en, Or, use dark blue shelf paper 
with light blue walls.

Boost Housing Fund 


Backed by all veterans groups the 
special session of the 80th congress 
heeded the various organizations, 
which had help from the contrac- 
tors and builders, and appropriated 
an additional 750 million dollars to 
the federal housing administration 
for insurance of new home construc- 
tion. 

Bulk of this money will go into 
veterans housing under title six of 
the FHA, under the priority system 
set up by FHA. Original legislation 
introduced by Rep. George Smath- 
ers (Dem., Fla.), himself a veteran, 
called for a billion dollars but the 
amount was later reduced to 750 
million dollars with an additional 
amount of five million dollars which 
may be appropriated by executive 
order of the President. 

Another issue in which all vet- 
erans are interested to such an ex- 
tent that it was made a matter of 
congressional investigation is that 
of veterans’ insurance. Veterans’ 
administration has been far behind 
in its work due to lack of personnel 
and the tremendous amount of busi- 
ness, but the house veterans’ affairs 
committee was told by Harold W. 
Breining, assistant VA insurance 
administrator, that veterans’ in- 
surance will be in good shape for 
payment of premiums in the next 
month or two. “The impression is 
given,”’ Breining said, ‘‘that no mat- 
ter what you do in Veterans’ ad- 
ministration you are wrong." 


| Questions and Answers 

Q. Our son is in a veterans hos- 
pital being treated for a service 
incurred disability. Shortly after 
his discharge from the army he 
was awarded a disability of 100 per 
cent and was drawing $115 a month, 
He drew this for several months, 
actually until he went into the hos- 
pital for treatment several months 
ago. Since he has been in the hos- 
pital his monthly pension has been 
cut to $20. We are wondering if that 
| is right since we are his aged par- 
ents and dependent upon his pen- 
sion for our support. Is there any- 
thing we can do to get this disabil- 
ity pension restored? — Mr. and 
Mrs. A. J. H., Caruthersville, Mo. 

A, It is customary to cut pension 
payments of veterans who enter VA 
hospitals for disability treatments, 
and the total amount of their pen- 
| sions, less the difference they draw, 
| $20, accrues to their account. De- 
| pendency does not enter into the 
| amount a veteran draws for disabil- 
jity, the amount being determined 
by the disability and not the de- 
pendency. However, it is possible 
your son can explain the situation 
and the chances are Veterans’ ad- 
ministration will permit him to draw 
more than the $20 monthly pay- 
ments while he is in the hospital, 
Suggest you have your son take 
the matter up with the VA hospital 
officials. 

Q. I read in our local paper a 
statement in your column which 
may or may not apply to my case 
and I would like your opinion, In 
the case I read about, the veteran 
and his wife were separated but not 
divorced and arrangements ap- 
parently were made to share his 
disability pension. In my case, I 
have obtained a divorce from my 
husband who is a veteran of World 
War Il, He is drawing a total dis- 
ability pension amounting to more 
than $100 per month. I am wonder- 
ing if I could get part of his check 
as support money for myself? 
Mrs, W. W. S., Phoenix, Ariz. 

A. It is possible that the case you 
read about was a mutual agree- 
ment between the veteran and his 
estranged wife. In your case, if your 
husband will not agree to share his 
pension with you voluntarily, it 
would take a court order. If your 
divorce requires your husband to 
pay alimony you might be able to 
get some of it. Otherwise, probably 
not. 

Q. If I can get a business Joan 
under the G.I. bill will I have to 
operate the business myself or can 
I have a partner who will do the 
work?—0O, * B., Charlottsville, Va. 

A. There is nothing to prevent 
you from having a partner, pro- 
vided you make provisions to pro- 
tect yourself in case of loss; but 
under terms of the law, the veteran 
must devote his personal labor or 
supervision to the enterprise on a 
full or part time basis, 

Q. Our son has made several at- 
tempts to get into a veterans hos- 
pital for treatment of an ailment 
Lager moe pe during his serv. 
ce and which recurs cally, 
He has been easneuanllll soll tee 
tell him there is already a long wait- 
ing list. It seems that if a veteran 
needs treatment he should have 
it and not walt until it is too late, 
—Mrs. L. L. W., Sumpter, Ga. 

A. Without knowing all the facts 
it would appear that your son's ail- 
ment is not a service-connected dis- 
ability, or has been so regarded 
by Veterans’ administration,

“Why is the third base coach so 
important, and why is the job so 
tough?’’ I asked Frisch. 

“Third base is the scoring spot,” 
Frisch replied, “It is the big cor- 
ner, There are men on first and sec- 
ond, A hit follows. The third base 
coach has to judge the speed of the 
hit. He has to know something about 
the outfielder’s throwing arm, 
Should he send the runner home? 
Should he send the first base run- 
ner on his way round to third? He 
must watch the ball. He must 
watch two base runners. 


Games Lost at Third 

“It might surprise you if I should 
tell you the number of games I saw 
lost last season through incorrect 
decisions on the part of the third 
base coach. I couldn’t blame them 
for they had too many spots to cov- 
er, too many places to watch, all in 
split-second time.” 

Looking back, you can see what 
Mr. Frisch was talking about. Base- 
ball is packed with close games— 
with games won or lost by a run. 
Should the base runner be sent 
home, or held at third? Should 
the runner on first be sent around 
to third? With two men scamper- 
ing around the bases and the ball 
bouncing around the infield — three 
different spots to watch — what js 
the next mvve? 

“Third base coaching is not only 
a tough spot,”’ Frisch says, “‘but a 
highly important one. It can mean 
the difference of 10 or 12 games a 
season, a margin that could win a 
pennant for three or four teams. 
There are so many things that look 
unimportant in baseball that can 
win or lose your games,” Frisch 
continued. “Just a little mistake 
here — just another one there. Not 
much of wu mistake, But there goes 
your ball game.” 

“Frisch is right when you look 
over the number of ball games won 
and lost by the margin of a single 
run, Just a run, that’s all, But it 
means the ball game. 

The Dodgers won a flock of games 
by one run last season, Suppose a 
third of those had gone the other 
way? What a sad hamlet Brooklyn 


would have been,

Hard Training Needed 

There seems to be a wide dif- 
ference of opinion as to how Joe 
Louis will look and act on his re- 
appearance in front of Jersey Joe 
Walcott in June. 

No one, of course, expects to see 
the Louis of his peak years, the 
Louis that used to be. On the other 
vand, I don't think you'll view any 
decrepit old man, You'll see a much 
better Louis than the one who met 
Walcott a short while back. 

When Louis came to this contest 
he had actually fought only seven 
full rounds in six years. The rounds 
against Billy Conn consisted en- 
tirely of walking, barring one or 
two punches. The Mauriello furry 
lasted less than three minutes, 

Louis had been leading a soft life 
up to his brief training period, look- 
ing on Walcott as a soft touch to be 
eliminated without much effort. So 
there was neither any physical 
hardness nor any mental lift to the 
Louls effort. He had overlooked the 
fact that while he was loafing, Wal- 
cott had been fighting. This can 
make a terrific difference when one 
has passed 30, and has been around 
the ring 12 or 13 years. 

I still believe Louis can whip bim- 
self back into first-class fighting 
shape, if he has that much ambi- 
tion left, For this isn’t going to be 
any easy job. 

Road work isn’t the only answer. 
Back in training, he needs sparring 
partners who can jolt him, hurt him 
and cross him up. Joe has never 
been the ring's quickest thinker 
when he gets crossed. He needs 
time to figure things out. He un- 
tracks slowly. But up to the Walcott 
party, he had always been willing 


to throw a punch, once he got in’ 


reach. This time, after catching up 
with Walcott, he waited for Walcott 
to lead. 

A serious, hard-training campaign 
of three or four months could bring 
Louis back a long way—quite long 
enough to win—if Louis is willing to 
pay this price. At least he will never 
look as bad again.

The Coosa 
River Newsprint Mill, with head- 
quarters at Birmingham, wt) oper- 
ave the mill. 

Walter C. Johnson, of Chatta- 
nooga, executive secretary of the 
S. N. P. A., said five bids on the 
construction work have been re- 
ceived. 

Johnson said that 44,000 additional 
acres of land have been purchaseé 
for the plant.

Indiana is the Land of the Hoosiers. 
And the Hoosiers are that particular 
breed of people who do things and make 
history. ‘‘Hoosier’’ is no mean sobriquet. 
The word embodies the good soil, the 
gentle climate, the perseverance of pio- 
neers in the wilderness, the courage of 
strong men and women in the face of 
Indian attack, and the will to win recog- 


nition against ail odds. 


Originally much of Indiana was covered with 
a heavy growth of forests, mostly hardwood 
trees. The first hundred years of its history 
were marked by a hectic series of events in- 
volving Indian tribes, wars, French traders 
and English explorers. After the Revolution- 
ary war the Americans pushed farther west 
into the wilderness. They were the first Hoo- 
siers. They built permanent settlements, They 
drove out the Indians — remember reading 
about the battle of Tippecanoe and General

In 1800, Indiana was made a territory.

Give Meals Proper Background 
With Placemats Made at Home

PERHAPS you've noticed that you 
have just as nice china and silver 
as your friend across the street, but 
there’s something so much more 
effective about her table when it's 
set, than yours, Or, perhaps you've 
seen your things used in table set- 
tings made up by someone else, and 
they always seem to look prettier. 

The secret of a good looking din- 
ing table is not just in the dishes 
and cutlery you use. Just as impor- 
tant for setting it off properly is the 
kind of background you give it. 

Linens—and by this we refer to 
cotton and rayon as well as linen— 
can add to or detract from your 
dishes. Sometimes a note of gayety 
and a splash of color are essential, 
while at other times a quiet sub- 
dued effect is needed. 

Well, you say, I don't have a great 
many linens so that I can pick or 
choose just exactly what I'd like. 
This is where your ingenuity comes 
in, If you can't buy new materials, 
see what you can do with old. Actu- 
ally some sugar sacks, dyed to just 
the right tone and appliqued with 
the help of a pattern, may give you 
a set or two for your table, which is 
all you need. 

Color is being used much more 
extensively on the table than ever 
before. White is still good, but you'll 
admit that for a gay family supper 
you can create the mood more ap- 
propriately if you set the table with 
delicate greens or a warm orange 
set of placemats.

tings. They do, however, have much 
good material in them and might be 
made into placemats. 

Before you make the placemats 
themselves, you may want to touch 
up the color to a certain extent. 
Select this according to the china 
with which you plan to use it. If you 
have bright-colored pottery dishes, 
for example, you'll want to choose 
one of the so-called fiesta colors— 
red pepper, chili green, patio fuch- 
sia or siesta violet. 

Dye the whole piece of material 
before cutting down to mats and 
napkins so that you can be sure the 
color is even and smooth and every-

thing will match. After this Is done, 
press the material carefully and 
cut, 

Placemats are usually cut 11 by 
17 inches. Luncheon napkins are cut 
17 inches square, dinner napkins 19 
inches, while tea or bridge napkins 
| are 11% inches square. 

You may fringe the edges for a 
quick and easy finish. Or, if you 
have the time and inclination, hand 
hemming is a fine and traditional 
edging. ‘

An old damask that has lost its 
original crisp, high luster look, still 
may have considerable use. First, 
dye it pastel pink, a rich deep 
green, creamy yellow or golden 
peach. Any of these colors heightens 
the original pattern of the damask 
and gives the material new beauty. 

After this has been carefully 
hand-hemmed — and this is really 
the only type of edging that really 
looks proper on damask—you may 
wish to monogram it. This adds 
even more elegance to the material. 

Monograms usually are white if 
they are on white linens; in fact, 
some authorities never make an ex- 
ception. However, if you have dyed 
the material as I have suggested, 
the monogram may be a slightly 
deeper or lighter shade of the ma- 
— It may even be in contrast to 
t. 
Monograms are exquisite when 
well made, and there are all sorts of 
aids on the market to help you make 
them properly, But don’t ruin the 
linen or damask unless you can do 
fine needle work and have both pa- 
tience and time to carry it out. 

If you do not have monograms, 
then rely on the beauty of simplicity 
to carry out the effect. Use your 
best china, have a simple but ele- 
gant centerpiece of fruit and leaves 
or formally arranged flowers. 


Braided Mate Add 
Interest to Meals 

For informal entertaining, braid- 
ed mats make an nice 
table setting. Ransack the remnant 
bag for scraps, or use feed or sugar 
sacks dyed to desired colors. Mono- 
tone colored mats are best with 
multi-colored china, while if your 
dishes are solid colors you may 
want to work out two or three- 
colored effects. 

Dye the scraps the proper shade 
and cut into strips. Fold raw edges 
to the center, then fold again and 
you are ready to braid. The mats 
are made slightly larger than the 
standard 11 by 17 inches, 

Table settings are informal with 
braided mats, and centerpieces 
should be very simple. You might 
like two or three fruits attractively 
arranged, or you might try gourds,

G.l. Affairs Reviewed 


Of the total number of World War 
II veterans, 14,685,000 as of Decem- 
ber 1, 1947, Veterans’ administra- 
tion says that 2,800,000 are in school 
or on-the-job training, 395,022 were 
drawing unemployment compensa- 
tion, 2,191,759 were drawing disabil- 
ity awards, 107,483 were in veterans’ 
hospitals or homes and 17,975 were 
awaiting hospital admission. 

The November figures reached 
new peaks in all categories with the 
exception of on-the-job training, 
which has declined for the tenth 
consecutive month. 

Most of the G.I. bill trainees were 
studying in schools, with 1,150,000 
enrolled in colleges and universities 
and 651,000 taking work in other 
schools below the collegiate level. 
Institutional or school on-farm train- 
ing attracted 199,000 while 545,000 
were enrolled in on-the-job training. 

VA reported that with 18,284 cases 
pending, there were 489,262 cases in 
which it was paying death compen- 
sation or pensions. 

Questions and Answers 

Q. I read your answers in the Cin- 
cinnati Community News and would 
like some information about my 
husband who is still in service. He 
is overseas and in event something 
happened to him, which I pray not, 


what would I do about his terminal 


leave bond which has not been 
signed or endorsed by him as yet? 
He does not know exactly when he 
will ever be back home, so this 
question puzzles me. What shall I 
do about it? —V. E. R., Coving- 
ton, Ky. 

A. Would suggest that your hus- 
band either make a will making you 
executor of his estate or give you 
power of attorney to sign the bond. 

Q. Our son is with the occupation 
forces in Germany. We have not 
heard from him for several months 
and the last address was at Frank- 
fort, Germany. We have written to 
him regularly and sent him several 
parcels but have received no an- 
swers. Can you suggest how we can 
get in touch with him? — Mrs. 
A. R. G., Wilmington, Del. 

A. Address a letter to either the 
chaplain or the commanding officer, 
or both, of your son’s outfit at his 
last address. Or you might, in the 
interest of time, write a letter direct 
to Central Postal Locater, care of 
your son’s APO number in New 
York City and give them your son’s 
last address and ask them to locate 
him for you. 

Q. Is it possible for a veteran tak- 
ing a college course under the G.I. 
bill to complete one semester and 
then work a semester and then go 
back to school? I am a married 
veteran with one child and we find 
our subsistence allowance is not suf- 
ficient for us to live on and go to 
school without working. Can you ad- 
vise us? — Veteran, Bloomington, 
Ind. 
A. Yes, it is possible to go to 
school a year and then work a year 
since you have four years from the 
time of your discharge, or after end 
of war, whichever is later, in which 
to start your educational course and 
you have nine years after the end of 
the war to complete it. There would 
be nothing to prevent your getting 
a part-time job to help out on your 
subsistence even while you are go- 
ing to school, 

Q. Will veterans who are still in 
the army and not eligible for dis- 
charge be entitled to a terminal 
leave pay bond?—Mrs. O. R. T., 
Tupelo, Miss. 

A. If the veteran was in the army 
at the time terminal leave pay 
bonds were issued he probably has 
received the bond if he had terminal 
leave pay coming. However, the 
army says those entering service 
after that time will be paid in cash 
the amount of their terminal leave, 
upon their discharge. 

Q. I am the wife of a World War 
I veteran and I want to know if the 
wife of a veteran gives him cause 
for a separation and they don't sepa- 
rate, and they live together from 
the date of marriage until he dies, 
will she be entitled to a pension 
when the veteran dies, if all other 
requirements have been met? — 
Mrs. G. W., Adamsville, Tenn, 

A. If you are the legal wife of the 
veteran at the time of his death and 
all other requirements have been 
met you would be entitled to a pen- 
sion for life, or until you remarry. 

Q. My husband has reenlisted in 
the army for two years and I am 
wondering if he couldn’t get a G.I. 
loan so that In the meantime we 
could be paying on a little home and 
have it pretty well paid for when he 
comes out. Can you advise me?— 
Mrs. G. G. T., Orlando, Fla. 

A. No, your husband is not a vet- 
‘ran as long as he is a member of 
‘he armed services and the law pro- 
vides G.I. home loans are available 
ynly to veterans who have been dis- 
charged from the armed services 
under conditions other than dishon- 
orable. 


Pilot's Worried Dad 
Invénts Safe Tank 


Gets Patent on Gadget That Is 
Non-Explosive. 


NEW YORK. — A father who was 
driven by fears for the safety of his 
bomber-pilot son says he has ob- 
tained a patent on the first collapsi- 
ble, non-explosive fuel tank for air- 
craft. 

“That was my son's chief fear 
when he went overseas five years 
ago—that a bullet would explode his 
gasoline tank,’’ Henry W. Lorenz 
of Bayside, N. Y., said. 

“I asked myself why we couldn't 
have a non-explosive gas tank. So I 
set out to invent one, and I did.” 

“The present conventional tank is 
a bomb,” Lorenz said. 

The reason for fuel tank ex- 
plosions, the inventor said, is that 
in all present tanks, whether or not 
they are of the flexible type, air en- 
ters the tank through a vent to re- 
place the used fuel, and forms an 
explosive mixture of oxygen and 
gasoline. 

“A full tank can’t explode,”’ Lor- 
enz said, ‘‘and my tank is always 
full. It’s made of synthetic rubber, 
and being airtight, it collapses like 
esata as the tank is emp- 

jied.’’ 

Lorenz said his tank also eli- 
minates refueling hazards, since 
no furnes are created when the tank 
is filled. 

Another advantage, the inventor 
said, is that no moisture can enter 
to freeze in the fuel lines when the 
plane is flying at high altitudes, 


Oregon May Have Hot and 


Cold Running Highways 
PORTLAND, ORE. — A high- 
way heated by hot water is pro- 
posed by the Oregon state high- 
way commission. The project in- 


volves a 510-foot section of the 
Malin highway on the east edge 
of Klamath Falls, an extension of 
that city's main street.» 

Natural hot water wells in the 
area would be tapped to pipe hot 
water through the pavement and 
prevent it from icing in winter. 


Limitation Placed on Use 


Of New Drug, Streptomycin 


NEW YORK. — Dr. John G. Kidd 
of Cornell university medical cen- 
ter told the New York Academy of 
Medicine that the new drug strep- 
tomycin often largely overcomes the 
form of tuberculosis known as mil- 
iary. 

Although thousands of persons 
have this kind of TB, it is rare com- 
pared with the major form, which 
is lung tuberculosis. What strepto- 
mycin can do for the major dis- 
ease is still unsatisfactory and puz- 
zling. 

Seven autopsies proved, said Kidd, 
that in the miliary form, bad spots 
on the lungs were healed. Some- 
times, however, the patients re- 
lapsed and died of TB. 

One possible reason was the abil- 
ity of TB germs to change their na- 
tures and become resistant to strep- 

| tomycin. Kidd said that in one case 
where two units of the drug had at 
first killed these germs, after a while 
| they were not killed by doses 250 
times bigger. 

Large doses of streptomycin, he 
| said, caused partial deafness of five 
out of seven of the persons autop- 
sied.

Awkward but Great 


Grace doesn’t always mean great- 
ness. Hans Wagner, the greatest 
shortstop that ever lived, one of the 
greatest of all players, reminded 
you of a giant crab. Hans was 
awkward-looking. Christy Mathew- 
son was no picture of grace in the 
box. Neither is Bob Feller, who uses 
almost every muscle in his body. 

On the other hand, Dizzy Dean 
had an almost flawless pitching mo- 

_tion. Dizzy finished on the toes of 
his left foot, as far forward as one 
could get without toppling over on 
his face. For the few short years he 
had before his right shoulder went 
lame, he was as good as any pitcher 
I ever saw. 

Ty Cobb always has rated Ed

Accuracy of Straw Polls 


NTIL the votes are cast in the 

next November election there 
will be many straw ballots taken, 
and most of them will be reasonably 
accurate at the time they are re- 
corded. 

The idea of a national straw ballot 
on the presidential election origi- 
nated with the Literary Digest. It 
was taken by mail, not by thousands 
of paid balloteers, and was a long 
and expensive process. One straw 
ballot only was taken preceeding 
each presidential election. Through 
several campaigns the results had 
been reasonably accurate. 

In the campaign of 1936 the 
Literary Digest mailed, early in 
July immediately following the 
convention, ten million post- 
cards to names taken from the 
telephone directories of the na- 
tion, including those of the met- 
ropolitan centers and the rural 
sections. Those names were pre- 
sumed to represent a reliable 
cross-section of the people of 
the nation, 

The returns were in before the 
end of July, before the real cam- 
paign opened, before the oratory 
got under way, before either candi- 
date had made any speeches. It was

Army Technicians 
Create Blizzards 


Man-Made Storms Permit 
Large Saving in Test 
Of Equipment. 


FORT MONMOUTH, N. J.—Arctic 
blizzards are being manufactured 
in the army signal corps’ own back- 
yard. Man-made storms, equalling 
Arctic blizzards in intensity, have 
been developed in test chambers of 
the signal corps engineering labora- 
tories at this post, the army an- 
nounced, 

The development of snow in suffi- 
cient quantity to test military equip- 
ment under simulated Arctic cli- 
matic conditions was described by 
the army as the first accomplish- 
ment of its kind on record. 

By being able to produce its own 
blizzards at home, the signal corps 
has made possible the testing of 
military equipment that otherwise 
would have had to be transported 
to northern wastes at great cost 
and inconvenience, 

Form Visible Cloud, 

Snow-making is not new, but the 
signal corps said previous endeav- 
ors have been confined to refriger- 
ating machines, producing snow- 
flakes hardly to be compared to the 
three or four inch depth developed 
in a Fort Monmouth building large 
enough to house many men and 
many articles of equipment.

Accurate though it was at the 
| time in early July when it was 
taken, thet straw vote proved to be 
a catastrophe for an old established 
and stable publication. The people 
did not understand the conditions, 
and the results registered in the No- 
vember election so discredited the 
Literary Digest that it did not long 
survive, Its death, as well as the 
Republican hopes it had engen- 
dered, were the result of too much 
oratory of the wrong kind. 

Present-day methods of taking 
straw polls provide quick results. 

The thousands of balloteers em- 
ployed, asking a well considered 
and concise question, makes pos- 
sible the taking and tabulating of a 
national straw poll, within a few 
days at the most. Since 1936 the 
several national polls have been 
reasonably accurate in recording 
trends in public sentiment. They 
show to those directing a campaign 
the effects of their efforts and the 
possible need for changing the tenor 
of the campaign oratory. That is an 
advantage Landon did not enjoy.

Sales Totals Deceptive 


In 1929 we boasted of our pros- 
perity. In that year retail sales 
throughout the nation amounted to 
more than 48 billion dollars, up to 
that time an all-time record, The 
past year, 1947, retail sales were 
more than twice the 1929 figure, a 
staggering total of 109 billion dol- 
lars. The greater part of the differ- 
ence was represented by the 
changed purchasing power of the 
dollar. In 1929 a dollar bought 
100 cents worth of commodities; in 
1947 each dollar bought only about 
40 cents worth of commodities. That 
difference represents the extent of 
the inflation from which we are suf- 
fering. Our 1929 dollar was backed 
by gold. We could get 100 cents 
worth of gold for each dollar we 
had. The dollar of today is backed 
only by government credit, and that 
credit is not as good as gold. It was 
not that we bought more 
ties in 1947 than in 1929, but we paid 
twice as much, or more, for what 
we bought. et 


Because Europe has spent those 
American dollars we gave them and 
because the American manufac- 
turer prefers to sell to the home 
folks for cash rather than to foreign- 
ers on credit, exports have dropped, 
and are dropping rapidly. This 
should mean we home folks now 
should be able to buy some of the 
American-made things we have 
been wanting.

A super-cooled cloud identical to 
those found in nature then is pro- 
duced by a rapid cooling to a tem- 
perature of 5 or 10 degrees, the 
snow-making is begun by shaking a 
small bag of dry ice, about the size 
of a finger-tip, into it.

While the snow is falling, high 
velocity winds, produced by a high- 
speed motor driven propeller, whip 
the fine, dry snow particles. 

Signal corps engineers said the 
test chambers are equipped with 
facilities to produce climatic condi- 
tions in every part of the world. 

Climate can be simulated up to 
190 degrees above, with mist, fog 
or rain, from a drizzle to two inch 
an hour. ,

MARSHALLTOWN, IOWA.— The 
living rooms in the homes of Police 
Chief Sim Smith and Patrolman 
Charles Harbison are adorned with 
landscapes painted in oils by a 
check forger they sent to the state 
penitentiary. 

They received the paintings as 
gifts from Merle Sankey, a rubber 
check specialist who drew wide- 
spread attention last year when his 
side talent as an artist was publi- 
cized. 

Sankey, arrested at Galena, IIL, 
spent six months there before he 
was transferred to the jail here.

‘Come and Be Gay’ 


Texas Fete Perpetuates Color 
And Pageantry of Old Mexico

BROWNSVILLE, TEX.—One hundred years ago on the banks 
of the Rio Grande a town was founded that was destined to ab- 
sorb the cultures and beauties of its neighboring city of Matamoros, 
Mexico, and blend it with the industry and life of this country. 

The gayety of the neighboring country, the color of the cele- 
brations of the country that was divided but never separated 
by the Rio Grande and the colorful costumes with which these 
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friends bedecked themselves ap- 
pealed to the Texans, who immedi- 
ately adopted them for their own. 

Out of this exchange of friendship, 
business and language grew the de- 
sire to bring the beauties of the 
neighboring country to a wider range 
of people in the U. S. So, 11 years 
ago a group of civic-minded citizens 
of Brownsville formed Charro Days, 
Inc., the purpose of which was to 
present annually a fiesta that would 
keep the costumes, the traditions 
and the music before winter visitors 
in the Lower Rio Grande valley. 
The idea was so successful and so 
interesting that thousands of ‘‘turis- 
tas” come to participate in the fun 
yearly. 


There is no parallel to Charro 
Days anywhere. Nowhere else 
but along the border, and no- 
where but Brownsville, will be 
found contrasting cultures meet- 
ing and blending in such cama- 
raderie, good will and color. 


The border people of the Rio 
Grande live in a world of their own. 
There is no day in the year when 
flowers fail to bloom and no season | 
in the year when vast agricultural 
development is at a standstill. The 
major interruption comes during 
Charro Days, when for four days 
each year—in the week before Lent 
—the people of Rio Grande valley 
put on costumes and pour into 
Brownsville, the valley's metropoli- | 
tan city, for a romantic masquer- 
ade. 


Gateway to World. 

The history of Charro Days paral- 
lels the history of the growth and 
development of Brownsville, for the 
city has assumed the proportions of 
a truly “International Gateway.” 


Blind Man to Make 
Bid for Public Office 


GREENFIELD, WIS.—In his first 
bid for public office, a blind man, 
Charles H. Brees, 43, will run for 
town chairman in the spring elec- 
tion. 

Brees, who is six feet, three 
inches tall and a piano tuner by 
trade, has not let his blindness pre- 
vent him from taking a lead in civic 
affairs. He is founder and president 
of the town’s Citizen’s Voters 
league. He keeps informed on cur- 
rent eventa through the radio and 
having his wife, Theresa, read to 
him. 

In his bid for town chairman, 
Brees is campaigning on a program 
for establishment of a town fire de- 
partment, garbage collection serv- 
ice, public works department, in- 
stallation of street lights and im- 
provernents in sanitary conditions 
and police protection, 

Brees lost his sight in an accident 
when he was seven years old,

Prewar Rents Still Prevail 
In ‘Town Inflation Forgot’ 


TOMBALL, TEX.—‘‘We're happy 
and we want to see everybody 
happy.’’ That's the philosophy which 
prevails in Tomball, heralded as 
“the town inflation forgot.” 

With prewar rents and almost 
prewar prices still prevailing and 
with its service of free gas and 
water to all residents, prosperous 
Tomball boasts the lowest living 
costs in the United States. 

In booming Houston, only 32 miles 
away, the cost of living has soared 
111 per cent in 10 years. 

“Tt makes us sad to read about 
prices going up so high in Houston 
and other places,"’ bewildered Tom- 
ball boosters declare. 

The most expensive rental in 
Tombail—a lovely brick house 
on the outskirts with an expan- 
sive, well-kept lawn—rents for 
$50, That, too, includes free gas 
and water. 

Large, modern houses rent for 
$35, some for $23. Nice apartments, 
many of them three room duplexes 
with bath, can be obtained for $10 a 
month, furnished at that, 

A good lunch at a restaurant, 
complete with three vegetables, 
costs 40 to 45 cents. School children 
get the same lunch, minus one vege- 
table, for 35 cents. Hamburgers and 
chili cost 15 cents.

The free gas and water — along 
with the general prosperity which 
contrasts so strangely with unbe- 
lievably low prices—are attributed 
to oil. Twelve years ago the local 
cemetery was moved to Willow 
Grove to make way for an oil der- 
rick, 

The oil company, which drilled 

25 wells within the city limits, 

contracted to provide gas and 

water free as long as the oil 
supply holds out. 


Mayor Cecil Faris, “the biggest 
man in Tomball’'—he wasted away 
from 400 pounds to a mere 280 after 
a recent illness—admits that ‘‘may- 
be the cost of living has gone up in 
Tomball, but it's not noticeable.” 
“Of course,” he adds, ‘“‘we did ob- 
ject when the restaurants jacked 
up lunches from 40 to 45 cents.” 

William Holderrieth, owner of a 
furniture store, had been renting the 
same apartments for 10 years for 
$8 a month, He increased the rent 
after furnishing them. Now they 
rent for $10, Most of them are three- 
room duplexes with bath and, of 
course, free gas and water. 


Farm Income Hits 
18 Billion for 1947 


Predict Another Huge Wheat Crop 
In 1948. 


WASHINGTON.—A net income of 
18 billion dollars and the second 
largest peacetime crop in history 
were harvested by farmers in 1947, 
according to the department of agri- 
culture. 

Gross cash receipts of $30,300,000,- 
000 were 19 per cent ahead of 1946. 

Livestock and livestock products 
accounted for $16,900,000,000 of the 
total; crops about $13,100,000,000. 

Despite a corn crop of only 2,400,- 
952,000 bushels, some 849,000,000 
bushels under the 1946 record high, 
the crop total was exceeded only in 
1942, 1944 and 1946. 

Government payments, largely 
for carrying out soil conservation, 
totaled 340 million dollars. This was 
a reduction of 60 per cent from 1946, 
when subsidies were paid to hold 
down prices of dairy products, beef, 
mutton and lamb. 

Another billion-bushel wheat crop 
in 1948—of which there have been 
only four in the nation’s history— 
appeared to be a possibility, on the 
basis of an agriculture department 
forecast. 

This outlook is considerably more 
favorable than was expected when 
drouth conditions hampered plant- 
ing in wheat producing sections of 
the Great Plains. 

The department predicted the 
fall-sown winter crop will yield 838,- 
705,000 bushels, on the basis of De- 
cember 1 conditions. 

While no estimate could be given 
on the possible production of spring 
wheat, to be seeded next spring, offi- 
cials said that crop should amount 
to at least 275 million bushels. 


Drug Suspended in Mist 


Checks Asthma Symptoms 


CHICAGO. — Certain drugs, 
when suspended in a mist, pro- 
tect animals from the effects of 
histarnine, a body chemical re- 
sponsible for symptoms of 
asthma, a Northwestern univer- 
sity specialist said. 

The drugs are known as anti- 
histamines and include pyriben- 
zamine, benadryl, thenylene and 
neoantergan, Dr. Samuel M. 
Feinberg told the American 
Academy of Allergy. 

In earlier experiments, the 
drugs were administered by 
mouth and showed little effect 
on asthma. -Investigators then 
conceived of the idea of suspend- 
ing the drugs in a mist so they 
could be inhaled by 10 experi- 
mental guinea pigs. This permit- 
ted a greater concentration of the 
drug to reach the bronchial 
tubes. 


For Want of Horses, Two 


Battles Were Fought by U. S. 
WASHINGTON.—Lt. Gen. Lucian 


K. Truscott Jr. says two major 
World War II battles, Cassino and 
Anzio, would never have taken 
place and the Italian campaign 
might have been shortened many 
months had U. S. forces had horse 
cavalry. 

The opinions are expressed in a 
letter Truscott, former commander 
of the U. S. 5th army, wrote July 14, 
1945, to the commanding general of 
the Mediterranean theater. A copy 
was given to a senate armed serv- 
ices subcommittee. 

Truscott wrote: 

“I am of the opinion that had a 
regiment of well trained American 
cavalry been available to me when 
the 3rd division began its advance 
north from Battipaglia, or even 
when we crossed the Volturno, the 
Battle of Cassino never would have 
taken place, Anzio would have been 
unnecessary and the Italian cam- 
paign might have been terminated 
many months before it actually 
did.” 


De-icing of Planes Brings 


Trophy to Engineer Inventor 


WASHINGTON. — Lewis A. Rod- 
ert, an engineer with the national 
advisory committee for aeronautics 
(NACA), received the 1946 Robert 
J. Collier trophy for his work in de- 
veloping a heat method of protect- 
ing aircraft from ice, National Aero- 
nautic association announced. 

The trophy, generally recognized 
as the outstanding aviation award 
in this country, is conferred for an 
achievement, “‘the value of which 
has been demonstrated by actual 
use during the preceding year.” 

Rodert is chief of flight research 
at the NACA flight propulsion re- 
search laboratory at Cleveland, the 
government's aeronautical research 
agency.

Matter of Legal Injunction 


CLEVELAND. —A parrot which 
eats ice cream, kisses girls and 
doesn’t use profanity was the object 
of a court injunction. 

Common Pleas Judge Frank S. 
Day enjoined the bird's owners, Mr.

Cleveland Heights, from selling the 
parrot to anyone but Mrs. Margue- 
rite Hudson.

And then we come to Matthew 
1:21, ‘‘And thou shalt call his name 
Jesus, for he shall save his people 
from their sins.’’ Then go on to read 
Matthew 5:17-28, Luke 19:1-10, and 
Hebrews 4:15, 16. 

The key verse, it seems to me, in 
Sunday’s lesson is Luke 19:10, ‘‘The 
Son of man came to seek and to 
save that which was lost.'’ Hold to 
this key, and every door will open 
in this lesson. 

JESUS HELPS ZACCHAEUS 


Dr. Newton 


i THE first ten verses of the 19th 


chapter of Luke we have the fas- 


cinating story of Jesus calling Zac- | 
chaeus down from the tree, forgiv- | 


ing his sins, and entering into his 
house. The disciples complained that 
Jesus had gone to lunch with a man 
that was a sinner. It was then that 
the Master declared, ‘“‘The Son of 
man is come to seek and to save 
that which was lost.”’ 

Zacchaeus is but an illustration 
of what Jesus seeks to do for 
every man. He has not come to 
save a few, but “whosoever will.” 
He will not force himself upon any 
man, but he waits in hope of sav- 
ing every man, 

The “worst’’ boy in your commu- 
nity may be saved — will be saved 
— if only he will do as Zacchaeus 
did, come to Jesus, just as he is, 
confessing his sin and believing on 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

HOW JESUS CHANGES PEOPLE 
jRus saved Zacchaeus by for- 

giving his sins and putting a new 
attitude in his heart, He had harmed 
many people, or at least they 
thought he had. They would not for- 
give him. 

He may not have asked them 
to forgive him, but when he met 
Jesus and was changed by the re- 
deeming grace of the Saviour, he 
proposed to restore fourfold 
wherever he may have wronged 
anyone. More than that, Zacchaeus 
offered to give the half of his 
goods to the poor. He gave con- 
vincing evidence that he was a 
changed man, So will every man 
who believes in Jesus. 

But we must remember this, Zac- 
chaeus bared his soul to the Saviour 
in repentance of his sins and be- 
lieved on him as the Son of God be- 
fore he manifested a changed atti- 
tude. 

THE PURPOSE OF JESUS 
RECALL again the words of the 

angel to Joseph, “Thou shalt 
call his name Jesus, for he shall 
save his people from their sins.” It 
was to save sinners like Zacchaeus 
that Jesus came down from heaven 
and died on the cross. That was and 
is his purpose, 

“He went about doing good, for 
God was with him,” Acts 10:38, 

We shall never understand the 
work of Jesus until we come to 
see him at work in every age 
and amongst all mankind to do 

the will of the Father in saving 
any and all who will come unto 
him in faith believing. 
“SO SEND I YOU" 

ESUS calls upon you and upon 

me and upon every follower of 

his to accept as the central purpose 
of our lives this mission of winning 
lost souls unto him. ‘‘As the Father 
hath sent me, so send I you.”’ 

I sat in a boat with two prom- 
inent business men, fishing in a 
private lake one afternoon last No- 
vember. Mr. Asa G. Candler of 
Atlanta and I were guests of Mr. 
Carr P. Collins of Dallas. We were 
at his Wild Briar farm, a few 
miles from Dallas. We were talk- 
ing about the plight of the world. 
Mr, Collins said: ‘‘What is money 
worth if we think of it apart from 
the purpose of God? Until we come 
back to the words of Jesus, ‘So 
send I you,’ we cannot hope to 
improve the sorrowful plight of 
our frightened day and genera- 
tion. All men are lost until they 
come to know him as Saviour.” 

Let this testimony of one of God's 
gentlemen be heard and heeded by 
laymen and preachers alike, and 
fear will give way to faith, and the 
kingdoms of this earth will become 
the kingdom of our Lord and 


Saviour Jesus Christ.

8 Million Heard Lecture; 
Paid Some $5,000,000 


The most widely heard speech 
of all time was ‘Acres of Dia- 
monds,”’ a version of the idea that 
there are riches in your own back 
yard, written by the American 
educator and clergyman, Dr. Rus- 
sell H. Conwell (1843-1925) says 
Collier's, 

During the last fifty years of his 
life, Dr, Conwell gave this inspira-

Decorator’s Tricks Will Alter 
Rooms of Improper Proportions 


By Extta Haley 


SINCE very few of us can select 
just where we want to live, and 
even go a step further and design 
rooms the size they should really 
be, then we must do the next best 
thing—use decorative effects either 
to make large rooms appear 
smaller or small rooms seem 
larger. 

Just in case you've a desire to 
wag your head and say that's im- 
possible, then consult decorators 
who are faced with these problems 
every day. It’s true that you don't 
magically create space or lose it, 
but the effect can be changed. 

When decorators’ tricks are used, 
pleasant illusions are created and 
you need not feel outsized in a room 
that is actually small, but made to 
appear spacious. Or, if the room is 
large, you need not feel lost in it, if 
it is at all properly furnished and 
decorated. 

First of all, if you have one or the 
other situation in your own home, 
and to an extreme degree, at that, 
remember you must go all out and 
follow the recipe the decorators 
give, or the effect will be lost. 

You must take into consideration 
walls, rugs, furniture and color as 
well as pattern. 


Avoid Small Things, 
Plainness in Large Room 

It’s much easier to decorate a 
large room than a small room, if 
the former seems a bit lofty and 
barnlike to you. There are many 
tricks to reduce the size of the room 
which has deep windows, high walls 
and an enormous floor area. 

The first trick regards wallpaper 
or wall covering. Never use some- 
thing plain or with small patterns or 
they will stand out boldly and show 


Make large rooms smaller... 


off the large size of the room. Here 
is the place to use large patterns, 
but they should be in good taste and 
not too well defined. 

Scenic papers and striped ones 
are taboo. Scenic ones make the 
height of the room too apparent and 
striped papers bring out its depth. 

Break up the large expanses of 
wall space, This can be done with 
dados, a divided lower wall section.

Plain painted or papered dados with 
figured walls are especially good. 

If you do not use the dado trick, 
have the ceiling come down on the 
side walls for 18 to 24 inches. This 
may terminate as a wood or decora- 
tive paper molding.

Make certain the furniture is ar- 
ranged in nice groupings about the 
room, not just scattered without 
plan to fill space. 

Curtains or Venetian blinds are 
not enough for the windows. You 
can hold the room together much 
better if you use floor length dra- 
peries. 


Small Rooms Can Look 
Spacious and Serene 

While the small room is more of a 
problem, the cluttered appearance 
and proportions easily will yield to 
decorative treatment. First, your 
problem will be one of removing 
everything that is absolutely not 
essential. .Get chests that will go 
under beds or couches; do not stack 
them in the room, Hassocks can be 
made to contain various items, as 
can a window seat or a couch. 

Now, let’s start on the room it- 
self. Use plain, solid-toned wall- 
paper and keep it light in color. 
Striped paper may be used to add 
height, and so may small-patterned 
paper. Avoid dark colors for walls 
and ceiling. Repaint in lighter colors 
if necessary. 

Here is a good list of colors from 
which to choose for the small room: 
Pale gray; light gray green; lime 
green; light yellow; chalk blue; 
dead white; light cream, but not 
ivory: beige, but not tan; dusty pink 
or rose; pale coral, or mauve. 

Naturally the choice of color will 
depend upon the use for the room, 
but the list is large enough to take 
care of any type of room, be it bed- 
room or living room. 


Avoid Fussy Furniture, 
Cluttered Windows 


Your furniture for the small room 
may be delicate or very simple with 
graceful lines if you choose modern. 
Scale the size of the furniture to fit 
the proportions of the room. 

Mirrors are wonderful for adding 
depth to this type of room. Large 
panels might be very effective be- 
tween windows. Or you might use 
them to better advantage over the 
fireplace or even on a wall where 
the outdoors can be reflected. If you 
want to use lightly tinted mirrors, 
this is perfectly proper. 

However, never use mirrors with 
fussy edgings or highly decorated

Sill length glass curtains of sheer 
material are excellent for your win- 
dows. If draperies are used, too, 
have them long and full, to the floor, 
but do not tie them back.

Wall to wall carpeting will add a 
great deal of roominess to this 
room, while scatter rugs make it 
look tiny and crowded. Any type of 
patterned rug also will crowd you. 
Textured broadloom or a monotone 
of some type is best.

Vet Lobbies Active 


There are 21 veterans’ and mili- 
tary organizations listed in Wash- 
ington as maintaining lobbies for 
the advancement or protection of 
veterans and military affairs. Of 
these 21 organizations, 13 are strict- 
ly veterans’ organizations, such as 
the American Legion, Amvets, Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars and others. 

These veterans’ and military or- 
ganizations are spending at the rate 
of approximately $112,950 for sal- 
aries alone in their Washington of- 
fices, according to listings ‘under 
the congressional reorganization act 
which requires registration of all 
lobbyists. Counting office rent and 
expenses, entertainment and other 
incidental expenses, it is safe to say 
that the veterans’ organizations are 
spending approximately $300,000 an- 
nually for the job they are doing 
here in Washington to advance or 
kill legislation before congress. 

Salaries range from the $1,200 an- 
nual pay of L. S. Ray, represent- 
ing the Disabled Emergency Offi- 
cers of the World Wars, to $10,000 
for John Thomas Taylor of the 
American Legion. Some are serv- 
ing at no salary, such as Charles 
Henry Fleming of the Coast Guard 
league while others serve for actual 
expenses, such as Mrs. G, S, West- 
fall representing the Bataan Veter- 
ens’ organization, 


Questions and Answers 


Q. Would it be possible to get a 
complete roster of names and ad- 
dresses of my former outfit? There 
are about 130 men and officers. I 
have about 80 names and would like 
to complete the roster for a reunion 
of the 28lst Signal Pigeon company 
while stationed at Fort Jackson, Col- 
umbia, S. C. Would appreciate any- 
thing you can do.

A. The office of the adjutant gen- 
eral is not disposed to furnish lists 
or rosters or military units to other 
than historical or military organiza- 
tions or associations. They have a 
rule against giving out these lists 
to individuals. For this reason it is 
difficult for this column to help you. 
The 28lst Signal Pigeon company 
was activated at Fort Meade, Md., 
in June, 1942, and moved to Fort 
Jackson in August, 1943, and was 
demobilized there in August, 1944. 
Our only suggestion is that you 
might write to either the C. O. at 
Fort Meade or Fort Jackson giving 
the dates and ask if they have a 
roster on file. 

Q. I was a nurse in World War I, 
Since then I have married. My hus- 
band is not a veteran but he took 
up a homestead in 1913. I would like 
to know if I am eligible to take up 
a homestead.—C. M. D., Hobson, 
Mont. 

A. It is hard to answer your ques- 
tion without knowing more facts. 
The bureau of land management of 
the department of interior says that 
only heads of families are eligible 
to file for homesteads. If you have 
becorne the sole support of your hus- 
band, for instance, you might be 
eligible to file, Or if your husband 
has not taken out the maximum of 
160 or 320 acres, he would be eligi- 
ble to file for additional land. Would 
suggest that you either contact the 
land management office at Billings, 
or write direct to Fred Johnson, 
Director of the Bureau of Land 
Management, Department of the In- 
terior, Washington, D. C., and give 
him all details of your situation. 

Q. Our son was killed in action. 
Since his death his wife has 
been drawing a pension. She recent- 
ly has been remarried and we won. 
der if my husband and I can draw 
the pension she was getting since I 
understand her remarriage will stop 
the pension for her. — Mrs. A. J. K., 
Baton Rouge, La. 

A. No, you'will not get the —_ 
sion drawn by,your son's widow. 
However, if you are dependent 
parents you are entitled to a pen- 
sion in your own right, both you 
and your husband, for the death of 
your son. Suggest that you imme- 
diately contact the nearest office of 
Veterans’ administration and ex- 
plain your situation to them. 

Q. My husband died while serv- 
ing in the Illinois militia, Am I en- 
titled to a widow's pension?—Mrs, 
R. H., Chicago, Il. 

A. You are not entitled to a pen- 
sion since your husband did not 
active wartime service, 


My boy 
was then six months old. He will 
be three years old in March, 1948, 
I recently remarried, I know that 
my pension stops the day I remar- 
ry. Will the allotment for my son 
stop also? I don’t think it should,

shelter to it before plowing time. 

(6) Cull all hens tnat are not in 
production. 

(7) During cold days be sure to 
give birds a liberal amount of warm 
water. 

(8) Feed wet mash at noon to 
stimulate feed consumption and 
thus increase egg production. 

(9) Make a careful study of your 
feed requiremnts for 1948 and plan 
to put in enough acres of corn to 
produce at least one bushel for every 
hen that you plan to keep in 1948-

LTHOUGH a good bit on the 
belated side, it seems about 
time to rearrange a few national 
football rankings, and also see what 
might be done about the plight of 
the Far West in Rose Bowl] matters. 
In the first place, we can see no 
argument for putting Notre Dame 
over Michigan. The 
two teams played 
three common op- 
ponents, Pittsburgh, 
Northwestern and 
Southern Califor- 
nia. In the total 
count, Michigan was 
, Something like 14 
points in front. 
Few thought 


a Michigan had a 
"3 chance to equal 
G. Rice Notre Dame's mar- 


gin of 31 points over 
Southern California. Michigan add- 
ed 18 points to this score, 

The worst that Michigan should 
get is to be ranked on a par with 
Notre Dame. I believe Notre Dame 
has the stronger line, I know Michi- 
gan has the faster, more elusive 
backs. Michigan has the better pass 
attack with several good passers 
and three or four fine pass re- 
ceivers. Also Michigan has more 
and better deception. 

In the new, rearranged slot, here 
is how the teams should be placed: 

No. 1 slot — Michigan, Notre 
Dame, co-champions, 

No. 2 slot — Texas and S.M.U., 
on a par. 

No. 3 slot — Penn State. 

The State of Texas came through 
brilliantly, aided largely by Doak 
Walker and Bobby Layne. Layne 
outclassed Harry Gilmer in the 
Texas-Alabama test. On the full 
season's count, Walker and Layne 
move up with Bob Chappuis and 


Johnny Lujack as four of the star | 


backs of the year. 

S.M.U. hes Walker back for two 
more years and this means two 
more years of S.M.U. success, al- 
| though Blair Cherry at Texas will 
| have a lot to say about it. 


‘Same Leaders Next Year 
You also can add that Notre 
| Dame and Michigan will be almost 
as strong next season as they were 
| this last year. Both lose good men, 
| but they have plenty left and others 
| coming in. 

| It would be no surprise to see 
| Michigan, Notre Dame, S.M.U, and 

Texas rated among the top four for 
| 1948. Minnesota also can crowd into 
| this picture with a break or two. 

The west coast is still in a bad 
way when it comes to Rose Bowl 
competition. , 

In the last three years, Alabama, 
Illinois and Michigan have run up 
128 points in three bowl games—83 
points were scored against Southern 
California and 45 points against 
U.C.L.A. And I know Frank Thomas 
in 1946 after scoring 34 points 
worked hard to keep the score 
down. “We could have made it 
70 or 80,"" he said. 

Just why good football material 
should be so scarce on the west 
coast, while extremely good every- 
where else, is a mystery, But that’s 
the way it is. In the last three Rose 
Bowl games, Far Western opposi- 
tion has been so futile and feeble 
that no semblance of a contest re- 
mained. 

I doubt that Southern California 
had a man who could have made 
either the Notre Dame or Michigan 
team—not a man, The team was 
big enough but slow in movement— 
sluggish, both mentally and physi- 
cally, as far as football was con- 
cerned. 


The West Coast Mystery 

In the bow! game their reflexes 
and reactions were creaking. Michi- 
gan made it look even worse by 
being just the opposite—fast, quick 
and smart to an outstanding degree. 

It isn’t going to help matters next 
fall if Michigan wins the Big Nine 
title again, This means that a sec- 
ond or possibly a third-place team 
will make the trip—and probably 
win again without any great trouble, 
But what a squawk will rise up 
along the Pacific's rim if Michigan 
wins and either Minnesota or some 
other team is sent out. 

U.C.L.A. last season was sup- 
posed to have the best material on 
the coast. Yet U.C.L.A. lost four 
games, without meeting Michigan 
or Notre Dame. Stanford's material 
was only fair. U.S.C. and U.C.L.A. 
lose a flock of veterans in 1948, 

It may be that Pop Waldorf can 
start something at California. He 
lost only one game last season and, 
right now, Pop and his Bears seem 
to be the main west coast hope. 

The west coast is packed with star 
athletes in every other field. There 
are fine ballplayers all over the 
landscape. Just why the football 
material should suddenly run dry 
when you recall the stars of other 
years is a mystery. You could un- 
derstand this happening for a year 
or two, But the west coast hasn't 
had a good football team in the last 
six or seven years. It has had no 
team to be rated close with the best, 
in the other sections. 

It is about time the picture was 
changing, but at the moment there 
is no such evidence in sight from the 
material at hand. The great years 
of Howard Jones, Pop Warner, Buck 
Shaw and Babe Hollingberry seen 
to have faded into the mists. 


; | Surgery Advised 


For Mental Ills 


Swedish Physician Proposes 
Frontal Lobotomy Only 
If Psychiatry Fails. 


NEW YORK.— Neutralization of 
mental derangement by a_ brain 
operation called frontal lobotomy 
should be undertaken only after 
failure of psychiatric cures and 
careful study of a patient’s person- 
ality, according to Dr. Gosta Ry- 
lander, associate professor of psy- 
chiatry at Royal Caroline institute, 
Stockholm. 

Speaking at the twenty-third an- 
nual meeting of the Association for 
Research in Nervous and Mental 
Disease, Dr. Rylander said three 
years’ experience with 300 cases in 
Sweden showed the operation's ef- 
fectiveness in neutralizing anxiety 
and chronic depression. Patients 
who had withdrawn from society for 
years because of crippling mental 
fixations were returned to useful ex- 
istences in a substantial proportion 
of cases, Dr. Rylander said. 

Cases Are Limited. 

The operation interrupts path- 
ways between the frontal lobe, or 
forepart, of the brain, which con- 
trols personality, reasoning and im- 
agination, and other brain centers 
where these powers are converted 
into action, Incisions are made in 
the temples. Dr. Rylander said the 
operation is not complex and can be 
accomplished with a local anes- 
thetic in 30 to 40 minutes, The oper- 
ation was first performed in Portu- 
gal in 1935 but did not gain general 
acceptance until the 1940s. 

Dr. Rylander emphasized that the 
operation is applicable in only a 
limited number of cases and is not 
to be regarded as a panacea for all 
mentally deranged persons, Treat- 
ment has been restricted to those 
considered mentally and physically 
suited after many weeks of study of 
a patient's neurological, psychologi- 
cal and physical make-up. 

The value and yet the danger of 
the treatment was emphasized by 
the psychiatrist, who said patients 
come out of the operation with a 
changed personality. These changes 
neutralize the obsessions when the 
operation is properly done, but if the 
patient has not been carefully stud- 


ied beforehand he may be more | 


twisted mentally than ever, after 
the operation. 

“In general,"* Dr. Rylander ex- 
plained, ‘‘the operation is done to 
turn depressed, introverted patients 
into healthy, extroverted easygoing 
persons.”’ 

Grip Weakened. 

Crippling obsessions, including a 
variety of fixations such as false 
pain, cleanliness, the futile state of 
the world, political parties or sin 
can be neutralized, Dr. 
said. While a person is still aware 
of his fixation after the operation, 
its disturbing grip is weakened, per- 


mitting a more normal life. The in- | 


telligence quotient has risen slightly 
in a number of cases, according to 
the doctor, as a by-product of the 
operation. 

In one case cited by Dr. Rylander 
a man who lost his arm in an explo- 
sion was cured of an obsession with 
pain in his non-existent fingers; in a 
second a Salvation Army worker's 
crippling belief that he had sinned 
against the Holy Ghost was removed 
and in a third a nurse, who was bed- 
ridden for years and slowly starving 
to death over a preoccupation with 
diet, was treated so that she could 
return to light nursing work. 

As to criminals, Dr. Rylander said 
the operation may make them even 
more criminal. Describing this field 
as “‘very new with little known as 
yet,"’ he said some operations have 
rendered insane criminals easier to 
handle in hospitals.

After Making Long Search 


BOISE, IDA.—Thomas C. Jones, 
33, of Boise, was reunited in Berke- 
ley, Calif., with his mother, Mrs. 
Marvin Storm, whom he had not 
seen since shortly after his birth. 

Jones was adopted by Mr, and 
Mrs. Mike Jones following his birth 
in South Dakota. Both foster par- 
ents died while Jones was in mili- 
tary service, He wrote to the vital 
statistics bureau in South Dakota 
and finally learned his mother’s ad- 
dress and her second married name 
from his grandfather. 


Find Cache of Ancient Coins 


Believed Property of Goering 


MUNICH, GERMANY.—Bavarian 
police announced discovery of a 
cache of old gold and silver coins 
they said they believed was tucked 
away by Reichsmarshal Hermann 
Wilhelm Goering, Hitler’s deputy. 

The coins—about 6,000 marks in 
gold and 1,000 marks in silver— 
were dug up at Auerbach, near the 
site of one of Goering’s homes. Po- 
lice turned the find over to the 
United States military government. 

(The mark was worth 40 cents at 
the*prewar rate of éxchange.)

$3,000 each means three billion dol- 
lars that you, and I, and the other 
fellow—all American citizens—must 
dig out of our jeans as taxes with 
which to pay that army of useless 
bureaucrats. That sum paid for 
needless and surplus help is more 
than three times the total cost of 
the federal government—all branch- 
es of it—in 1910.

It is a waste we have permit- 
ted oux government to drift into 
and to perpetuate. It is a three 
billion dollars a year waste we 
must pay because we persist- 
ently ignore the causes that cre- 

ated and perpetuate such a 

waste—a desire for votes, We 

have not emphatically demand- 
ded the stopping, not of a leak, 
but of an overflowing torrent. 


We can, if we will, send men to 
congress with instructions to dam 
that overflow. It is not a hard, or 
|impossible, thing to do. It can be 


| accomplished by the simple expedi- 
ent of stopping the appropriations 
through which that more than a mil- 
lion needless surplus of civilian em- 
ployee manpower is paid. To do that 
should be a campaign issue in se- 
lecting every candidate for the 
house of representatives, and for 
every candidate for the U. S. sen- 
ate. In every district, and in every 
state, we should demand a pledge 
that those elected to congress will 
work for, and vote to, cut out that 
; surplus civilian employee man- 
power. 

Such a result would not alone 
make a marked reduction in our tax 
load, but the forcing of that surplus 
of government employees into pro- 
ductive labor, which would mean 
that greater production that can be 
the means of holding or reducing 
| the high prices we are paying for 
commodities. It would aid in several 
ways in controlling that inflationary 


spiral we fear so much.

Value of Wallace 


It is a very long and arduous road 
between announcing a candidacy for 
the presidency on a new party ticket 

and having that party recognized in 
the various states and given a place 
on the election ballots. Futile as his 
candidacy may be, Henry Wallace 
can do the people of the states, in 
which he succeeds in securing rec- 
ognition, a real service.

3 Unions Block Labor Peace—Refuse Wage Boost 
Already Accepted by 19 Other Railroad Unions! 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen and the Switchmen's 
Union of North America, representin 
125,000 railroad employes, have refuse 
to accept the offer of the Railroads of a 
wage increase of 15'¢ cents an hour, 

Phin is the same increase awarded 
1,000,000 non-operating employes by an 
arbitration board in September, 1947. 

This is the same increase accepted by 

75,000 conductors, trainmen and awitch- 
men by agreement on November 14, 1947. 

Agreements have been made with 
1,175,000 employes, represented by nine- 
teen unions, Put these three unions, rep- 
resenting only 125,000 men, are trying to 
get more. They are demanding also many 
new working rules not embraced in the 
settlement with the conductors and troin- 
men, 

Incidentally, the Switchmen’s Union of 
North America representa only about 7% 
of all railroad awitchmen, the other 95% 
being represented by the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen and covered by the 
settlement with that union. 


Strike Threat 


The leaders of these three unions spread a 
atrike ballot while negotiations were still 
in progress. This ix not a secret vote but is 
taken by union leaders and votes are 
signed by the employes in the presence 
of union representatives, 

When direct negotiations failed, the 
leaders of these three unions refused to 
join the railronds in asking the National 
Mi, dination Hoard to attempt to eettle the 
dispute, bui the Board took juriediction 
at the request of the carriera and has been 
earnestly attempting since November 24, 
1947, to bring about a settlement. The 
Board on danuary 15, 1048, announced 
its inability to reach a mediation settle- 
ment. The leadera of the unions rejected 
the request of the Mediation Board to 
arbitrate. The railroads accepted, 


What Now? 


The Unions having refused to arbitrate, 
the Railway Labor Act provides for the 
epprintsnent of a fact-finding board by 
the President, 

The railroads feel it is due shippers, 
passengers, employes, stockholders, and 
the general public to know that fhrough- 
out these negotiations and in mediation, 
they have not only exerted every effort to 
reach a fair and reasonable settlement, 
but they have also met every requirement 
of the Railway Labor Act rewpecting the 
negotintion, mediation, and arbitration of 
labor disputes. 

It seems unthinkable that these three unions, 
representing les» than 10 per cent of railroad 


employes, and those among the highest paid, 
can successfully maintain the threat of a par- 
alyzing strike against the interest of the en- 
tire country—and against 90 per cent of their 
fellow employes. 

The threat of a strike cannot justify grant- 
ing more favorable conditions to 125,000 em- 
ployes than have already been put in effect 
for 1,175,000, nor will it alter the opposition 
of the railroads to unwarranted wage in- 
creases or to changes in working rules which 
are not justified. 

A glance at the box shows what employes 
represented by the Engineers and Firemen 
make, They are among the highest paid in 
the ranks of labor in the United States, if not 
the highest.

The little ship, Mayflower, carrying a group of separatists, 
was headed for some place south of the Hudson river, there to 
form a settlement in the new land, America. The weather was so 
bad, however, that the little ship was forced into Provincetown 
sharbor, finally reaching the mainland on December 11, 1620 (old 
style calendar), Before the intrepid voyagers left the ship, a con- 
stitution for the settlement was drawn up and signed. John Carver 


was chosen governor. Plymouth colony became a reality. 


The “stern and rockbound coast” 
was a challenge. Others had at- 
tempted to wrest a living from the 
rocky soil, but failure after failure 
had marked their heartbreaking at- 
tempts. The Pilgrim Fathers, deter- 
mined to live free and independent 
lives, advanced upon the shore to 
endure whatever hardships lay in 
store for them in this strange and 
forbidding land. 

Resistance Spreads. 

That spirit never flagged, Through 
Indian wars, the Pequot war and the 
war with King Philip, the settlers 
stayed on. When relations with the 
mother country became strained 
Charles II found the colonial author- 
ities could prevent his royal com- 
mission from administering unjust 
laws, Constantly increasing, the 
spirit of resistance led to the Boston 
riots of 1765 to 1768. In 1770, when 
a garrison of British soldiers was 
quartered in Boston without consent 
of the people, three Massachusetts 
citizens were shot. 


In December, 1773, a cargo of 
tea, subject to duty disliked by 
the colonists, was destroyed by 
being thrown into the harbor. A 
company of townsmen, dis- 
guised as Indians, boarded the 
ship for the now famous “Bos. 
ton Tea Party.’’ And on April 19, 
1775, the first blood of the Revo- 
lution was shed at Lexington, 
followed by the fight at Concord 
bridge, On June 17 occurred the 
Battle of Bunker Hill where 
1,200 colonials resisted more 
than 3,000 crack British troops 
until ammunition gave out. 


The spirit of independence and 
love of freedom were shown later in 
the anti-slavery feeling in Massa- 
chusetts. The abolition movement 
was led by such men as William 
Lioyd Garrison, Wendell Phillips 
and many others inside the state. 

Thus Massachusetts and all Amer- 
ica began a steady movement to- 
ward government of the people. 
Where the Pilgrims struggled, other 
patriots later fought to retain a pre- 
cious heritage. Here, too, the Minute 
Men took the cause of liberty into 
their own hands. Today, from the 
rolling Berkshire hills to Cape Cod’s 
golden sands, lies the picturesque 
and historic state of Massachusetts, 
a land of beauty, industry, agricul- 
ture, recreation, refinement and cul- 
ture.

Center of Industry. 

Today the state is devoted largely 
to manufacturing, the energies of 
its people turned early to it and de- 
veloped through the years of experi- 
ence, The climate of southeastern 
Massachusetts is especially favor- 
able to cotton spinning. The first cot- 
ton mill in the nation was built at 
Beverly in 1788. The first printing 
done in the colonies was at Cam- 
bridge in 1639. The history of the 
paper-making business in America 
was written largely in Massachu- 
setts. The manufacture of India rub- 
ber goods in this country originated 
at Roxberry in 1833. Manufacturing 
of metal, all kinds of machinery, 
wooden goods, jewelry, clothing, 
cordage and furniture always has 
been important in the state, 

Agriculture in Massachusetts has 
been turned largely to milk, poultry, 
eggs, vegetables and other crops 
that find a ready market in the 
growing factory towns and cities al- 
most at the farmer’s door. Corn, 
oats, cranberries, hay, potatoes, to- 
bacco, apples, peaches and pears 
are other staple crops. Beef pro- 
duced on the farms is processed in 
several packing plants in the state. 


The Bay State has depended 
on the sea for a part of its life 
and subsistence from earliest 
times. The fishing industry has 
been an important element in 
the prosperity of coast towns. 
Hardy seamen of Gloucester 
and Marblehead have won re- 
nown as fishermen in time of 
peace and in naval operations 
during wars. Boston, of course, 
is the chief port of entry, with 
aggregate value of investments 
and earnings derived from 
ocean commerce in excess of all 
others. Lines of passenger and 
freight steamers regularly ply 
between Boston and European 
ports, and the coastwise passen- 
ger and freight traffie also is 
important. 


Each year more and more Ameri- 
cans are discovering Massachu- 
setts. Motor cars and airplanes 
make the Bay State accessible to 
thousands who want to rest and play 
in a historic and storied land. Boston 
is one of the main attractions. From 
Boston Common, where Puritans 
pastured their cows and Redcoats 
camped in preparation for Bunker 
Hill, the visitor may start in any di- 
rection and discover “the birthplace 
of a nation." 

Massachusetts, the Land of the 
Pilgrims, is as ol? as civilized 
America—and as new as an Easter 
hat.

Science Develops 
Deadly Torpedoes 


Navy Lifts Secrecy From an’ 
Experimental Project 
At Morris Dam. 


AZUSA, CALIF.—A wartime se- 
cret, so well kept that even after 
two years of peace its function has 
been known only to scientists and 
navy men engaged in the actual 
operation, finally has been revealed 
to the public by the navy. 

The secret involves a huge con- 
crete and steel tube, 300 feet long 
and nearly two feet in diameter, 
which angles from the top of a bluff 
down almost to the surface of the 
Waters impounded by Morris dam 
in the mountains north of Azusa. 

Through this tube hurtle, with air- 
craft speed, torpedoes which may 
well become the prototypes of un- 
derwater missiles to be used in any- 
future war. 

*From studying the behavior of 
these projectiles as they split the 
water at unbelievable speeds, scien- 
tists are evolving strange shaped 
missiles which are a far cry from 
the torpedoes of the last two wars. 
Down the other side of the bluff 
ranges an even more weird struc- 
ture — a towering, 45 degree con- 
crete ramp, even longer than the 
300 foot tube. Rails on this ramp, 
still incomplete, will permit raising 
and lowering of the breech of a 
similar tube, so that torpedoes may 
be fired into. the water at almost 
any angle. 

Major Role in War. 

The “fixed angle’ launching tube, 
which was built by California Insti- 
tute of Technology under auspices 
of the office of scientific research 
and development, is credited with 
an important role in World War II, 
It launched its first ‘‘fish” in 1943. 

“When we started the war,” said 
Comdr, H. D. Hilton in an exclusive 
interview, the first the navy has per- 
mitted about its Morris dam under- 
water ordnance project, “we had 
much the same torpedoes with 
which we ended World War I. 

“We had aircraft torpedoes which 
were insufficiently strong to with- 
stand high speed aircraft drops and 
which often changed course on their 
way to the target for reasons which 
were then not understood. 

“Toward the end of the war our 
torpedoes showed marked improve- 
ment. Not so frequently did a sub- 
marine or torpedo plane bore into 
deadly areas to launch a fish, only 
to see that fish fail to do its job. 

“Improvements in ballistic de- 
sign, made as a result of studies at 
the Morris dam torpedo range, have 
resulted in greatly increased accu- 
racy. This, coupled with structural 
improvements as a result of opera- 
tions of the fleet and other naval 
research activities, made our air- 
craft torpedoes the most effective of 
those of any nation.” 

Intricate Test Equipment. 

Cameras, underwater sound re- 
corders and huge nets with foot 
wide mesh help the scientists ob- 
serve the behavior of new forpe- 
does. Some of the cameras are un- 
der water, some are suspended 
from pulleys on ropes high over- 
head and some are housed in splash- 
proof buildings on the banks of the 
reservoir. 

Sound recorders, submerged 
alongside the torpedo run, “‘listen”’ 
to noise makers incorporated in the 
“fish” and thus track the course. 
Four huge nets, one behind the 
other and 25 to 50 feet apart, pro- 
vide an accurate check on the tra- 
jectory during the first 100 feet of 
the one mile run. Breaks in the net 
show depth and direction, A secret 
device clocks the missile’s speed. 

Some of the torpedoes are de- 
signed to bob to the surface when 
exhausted. Those which do not are 
recovered by navy divers. None of 
the torpedoes is ever a total loss be- 
cause none carries explosives in 
these tests. The 200 foot deep reser- 
voir, leased by the navy, still is 
used for its original irrigation and 
drinking water functions and also is 
held available as an emergency 
water source in case of drouth. 


Sweden Will Cut Imports 


In Move to Save Currency 


STOCKHOLM, SWEDEN. — In- 
formed sources said Sweden would 
make enormous cuts in imports 
from hard-currency countries, par- 
ticularly the United States, in a 
drastic move to save foreign cur- 
rency. 

They said the quota of imports 
from such countries had been set 
at 389,500,000 crowns (about 105 mil- 
lion dollars) only about half that 
proposed by the government's in- 
dustry commission last October. 

New rationing of consumer's 
goods and manpower reductions in 
peor industries were expected to 
result.

The Nature of Jesus 
Lesson for February 8, 1948 


QOXE of the most discerning com- 
ments on the nature of Jesus 
I have ever heard came from an 
aged Indian in one of the western 
states a few years 
ago when I chanced 
to be waiting for a 
friend at the en- 
trance of the res- 
ervation. This old 
gentleman was sit- 
ting on a_ large 
rock. I tried to 
speak with him, 
but he did not seem 
to understand what 
I said. Then my 
friend drove up, 
and introduced me 
to the Indian. ‘‘This man knows our 
Jesus,"’ my friend said to the In- 
dian. His face brightened, and he 
held out his hand to me, “Jesus 
help Indian love white man,” he 
said. Just so, Jesus helps white man 
love white man, too. 

The lesson for Sunday is found in 
John 6:35-40; 13:3-17; and Colossians 
1:9-20, with Philippians 2:5-11 as the 
devotional reading. 

TEACHER AND LORD 
"TAKE the opening passage, John 
13:3-17, where Jesus is pictured 
as taking a basin of water and tow- 
el, kneeling at the disciples’ feet, 
washing their feet, and drying them. 
Do you not feel the blessed Sav- 
iour’s very nature flooding the 
scene? 

It requires true love, true hu- 
mility, to serve in that role, Sup- 
pose someone came to render 
this service to you? And suppose 
that One was the Son of God? 

Why did Jesus wash the disciples’ 
feet? Because he loved them, and 
he wanted them to love other people 
enough to do for them anything that 
would convince them of the love 
which they had in their hearts for 
them. Here we see him as the great 
teacher. 

“AS I HAVE LOVED YOU" 

UT Peter draws back. He cannot 

conceive of Jesus washing his 

feet. Why? Because Peter did not yet 
understand the nature of Jesus, The 
memory verse for Sunday is helpful 
just here. Jesus said, ‘‘Love one an- 
other; even as I have loved you,” 
John 13:34, 

Peter acted very naturally, even 
if we may be tempted to say that 
he acted foolishly. In fact, he acted 
just about like any of us would have 
acted under similar circumstances. 


But when Jesus explained to 
Peter what he was about, Peter 
then asked that Jesus wash not 
only his feet, but also his hands 
and head. 

THIS IS JESUS 
[NTERMEDIATES, young people 

and adults, having carefully read 
the passage in the 13th chapter of 
John, where Jesus washes the dis- 
ciples’ feet, will now turn to John 
6:35-40, and Colossians 1:9-20, and 
see the expansion of this great truth 
over into the expressed will of God 
for his followers. 

A true understanding of this sec- 
tion will lead us to ponder prayer- 
fully the nature of Jesus in the 
various titles accorded him in the 
Scriptures — Son of Man, Son of 
God, Master, Rabbi, Teacher, 
Physician, Vine, Light, Good Shep- 
herd, Bread of Life, Comforter, 
Friend and Saviour. 

All of these titles he bore, and 
yet we see him kneeling to wash 
the feet of everyday people. “Thy 
gentleness hath made me great.” 
Intermediates and young people will 
wisely set themselves to the task 
of identifying the nature of Jesus in 
the people of their community. Such 
study will lead you to earnestly seek 
to walk in his blessed example, lov- 
ing as he loved.

Matthew 16:16.

Small Shelf on Bedroom Wall 
Solves Dressing Table Problem

I HAVE SEEN so many bedrooms 
with just a large chest of draw- 
ers, used most often by the man of 
ithe house, and no similar table space 
for the lady of the house. If you 
ldon't have the funds for a dresser 
for her use, why not construct a 
lshelf at one of the walls, or in the 
|bathroom, and use it as a dressing 
‘table? 

This is one of the simplest ways of 
folving the dressing table problem, 
even if space is at a premium, The 
lshelf may be small or large de- 
pending upon the size available, 
and the woman’s needs. 

. The construction of this is very 

ple for it needs only a small 
piece of wood and two hinges. If 
drawer space is desired, a small 
set of them made of ‘wood, or con- 
‘structed out of some boxes to set 
junderneath the shelf, is easy to man- 
age. 

The drawers are a wonderful con- 
venience for such things as cosmet- 
ics, mending supplies, shoes, hose 
or other small items which need 
to be handy. 

A glass top or a mirror may cov- 
er the shelf; you might even like 
some small table lamps on it. Deco- 
ration is easy and, when carefully 
done, will be an asset to any room. 


Make the Skirt

of newspapers or brown paper. Fit 
the paper around the skirt — you'll 
have to cover two sides and the 
front. If the skirt is gathered the 
material should be one and one-half 
times as much as the area to be 
covered. If you want the skirt to 
open i# front, cut pattern accord- 
ingly. 

The best way to make the skirt 
fit is to have a wide band at the 
top of the table edge, say two-and- 
one-half to three inches wide. The 
skirt is gathered to this when made. 

Use a heavy tape on the inside of 
this band, if you are making a skirt 
of sheer material, so that there will 
be something firm with which to 
tack the skirt to the table. 

Finish the bottom seams and side 
seams neatly, then attach the skirt 
to the wide band at the top. Baste 
and fit, then sew after adjusting. 

Add the trimmings after you are 
certain the skirt fits properly. 

If you use sheer material add an 
underskirt of some sugar sack ma- 
terial or inexpensive muslin. This 
underskirt does not need to be full. 
It is just used as a lining. 


Make a Seat 
To Match 


If you have an old piano stool, or 
can have one like it constructed, it’s 
very convenient to have one at the 
dressing table. Or, if you have a has- 
sock, it can easily be decorated to 
match the dressing table skirt. 

If you have just a plain stool, and 
are using a sheer material, it 
would not do at all to cover the seat 
of the stool with this material, Cut 
a seating pad to fit from an old 
mattress pad, some heavy old bath 
towels, or use several thicknesses 
of old sheeting for a pad. Then make 
a matching seat cover out of a dur- 
able material such as muslin to 
match the flounce. 

Naturally, if you are covering the 
table with a quilted material or one 
of durable fabric, this also may be 
used for the seat of the stool be- 
cause it is heavier than a sheer or- 
gandie. You still may need some 
padding, however, before covering, 
so use the trick described above, 


Use ‘Factory Methods‘ 


To Save Sewing Time 


For those women who want to 
save time in home sewing, the ‘‘as- 
sembly-line’’ method can be used in 
making such garments as aprons, 
shorts, blouses, pajamas, slips, 
overalls and children’s dresses. 

Here is the way the job can be 
done, says Levice Ellis, Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute clothing spe- 
clalist: 

Cut three garments at the same 
time, 

2. Select patterns with as few 
pieces and as few seams as pos- 
sible. 

3. Cut duplicates of paper pat- 
terns of sleeves, pockets and fac- 
ings to avoid folding cloth. 

4. Buy fabric of same width. Siml- 
lar colored fabric calls for thread of 
only one color. 

5. Variety can be introduced {nto 
garments made by the same pat- 
tern by using different fabrics and 
trims. 

6, Follow pattern layout carefully 
in cutting and constructing gar- 
ments. Use sharp shears, Mark 
notches out and press as you sew. 


To 258 Billion Mark 


Each Individual Owes $1,789; 
Family Share, $7,00U. 


WASHINGTON,.—Eleven decades 
of rising public debt have come to a 
close. Since 1837 the treasury has 
been going deeper into the red. 

Today the U. S. federal debt is 
about 258 billion dollars. Your share 
is $1,789, and if you have a family 
of four, you owe a little more than 
$7,000. You are paying imterest on 
it, in taxes, at about 2 per cent per 
year, 

Your forefathers in 1835 and 1836 
owed not a cent of public debt, The 
account had been practically wiped 
out by good husbandry and sale of 
public lands. 

In 1837, because of a depression, 
the government began a little bor- 
rowing—$336,000—and the long up- 
ward climb began, The debt has 
been in the millions and billions 
since 1838. 

The United States started out in 
life with a debt, a total of $75,880,000 
in 1790 (per person, $19.32). This 
comprised chiefly revolutionary war 
expenses of both the federal govern- 
ment and the states, 

The small young nation tightened 
its belt and achieved a remarkable 
reduction of the debt to 45 million 
dollars by the time the War of 1812 
began. 

The debt first went into billion- 
dollar figures after the Civil war, 
The Union in 1866 owed $2,755,763,- 
000 ($77.69 per person). This debt 
was retired slowly, but fairly con- 
sistently, until the Spanish Ameri- 
can war gave it a boost. 

The national debt was about one 
billion dollars in 1914, 

World War I raised it to $25,484,- 
500,000 ($253 per person). In the 
1920s we paid off at the rate of 
about 2% per cent a year and re- 
duced the total to $16,185,308,000 in 
1930. 

Deficit spending in the depression 
years brought the debt to $40,445,- 
417,000 in 1939. To finance the last 
war we borrowed about 225 billion 
dollars bringing the national debt 
to its all-time peak of $279,764,- 
000,000 on February 28, 1946, 

No people in the world ever owed 
so much real money as we do.

LOS ANGELES.—A mysteri- 
ous “Virus X" has stricken one 
of every 10 persons in Los An- 
geles, city health officer Dr. 


George M. Uhl reported. He said

It has hit adults and children 
equally, with attacks lasting 
from three to seven days. 


President Truman Will Have 
Balcony Where He Can Relax 


WASHINGTON. — President Tru-

The balcony, or porch, will be

Third Parties Just Fade Out 


W Ith but rare exceptions, third 
party attempts have not re 
sulted in permanent political organ- 
izations. Over the past 100 years the 
Republican party is the one excep- 
tion to that rule. It came into being 
for the purpose of 
opposing extension 
of slavery into the 
new states of the 
West. Neither its 
platform or its can- 
didates advocated 
emancipation. On 
its second try it 
elected Abraham 
: Lincoln president, 
and took the place in American poli- 
tics formerly occupied by the 
Whigs. We continued to have a two- 
party system. 

Since the Civil war several efforts 
have been made to launch a third 
party as a permanent political or- 
ganization. One of these was the 
abortive effort of General Weaver 
of Bloomfield, Iowa, who, with other 
followers, proposed a soft money 
policy for the government. When his 
ideas were rejected by both of the 
major parties, he organized the 
Greenback party. 


In its first test it polled a 
scattering vote in a few states. 
Before there was an opportunity 
for a second try congress had 
voted to resume specie pay- 
ments, and to put the nation 
again on a gold basis. 


Though then but a small boy of 
six or seven years, I still can recall 
‘the Weaver home in Bloomfield, It 
| was the “big house on the hill’’ for 
that rural, county seat town. The 
| general had made his money as a 
contractor in the building of the 
Union Pacific railroad, and was the 
last man in that section one would 
have selected as the promoter of 
such a financial fallacy. 
TEDDY ROOSEVELT SPLIT GOP 
The grasshopper scourge in Kan- 
sas resulted in formation of the 
Populist party. Its purpose was to 
provide relief for the stricken farm- 
ers of tne West through the issuing 
of paper currency. Its one memo- 
rable character was ‘‘Sockless” 
Jerry Simpson of Kansas, who 
served one or two terms in congress 
before the party passed into that 
oblivion that engulfs third parties. 
The gold Democrats, led by Alton 
B. Parker, could hardly be called a 
third party movement, It was mere- 
ly a one-time split in the Democratic 
party caused by William Jennings 
Bryan, who forced through a free 
silver plank in the Democratic plat- 
form of 1896, 


Theodore Roosevelt had suc- 
ceeded in naming Taft as his 
successor in the White House. 
When Taft failed to follow the 
Roosevelt policies Teddy broke 
with his protegee, and attempt- 
ed either to secure another nom- 
ination for himself or to prevent 
the renomination of Taft, When 
he failed in both purposes a con- 
vention of what was called Pro- 
gressive Republicans met in 
Chicago at once, organizing the 
Progressive party with Theo- 
dore Roosevelt as its candidate. 
Teddy, like his cousin of later 
years, was a popular leader. He 
was not elected but he accom- 
plished the purpose of defeating 
Taft, who carried only two 
states, Utah and Vermont. After 
one more try with LaFollette as 
the candidate the Progressive 
party passed into history. 


For more than a year this column 
has stated repeatedly that Henry 
Wallace would head a third party in 
1948. Now he has definitely an- 
nounced that purpose. Wallace is 
not making that move as a dissenter 
frorn the Democratic party, but in 
an effort to perpetuate the policies 
of the New Deal, He never has been 
a Jeffersonian Democrat. He left the 
Republican party to affiliate with 
the New Deal, It was as a New 
Dealer that he held cabinet posts 
and was elected vice president in 
the Roosevelt administration. He 
will attract as a following the mal- 
contents; the mendicants, those 
seeking the elusive “something for 
nothing’; those of extreme leftish 
tendencies. It will amount to a con- 
siderable number of votes, with no 
chance of election. It will be another 
one-time, third party try. It will not 
be heard of in 1952.

Would Increase Benefits 


With President Truman’s new 
budget containing a proposal for 
slightly more than six billion dollars 
for veterans’ benefits, a reduction 
of approximately three-quarters of 
a billion under the present fiscal 
year, a flood of new bills calling for 
more appropriations for veterans 
were introduced early in the second 
session of the 80th congress. 

These bills included one to pro- 
vide an increase in present veter- 
ans’ benefits and removal of the 
three-year limitation on G.I. insur- 
ance; disability and death benefits 
to reserve personnel on active duty; 
renewal of G.I. insurance for an 
additional five years; extension of 
veterans’ benefits to members of the 
civil air patrol who performed sub- 
marine patrol duty; allowances for 
feeding of seeing-eye dogs given to 
blind veterans; priority for veterans 
to purchase surplus residential real 
property; free distribution of blank 
ammunition to veteran organiza- 
tions for funeral services; hospitali- 
zation for World War I veterans who 
were in the occupational forces, and 
numerous other measures. 


Questions and Answers 

Q. I was drafted July 27, 1944, 
from my position as an aeronautical 
engineer at Langley field, Hampton, 
Va. My boss at the field had asked 
for a deferment for me, but hadn't 
heard from Washington when I had 
to go to the reception center at Ft. 
George G. Meade, Md. He wrote a 
letter for me to take to the com- 
manding officer asking him to hold 
me for 10 days. At the end of 10 
days I had been approved by the 
NACA and was honorably dis- 
charged and put in reserve. The 
question is am I entitled to any 
benefits in any way? I am still work- 
ing at Langley field. — K. W. G., 
Hampton, Va, 

A. Since by any stretch of the 
imagination you were in service 
only 10 days you would not be eligi- 
ble for any G.I. benefits, since the 
law requires at least 90 days on 
active duty unless released prior to 
that time for physical disability on 
a medical discharge. Even had you 
served the 90 days, your release for 
your own convenience to take a 
priority job would cancel some of 
the benefits, such as mustering out 
pay. 

Q. I have been home from over- 
seas now almost two years. During 
all that time I have been in an army 
hospital taking treatment for a 
tropical disease I contracted in the 
South Pacific, I have not been dis- 
charged, so can’t go to a veterans’ 
hospital. I am sick and tired of the 
atmosphere around this army hospi- 
tal and on top of that they are not 
doing me any good. Isn't there any 
way I can get out of it and at least 
go to a private physician for treat- 
ment?—A, J. H., Buffalo, N. ¥. 

A. You are in a tough spot. Insofar 
as I can find out from the army 
there is nothing you can do about it, 
and the army certainly can’t dis- 
charge you if you are sick. If the 
army doctors decide they can't do 
you any good you would go before a 
disposition board, be certified to 
Veterans’ administration and then 
retired on pension. However that’s 
up to the army doctors. If you are 
well enough to obtain a furlough so 
you could go home you might con- 
sult a private physican, 

Q. We are very worried about our 
son. He spent several months in the 
hospital after he came home from 
overseas and finally was discharged 
from the army and now is drawing 
a disability pension from Veterans’ 
administration, While his disability 
does not keep him bedfast and he is 
able to be up and around he is in a 
continually depressed condition and 
very morose, We were wondering if 
he could get into the vocational re. 
habilitation program. We have 
heard they do wonders for some vet- 
erans, Can you tell us the require. 
ments and how to get into the work? 
—Mr. and Mrs, J. J. L., Muscatine, 
lowa. 

A. From your description of your 
son's condition and disability we be- 
lieve he would be eligible to get into 
the vocational rehabilitation pro- 
gram if he can indicate a real need 
for this rehabilitation to overcome 
his disability handicap. Suggest that 
you contact your nearest Veterans’ 
administration office for advice on 
where to apply for this training. 

Q. Could you tell me where to 
write to find out about my son's In- 
surance? He was in the navy and 
his wife got a divorce while he was 
in the service and he remarried 
again and I have never heard from 
him since he did remarry. I want 
to know ff his insurance has been 
left to his children or to this last 
wife he married, I feel there has 
been foul play. —R. 8., Douglas, 
Wyo. 

A. Suggest that you write directly 
to the insurance division, Veterans’ 
Administration, Washington, D. C, 
Be sure to give your son's full name,

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In Long Fight for Statehood 


Island Territory 
Sees Culmination 
Of 50-Year Bid

WASHINGTON. — With its 
50-year-old bid for statehood 
safely past the halfway mark, 
the Territory of Hawaii will 
make a concerted effort to be- 
come the 49th state during the 
second session of the 80th 
congress, The house of repre- 
sentatives approved Hawaii's state- 
hood plea before the first session 
adjourned. Senate approval will be 
sought during the present session. 

The machinery for making Hawaii 
the 49th state of the Union was con- 
tained in House Resolution 49, which 
was introduced by Joseph Farring- 
ton, territorial delegate, exactly 49 
years after the territory was an- 
nexed to the United States as a ter- 
ritorial possession. In addition, 10 
other statehood bills were intro- 
duced during the first session of the 
80th congress. 


This is not the island's first 
campaign for statehood. The 
territory has been seeking rec- 
ognition as a state ever since it

Was annexed to the United 
States. However, this is unques- 
tionably the most ambitious 
campaign. 


With “statehood now’’ as the ral- 
lying cry, Hawaii has carried on an 
active campaign in the islands as 
well as in Washington. To facilitate 
contacts with the national capital, a 
statehood committee, formed under 
chairmanship of Gov. Ingram M. 
Stainback, has operated Washington 
headquarters. In charge of this 
branch is George H. McLane, a tall, 
scholarly Californian who went to 
the territory six years ago for a 
temporary job and decided to re- 
main. 


All Interests Represented. 

The statehood committee, fi- 
nanced by funds appropriated by 
the territorial legislature, repre- 
sents people of all phases of insular 
life, large employers, labor leaders, 
professional men and women. 

Like most transplanted mainland- 
ers, McLane is an ardent advocate 
of everything Hawaiian, He arrived 
in Washington with four packing 
cases filled with documents and a 
crusader’s zeal for the cause of 
statehood, 


Long known as “the cross- 
roads of the Pacific,” Hawaii is 
composed of 20 islands, of which 
nine are [nhabited, The group 
extends for 390 miles from 
northwest to southeast and com- 
prises 6,454 square miles. 


Mountainous and volcanic in 
origin, the islands are the site of 
numerous extinct craters. Kilauea, 
noted for its “pit of eternal fire,” 


——— 


which is located on the Island of 
Hawaii, is the largest active volcano 
in the world. 


Discovered in 1778. 

The Hawaiian islands were dis- 
covered by Captain Cook in 1778, 
and it was during his second visit in 
1779 that he met his death there. 
King Kamahameha brought the is- 
lands under one rule in 1791, and 
Hawaii became a_ constitutional 
monarchy in 1840. A_ revolution 
drove Queen Lilluokalani from the 
throne in 1893. At that time an at- 
tempt to secure annexation to the 
United States failed and a republic 
was proclaimed on July 4, 1894. By 
voluntary agreement, Hawaii was 
annexed to the United States as a 
territorial possession in 1898 through 
adoption by congress of the organic 
act which provides a government 
for the territory. 


Most important industries on 
the islands are sugar, pineapple, 
shipping and tourists. Agricul- 
ture is making some strides, 
particularly in production of 
hogs, poultry and beef cattle. 
Fishing also is an important in- 
dustry. 


Hawaii bears all the federal taxes 
borne by other states and pays more 
taxes than do 14 of the states, pro- 
ponents of the statehood plea main- 
tain. 

Both Will Benefit. 

Granting of statehood to Hawaii, 
McLane says, will result in numer- 
ous benefits to the United States. 
Statehood, he says, will confirm 
American hegemony in the Pacific; 
move our self-governing frontiers

No Longer Will 


Cows Graze 


In Heart of Wisconsin City 


LANCASTER, WIS.—For the first 
time in 58 years, no cow is grazing 
in the heart of this city of some 
3,000 population. 

The Winskill sisters, Crissie and 
Etta, have sold the last of a long 
line of cows that have roamed about 
the family pasture, only four blocks 
from the Grant county courthouse, 
since 1890, Last of the herd was 
Betty, a Guernsey cow that has 
been the pet and milk provider for 
the sisters for the last seven years. 

The sale, they admit, was made 
with reluctance and only because 
they are growing too old to care for 
Betty. Insisting that the cow was 
“like one of the family,’”’ the sisters 
said they couldn't bear to put her in 
some other farm herd, so they sold 
her to a packing plant. 

If Betty were put in another herd, 
she'd just break through a fence and 
come trotting home, the sisters be- 


lieved. If not that, then she’d merely 
pine away and refuse to give milk. 
Thus, they decided, it was better 
that she die. 

Betty had many friends. They al- 
ways inquired about her, neighbors 
brought her vegetables and pupils 
from the high school adjoining the 
pasture tossed her the scraps from 
their lunch boxes. 

Although they steadfastly turned 
down offers to sell their pasture, 
which is considered one of the best 
real estate sites in the city, the sis- 
ters last year gave away two city 
blocks for the site of a new grade 
school to be named for their dead 
sister, Louisa, The school board had 
been prepared to buy the property 
but the sisters refused payment. 

Born in England, the sisters have 
lived most of their lives in the home 
their father, Thomas, built in 1889. 
It contains no electric lights, no 
plumbing and no furnace.

gress in place of her lone non-voting 
aelegate; elect her own governor in- 
stead of having an appointed gov- 
ernor; vote in a presidential elec- 
tion, a right now denied; automati- 
cally share in all federal grants for 
education, health, highways and 
other public improvements; admin- 
ister her own affairs without the 
constant threat of a presidential 
veto or overriding by congress of 
local legislation. 

The statehood bill, already ap- 
proved by the house and now await- 
ing senate action, provides for hold- 
ing a constitutional convention in 
the territory, at which a state con- 
stitution would be adopted and a 
government formed, 

Hawaiians and other proponents 
of the statehood plea are pushing for 
final approval of the bill to culmi- 
nate the long fight, during which the 
territorial legislature has asked for 
statehood 14 times. 


Three Generations 
Of Teachers Work 


In Louisiana School 


SHREVEPORT, LA. — Represent- 
ing an accumulated teaching time 
of 93 years, three ‘‘generations"” of 
teachers have been instructing side 
by side for the past 13 years in the 
Homer schools in Claiborne parish, 

Principals in the unusual teaching 
setup are Miss Belle Davidson, sev- 
enth grade teacher, with more than 
48 years’ experience; her pupil, 
Miss Mary Tooke, Spanish teacher, 
with 32 years, and Miss Tooke’s for- 
mer pupil, Miss Eula Linton, sixth 
grade teacher, with 13 years. 

Before her entry into the Homer 
school, of which she is a graduate, 
Miss Belle, as she is familiarly 
known, taught a year in the Athens 
school, also in Claiborne parish. 
Throughout her career she has 
taught the seventh grade, with ex- 
ception of one year in which she 
also taught part of the sixth. 

During her tenure in Homer, the 
school has been housed in two build- 
ings, both at the same location. She 
commenced teaching at the age of 
16 and now holds an A, B. degree 
from Louisiana Polytechnic institute 
at Ruston and a master’s degree 
from University of Arkansas,

Production Marks, 


DETROIT.—The nation’s car and 


truck manufacturers have set their 
sights at the highest volume of out- 
put ever attained in a single year. 

According to the best estimates 
available, approximately 3,555,000 
cars and 1,235,000 commercial ve- 
hicles were made in U, S. plants 
last year. In planning for 1948, pro- 
ducers are aiming at an increase of 
from 10 to 15 per cent, compared 
with the 1947 total of nearly 4,800,- 
000, 
Figures for the year 1947 are un- 
official and subject to revision, 
which could be upward as easily as 
downward. In any event, now that 
1947 has gone, most of the car mak- 
ers admit that despite all the mate- 
rials problems they encountered, it 
was a good year for production and 
for completion of expanded facili- 
ties. 

Ahead of the industry are more 
problems regarding steel, particy- 
larly in cold and flat rolled types. 
But the vehicle makers found the 
required material in 1947 for a near- 
record production volume, although 
they went to unusual extremes to 
get it into their factories. 

Their planning for 1948 is based 
largely upon the experiences of last 
year and most of them express the 
belief that if the Marshall plan for 
European relief does not bring 
about a rationing of materials, they 
will be able to get U. S. car and 
truck production well above five 
million units in 1948. 

The record for one year is the 
5,358,420 units turned out in 1929.

Lincoln's Letter Agreeing 


To Debates Found in Attie 


CARTERSVILLE, GA. —A local 
business man, rummaging through 
a pile of old family papers says he 
has found what apparently is a 
letter from Abraham Lincoln agree- 
ing to the now famous debates with 
Stephen A. Douglas. 

Harry Womelsdorf said the letter, 
which he has turned over to a firm 
of lawyers for verification, was 
written in longhand, signed “A. Lin- 
coln” and addressed to the “Hon. 
S. A, Douglas.”’ 

The letter, Womelsdorf said, was 
dated “Springfield, July 31, 1858," 
and read: 

“Dear sir: 

“Yours of yesterday naming 
places, times and terms for discus- 
sions between us was received this 
morning. Although by the terms, as 
you propose, you take four openings 
and closes to my three, I accede, 
and thus close the arrangement. I 
direct this to you at Hillsboro; and 
shall try to have both your letter 
and this appear in the Journal and 
Register of Monday morning.” 

Douglas and Lincoln were oppo- 
nents for United States senator 
from Illinois in 1858 and for the 
Presidential nomination in 1860. As 
a result of the debates, sentiment 
in the nation was crystallized 
against slavery. Douglas won the 
senatorial seat but lost in the presi- 
dential race.

BELTON, TEX.—The battle of the 
bees was fought in Belton with an 
estimated 300 casualties among 
school children. 

The bees escaped from a trans- 
port truck when it stopped at a 
traffic light in front of an elemen- 
tary school, where noon recess was 
in progress. 

The bees attacked the children 
playing in the school yard. The 
youngsters ran screaming into the 
schoo} building, the bees in hot pur- 
suit. 

At the end of the battle, an esti.

Most Successful Author 


MOSCOW.—Soviet book publishing 
houses in the 30 years since the 
revolution have turned out 11 billion 
books of 873,000 titles, the All-Union 
Book Chamber announced. 

Biggest single item was Josef Sta- 
lin's “Short Course in the History of 
the Communist Party,’ which has 
had a total press run of 33,148,000 
copies in 62 languages. 

All the works of Lenin and Stalin 
combined totalled 682,000,000 copies, 
The works of Marx, Engels, Lenin 
and Stalin were published 12,571 
times in 101 languages,

Who would be 
the one to select? Among the best 
coaches in college football — in no 
selected order—we could name the 


following: 
Leahy, Notre Dame; Crisler, 
Michigan; Little, Columbia; Red 


Blaik, Army; Matty Bell, S.M.U.; 
Jimmy Phelan, St. Mary’s; Blair 
Cherry, Texas; Jim Tatum, Mary- 
land; Wallace Wade, Duke; Paul 
Bryant, Kentucky; Red Sanders, 
Vanderbilt; Bobby Dodd, Georgia 
Tech; Wally Butts, Georgia, and 
Bernie Bierman, Minnesota. 

But how many of these can Navy 
get? I don't think Navy could get 
Leahy, Crisler or Little. I doubt that 
Navy would reach for Blaik. I’ve 
heard two names mentioned lately— 
Phelan of St. Mary's and Tatum of 
Maryland. Either would be an ex- 
cellent choice. 

Phelan's 1945 or 1946 St. Mary's 
team was certainly as well coached 
as Leahy’s Notre Dame teams or 
Crisler's Michigan teams. Leahy 
and Crisler currently are rated on 
top. Both are brilliant coaches, But 
no one knows how large a part the 
best material plays in football. 


Coaching and Material 

In my book, material is far more 
important than coaching, Leahy and 
Crisler have had far the best mate- 
rial lately. They have had material 
that completely outclassed rival 
players through the last year, and 
both know it. 

They have been meeting teams 
that never had a man who could 
make their first squad—line or back- 
field. Notre Dame and Michigan 
steadily get the best material in the 
Midwest, a strong football sector. 

There is no such monopoly in 
other sections. Since the war Army 
and Navy took a drop—a terrific 
drop on Navy’s side. 

Material is important, but a 
smart, keen, alert coach also is a 
big help. Modern football moves at 
a killing pace. There are so many 
new offenses and defenses that a 
coach slightly behind the times is 
completely bewildered. 

A football couch is the hardest 
working instructor in the realm of 
sport. No other coach in any other 
game faces such consistent pres- 
sure. No other coach faces so many 
problems, has so many worries, so 
many shocks. 

The pro game is full of fine 
coaches; Paul Brown, Steve Owen, 
Sutherland, Greasy Neale, Buck 
Shaw—on and on, But the answer 
here is still largely material. 

I have no record of Navy's ma- 
terial for 1948, But it should match 
Army’s, and with a pro coach such 
as Phelan or Tatum or one of that 
class, Navy isn’t going through a 
season again winning one game a 
year. 

Navy has won only two games in 
the last two years, This won't hap 
pen through 1948.

FASHION trends are moving away 
from the simpler things imposed 
on us by the late war’s restrictions, 
and now we are seeing more and 
more trimmings used on clothing. 
If you are doing sewing at home, 
you will have a fascinating time 
with needlecraft, and at the same 
time be able to pretty your things 
Mad edgings and trimmings of all 


You can add a dash of color to 
your dark dresses by adding con- 
trasting bands of straps. Or, per- 
haps you would rather stitch on 
some pretty applique on pockets or 
running diagonally across the bod- 
ice of a dress. 

Perhaps there’s a bit of ruffling 
which you can add to the neckline of 
a dress which will freshen it up now 
that cooler weather begins to wane 
and you think of in-between season 
dresses. 

There’s one little tip which I'd 
like you to keep in mind, however, 
when you begin to work. Every 
bit of trimming applied must be as 
neat as possible. The trimming it- 
self, since it will be one of the out- 
standing features of your garment, 
should be perfectly neat and in good 
condition. It also must be perfectly 
applied, neatly stitched or inserted. 

Consider colors carefully when 
you do work of this kind. They 
should contrast perfectly, not only 
in color but in material too. 


Cut Bands, Straps 
On the Bias 

Bands and straps are simply 
trimmings, but they are very effec- 
tive if nicely applied. Cut firm ma- 
terial, on the bias, inside so as to 


Add interest to garments «++ 


have a true edge. Baste and stitch 
with care so that the strap width 
is even throughout. 

When placing the strap on gar- 
ment lay it on flat. Never draw or 
pull a strap on. It must be done so 
easily and smoothly that it seems to 
belong there exactly. 

Stitching on trimming of this kind 
must be as perfect as top stitching. 
Some of the bands may be catch- 
stitched to the garment. 


Applique Trimming 
Has Possibilities 

There are innumerable possibill- 
ties for the use of applique work,

trimming. The flower motif is excel- 
lent when used at pockets or neck- 
line, and occasionally around the 
skirt. 

Prepare the cut-out applique mo- 
tifs by cutting so there are no un- 
even edges. Use small sharp scis- 
sors or a razor blade. 

Turn the raw edges under, baste 
and press them. There should be no 
frayed edges. You have to be espe- 
cially careful about this when you 
use the applique on a washable gar- 
ment which will have to take a lot 
of tubbing. 

Always pin, then baste the cut-out 
on the garment, The stitching may 
be done by hand or machine with 
visible whipping stitches, running or 
machine stitches, blanket stitches of 
crochet thread or yarn or liquid 
thread. 


Quilting Makes 
Interesting Trim 

There are many uses for quilting 
as a trimming if you are inclined 
toward this type of needlecraft. 
Quilting is very popular currently 
in robes and brunch coats, but it 
also may be used as a trimming for 
necklines, pockets, skirts or jerkins. 

Chintz, satin, calico and taffeta 
are used most frequently and may 
be purchased ready-made if so de- 
sired, 

If you are doing your own quilt- 
ing, the best way to work this is by 
using a transfer pattern. The stitch- 
ing must be perfect, for this is ex- 
acting type of work. 

Ordinarily you quilt from the 
right side, but on transfer patterns 
the wrong side is used. Each stitch 
is perfectly placed to insure smooth- 
ness. 


Simple Decoration Often 
Does the Trick 

Now that we have discussed some 
of the more interesting decorative 
features, let’s suggest some of the 
simpler ones, 

Have you noticed how many 
lovely buttons are on the market? 
There are innumerable plastic ones 
that might be just the answer for a 
dress or housecoat, Or, some of the 
heavy elaborate metal ones might 
prove just the thing for one of your 
good dresses, coats or suits. 

Laces are coming back, and are 
wonderful for use on lingerie, dress- 
es, aprons, blouses and neckpieces.

Baste 
first, then stitch carefully by hand 
or machine. Lace should never be

others in contrasting colors often 
are enough to freshen a skirt for the 
teen-aged daughter. When carefully 
applied they may make the garment 
look several dollars more expensive 
ohan it actually is.

Primitive Aborigines 
Of Australia. 


WASHINGTON, — Scientists of 
two nations are preparing for a 
hazardous expedition among the 
Stone Age wild men and animals of 
a little known corner of Australia. 

They will visit Arnhem Land, a 
region of tropical swamps and 
dense forests the size of Maine, in 
northern Australia east of Darwin. 

There, despite a long-standing 
ban against white men, the scien- 
tists will try to get along with and 
learn something about a race whose 
members are ‘‘true Stone Age wild 
men” dwelling among “stone age 
birds, beasts and reptiles.” 

Announcement of the expedition, 
a joint U, S,-Australian venture, 
was made by Dr, Gilbert Grosve- 
nor, president of National Geo- 
graphic society. 

The society and Smithsonian in- 
stitution will join with the Austra- 
lian government in carrying out 
the project. Leader of the expedi- 
tion will be Charles Pearcy Mount- 
ford of the South Australian muse- 
um at Adelaide. 

Inaccessible Territory 

No automobile trails exist in Arn- 
hem Land, which never has been 
mapped except by air. So the expe- 
dition will approach by sea and 
work inland up the jungle rivers or 
more arduously by foot. 

Only recently have the natives of 
Arnhem Land—which was named 
for the vessel of its Dutch discover- 
ers in 1623—been ‘‘absolved to some 
degree of a mythical reputation as 
bad men, killers and cannibals,” 
the geographic society said. 

They now are believed to be gen- 
erally friendly, although ‘‘extreme- 
ly wary and difficult to approach by 


, strangers.” 


And though these natives ‘can be 
warlike on slight provocation,” they 
are militarily backward. They 
never heard of the bow and arrow. 
They use in war the same wooden 
spears and throwing sticks they use 
in hunting. 

The only white men permitted to 
remain on the fringes of Arnhem 
Land are a handful of missionaries. 
Their missions were set up early 
in this century. A few exploring 
parties have penetrated inland, but 
they produced little data of scien- 
tific value. 

Natives Are Primitive Beings. 

Because Australia long ago was 
cut off from the rest of the world, 
its natives — animal and human — 
are among the planet’s most primi- 
tive beings. So the expedition will 
study mammal, fish, insect, plant 
and marine as well as human life. 

The terrain is so difficult that only 
the nomadic natives, living the 
same way as did their ancestors of 
thousands of years ago, ‘‘are geared 
for travel’ in Arnhem Land, the 
society said. 


Polar Bear Escapes, Chases 


Zookeeper to Top of Cage 


PORTLAND, ORE.—A full-grown 
polar bear romped for almost an 
hour inside the Washington park 
zoo'’s main cage room, trapping 
Supt. J. L. Marks atop a cage after 
sending four tourists scurrying for 
safety. 

The 700-pound beast was lured 
into its cage with a meaty bone by 
zoo tender William Clark, who ear- 
lier had outdistanced the bear in 
several turns around the octagon- 
shaped main zoo building. 

Clark explained the bear broke a 
padlock on an outside cage door. 

The first that the zoo keepers 
realized the animal was free was 
when several tourists pointed fran- 
tically toward the main zoo doors. 
There, Clark said, the big animal 
was—calmly looking into the build-

When Clark sought to distract the 
animal, the bear started to chase 
him around the building. 


WCTU Wants to Withhold 


All Grain From Liquors 


WASHINGTON. — Mrs. D. Leigh 
Colvin, president of the national 
Women’s Christian Temperance un- 
fon, is urging the complete diver- 
sion of grain from the manufacture 
of alcoholic beverages to production 
of meat and other scarce foods. 

In a statement made public by 
the W.C.T.U., Mrs. Colvin said that 
distillers and brewers “are being 
allowed to waste grain at a rate 
sufficient to produce the equivalent 
of 3,750,000 hogs weighing 240 
pounds each, annually.” 

“Contrary to what the booze mak- 
ers would have the public believe," 
she said, “every kind of grain used 
in liquor or beer is good for food or 
livestock feed. Any waste of grain 
for drink while the nation's house- 
wives and the people of other na- 
— struggle for food is unthink- 
a 2,” 


‘Pain Killer’ Developed 


For Quick Relief Anywhere 


LONDON. — A “pocket pain 
killer,” which can be used safely 
by unskilled people, is described in 
the Lancet, British medical maga- 
zine, 

The device is a small inhalator 
containing ‘“‘trilene,” a chlorine 
compound. A plunger breaks the 
glass and the gas is vaporized, 
emerging through a nozzle to ease 
the sufferer’s pain.

Magnucon Heads VA Medics

As was forecast in this column 
several weeks ago, Dr, Paul D. 
Magnuson, noted orthopedic sur- 
geon of Chicago, has been named to 
succeed Dr. Paul R. Hawley as 
chief medical director for Veterans’ 
administration. 

Announcement was made by Carl 
R. Gray Jr., new administration 
head of VA. Dr, Magnuson has been 
closely identified with Dr. Hawley 
in the reorganization of VA medical 
care and has been intimately asso- 
ciated with VA's department of 
medicine and surgery since its in- 
ception January 3, 1945, He played a 
large role in affiliating more than 
half of VA's 126 hospitals with Class 
A medical schools and in the estab- 
lishment of VA residency training 
programs. 

He is a native of St. Paul but has 
been professor of surgery and chair- 
man of the department of bone and 
joint surgery at Northwestern uni- 
versity medical school in Chicago. 
His first position with VA was chief 
of the research and educational 
unit, then he was named acting 
chief of professional services.

A. To No. 1—Many times under

VA hospital is required to pay noth-

Q. Will you please advise me if 
the Army and Navy union, a vet- 
erans organization, still is located 
in Washington?—H, L. B., Los An- 
geles, Calif, 

A. Insofar as we can learn, the 
address of the Army and Navy un- 
ion is Suite 328-338 at 152 West 42nd 
Street, New York, N. Y. It is pos- 
sible they may have an officer in 
Washington, but he is not listed and 
none of the veterans organizations 
knows of an office here. 

Q. Lam a World War Il veteran. 
1 had a $2,000 national service life 
insurance policy while I was in the 
service, Please tell me if I am al- 
lowed to increase this amount to 
$10,000 and also convert it.—J. P. C., 
Savannah, Ga. 

A. Yes, it is not only permissible 
but desirable to do so, if your 
active service was between October 
8, 1940, and September 2, 1945. 

Q. There has been a question 
raised in the case of one of our 
friends, who was killed in the late 
war, over proof of his marriage to 
his wife. We were wondering if you 
could give us some information as 
to how to obtain this proof for the 
government since her claim is still 
not acted upon,— Mrs, T. J. W., 
Erie, Pa. 

A, According to Veterans’ admin- 
istration, evidence for proof of mar- 
riage should be provided in the fol- 
lowing order of importance: (1) A 
copy of the public or church record 
or marriage certified by the custo-

wife and were so recognized.

Lo! The Shrinking Dollar 


THE government is directly re- 
sponsible for a considerable por- 
tion of the high cost of living, Until 
government remedies some things 
that only government can remedy 
living costs will remain high re- 
gardless of what other efforts may 
be made to reduce them, 
The decreasing value of the dol- 
lar is a decided factor in the cost 
: of living. Dollar 
values are deter- 
mined largely by 
the amount of cur- 
rency in circula- 
tion, Today that 
amount is all of six 
times what it was 
in the flush days of 
P the 1920s. The dol- 
lar was depreciated by one-third 
when we went off the gold stand- 
ard, Today there is back of our cur- 
rency only the government’s prom- 
ise to pay — in equally cheap, print- 
ing press, dollars. The greater por- 
tion of our ever increasing amount 
of currency is now bank notes, is- 
sued by the banks with intangible 
value government bonds as secu- 
rity. Bank vaults of the nation are 
loaded with government bonds 
ag banks have been forced to 
uy. 

When the bank needs money 
with which to meet demands of 
the nation’s business, it can, and 
does, issue bank note currency, 
with the bonds it bought as se- 
curity, Neither the currency nor 
the bonds has any tangible re- 
deemable value. Such a process 
is inereasing our circulating 
currency by hundreds of mil- 
lions each month. 

Taxes also represent a consider- 
able part of our high living costs. 
The printing press dollar you spend 
at the food store does not buy $1 
worth of food. It buys less than 80 
cents in food values. The other more 
than 20 cents pays a portion, at 
least, of the taxes of the producer 
of the food, of the processor, the 
wholesaler, the retailer and the 
transporter. One-fifth, 20 per cent, 
and more of your dollar was drained 
off by the tax collector, and that 
in addition to the taxes you pay 
direct. What is true of food is equal- 
ly true of all other commodities and 
services you buy. The total of the 
taxes you pay, direct and indirect, 
represents more than one-third of 
each dollar passing through your 
hands. 

A third reason for high living 
costs is the wild, reckless spend- 
ing indulged in by the govern- 
ment. So long as that spending 
continues, high taxes will con- 
tinue, Should the taxes stop and 
the spending continue, dollar 
value, backed only by the credit 
of the government, would drop 
to still lower buying levels. 
When both the administrative and 

legislative branches of government 
stop the wild spending spree; when 
| we get back to sane principles of 
government; when we drop the 
| countless, unneeded bureaus with 
their army of bureaucrats, the dol- 
lar value will go up and the cost of 
living will come down. It is a con- 
dition that only government can 
remedy. 


Threat to Small lavestor 


The plants and tools of Ameri- 
can industry and transportation 
have been supplied by nearly 60 mil- 
lion stockholders. The money pro- 
vided by those stockholders has 
created jobs for almost 60 million 
workers. It built and equipped our 
mills, factories, transportation sys- 
tems, mines and utilities, and pro- 
vides the working capital that 
makes our present tremendous pro- 
duction possible, 

By far the larger portion of 
those 60 million stockholders 
are small investors who have 
saved frugally and invested as 
insurance for declining years, 
During 1947 the average return 
they received on each dollar in- 
vested was 2.7 cents, $2.70 on 
each $100, 

President Truman has called upon 
industry for an expansion of produc- 
tion facilities to the extent of an 
additional investment of 50 billion 
dollars. When making that demand 
he also asked congress for tax legis- 
lation that would collect from what- 
ever profits industry may be mak- 
ing $3,200,000,000 additional revenue 
each year for the government, 

Should congress comply with that 
request, it would mean that the 2.7 
cents the stockholder received on 
each invested dollar, $2.70 on each 
hundred, would be reduced by more 
than one half. To raise 50 billion 
dollars of new industrial capital 
would be quite a problem under 
such conditions. : 


As I travel across the continent I 
ean see from the train window a 
beautiful yacht club house on the 
shore of Great'Salt lake, a body of 
water that is 20 per cent salt, so 
heavy as to be practically un- 
navigable.

Health Officer Warns 
Of Winter Diseases 


Dr. E, F. Sloan, County Health Officer 

Late winter is the time when sever- 
al of our communicable diseases are 
most prevalent. 

Some of these diseases, such as 
Diphtheia and Whooping Cough, 
can and should be prevented by in- 
noculation. The vaccine for these 
should, of course, be given as soon 
after the child reaches six months 
of age as possible, 

When a child is old enough to get 
around and become liable to the 
many small injuries of childhood, it 
should be given Tetanus Toxiod. This 
is now recognized as one of our most 
immportant immunizing agents. 

The transfer of other communic- 
able diseases from person td person 
can often be prevented only by vigi- 
lance on the part of the parents. 

If a child has a severe cold or 
complains of headache or general 
aching, sore throat or fever he should 
be kept at home from school and 
away from contact with all children 
until the cause of the illness in de- 
finitely determined. The skin should 
be watched closely also for any 
eruption. 

If any of the above symptoms oc- 
cur, or in case of doubt, the family 
doctor should be consulted at once, 

You owe it to your child to pro- 
tect it against Diphtheria, Whoop- 


ing Cough and Tetanus und at a 
later date against Typhoid and 
Smallpox,

With the nation’s farmers lit- 
erally taking to the air, not only 
for the thrill of flying their own 
airplanes, but also for com- 
mercial purposes, Civil Aero- 
nautics administration is be- 
coming concerned about the 
safety of these flying farmers, 
particularly in the matter of 
take-off and landing. 

Available statistics indicate there 
are possibly 10,000 farmers who 
own and fly their own planes — 
planes all the way from small one- 
man light ships to heavier classifica- 
tions such as the Douglas DC-3, 

So, according to CAA, what the 
flying farmer and the potential 
farmer with wings needs is a land- 
ing field on his own farm. This is 
not a particularly difficult obstacle 
in the wide-open spaces and the 
grass pasturelands of the West, but 
in the Midwest and in the East and 
South proper air strips or landing 
fields pose some difficulties, particu- 
larly in the matter of location, sur- 
face of the field and hazards sur- 
rounding the field, such as wires, 
trees and homes of neighbors. 


Cooperative Principle. 


First, as a matter of conveni- 
ence and economy, CAA suggests 
that two or more farmers with ad- 
joining farms extend the principle 
of the cooperative to the construc- 
tion of landing strips — that is, 
whereyer it is possible considering 
the Tay of the land, two, three or 
four farmers with adjoining land 
select a site which would trespass 
upon the lands of all, This would 
mean that each farmer would give 
up less land and that the expense 
of construction and maintenance 
would be less upon the individual. 


The flying farmer does not 
need an airport in the usual 
sense of the word. All he needs 
is a landing strip of sufficient 
length with a surface sufficiently 
smooth and solid to bear the 
weight of light planes. 

So, in most cases, his greatest 
problem is one of drainage since 
sod land or pasture land with short 
grass crops such as alfalfa or other 
low growing grasses will provide 
sufficient solidity. Maintenance of 
this kind of a surface becomes a 
problem only if traffic is heavy and 
if many heavy planes consistently 
use the field. 


Limited Space. 


Space for safe operation of the 
personal plane can be kept to a 
minimum in several ways. Simplest 
method, as pointed out, is to use 
pasture land, which might involve 
some danger to stock, but accom- 
plishes the purpose of putting the 
land to dual use and gives the plane 
the best sod-covered field on the 
farm for landing. 


Several safety factors should 
be taken into consideration in 
selecting the site. For instance, 
if the farmer is a considerate 
man his take-off path will not 
be directly over his neighbor's 
house. If he is a careful man, his 
approach and take-off paths 
will not be over such hazards as 
trees, hills or wires which will 
add danger to his flying. 
Obstacles in the approach path 

usually cause the most trouble, par- 
ticularly for beginner flyers, and 
what looks like an excellent location 
for a landing strip immediately may 
be condemned by an experienced 
flier. Another important factor is 
the prevailing wind. If a single strip 
is used it should be laid out as 
nearly as possible in that direction, 
and if two strips are prepared by 
flying farmer neighbors in coopera- 
tion they should be laid out so as to

cover the greatest proportion of the 
most prevalent winds. 


Related Problems. 

Grading and drainage must be 
considered jointly for one affects the 
other. Grading should provide a sur- 
face sufficiently smooth for aircraft 
use and should direct the flow of 
surface water so that it is removed 
in the quickest possible time. If 
there is an excess of underground 
water from within the airpark area, 
artificial drainage may be neces- 
sary. 

Another thing which the CAA ex- 
perts point out as a safety factor is 
grades of landing strips. A flying 
farmer may become adept after 
long experience in flying from a 
rolling or sloping field, but gaining 
this experience may be costly. In 
general, it is desirable that grades 
be so designed as to permit an un- 
obstructed view from a point five 
feet above any location on the 
usable landing area. 

While turf is the cheapest type 
of surface where wear-resistant 
grasses can be grown, it may be 
that use of the field is heavy enough 
to require a heavier base. Types of 
bases range from naturally well- 
graded granular soils to prepared 
sand-clay, clay-gravel, crushed 
rock, shell and macadam. Mowing 
is one of the important factors in 
maintaining a good turf surface 


and proper frequency in cutting 
height varies with the different 
types of grasses used and in differ- 
ent locations. Of course, the best 
source of this information, if the 
farmer is in doubt, is the local 
county agricultural agent. Also the 
advice of sod experts is available 
from CAA. 
Types of Grasses, 

In this connection, CAA points out 
that in northern sections of the coun- 
try a good turf grass is red fescue. 
In the Far West, the Fairway strain 
of crested wheat grass will flourish 
and the flying farmer should spe- 
cialize in the low-growing variety. 
Throughout the South, Bermuda 
grass is desirable as far west as 
middle Texas. In the Southwest. 
Buffalo grass and mesquite will 
make good landing strips. 

One thing which should be 
watched is erosion. It is not hard 
to up-end a plane if it strikes an 
erosion gully in a landing strip. 
A ground-hog or gopher hole 
can cause expensive damage to 
aircraft and possible bodily in- 
jury to passengers. 

Flying farmers use their planes 
more than the ordinary personal 
flyer. For instance, the executive 
secretary of Flying Farmers asso- 
ciation says that in a survey in 24 
states, the average flying farmer 
flew 247.2 hours in a year. The aver- 
age private owner uses his plane 
for less than half that many hours 
a year.

Presidential Stumping 
‘THE reported urging of President 
Truman, on the part of some of 
his political associates, to take the 
stump during the period between 
his nomination and the November 
election and to travel back and forth 
across the country, making im- 


promptu speeches in towns and vil- 
lages, serves to recall an incident 
of the 1932 campaign. 

Orators of the Republican speak- 
ers' 


bureau were confining their 
speeches to replies 
to statements made 
by Candidate Roose- 
velt. They definite- 
ly had accepted the 
defensive, and were 
saying but little 
about accomplish- 
ments of the Hoo- 
ver administration, 
That situation continued until well 
along in September, when a Hoover 
admirer visited Washington and 
saw the President on a Sunday 
night. The visitor told Mr. Hoover 
that he would be beaten in Novem- 
ber; that it was then too late to 
change the final result, but that the 
total of the Roosevelt vote could be 
reduced by a change in the speaking 
program. 

THE PRESIDENT REBELS, 
The visitor insisted that to make 

such a change, to shift from the de- 
fensive to the offensive, called for 
Mr. Hoover to make the speeches, 
that he would have to tell the Amer- 
ican people what his administration 
had accomplished, and ‘the history 
of Mr, Roosevelt's administration 
as governor of New York. Mr. Hoo- 
ver was horrified, 

“I am a candidate for election 
to the Presidency of the United 
States, but I also am the Presi- 
dent of the United States, As 
President I cannot degrade the 
dignity of that office by making 
political stump speeches on be- 
half of my candidacy,’ he said. 
The visitor urged the proposal un- 

til the small hours of Monday morn- 
ing. He insisted the American peo- 
ple were entitled to a factual re- 
counting of the accomplishments of 
the administration under Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s direction, and what had oc- 
curred in New York under direction 
of Governor Roosevelt. The answer, 
that night, was always the same, 
an insistent ‘‘no.” 

As the visitor left he asked Ted 
Joslyn, the President’s press secre- 
tary, to reserve a few minutes of 
Mr, Hoover's time for Monday 
morning. 

STRESS AID TO FARMERS. 

At that short session Mr. Hoover 
said he would not make innumer- 
able impromptu. speeches, but 
would make three or four set 
speeches, and in those would con- 
fine his remarks to factual state- 
ments of the operation of govern- 
ment under his administration, 
especially what the agricultural act, 
as enacted by congress, had done 
for the American farmer. He di- 
rected that arrangements be made 
for the delivery of the first of those 
speeches at Des Moines, Iowa, 

That agricultural act had bene- 
fited the American farmer to the 
extent of 10 cents a bushel better 
price for wheat, of the same grade, 
and with equal transportation costs 
to eastern tidewater ports, than was 
received by Canadian farmers, 

Times, men and conditions 
change. Mr. Truman may, or 
may not, have the reverence for 
the dignity of the presidential 
job as that held in 1932 by Mr. 
Hoover. He may not consider 
the making of impromptu 
speeches from the back plat. 
form of a railroad train as sac- 
rificing the dignity of the presi- 
dential office, It is his privilege 
to do as he wishes.

Plight of Groceryman 

“No one offers the merchant, 
especially the food merchant, any- 
thing but abuse,” said the grocery- 
man, “‘We are condemned for high 
prices; accused of making exorbi- 
tant profits, despite the fact that 
more than 50 per cent of those who 
engage in merchandising eventually 
go broke. The merchant is faced 
with the payment of government 
subsidies; government encourage- 
ment of higher wages for the work- 
ers he employs, and those employed 
by processors and wholesalers; in- 
creased local, state and federal 
taxes; decreased purchasing value 
of the dollar; higher transportation 
costs, and other ever increasing ex- 
pense items.

Benefit Limitations Told 


Veterans’ administration has 
ruled that World War II veterans 
are ineligible for benefits of the G.I. 
bill or the vocational rehabilitation 
act if they are taking certain other 
training financed by other federal 
appropriations, Included in these 
were: 

1, U. S. public health training 
programs for persons receiving 
fellowships or salaries from 
state and other grant-in-aid 
funds derived wholly or in part 
from federal appropriations; 

2. U. S. maritime commission 
training programs; 

3. Resident training programs 
in hospitals, clinics, medical or 
dental laboratories owned or 
operated by the U. 8. govern. 
ment; 

4. Resident training for physl- 
cians and dentists in the depart- 
ment of medicine and surgery 
of Veterans’ administration. 

So if you are a veteran of World 
War II and are engaged in any of 
the above programs you are not 
eligible for G.I. benefits and train- 
ing at the same time. VA points 
out with reference to medical train- 
ing in its own hospitals, the restric- 
tion does not apply to clinical psy- 
chologists who may receive subsist- 
ence allowances based on the train- 
ing provided them in educational 
institutions. They also may be paid 
from government funds for part- 
time work in VA stations where 
neuro-psychiatric veterans are 
treated. 


Questions and Answers 


Q. We have a neighbor family, a 
father and mother, of a man in the 
service, whom we are sure comes 
within the classification of depend- 
ent parents. We are wondering if 
you would give us the regulations 
which govern dependency, These 
folks are not destitute, but their 
son died in the service a few weeks 
ago and there must be something 
the government can do to help 
them. — Mr. and Mrs. A.J.H., 
Olathe, Kas. 

A. According to Veterans’ ad- 
ministration, dependency will be 
held to exist if the father or 
mother of the veteran does not have 
an income sufficient to provide 
reasonable maintenance for both 
or for members of their families 
under legal age, or for dependent 
adult members of the family if the 
dependency of such adult member 
results from mental or physical in- 
capacity. Suggest that these folks 
contact their nearest Veterans’ ad- 
ministration office immediately. 

Q. I was inducted into the service 
in June, 1946, and was in for two 
years. I was working up to the time 
I entered service and the federal 
tax was being deducted from my 
pay each week. I would like to know 
if a bill has been passed stating 
that anyone entering service would 
not have to pay any income tax for 
that year. If that is correct, would 
I get the tax back on the five 
months I worked and where and 
how would I go about getting a re- 


fund of my federal income tax?—- 


C.W.J., Havre de Grace, Md. 

A. The internal revenue bureau 
says there is no such law or ruling 
which applies to a living person. 
There is a law which forgives the 
taxes of a member of the armed 
services killed in action. However, 
your taxes are due and collectable 
on all income other than military 
income to the day you enter service 
and from the day you leave mili- 
tary service. 

Q. My buddy and I both made 
claims for disability ratings with 
Veterans’ administration. We have 
been battling back and forth for 
some time with VA trying to get a 
satisfactory rating. What we want 
to know Is the meaning of “mm” 
which was noted on my rating and 
“nn” which was on my buddy's 
paper. Can you tell us what they 
— — Veterans, Charlottesville, 

a. 

A. According to VA those are code 
letters and the code “mm” denotes 
conditions not diagnosed at the time 
of the last examination by the VA, 
but disclosed prior thereto. An ‘nn’ 
rating is employed when a veteran 
makes claim that he is disabled by 
a certain disease or injury which is 
not disclosed by the evidence and 
reports of physical exarnination. 

Q. Since my discharge from the 
army about seven months ago I 
have been having trouble with my 
eyes. I am wondering if a veteran 
is entitled to get glasses free from 
the government.—J.J.G., Leesburg, 


a. 

A. Yes, under certain clrcum- 
stances: (a) If your eye trouble is 
from a service-connected disability; 
(b) if it is a necessary part of hos- 
pital treatment or domiciliary care, 
or (c) if you are taking training 
under the G.I. bill and glasses are 
necessary to prevent interruption of 
this training.

Winter Sports Boom | 
In New England Hills 
Skiing Growing Swiftly as the 
Popular Pastime. 


BOSTON.—The winter sports “‘in- 
dustry” in the skiing areas of north- 
ern New England is in full blast. 
Usually the winter-time activities 
reach a peak over Washington's 
birthday or in March, but this year 
skiing began in northern Vermont 
as early as mid-November, and 
practically every important area is 
reporting ‘‘good"’ to ‘excellent’ 
conditions, an unheard of phenome- 
non for so early in the season. 

Hotels are packed in all but the 
more remote areas. At North Con- 
way’s Eastern Slope inn, 6,000 peo- 
ple fought for the 260 accommoda- 
tions available.

The White mountains of New 
Hampshire, Green mountains of 
Vermont and the Berkshire hills in 
western Massachusetts comprise 
the most intensively developed win- 
ter sports region in the country, all 
within easy reach of populous New 
noe City and southern New Eng- 


In this area some 700 inns in 200 
towns throw open their doors for the 
cold weather business. This year 253 
ski tows and lifts—25 per cent more 
than were in operation last year— 
are dragging people uphill to risk 
life and limb on 1,500 miles of down- 
hill ski trails. At present there are 
believed to be upward of 300,000 
skiers in the six-state territory.

Daily Care Preserves Clothes, 
Helps Keep You Well Groomed

D° YOU ever catch yourself ad- 
miring the woman who always 
wears perfectly pressed pleats in 
her skirt, soap-and-water clean lin- 
gerie touches on her dress, no gap- 
ing seams or ravelling hemlines? 
You can do it too, if you will give 
a few minutes of daily care to your 
clothing. 

The trick to keeping your ward- 
robe—no matter how modest or in- 
expensive it may be—in perfect or- 
der is never to let the mending or 
soiling pile up until it looks like an 
unsurmountable task. 

When seams gape, when a bottom 
pops off or part of a snap falls off, 
take care of it immediately. Clean 
up spots as they appear for they’re 
much easier to remove that way. 
Do a small bit of laundry every day 
instead of once a week when you 
may be too busy to devote all the 
time necessary to it. 


Here is List 
For Daily Use 

All lingerie should be given a daily 
sudsing. This includes hose, slips, 
panties, bras, et cetera. Only the 
slips in the lingerie category need 
ironing, and after they are clean, 
you may let them pile up and do 
several at once. 

Take a tip from the men and brush 
or shine or otherwise clean your 
shoes. Include your rubbers or over- 
shoes, too, during such weather as 
you may use them. 

Do quick mending jobs daily. This 
includes replacement of buttons,

snaps, fasteners. Check all your 

clothing in the evening when you 

lay it out to make certain all seams 
are secure, 

Keep a quick spot removal kit at 
hand with different cleaners in 
small containers, with pads, 
brushes and other cleaning cloths 
or pads ready for quick service. 
Include these cleaners; Carbon tet- 
rachloride (for grease stains, egg, 
chocolate or cocoa); javelle wa- 
ter (for cooked fruit and berry 
stains); oxalic acid and hydrogen 
peroxide for fresh fruit and berry 
stains; hydrogen peroxide for blood 
| or dye stains, 

Keep garments brushed; do this 
daily before stepping out. Hang gar- 
ments as soon as they are taken 
| off; don’t let them lie around in a 
heap.

Solve Your Skirt 
Problems Easily 


One of the major wardrobe prob- 
lems now may be in letting out your 
hems, as the trend still is for long- 
er skirts. Not all skirts, dresses and 
coats have enough hem for letting 
out, but if they can be let out prop- 
erly and still be 15 inches from the 
floor, then your garments still are 
wearable. 

Steam press wool hems on the 
wrong side to overcome shininess 
after ripping. This applies to light- 
weight wools and those materials 
which contain a raised pattern in the 
weave. 

Thick woolens may require steam 
pressing from the right side. Do not 
slide the iron back and forth on a 
surface where this would cause 
matting. 

If shine persists, raise the nap by 
brushing with a clean brush or 
a rubber sponge. 


Be very careful when pressing 
acetate rayon, for too hot an iron 
will melt the material and cause a 
shine that cannot be removed, 


Lengthen Skirts 
By These Methods 


Material to lengthen the skirt may 
be added in several ways: Add a 
yoke, or insert contrasting bands in 
the skirt. The band motif also may 
be carried out in the sleeves or in 
a collar trim. 

If you set some contrasting mate- 
rial at the waistline, the skirt length 
can be dropped. Also, the new 
lengthened waist effect also can be 
adopted by use of a hip length blouse 
or peplum. 

A conspicuous line left where the 
hem used to be can be removed 
in the following way: Wet the crease 
line on the wrong side, then turn 
the goods over on the right side and 
roll the crease back and forth in the 
fingers to work it out, Press the ma-

Christian Fellowship 
Lesson for February 22, 1948 


Ephesians 


EORGE WASHINGTON was a 

splendid example of Christian 
fellowship. If you will travel through 
the older portion of the United 
States, particularly 
in Virginia, you will 
come upon numer- 
ous instances of 
church pews 
marked as follows, 
“George Washing- 
ton worshipped in 
this pew on blank 
date.’’ Evidently, it 
was his custom to 
attend public wor- 
ship in whatever 
community he spent 
the Lord's. day. 
Thus he entered into Christian fel- 
lowship, gaining a blessing and ren- 
dering a blessing. 

The lesson passage for Sunday is 
found in Acts 2:37-47 and Ephesians 
4:1-6, with several other passages 
which will be quoted before we fin- 
ish the column for this week. 

A HAPPY TIME IN CHURCH 
READ Acts 2:41-47, and you will 

find a picture of a group of very 
happy people. Think of it, three 
thousand people professing faith in 
Jesus and receiving baptism in one 
day! But read on—they were not 
only happy at church, but they were 
happy because they were in the 
church. They continued steadfastly 
in the apostles’ teachings and fel- 
lowship and breaking of bread and 
prayer. 

They praised God and had favor 
with all the people. By their daily 
living they were convincing the 
world that fellowship in Christ Is 
not only good on Sunday while we 
are at the meeting house, but good 
every day. 

The happy homes are the homes 
where Christian fellowship abounds, 
and it is equally true in every area 
of life. 

AT CHURCH WITH FRIENDS 
“Il was glad when they said unto me, 
Let us go unto the house of the Lord,” 
Psalm 122:1. 
‘THAT is poetry, you will agree, 
but it is also actual testimony 
not only of the Psalmist, but of 
countless junior boys and girls 
throughout our land who eagerly 
await the sound of the church bells, 
Boys and girls delight to go to Sun- 
day school and worship when the 
life of the church is pervaded with 
Christian fellowship. There they 
meet the finest boys and girls in the 
community. 
BELONGING TO THE CHURCH 
"THE passage in Acts 2:37-47 tells 
us how certain people, after 
hearing the great sermon by Peter, 
asked how they might be saved. He 
told them: 

“Repent, and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins, and 
ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Spirit." 

When we invite intermediate 
friends to attend Sunday school 
and worship services with us, and 
they come to know of the love of 
God, they, too, will want to be 
saved, It is then the high privilege 
of Christian boys and girls to lead 
their friends to accept Jesus 
Christ as Saviour, and come into 
the church, 

In Ephesians 4:4-6, we read these 
words: ‘There is one body and one 
Spirit, just as you were called to the 
one hope that belongs to your call, 
one Lord, one faith, one baptism, 
one God and Father of us all, who 
is above all and through all and in 
all.” 

ALL ONE IN CHRIST 
THE above passage from Ephe- 
sians teaches clearly that there 
is a brotherhood of man, real and 
abiding, when we accept the Father- 
hood of God, through Jesus Christ. 
This is the meaning of the church, 
No amount of man-made creeds can 
save us. No amount of ritual and 
ceremony can save us. We are 
saved by grace through faith, and 
that is the gift of God. When we re- 
pent of our sins and believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, we are saved, 
and not until then. 

The one adequate solvent for 
the crying needs of this frightened 
world is the grace of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Just as thousands 
were saved on Pentecost and 
again on the Lord’s Day when 
Peter preached in Solomon's 
porch, so today many may be 
saved where the Gospel is pro- 
claimed in its simplicity and 
power. 

We are‘one in Christ, of every 
race and every tongue. The fellow- 
ship of Christian faith transcends 
every, barrier — racial, economic, 
geographic, political, religious. We 
have but to proclaim the universal- 
ity of this good news—proclaim it in 
our words and proclaim it in our 
daily lives. The world waits wist- 
fully for the encompassing fellow- 
ship that is in Christ and in Christ 
alone.

MAKES SEVERAL 
IMPROVEMENTS 


A number or recent § safety im- 
provements are commended, and more 
suggested, in an inspection report 
on the Paramount No. 12 mine of the 
Paramount Fuel Company at Helena, 
released today by the Bureau of 
Mines. The Shelby County mine em- 
ployed 81 men and produced 225 
tons of coal a day when Carl F. 
Kahre inspected it in January. 

Inspector ‘Kahre noted with ap- 
proval several recent improvements 
in the transportation, storaga and 
use of permissable explosives, includ- 
ing testing for gas before and after 
blasting and using wooden tamping 
bars and plenty of incombustible 
stemming. He proposed using per- 
missable blasting units and equipp- 
ing the explosives-storage magazine 
with a stronger door, 

The inspector commended adequ- 
ate rock-dusting and a number of 
ventilation improvements. He noted 
with approval adoption of a check- 
in-and-out system arid wearing of 
protective hats by all employees and 
of protective footwear by about 95 
per cent of them. He proposed wear- 
ing goggles while doing eye-hazard- 
ous work, posting escapeway di- 
rectional signs, and using water or 
a wetting solution to allay harmful 
dust during rock cutting.

farmers. That is the story of 1,700,000 farm boys and girls in 4-H 


clubs. 


In 74,000 4-H clubs covering every state and territory, these 
boys and girls will tackle man-sized jobs during National 4-H 
—— 


Club Week, March 1 to 7. That's the 
week they have set aside to launch 
another year of farm, home and 
community improvement projects 
and demonstrations. They'll ask 
neighboring boys and girls to join 
in and help them carry out their 
“make the best better’’ motto, 

The 4-Hs, standing for the 
pledge of Head, Heart, Hands 
and Health for their clubs, their 
community and their country, 
set in a four-leaf clover, has 
grown to be a respected symbol 
of the 11,000,000 former 4-H 
club members, their leaders 
and friends. 

The 4-H club program is unique 
in that it is entirely voluntary, edu- 
cational and locally run. Each club 
under guidance of a local volun- 
tary leader elects its own officers, 
holds its own meetings and plans its 
own “learn by doing’ and com- 
munity improvement projects. 

Expert Guidance. 

Responsibility for helping the 
clubs organize and operate as well 
as providing good farming and 
homemaking advice on the various 
projects rests with the cooperative 
extension service, the educational 
arm of the U, S. department of agri- 
culture and the state agriculture 
or land-grant colleges. The exten- 
sion service, in cooperation with 
county governing bodies, employs 
county agricultural, home demon- 
stration and 4-H agents. These 
agents carry on educational work 
with farm youth through 4-H clubs 
in much the same way they help 
adult farmers and farm women keep 
attuned to better farming practices 
growing out of scientific research 
and local experience. 

The 4-H story is demonstrated in 
the experience of Donald Stoten, 20- 
year-old Carthage, Ind., boy, After 
11 years of club projects he is ready 
to start farming with a fine herd 
of Angus and Jersey cattle, Hamp- 
shire hogs and Southdown sheep, 
During that time he has helped his 
dad expand their farm from 72 to 
450 acres. 

Another typical 4-H story is 
that of Lavona Thorndyke, 18- 
year-old Lambert, Okla., girl, 
who received this year's presi- 
dential award for girls. After 
her father’s death and brothers’ 
enlistment in the army, she and 
her mother took over operation 
of their 480-acre farm. Her 4-H 
projects in clothing, home im. 
provement, food preparation, 
canning and gardening helped 
her carry almost full responsi. 
bility for the home as well as 
meal planning and cooking for 
the harvest and other hired help. 
Thousands of other boys and girls 

are doing practical things in the 
4-H world. Kenneth Bosley’s 4-H 
project has grown into a well- 
equipped machine shop where he 
repairs the farm machinery. A 
grain elevator he built from a small 
motor, oid farm machinery parts 
and $12 worth of new parts, saves 
lifting by hand approximately 225 
tons of crops each year, as well as 


75 per cent time in handling them. 
Kenneth is 18 and lives at Sparks, 
Md. 

The first project for many 4H 
boys is raising a calf. That calf 
and seven years 4-H work in dairy- 
ing has produced for Dewey G, Har- 
wood, Jr,, 19, of New London, N. C., 
a herd of 38 fine Guernsey cattle. 
He’s now leading other boys and 
girls as president of the state +H 
council. 

Safety is a favored projéct in the 
4H clubs. Many an accident has 
been avoided by some safety-con- 
scious club member removing haz- 
ards. Roger Kaufman, 19, of Del- 
mont, S. D., during the past year 
personally checked 100 farms as 
the basis for a county-wide report 
demonstrating the most common 
fire and accident hazards. 

Four-H boys demonstrate better 
methods of growing crops. Last 
year in their projects club mem- 
bers grew about 200,000 acres of 
corn, nearly 100,000 acres of home 
vegetable gardens, 44,000 acres of 
cotton and similar acreage of many 
other crops, 

Aid Food Program. 

Four-H club girls last year canned 
more than 15,000,000 quarts of food, 
Norene Dupy, 18, of Red Rock, 
Okla., in eight years of club work 
canned 4,565 jars of vegetables, 
meats and fruit. Last year she 
raised all the vegetables she canned 
in her two-acre garden. 

Nearly 500,000 girls find the 
4-H clothing projects useful and 
interesting. In them they de- 
velop skills in making, remodel- 
ing and mending garments. 
They also learn how to buy suit- 
able materials, how to adapt 
designs, how to care for their 
wardrobe, how to make and use 
a clothing budget. 

Jewell Ellis, 19, of Gravel Switch, 
Ky., in nine years of club work has 
designed, made or made over 348 
garments for herself and family. 
Jane Conzemius, 19, of Cannon 
Falls, Minn., a 4-H’er for ten years, 
has 468 garments to her credit. She 
also has made 60 household articles 
and has served a club of younger 
girls as clothing project leader. 

Gardening is Popular. 

Each year a half-million or more 
4H boys and girls take over the 
home garden as their 4-H project. 
They learn how to plan a garden 
to produce the vegetables needed 
for a well-balanced diet for their 
family, what varieties are best 
adapted to their localities, how to 
fertilize and cultivate, how to com- 
bat diseases and insect pests, and, 
often how to prepare any surplus 
vegetable for selling. 

Geneva Smith, 17, of Patmos, Ark., 
in her six years of 4-H work has 
supplied the family of 11 with an 
ample supply of fresh and canned 
vegetables and had some left over for 
sale. Harold Rupert Jr., 18, of Pueb- 
lo, Colo., in his eight years of club 
work has raised 13 acres of garden, 

Food preparation attracts 4-H 
members of all ages, girls and 


also boys, especially boys who 
have a liking for work in wood- 
land areas and other outdoor ac- 
tivities. Last year 365,000 girls 
and 5,000 boys chose food prep. 
aration as a 4-H project. Their 
work ranged from preparation 
of one kind of dish all the way up 
to planning, preparing and serv- 
ing complete, nutritionally well- 
balanced meals. 


Catherine Wilson, 17, of Cranbury, | 
N. J., has specialized in food prep- | 
aration projects for seven years. 
During this time she has prepared 
and served more than 1,000 balanced 
meals for her family of eight, in- 
cluding 50 dozen biscuits and many 
cakes and pies. 

Saving the Soil. 

Realizing that soil conservation is 
an important matter to everybody, 
4H members have demonstrated 
keen interest in studying methods 
that will save and build up soil. 
Typical soil conservation work: is 
that of Jim Kludas, 18, of Cherokee, 
Iowa, who took as his 4-H project 
the elimination of erosion on his fa- 
ther's 160-acre farm, now described 
as a model of soil conservation 
practices. He began contouring in 
1943, then constructed nine grass 
waterways and dams to prevent 
washing. A gully control also was 
started. A series of dykes was built 
and 400 willows were planted. 

Health, one of the Hs in the 4H 
symbol, is something for which all 
members strive, both for them- 
selves and also for their communi- 
ties. Tommie June Streeter, 16, of 
Bryceland, La., has carried on mos- 
quito contro] work which won her 
recognition in her parish and state. 

Practically every homemaking, 
farming or rural community activi- 
ty is represented in 4-H projects. 

Guideposts to Program. 

Much discussion during 4-H Club 
Week in the local 4-H clubs will 
evolve around ten guideposts, De- 
veloped and agreed upon soon after 
V-J Day by club leaders represent- 
ing all the states, the ten guide- 
posts form the basis for the long- 
time 4-H program. They show the 
basic objectives of this rural youth 
educational movement and serve as 
the basis for building local 4H 
programs: 


1, Developing talents for great- 
er usefulness, 

2. Joining with friends for 
work, fun and fellowship, 

3. Learning to live in a chang- 
ing world, 

4. Choosing a way to earn a 
living. 

5. Producing food and fiber for 
home and market. 

6. Creating better homes for 
better living. 

7. Conserving nature's re- 
sources for security and happi- 
ness. 

8. Building health for a strong 
America. 

9. Sharing responsibilities for 
community improvement, 

10. Serving as citizens 
maintaining world peace, 
Out of these guideposts each year 

comes a theme for major 4-H dis- 
cussion and work, The theme for 
1948 is “‘creating better homes to- 
day for a more responsible citizen- 
ship tomorrow.” It is out of the 
application of such themes and 
guideposts to every-day living of 
thousands of farm boys and girls 
that 4-H club work succeeds,

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IX WHAT line of professional sport 
ean the athlete or competitor 
make the most money? Baseball, 
football, boxing, racing, wrestling, 
basketball or what have you? 

The range in salaries from Joe 
DiMaggio to Bob Feller, according 
to recent report, 
was something like 
$65,000 to $85,000, 
At the same time, 
Johnny Lujack was 
signed up for an 
amount approxi- 
mating $20,000 a 
year. Charley Trip- 
pi drew down just 
about the same 
chunk of cash for 
ae 5 (1947. 

FELLER Football with its 

20 games a season, 
including exhibitions, can't match 
baseball with its 190 games, also in- 
cluding exhibitions. 

There are not many ballplayers 
paid the same as Bob Feller, Ted 
Williams and Joe Di Maggio. But 
also there are not so many football 
players paid on a level with Lujack, 
Trippi and a few more. 

Even as it is, pro football can 
make very little money with its 
brief season thrown against modern 
expenses—even the winning teams. 
The others can drop enough dou- 
bleons to founder a Spanish galleon, 

On a general average, baseball 
and football pay close to the same 
amounts, with baseball in front. The 
kickback is that any number of ball- 
players get $7,500 or less a season. 


Stars Lure Crowds 


What about the pro golfers? A 
Hogan, Nelson, Demaret or Locke 
can make from $25,000 to $30,000 a 
vear, but there are not many of 
these. Only a few stars. Most of the 
others are underpaid, but it happens 
to be the stars who draw the 
crowds. 

Golf compares favorably with 
football for the few who must work 
over 200 days a year to top $20,- 
000, The average pro golfer on tour 
doesn't make $5,000. Club golfers 
who are also instructors can do 
much better. 

Ballplayers also last longer than 
football players, although such vet- 
erans as Sammy Baugh, Sid Luck- 
man, Bulldog Turner and Mel Hein 
can hang around for better than 10 
or 12 years. They are the unbreak- 
ables. 

Joe Louis can pick up more 
money in one fight than any base- 
ball or football player can earn in a 
big part of his career. The Louis- 
Walcott outdoor jamboree should 
plny to at least a million-dollar 
gate, It will be an intcresting fight 
along physical and psychological 
lines. 

Louis gets 40 per cent of the take. 
This means around $400,000, from 
which his manager takes his cut, 
whatever it is. In any event, at least 
$250,000 comes to Louis. The only 
kink here is that your Uncle Sam, 
losing no time at all, lops off around 
75 or 80 per cent. 

The morbid facts are that the 
same collector doesn't leave Feller, 
Williams and other high-priced play- 
ers enough to start a bragging de- 
bate. 


Wrestling Is Steady 


What about the wrestlers? Some 
active fact-finder says that Carnera 
will collect around $250,000 for a 
year’s activity. This may be too 
high. But wrestlers do better than 
many people know abouts It might 
be remembered that a wrestler can 
operate five nights a week in a rush 
period. Boxing champions must 
settle for two or three performances 
a year. 

Jimmy Londos told me once that 
he made as much as $20,000 a week, 
Londos was then an incredible oper- 
tor, also a very highly intelligent 
human being, 

The only true answer to this sal- 
ary matter in sport must take in the 
highest number who average the 
best pay over the years. 

My answer here would be base- 
ball, where so many thousands are 
involved in so many leagues. There 
may not be so many Ruths, Fellers, 
Greenbergs, DiMaggios or Wil- 
liams, but there are more than 400 
big leaguers who can knock off from 
$7,500 to $15,000—a higher average 
for a greater number. 

Pro football can almost match 
this payroll with the two leagues 
reaching for a rival windpipe. The 
football players get all the money, 
and it will be this way until two 
strong leagues can play at peace, 

Which reminds us, we almost for- 
got the jockeys. How about Eddie 
Arcaro, Johnny Longden and a few 
more? All they have is around a 
million dollars each. You know 
$100,000 a year is no big overlay.

Viewed as Arsenal 


Deep Tunnels Safe From Bombs 
In Atomic War. 


JOPLIN, MO.—With the lead and 
zinc ore reserves badly depleted by 
all-out production in World War II, 
this vast mining field in the corners 
of Missouri, Kansas and Oklahoma 
thinks in terms of becoming a huge, 
subterranean arsenal when hearing 
talk about an atomic war, 

The district has miles and miles 
of man-made underground caverns 
suitable for munitions works and 
storage. This, coupled with the fact 
that the district is near the center 
of the United States, makes atomic 
warfare conversation perhaps less 
frightening than almost any place 
else in the country. 

The idea that the district could be 
used for defense production and 
storage has been stimulated by re- 
cent visits of military procurement 
men who have talked with manu- 
facturers and business men on this 
subject. 

Tunnels—"‘drifts,"’ the miners call 
them—large enough to accommodate 
whole munition works are available. 
Many are scientifically ventilated 
and electrically lighted. Pumps can 
keep them dry. They are reached by 
perpendicular mine shafts, They ex- 
oa at depths ranging from 50 to 300 

eet. 

Scores of mines, already 30 to 40 
years old, worked at top speed on 
thin ore percentages during the re- 
cent war and under the stimulation 
of federal subsidies. 

In July, 1947, the subsidies were 
withdrawn. Many of the big mar- 
ginal mines closed. Others are pre- 
paring to close, About 50 per cent of 
the field now is idle, but the under- 
ground of the entire region is liter- 
ally cut to pieces by mine drifts, 

A problem of preserving the field 
for future subterranean develop- 
ment would be keeping the drifts 
from filling up with water should 
mine operations be suspended com- 
pletely. Once the underground be- 
came water filled, the cost of “‘de- 
watering’’ would be terrific. 


Tests Show Male Drivers 
‘Far Better’ Than Women 


PHILADELPHIA, — Franklin 
institute tested the driving ability 
and judgment of 3,002 motorists 
and drew a conclusion—men are 
better drivers than women. 


The institute reported about 
750 of those who took the tests 
failed to make a passing score, 


The scores of men showed “‘far 
better” than those turned in by 
women and “the youngsters 
made the worst showing,” the 
institute said, 


Buyers’ Strike Hitting 


Canadian Food Markets 


OTTAWA, CANADA.—Fresh vege- 
etables virtually have disappeared 
from Canadian markets and the 
high prices of the few still available, 
together with the leaping costs of 
other foods, are bringing protests to 
the government. 

The Ottawa Consumers associa- 
tion asked Prime Minister W. L. 
Mackenzie King for an immediate 
plebiscite on restoration of price 
controls. Mrs, Joan Frazer, secre- 
tary, said an unofficial buyers’ 
strike is in progress, 

Prices took a sharp jump upward 
after Canada’s conclusion of new 
food contracts with the United King- 
dom at substantially higher prices 
for export beef, bacon, cheese and 
eggs. The scarcity of fresh vege- 
tables, once imported from the 
United States, gave food costs an 
added boost. 


Ekes Out Meager Livelihood 


To Preserve $20,000 Cache 


WICHITA, KAN.—Police investi- 
gating the plight of a woman who 
had eked out a meager livelihood 
by laundering the clothing of other 
residents of a third-rate hotel found 
some $20,000 among her belongings. 

The hotel manager had appealed 
for aid for his guest, reporting that 
she apparently had barely enough 
to eat, 

The woman, Mrs. Joyce Leed, 
told police “I've been living this 
way because I'm afraid I would be 
killed if some people knew I had 
this much money and bonds,” 


Bank's Burglar Alarm Cries 


Wolf Too Often; Police Moan 


HOLLISTER, CALIF’. — The bur- 
giar alarm at the local Bank of 
America branch has gone off so 
many times lately — because of 
short circuits — that Hollister's po- 
lice mention it in the same breath 
with the old “cry wolf" fable.

Best War Insurance 


ENERAL MacARTHUR is re- 

ported as not favoring univer- 
sal military training. He does favor 
liberal appropriations for armed 
service research and for intelli- 
gence. If General MacArthur is cor- 
rectly reported, he is the only one of 
the “big brass" of the armed serv- 
ices who is not definitely sold, for 
one or more of several reasons, on 
ar training as a national pol- 
cy. 

During 1917, '18, °19 and ’20, I, as 
a member of the directory of the 
Universal Military 
Training league, 
worked to secure 
enactment by con- 
» gress of a universal 
military training 
law. At that time I 
was more interest- 
ed in it as a citizen- 
ship training meas- 
ure than as a means of training s0l- 
diers, I believed I saw in the close 
association of the youth of the na- 
tion a means of breaking down the 
then growing class distinctions. 

Proponents of that measure had 
the army and the President with 
them in 1918, but not a sufficient 
congressional vote in both houses to 
pass the bill. With election of a Re- 
publican controlled congress in the 
fall of 1918 the bill could be passed 
as a Republican measure. Then 
came word from the White House 
that unless the bill were withdrawn, 
given a new title and reintroduced 
as an administration measure, it 
would be vetoed. As an administra- 
tion measure, the Republican con- 
gress refused to pass it. 


That was a sample of Ameri- 
can politics in operation. Both 
parties then were anxious te 
claim credit for enactment of a 
universal training law. 


It is estimated the operation of 
the present proposed law would cost 
the nation somewhere between two 
and four billions each year. Such a 
sum is meaningless to most of us 
until broken down to what it would 
cost the individual. On a cost basis 
of three billion dollars a year the 
cost for each of our 140 million 
people — each man, woman and 


| child — would be in excess of $21 a 


year on an average. Divided be- 
tween our present 58 million work- 
ers the average cost for each would 
be close to $50 each year. For our 
approximately 29 million families, 
with an average of four plus per 
family, the average for each family 
would be better than $90. It would 
mean such increase in federal taxes 
as would produce a sufficient sum 
to pay the training costs over and 
above what is needed without a 
training law. 

If enactment of a universal 
military training law would give 
us reasonable insurance against 
attack in another world war, or 
if it would insure our success 
should such a war be thrust 
upon us, with a lessened fatality 
list and a decreased cost in na- 
tional resources, those increased 
taxes could well be considered 
a good investment, 


Although but a layman, one whose 
opinion is valueless, I personally 
am inclined to agree more with the 
reported opinion of General MacAr- 
thur than with those who would in- 
stitute a military training policy for 
this country. It seems to me that 
technological research leading to 
perfection of war-making ma- 
chines; scientific methods of repel- 
ling attacks, and the carrying of 
war to the other fellow, along with 
greater knowledge in what the pos- 
sible enemy is accomplishing along 
similar lines, would be more effec- 
tive insurance than would a mini- 
mum of training we might give our 
American youth. 

Today a possible enemy is more 
fearful of our atomic bombs than of 
any ground army we could put in 
the field against him, But today we 
do not know what that possible 
enemy is doing to offset possible 
attack from our bombs, or to attack 
us with a similar weapon. Continued 
research, continued development of 
new and effective weapons of both 
offense and defense, and more defi- 
nite information as to what we must 
meet, would seem to me to be the 
best war insurance we can carry 
until that day comes, as come it 
must In time, when the entire world 
disarms.

Shrews Sought 


Rare Jungle i; Mood Seen 
As Aid in Long Fight 
To Cure Disease. 


WASHINGTON.—As another step 
in its long campaign to effect a cure 
for malaria, the navy is going hunt- 
ing in African jungles for a giant 
jumping shrew, 

This rare specimen, which will be 
used as a laboratory aid in the mala- 
ria fight, has a body somewhat re- 
sembling a rat's, but it also has a 
long, elephantine snout and can hop 
around like a kangaroo. 

It's a “giant” only as far as 
shrews go—about six inches long. 
The run-of-the-brush shrew is only 
mouse-length. 

The navy wants to investigate a 
report that the African mammal 
has malaria nattrally. If that is so, 
the jumping shrew would be one of 
the very few mammals, other than 
man, subject to the disease, 

Phase of Major Study, 

The search will be only one phase 
of a year-long study of tropical dis- 
eases in Africa. The navy's six-man 
safari, headed by Comdr, J. M. Am- 
berson of the medical corps, consti- 
tutes the medical research unit of a 
broader expedition sponsored by 
University of California. 

Research to find a truly curative 
drug for malaria has been ham- 
pered by the fact that no completely 
satisfactory laboratory creature has 
been found. The most commonly 
used subject is the canary, but the 
form of malaria which birds get is 
far different from that in human 
beings. 

The only two mammals — other 
than man—which the navy knows to 
be subject to malaria are monkeys 
and vampire bats. The malaria par- 
asites which cause the disease in 
these animals are also different 
from those which affect man. Nev- 
ertheless, these animals have been 
used to some extent because they 
are mammals, 


Monkeys Are Unsatisfactory. 
Both monkeys and bats have

Sapero said that if it is confirmed 
that the jumping shrew can acquire 
malaria naturally, it might be pos- 
sible to take blood samples from the 
shrew and pass on the infection to 
some easily procurable animal, 
such as the guinea pig, rat or 
mouse. 

Shrews are related to moles and 
hedgehogs, but these jumpers are 
not true shrews. They are found on 
rocky, bushy slopes in most parts of 
Africa south of Sahara. 

One scientist said he didn't quite 
know how the name “shrew” 
popped into the language as a tag 
for a vexatious woman. He said 
Shakespeare, in his ‘Taming of the 
Shrew,"" may have had in mind a 
small European variety of shrew 
which makes a squeaking noise, En- 
cyclopedia Britannica describes a 
pigmy shrew found in Europe and 
Asia which is “pugnacious and very 
voracious,” 


Common Cold Germ Isolated; 


Protective Vaccine Possible 


WASHINGTON, — A long-sought 
objective of science—laboratory iso- 
lation and growth of a “‘common 
cold” germ—has been achieved by 
two researchers of National Insti- 
tute of Health. 

The development, which opens 
the way to the “possibility” of pro- 
ducing a protective vaccine against 
this germ, was announced by Drs, 
Norman Topping and Leon T. Atlas. 

The research was aided by pris- 
oners of the District of Columbia's 
Lawton reformatory who volun- 
teered to contract experimental 
colds. 

Starting with material taken from 
the nose of another scientist who 
was stricken with a natural cold, 
the doctors said they were able to 
grow in the fluid of fertile hens’ 
eggs an “agent’’ which produced a 
characteristic cold in 57 of 60 pris- 
oner volunteers innoculated with it, 

Dr. Topping said the cold pro- 
duced was a prevalent type — a 
“thick, severe form — something 
like what we know as sinusitis," 

“It’s not the runny nose, runny 
eye sort of cold,” he added, “Maybe 
there’s another agent that produces 
that kind of cold.” 

The researchers sald the exact 
nature of the germ they had cor- 
ralled was not a} known. It is pre- 
sumed to be a virus.

what was wrong with my 
bedroom,”’ said a woman to me the 
other day, “until I took it apart 
piece by piece. Then it suddenly 
dawned on me that the floral print 
bedspread was making the room 
look crowded and obscuring every- 
thing else." 

When the bedspread in this par- 
ticular room was changed to a con- 
servative solid colored weave in a 
plain pattern minus flounces, the 
room took on an entirely new and 
really pleasing appearance, 

Just as in all rooms in the home, 
decoration of the bedroom must be 
carefully planned, keeping in mind 
the size, exposures, light and other 
furnishings. 

First of all, let’s set down some 
basic principles. If the room is 
rather dark — those with north and 
east exposures particularly — you 
must use light colors in it. If the 
room is cold in addition to being 
dark, warm it with yellows, reds 
and orange. If the room is warm in 
feeling, you may want to cool it 
with tones of blue and green or 
maroon, 

What should you do about size? 
If the room is small, avoid using 
heavy, ornate pieces of furniture. 
This applies particularly to the bed 
because it is the most important 


| piece of furniture in the bedroom. 


Use Simplicity When 
You Lack Space 

Don’t put a heavy oak bed with 
posters into a room that has small 
proportions even if the bed fits the 
space. It always will be an eye- 
sore and will make you feel 
cramped. 

Patterned wallpapers as well as 
patterned spreads and drapes “‘take 
a lot of space’ and are best left 
to rooms which have ample size, 
The same is true of large plaids. 

Plain weaves and colors that sort 
of melt into the background are

your best cue for planning a bed- 
spread for a modest room. If you 
must have some attractive detail 
even on a tailored spread, you may 
use box pleats around the bed, meet- 
ing a scallop — a single row — on 
the spread itself. 

If the room has only moderate 
proportions and you like to use 
plaids, as in an early American 
type, use a plain bedspread and 
put plaid covering on the chairs, 
which are much smaller, 

If you have twin beds in the 
room and ‘they are set right next 
to each other, it’s easy to solve the 
problem of a spread by making a 
single one large enough to cover 
both. This practice is being used 
extensively and is very smart. 

When twin beds are used in the 
same room, but not next to each

other, the spreads need not match, 
but may harmonize. 

Don’t toss an assortment of pil- 
lows on the bed. When you do use 
them, have a definite plan in mind 
and dress them to harmonize pleas- 
ingly with the spread, 

How to Cut, Make 
Different Spreads 

You'll want to buy an upholstery 
fabric for the spread because they 
run 50 inches wide, and this means 
that the center piece will be whole. 
If narrower fabric is used, have one 
length for the center and the other 
length split and pieced to each side. 
You'll have to decorate where the 
piecing was done. 

The easiest type of spread to 
make is an unshaped one which 
hangs free on all sides. In this case 
the only work involved is cutting 
and hemming. However, use this 
type only if the room is very casual. 
This is nice to use in youngsters’ 
rooms. 

If the room is semi-formal, a bed- 
spread with a gathered skirt is ef- 
fective. A good idea is to use a 
print or plaid for the length across 
the bed, and then plain material for 
the skirt. Or, just reverse and use

plain for the top, print or plaid for 
the skirt. 

In making a spread with a 
gathered skirt, allow 90 inches in 
length for the center and width 
enough to cover the bed. Mark off 
18 inches at one end and turn in 
at the foot. Finish the edges with a 
hem. The skirt should be made at 
least 26 inches deep and may be 
pleated or gathered. 

You will need from two to two 
and one-half times the length of the 
spread for gathering in the skirt. 
Hem the skirt, then gather. 

Match Decoration 
To Furniture 

If you are making a bedspread 
for a very feminine room, use a 
gay print material, or perhaps an 
organdie or chintz. You'll find that 
a godet flounce spread does nicely, 
and the effect can be carried out 
to extend to the pillows, which are 
made of the same material as the 
spread with a single row of ruffling 
around them. 

Circular ruffled spreads are at- 
tractive, also, but you need a great 
deal of yardage as the skirt is cut 
in a flare. 

If you have an 18th century room 
you may be using a rich heavy ma- 
terial for the spread. Quilted satin 
spreads are attractive. Sometimes 
it is possible to buy wide satin quilt- 
ing and this may be used for the 
top of the spread. Use matching 
material and make a gathered skirt. 

If you have period furniture, use 
a matching spread of velvet, velve- 
teen or rich brocade. Spread the 
fabric across the bed and allow for 
tuck-in at the top. Outline the mat- 
tress and the pillows with corded 
seams and make a gathered skirt 
long enough at the pillow end so 
it can follow the curved line and 
still keep even with the floor. 

For tailored rooms, use a plain 
spread with pleating or scalloped 
edges. Heavy material like duck or 
denim is a wise choice in material 
as the pleats stay in well. 


One of the most novel ideas of 
the current season is a mesh glove 
of silver or gold for important 
evenings, A silver or gold glove 
needs no polishing, for the color is 
part of the plastic yarns that are 
used to give an ever-changing ef- 
fect.

Home Loans Tightened 


A total of 540,000 World War II 
veterans were able to buy homes 
during 1947 under the G.I. law as 
compared to 410,000 in 1946, a total 
of 1,056,711 homes purchased since 
the law was enacted. 

Reviewing the past year’s loan 
transactions VA finds that the aver- 
age home bought by veterans in 
1947 carried a price tag of $7,300. 
Four of every 10 paid more than 
$8,000 and one in 20 paid $12,000 or 
more for his home. 

Out of the total of homes pur- 
chased, however, only about 160,000 
were for newly constructed homes, 
averaging $8,200 each. Of the total 
home loan mortgages totalling well 
above six billion dollars, nearly half 
of which is guaranteed or insured 
by VA, claims paid to date on de- 
faults total slightly more than a 
million dollars. 

From federal reserve bank 
sources, however, indications are 
that veterans are being caught in a 
general credit tightening and that 
fewer and fewer 100 per cent loans 
are being made by the banks and 
other lenders. According to the 
banks, the reason is that many vet- 
erans regard these 100 per cent 
loans on which they make no down 
payment as rent, not buying, and 
since they have no equity to protect, 
they let their monthly payments 
lag. Banks therefore are planning 
to make veterans put up more cash, 


Questions and Answers 

This column is indebted to T/Sgt. 
H. E. Slaughter, public information 
officer of the army and air force re- 
cruiting station at Baton Rouge, 
La., for directing our attention to an 
error in a recent column. We had 
informed an Orlando, Fla., wife that 
her husband, who had reenlisted in 
the army, was not entitled to a G.L 
loan in order to buy a home. 

The facts are that any member of 
the armed services who has been 
separated, even for only a matter of 
hours, is in status by Veterans’ ad- 
ministration as a veteran and en- 
titled to all the privileges and bene- 
fits of the G.I. bill even if he re- 
enlists in any branch of the service. 
So to Mrs. G. G. T., at Orlando, 
your husband who has reenlisted in 

the army for two years, is entitled 
to make application for a G.I. loan 
for purchase of a home. 

Q. I am the widow of a World War 
II veteran, I have one little daugh- 

| ter, age six. I have been unable to 

take care of her and she has been 
living with friends of mine a short 
distance from the town in which I 
live. I believe the child is entitled to 
a pension for the death of my hus- 
band, but am wondering if I can 
collect this pension since she does 
not live with me. Can you advise 
me?—Mrs. H. G., Mineral Wells, 
Tex. 

A. Yes, the child is entitled to 
pension payments, These payments 
may be made either to you or to the 
persons who have custody of the 
child, preferably the latter if they 

| are to continue the child's care. Sug- 
gest you get in touch with your 
nearest VA Office, or the office you 
contacted for your own widow's 


| pension. 


Q. Will the subsistence allowances 
now being paid to veterans taking 
educational courses under the G.I, 
bill be increased by this congress? 
—K. L. McK., Rocky Mount, N. C, 

A. As this is written, all indica- 
tions are that subsistence allow- 
ances will be increased, since a bill 
for this purpose has been passed by 
both houses and will soon go to the 
president for signature. 

Q. My wife and I are homestead. 
ing a claim near here. I am a vet- 
eran of World War II with three and 
a half years service. My question is, 
am I entitled to a guaranteed or in- 
sured loan under the G.I. bill on my 
claim here?—J. J. T., Butte, Mont, 

A. It would depend upon the pur- 
pose of your loan. Loans may be 
guaranteed or* insured under the 
G.I. bill to a homesteader if the 
loan is for operating capital for pur- 
chase of farm equipment or ma- 
chinery, and all ordinary farming 
or business purposes. However 
loans for construction purposes in- 
cluding construction to a farm 
house or other buildings are not 
available until the veteran acquires 
such title as will enable him to give 
a valid first lien on the realty, 


Q. I am a veteran of four and a 
half years. Was discharged in July 
of 1945. Would I be eligible to take 
music under the G.I, bill of rights? 
I'm unmarried, but support my 
mother.—D. A., Wells, Nev. 

A. Yes, music can be taken under 
the G.I. bill provided the approved 
schools in your area list music in 
their curriculum. Suggest you get in 
touch with Veterans’ administration 
regional office at Reno to secure a 
list of approved schools in your 
area. Then all you need do is to 
check the list for the school offering 
the music courses which you want.

Disaster left widespread 
desolation, destruction and 
despair in its wake as torna- 
does, floods, hurricanes and 
fires ravaged. much of the na- 
tion during the past year. Be- 
sinning early in the year, the 

947 trail of destruction swept 
through the Texas-Oklahoma Pan- 
handle where the worst tornadoes in 

10 years struck in April, moved with 
the June floods through seven Mid- 
western and eastern states, caught 
the Gulf states with severe Septem- 
ber hurricanes and floods and finally 
devastated wide areas of New Eng- 
land with forest fires in October. 

During the year almost 11 mil- 
lion dollars was allocated by the 
American Red Cross to assist 305,- 
000 persons. In terms of costs, 1947 
was the peak year in disaster re- 
lief work for the past decade. 

In an attempt to fill its de. 
pleted coffers and to assure 
funds for its wide-scale enter- 
prises during the forthcoming 
year, the Red Cross will con- 
duct its annual roll call cam- 
paign throughout the month of 
March, 

Families living in agricultural 
communities last year bore the 
brunt of some of the worst disasters, 
it is noted in a summary by the Red 
Cross which showed nearly 300 ca- 
lamities during 1947 in which the 
organization gave association. 

Few Areas Spared. 

Few sections of the country were 
spared in the disasters, which struck 
| 46 states and Alaska, These in- 
| cluded 142 fires, 50 floods, 41 tor- 
nadoes, 3 hurricanes, 21 other 
storms, 30 explosions, minor earth- 
quakes, transportation wrecks and 
& number of other serious acci- 
dents, 

Grimmest toll in casualities was 
taken in Texas City, Texas, where 
close to 500 lives were lost and 
more than 3,500 were injured. Dis- 
aster-caused deaths, up to Decem- 
ber 1, totaled 1,266 on Red Cross 
records, aproximately twice the 
disaster death toll of 1946. Alto- 
gether, 7,969 persons were injured. 

In a year of continued acute 
housing shortages, more than 
81,000 buildings, many of them 
farm homes and barns—were 
destroyed or damaged, In a 
year of international food short- 
ages, hundreds of thousands of 
acres of America’s most pro- 
ductive farmlands and richest 
pastures were either perma- 
nently ruined by erosion or made. 
useless for the year by ravages 
of kng-standing severe floods. 
On the job immediately after the 

tornadoes had struck, the Red Cross 
aided some 10,000 persons in the 
Woodward, Okla., area where two 
nearby rural communities, Glazier 
and Higgins, in the Texas Panhan- 
dle, were virtually leveled and 
scores of residential blocks of 
Woodward were devastated. Nurses, 
doctors and medical supplies were 
brought in to supplement local re- 
sources. Heaviest cost item was for 
rebuilding and repair in that re- 
lief operation in which approximate- 


ly $1,323,000 in Red Cross funds | 


were expended, 
Floods Sweep Nation. 


In Illinois, Missouri, Iowa and 
Nebraska, four flood crests, in 
many localities record- “highs,” 


were reached in midsummer before 
the waters finally subsided. Red 
Cross operational costs exceeded 
$1,500,000 in aid to more than 26,- 
000 flood-routed residents, many of 
them farmers. Thirteen thousand 
more residents were assisted by 
the Red Cross in sudden floods in 
Kentucky, New York and Vermont 
at that time, at a cost of $742,500. 
Floods resulting from deluges 
that accompanied Florida's two 
hurricanes in September and 

October caused more damage 

than the hurricane winds which 

lashed four Gulf coast states. 

Cost estimate for this opera. 

tion, which will not be con. 

cluded for months, now has 
reached $2,700,000. 

The total destruction caused by 
forest fires. where few if any be-

ings repaired was proved again 
in New England last October. In 
the fire-stricken areas, the Red 
Cross rehabilitation operation in- 
cludes temporary housing for a 
large number of families inas- 
much as rebuilding cannot be un- 
dertaken in Maine until spring. An 
emergency allocation of $1,000,000 
for relief was made as the fires 
still raged and additional funds will 
be allotted as rebuilding operations 
get under way. 

In expediting emergency relief, 
and also in the longer rehabilita- 
tion operations during 1947, the Red 
Cross had the cooperation of the

services, local, 
authorities, and of hundreds of 
other organized groups and individ- 
uals. 

Red Cross rehabilitation aid in- 
cludes not only extended medical 
nursing care, and rebuilding and 


repair of homes; the organization | 


also provides needed household 
furnishings, livestock, tools and 
equipment for farmers and crafts- 
men, and’ re-establishment of 
small businesses or other gainful 
occupations for families who have 
insufficient resources to get back 
on their feet again. 


While disaster relief kept the 
Red Cross on the jump through. 
out the year, it was but one of 
the organization’s many activi- 
ties which affect every commu- 
nity throughout the country. 
More than 275,000 Red Cross vol- 
unteers served a total of 25 million 
hours. Production workers made 
2,565,200 garments and similar arti- 
cles for use in relief and other ac- 
tivities at home and overseas. This 
was sufficient to supply one garment 
to every man, woman and child in 
the states of Montana, Idaho, Wyo- 
ming, Utah, Arizona and Nevada, 
with enough left over to do the same 
in Alaska, Canteen workers served 
3,145,000 persons, almost equal to 
the entire population of the city of 
Chicago. Motor service made 668,600 
trips, traveling 8,800,000 miles, the 
equivalent of 352 trips around the 
world, 
Volunteers Aid Afflicted. 

Many of these Red Cross volun- 
teers helped recognized community 
agencies perform their service tasks 
on behalf of the people. During the 
year they worked in hospitals, clin- 
ics, social welfare agencies, play- 
grounds, schools, correctional insti- 
tutions, orphanages and homes for 
the blind, the aged and the infirm. 

In recent years the Red Cross has 
expanded its efforts to make life in 
rural regions safer. An active first 
aid and accident prevention pro- 
gram, coupled with instruction in 
proper home care of the sick, are 
two forms in which these efforts are 
manifesting themselves. 

At the close of 1947 almost 
2,000 Red Cross highway first aid 
stations were being operated by 
men and women in many parts 
of the country, Good neighbors 
in deed as well as theory, oper. 
ators of these stations often are 
called upon to play the good 
samaritan to those living in 
their communities, as well as 
to passing motorists who have 
the misfortune to suffer accident 
nearby. 
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Junior J Red Cross members are active in 
humanitarian work, During the current 
school year youthful members will pack a 
million gift boxes for foreign children, 


Reports from one station indi- 
cated that victims of 53 accidents 
had received first aid during the 
course of a year, less than half of 
them motorists. 

Give Emergency Succor. ‘ 

First aid stations are supple- 
mented by mobile first aid units. 
Equipped with necessary materials, 
these cars and trucks frequently are 
the property of public utility con- 
cerns and other fleet owners. Driv- 
ers and crews, trained by the Red 
Cross, are prepared to give first aid 
in emergencies, Some 10,000 such 
units were in operation at yedr-end, 
each bearing a distinctive identifica- 
tion plaque. 

Last year more than 118,000 per- 
sons, mostly women and older girls, 


held in smaller communities and 
rural districts. In addition Red 
Cross public health nurses made 
351,000 visits to persons needing 
their services. 

As Red Cross workers performed 
these daily tasks, others were carry- 
ing out the organization's traditional 
responsibilities to the armed forces, 
veterans and their families. Sta- 
tioned at military and naval posts 


and hospitals at home and over- 
seas are professional Red Cross 
workers with an understanding of 
human nature and a knack of help- 
ing solve the most intricate of per- 
sonal problems. 

Link With Soldiers. 

With the Red Cross chapter home 
service workers, these field direc- 
tors form an emergency link of com- 
munication between those in serv- 
ice and their loved ones at home. 
Just how this works was illustrated 
when a Red Cross field director who 
Was On maneuvers received word 
from chapter home service workers 
that the mother of a soldier in his 
outfit was seriously ill and the sol- 
dier was wanted at home. 

On the strength of this Red 
Cross report, the man’s com- 
manding officer authorized 
emergency leave, and while a 
courier sped to locate the sol- 
dier, the Red Cross field direc. 
tor arranged his transportation, 
The soldier arrived home in 
time—not to see his mother die, 
but to save her life with a 
blood transfusion. 

Red Cross hospital workers with 
the aid of home service workers 
obtain medical background histories 
at the request of medical authori- 
ties, they help in solution of person- 
al problems of the hospitalized and 
assist in hospital recreation pro- 
grams. At Veterans’ administration 
hospitals, trained field directors 
help direct Red Cross volunteer pro- 
grams on behalf of the more than 
100,000 veterans now hospitalized, 
Red Cross claims service workers 
last year assisted veterans or their 
beneficiaries in preparation and fil- 
ing of claims for government bene- 
fits to the number of 1,095,832 cases. 

Program of Service. 

Throughout March the American 
Red Cross is appealing to the people 
for funds with which to carry on its 
far-flung activities during the fiscal 
year 1948-49. A total of 75 million 
dollars is needed by the national 
organization and its 3,751 chapters. 

As Basil O'Connor, Red Cross 
president said in announcing the 
1948 fund appeal: 


"The Red Cross exists only to serve, 
It lives up to tradition best by searchin 
out new ways to be of service, new trails 
to blaze, new ways to improve the wel- 
fare of our communities of our na- 
tion. lt is a program that the Red Cross 
can offer the American people with con- 

nce and pride.”

Letters by the Yard 
BLOOMINGTON, ILL.—A prolific 
writer is Clinton Reynolds, whose 
hobby is writing letters by the.yard. 
His latest tome covered 10% feet 
of shelf paper 13 inches wide. He 
refilled his pen five times to author 
3,000 words on subjects ranging 
from the bill of rights to a trip to 
Missouri, Writing time: 5 hours, 15 
minutes. 

But this is not the most verbose 
epistle composed by the prolific pen- 
man, Back in 1942, he got off an 18 
footer to a brother in the service.

Makes Happier Family

remodeling the kitchen as brought

The working area in the kitchen 
should be arranged in units, with 
equipment grouped in the otder of 
work. An oblong kitchen is easier 


to arrange, if doors and windows do 
not interfere. There are four general 
kitchen plans for arrangement of 
equipment with order of work from 
right to left. 


| (1) The U-type kitchen is most 
lideal because work surface is con- 
tinuous around three sides of the! 


(2) The L-type kitchen is ef- 
ith two walls left for din- 
ing unit and doors, (3) the two-wall 
,plan is good [f there is a breakfast 
room or if the dining room is used 
for ail meals. (4) The one wall plan 
is good for a narrow kitchen with 
the sink between the range and re- 
frigerator. 

Th boys and girls were interested 
in the features that should be in- 
cluded in built-in cabinets as seen in 
the small model shown in the Farm 
and Home Store window: (1) Base 
cabinets should be about 24 inches 
deep, 32 to 37 inches high, with toe 
space three inches high and four 
inchea deep,, (2) the cupboard is 
placed 14 to 16 inches above the base 


room. 


‘cabinet and is 12 to 14 inches deep. 


It should extend to the ceiling. 

.Plan to include: (1) divided 
drawers with removable partitions 
for silver and cutlery, (2) spaced 
shelves for storing bowls, pans, etc., 
plates, saucers, (3) step shelves for 
only one deep, separate stacks for 
spices, ete., (4) filing drawers or 
shelves with removable partitions 
for Piutters, trays, cake and pie 
pans, pot lids, (5) a lap board 30 
inches long and 26 inches above the 
floor. It puils over the lap (6) a 
lock in the kitchen saves time and/ 
steps.

It was my good fortune to receive 
u trip to the 26th National 4-H Club 
Congress, held in December, 1947.

AN OUTLINE OF WORK 
TO BE DONE IN THE OFFICE 
OF TAX ASSESSOR 


By Luther Fowler, Tax Assessor of Shelby County 
(Second Instailment. Continued from last week.) 


To My Friends, the People of Shelby County: 

In an article published in this paper last week I tried to give in 
a general way an outline of the work of assessing property for taxa- 
tion. But merely making assessments, important as that is, is only 
a small part of the work to be done. 

Today I am giving an outline of some of the work to be done 
after the making of assessments has been completed. 

For Those Who Forget To Make) Their Assessments: 

After the first of January we send a notice to every tax payer 
who has not made his assessment up to that time, reminding him 
that if he does not come in and make his assessment by the third 
Monday of January, he will lose his Homestead Exemption and he 
will have the penalty added to his assessment. The law gives us 
permission to charge 50 cents for every such notice sent out but I 
have never made this charge. lf I had charged this fee it would, in 
the years, have amounted to several thousand dollars. 

After the Third Monday of January, it becomes our duty to check 
the records carefully, and if we find that there are still assessments 
that have not been made by the tax payers, after having received 
our notice, it is our duty under the law to make these assessments 
ourselves. This we must do and if we should fail to add the penalty 
to such assessments, it would be charged to us and we would have 
to pay it. 

Every year a large number of people buy and sell lands and 
houses. Some of those who buy fail to come in and make their as- 
sessments. That makes it our duty, and it is sometimes a very diffi- 
cult one, to get correct descriptions of all such property and get it 
on the tax books. We have a plan by which we make a record of all 
changes of ownership as the assessments are being made and this 
helps us greatly to keep the records clear. 

The Work Of The Board Of Equalization: 

After the assessments are all in and the books have been closed, 
the law provides, that a Board of Equalization, made up of three 
men, shall review all the assessments and make such changes in 
the assessed valuations as the members of the board think proper. 
The law requires that a notice be sent to every tax payer whose 
valuation has been raised over that of the previous year, giving him 
opportunity to protest the change in his valuation, should he desire 
to do so. The Tax Assessor is required by law to prepare and send 
these notices. It is also the work of the Tax Assessor to keep a 
record of all such protests that may be filed and to prepare the 
records for the hearings on these protests that the Board of Equali- 
zation is required to hold. 

Working Out The Taxes: 

After the changes made by the Board of Equalization have been 
adjusted, which is about the middle of June, the Tax Assessor must 
begin to work out the amount of tax that each one of the 5500 tax 
payers in the county will be expected to pay on the property as- 
sessed. The work must be done carefully, just as carefully as if 
one were counting dolicrs in a bank. Any error in these calculations 
will have to be made good when the State Examiners come.

In response to the demand of pub- 
lic opinion, President Truman has 
signed the bill providing for an in- 
crease in subsistence payments to 
student-veterans going to school un- 
der the G.I, bill. The bill increases 
subsistence allowances for single 
veterans from $65 to $75 and for 
married veterans from $90 to $105 
and for veterans with more than one 
dependent to $120. It is estimated 
that the increase will cost approxi- 
mately 300 million dollars. The law 
goes into effect April 1, so increase 
in subsistence payments will come 
with May checks. 

Also, as this is written, house and 
senate conference committees are 
thrashing out an agreement on in- 
creasing the ceiling for on-the-job 
training payments from the govern- 
ment. At present the ceiling is $175 
for single veterans and $200 for 
married veterans. 

The house bill fixes the ceiling at 
$250 for single veterans, $325 for 
veterans with one dependent and 
$350 for veterans with more than 
one dependent, while the senate ver-

A. Veterans’ administration says 
if hospitalization is requested for a 
period of observation, it must be 
accepted promptly unless hardship 
to the veteran or to his dependents 
would result, In your case, it would 
appear that hardship would result 
and this could be explained to VA 
officials without prejudice to his 
case, 

Q. May a veteran who is dissatis- 
fied with the decision of the voca- 
tional rehabilitation and education 
division appeal his case to a higher 
authority?—R. G. H., Buffalo, N, Y. 

A. The veteran has the same 
rights to appeal his case as to any 
other benefits under Veterans’ ad- 
ministration. 

Q. How may a veteran reinstate 
lapsed term national‘service life in- 
surance? Are there any penalty fees 
for such relnstatement?—R. C. 8., 
Chicago, Tl. 

A, Such lapsed insurance may be 
reinstated merely by filling out a 
simple form and paying two month- 
ly premiums. Ordinarily no physical 
examination is required if a veteran 
certifies that his health is as good 
as it was when the insurance lapsed. 
No penalty or fee of any kind is paid 
by a veteran who reinstates his term 
life insurance after it has lapsed,

But Cunningham couldn't 
handle the fast flyer from New 
Zealand, who set a new Olympic 
record, This was Jack Lovelock, 
who ignored time and yet set a 
record, He ran only fast enough to 
win.

From tents to towers, from No Man's Land to a mighty state, 
Oklahoma’s development has been recent and fast. Although its 
history goes back to Coronada and his quest for the Land of Quivira, 
white men consistently overlooked its wealth above and below the 
pos until the latter part of the 19th century. A part of the 


ouisiana Purchase, Oklahoma 
various Indian tribes, purchased 


was bought and sold, given to

considered a land of little worth until 1885 when congress author- 
ized the President of the United States to negotiate for unused land 
which might be opened to white settlement. 


Lands of the Creeks and Semi-® 
noles were thrown open to home- 
steaders on April 22, 1889, and 100,- 
000 people raced into Oklahoma. 
The entire region was settled almost 
within a day. Towns were laid out 
and plows bit into the sod before 
the sun went down, There was no 
government until May, 1890, when 
an act passed by congress created 
the Territory of Oklahoma. The first 
governor was George W. Steele and 
the first legislature met at Guthrie 
on August 27, 1890. The eastern part 
of the area remained Indian terri- 
tory. 

Fight Over Statehood. 

Agitation for statehood began al- 
most immediately. Whether there 
should be two states or one was an 
argument that lasted for years. The 
whites wanted the state of Okla- 
homa.' The Five Nations met at 
Muskogee and petitioned for the 
state of “Sequoyah.’’ Grown weary 
of the constant problem, congress

finally passed an enabling act in 
1906 which provided for admission 
if white and Indians could come to 
an agreement. The proposal was 
adopted September 17, 1907, by an 
overwhelming vote, and on Novem- 
ber 16, two months later, Pres. 


Theodore Roosevelt proclaimed 
Oklahoma the 46th state of the Un- 
ion. 


Once on its way, Oklahoma 
could not be stopped. Settlers 
found a state that was thrice 
blessed—rich soil, a favored cli- 
mate and vast mineral re- 
sources. Located in the heart 
of a great nation, Oklahoma be- 
gan growing wheat like the 
northern states, and cotton like 
the southern states, and produc- 
ing oil, gas and minerals like 
eastern and western states. Here 
indeed was a treasure house 
that had been overlooked for 
generations. 

A glance at Oklahoma's agricul- 
tural production for 1946 shows that 
it ranked first in broomcorn and 
mung beans; third in pecans, grain 
sorghum, alfalfa seed and sor- 
ghum forage; fourth in wheat, and 
sixth in peanuts and sudan grass 
seed. Oklahoma's cotton crop for 
1946 was a little short of $50,000,000 
and the corn crop for that year was 
$39,000,000. In cattle the state ranks 
ninth and its production of milk, 
butter, eggs, chickens and turkeys 
brings its cash farm income to 18th 
place in the 48 states. 

Rich, Fertile Plains. 

Oklahoma's crop diversification is 
aided by its physiography. It lies 
entirely in the Mississippi river ba- 
sin. Its drainage is primarily in

the Arkansas and Red rivers and 
their tributaries. Surface of the 
state as a whole is a plain, moun- 
tainous only in the northeastern 
part where the Ozark mountains 
rise. The altitude ranges from 4,500 
feet near the Colorado border to 
less than 400 in the southeastern 
corner. Vast wheat fields are found 
in the western part of the state, and 
irrigated areas are developing rap- 
idly, In most parts of Oklahoma, 
however, there is adequate rainfall 
for all kinds of crops. 


Rich though the surface soil 
of Oklahoma may be, still great- 
er wealth was found beneath the 
fields. During the 55 years of its 
oil history, 5,250,000,000 barrels 
of oil have flowed from Okla- 
homa's wells. Geologists pre- 
dict that even greater deposits 
of oil and gas await discovery. 
In 1944, $157,000,000 in crude oil 
alone was produced by 52,000 
wells. More millions of dollars 
accrued from natural gas and 
allied natural products. Tulsa 
is considered the oil capital of 
the United States. 

Typical of Oklahoma’s mineral re- 
covery are the zinc and coal mines 
which have been opened. In 1945, 
zinc production amounted to more 
than $15,000,000. Sand and gravel, 
Stone, clay, lead and other miscel- 
laneous minerals such as native as- 
phalt, cement, lime, gypsum, man- 
ganese ore and others add to min- 
eral wealth from the state's inex- 
haustible supplies. 

Industrial Development. 

Prior to the war, Oklahoma's man- 
ufacturing was developed around the 
agricultural and mineral resources, 
The leading industry long has been 
petroleum refining. Zinc smelters 
and refineries also are important, 
and the flour mills, and cotton seed 
oil, cake and meal factories have a 
large output. Lead and natural gas 
industries also are important. Re- 
cently Oklahoma has added other 
industries and has the largest cotton 
mills west of the Mississippi. Metal 
fabrication has grown important for 
supplying oil field and factory equip- 
ment. Aircraft plants in Tulsa and 
Oklahoma City are the result of war- 
time production in the state. Ce- 
ment production and manufacture of 
dairy products are stable. Meat 
packing and food specialties are 
steadily growing industries. 

In this scientific age, Okla- 
homa looks forward to further 
industrial development, Cheap 
natural gas, unlimited water re- 
sources, adequate electrical 
energy, huge coal deposits and 
other natural advantages are 
seen pointing to a new “‘chemi- 
cal age” in its future. 

Despite its agriculture and indus- 
try, Oklahoma has play-acres by 
the millions. Its mountains are sce- 
nic, with sparkling streams, rock 
cliffs and bluffs, virgin forests and 
skyline drives. It has sand dunes, 
sacred and historical spots, dino- 
saur quarries, lakes and rivers, un- 
derground caverns, camping and 
picnic spots and other scenic and 
recreational advantages for visitors. 
Lake o’ the Cherokees, created by 
Pensacola dam, is a playground of 
northeastern Oklahoma. Mt. Scott, 
near Lawton, towers over a region 
dotted by 30 lakes. Lake Murray, 
near Ardmore, is one of many man- 
made lakes. Salt Creek canyon is a 
miniature Grand canyon. The 
state’s largest tree is a cypress 800 
years old, requiring nine men with 
arms outstretchéd to reach around 
its trunk. 

Peak Into Prehistoric. 

Dinosaur and petrified wood quar- 
ries and fields in Cimarron county 
afford a peak into the prehistoric. 
Old Fort Gibson and the national 
cemetery, established in 1824, and 
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the new Fort Sill and the old Geron- 
imo jail near Lawton are well- 
known attractions. Alabaster cav- 
ern near Freedom is one and a half 
miles long and 160 feet underground 
and has 25 different rooms of multi- 
colored beauty. There are virgin 
forests in McCurtain, LeFlore and 
Pushmataha counties. 

In the central part of the state 
is Sulphur with a great flowing 
well, a magnificent plume of wa- 
ter, and Platt National park with 
springs, fine drives and camping 
grounds. Claremore and Guthrie 
have flowing mineral waters with 
well-equipped bathing facilities, Ok- 
lahoma has seven public parks, all 
of which are rich in natural beauty. 

A new federal dam across the Salt 
Fork in Alfalfa county eventually 
will cover all of the Great Salt 
Plains and will be used as a wild 
game refuge. In the northeast is 
a dam on Grand river, 18 miles 
east of Claremort, with 1,200 miles 
of lake shore line. All lakes and 
streams are stocked with fish, par- 
ticularly bass and perch. The state 
is ideal for quail hunting. In season, 
deer, wild turkeys and waterfowl 
are plentiful. 


Oklahoma is a proud state— 
proud of its newness, its old- 
ness, its stability and its pro- 
gressiveness. It is proud of its 
Indians. The more than 30 
tribes in its state compose about 
20 per cent of the Indian popu- 
lation of the United States.

Check for Special Qualities 
Before Purchasing Fabrics

VERY woman who does any sew- 

ing of clothes at home has to 
have a lot of information at hand 
when she buys fabrics. It’s easy to 
decide about the color, but it’s 
somewhat more difficult to judge 
color fastness, serviceability, dura- 
bility and finish, 

Fortunately many fabrics now are 
labeled as to their various charac- 
teristics, and that is a valuable 
service.

Firm Weave Is Sign 
Of Good Quality 

There's one rule which applies 
to the purchase of every fabric 
whether it is ready-made or by-the- 
yard. No matter what the weave or 
what the purpose for the fabric, it 
should have a firm weave. Closely 
woven fabrics keep their shape bet- 
ter and give longer wear. They have 
less tendency to shrink and pull at 
the seams. 

Even if the fabric has an open 
weave, see that it is firm. If it is 
open too much, it's apt to be sleazy 
before you get the garment put to- 
gether. 

Judge the firmness by holding the 
material to light. If the yarns are 
evenly spaced, this is a good sign. 
If you can pull the yarns apart 
easily and shift them around, there 
will be danger of pulling at the 


And firm weaves for wearability. 


seams, or of the fabric becoming 
puffy. 

Sometimes you can judge firm- 
ness by the way the material frays. 
An easily fraying material is apt to 
be rather loose, and you will have 
to put a special finish on the seams 
to keep it from pulling apart. 


Some Weaves Resist 
Solling and Wrinkling 

When a fabric is smooth and 
glossy, it is less apt to soil. Rayon 
satin, taffeta and moire will soil 
less than the mossy crepes or nubby 
weaves. Or, if you are interested in 
sporting dresses, select sharkshin in 
preference to twill, for example. In 
suit fabrics, the regular suiting ma- 
terial keeps clean better than 


In dresses, .the knitted fabrics 
tend to resist both soiling and 


If you are buying knitted fabrics 
for underwear check to see if the 
garment is run-resistant or run- 
proof. Run-proof means that the 
stitches are locked and cannot run 
at all, while run-resistant means 
that the garment can run only in 
one direction, 

For dress-up clothes, satins as 
well as variations of satin crepe, 
velvet and chiffon will give the 
proper note of luxuriousness you

wish to achieve. These fabrics also 
have excellent draping qualities and 
rich, true colors that will set you 
off properly. 

Very crepey crepes with mossy or 
pebbly effects also are good for 
more formal dress. 

All of these materials are to be 
avoided, however, if you are looking 
for washability. In the case of the 
pebbly-woven crepe, for instance, 
highly twisted yarns'’must be used 
to get that effect, and you can un- 
derstand why this would not stand 
washing. 

Special Finishes 
Give Extra Service 

If you are looking for crispness in 
material, such as organdie, ask if it 
is permanent. Will it last through 
washing or dry cleaning? 

Some finishes stabilize shrinkage, 
and this is important if you are 
making a garment tuat is rather 
fitted. 

There is no such thing as a 
crease-proof finish, but there are 
some fabrics which are crease-re- 
sistant and this is a big help. It will 
tend to wrinkle less readily, and 
most of the time, the wrinkles will 
fall out when the fabric is hung up 
for a few hours. 

Water-repellant finishes are im- 
portant on children’s clothing such 
as sports’ jackets, raincoats and 
outdoor wear. Some of these are 
durable finishes and last through 
several washings or cleanings. Oth- 
ers can be re-applied by the dry 
cleaner. 

If you want a watered effect in a 
fabric such as moire, you'll find that 
steam or water will destroy it. In 
this case, avoid water spotting or 
steam pressing. 

If you want to be certain of a per- 
manent moire finish, ask for acetate 
moire. This will not be destroyed in 
pressing or water spotting. 

Most fabrics now are made of 
fast colors, but it’s always wise to 
check this either by label or other- 
wise. If you cannot find out, wash 
a small piece of fabric before it is 
sewed to find out definitely.

Released by WNU Features, 


Inflationary Trends 
[2,38 NOT LABOR with its con- 


tinued increased wage demands; | 


industry seeking exorbitant profits; 
transportation in its efforts to meet 
increasing costs; the distributing 
agencies, wholesale or retail, add- 
ing to their “mark ups’’ on mer- 
chandise or the farmers demanding 
increased prices for food products 
that are fundamentally responsible 
for the inflation for which we are 
paying. The actual culprit, at whose 
door we can lay the blame for it all, 
is the legislative and administrative 
branches of the federal govern- 
ment, 

The cause is the deficit govern- 
ment financing policy followed by 
congress and the 
executive branch 
of government from 
1931 to 1946. Today 
we are paying, in 
the form of deval- 
ued money, not 
only for the war ex- 
pense but for all 
those boondoggling 
costs of the depression years. 

To have the government oper- 
ate on a deficit basis meant the 
continuous expansion of our vol- 
ume of printing press currency, 
Today we have in circulation 
close to 160 billion of such cur- 
rency as against about 17 billion 
of real dollar value currency of 
1930. All of the expenditures of 
the boondoggling and war years 
had to be paid for at the time 
the expenditures were made. 
The people of the United States 
had to pay either then or later. 
To avoid a howl from the people 
because of increased taxes, con- 
gress and the administration re- 
sorted to the deceptive method 
of creating more money with 
which to pay the bills. 


The government called 


them 


bonds. They were placed with the | 


banks and the banks turned those 
bonds into bank note — printing 
press — money. 

It is bank note—printing press— 
money which is the underlying 
cause of today’s inflation. It is au- 
thorized government currency and, 
like all of our money today, has 
nothing back of it other than the 
government's promise to pay. To- 
day we have in circulation close to 
160 billion in currency, none of it 
having any intrinsic value, as com- 
pared with about 17 billion in 1931, 
all of which was backed by gold or 
silver, and any part of which could 
be exchanged by the holder for the 
bullion with which it was backed. 

From 1931 to 1946 the government 
deficits amounted to $6,000, as an 
average, for each consumer (fam- 
ily) unit in the nation. All of it yas 
covered by bogus money, in ex- 
change for which the holder could 
get other bogus money, with con- 
stantly declining values. 

Prices are not up. It is the 
value of our printing press dol- 
lars that is down. It takes more 
and more of our cheap dollars 
to buy what we are accustomed 
to for our needs, For that cheap- 
ening of our money congress 
and the administrative branch 
are responsible. 

F. A. Harper, recognized as a re- 
liable and conservative economist, 
gives 224 billion dollars as the total 
of the deficits of the federal govern- 
ment from 1931 to 1946. That repre- 
sents what congress and the admin- 
istration spent over and above what 
was collected during that period. 
. . » The bill was paid with printing 
press money. Now we must redeem 
that printing press money, and pay 
the high prices the issuing of that 
money has brought upon us. We are 
paying twice for what we should 
have paid only once. 

The present administration, or the 
present congress, is doing all too 
little to remedy the condition. The 
way to stop inflation is to save every 
excess dollar of government spend- 
ing and retire that excess currency. 
That would cure the disease from 
which we are suffering. That, and 
that only, can save us from much 
more inflation. Government econo- 
my is the one road to honest, full 
value, money.

VA to Cut Personnel 


At a time when services of Vet- 
erans’ administration are expand- 
ing, personnel of the administration 
will be cut approximately 8,500 to 
come within the proposed 1949 bud- 
get, according to announcement by 
Carl R. Gray Jr., veterans’ adminis- 
trator. 

Cuts will be made on a staggered 
schedule with 6,810 employees being 
cut from the field administration in 
the 13 regional branch offices. On 
December 31, 1947, employment in 
these branch areas totaled 77,978 in 
the administrative programs. This 
number will be cut to 71,570 on 
March 31, 1948, then to 71,379 on 
April 30 and to 71,168 on May 31. 
For the central office in Washington 
and the New York branch of central 
office, employment on the first of the 
year was approximately 12,600. This 
figure is to be cut to 10,950 by June 
1, 1948. 

There will be no reductions made 
in medical services, according to 
Gray. Rather, in VA’s recommend- 
ed budget for 1949 an increase is pro- 
posed in the medical program. 


Questions and Answers 

Q. My husband is a former ma- 
rine. After his discharge he drew un- 
employment pay, $20 per week for 
five weeks. We have heard the re- 
mainder will be paid the veterans 
in a lump sum in April, 1948. Is 
this true? If not, please explain it 
to us. Also how may the veteran re- 
ceive the money he paid for insur- 
ance while in service? — Vet and 
wife, Appalachia, Va. 

A. There is no lump sum of un- 
employment compensation to be 
paid veterans that we know of. If 
the veteran is out of a job he may 
apply to the unemployment compen- 
sation office and receive up to $20 
per week for a maximum of 52 
weeks under certain conditions. If 
he obtains a job, of course, his com- 
pensation stops. The veteran is not 
reimbursed for premiums paid on 
his war insurance. He paid these 
premiums for protection and re- 
ceived his protection when his policy 
was issued. 

Q. In 1942 at Camp Wheeler, Ga., 
during basic training I had the mis- 
fortune to injure my back. I went 
to sick call for it and was told it 
was a Strain. I finally recovered 
from it, but when we arrived in 
North Africa the condition recurred 
I was treated and recovered, but 
it came back again in Italy. Was 
again treated and recovered and was 
not bothered until after my dis- 
charge December 4, 1945. I began to 
have considerable back trouble and 
have lost considerable time from 
work and the doctor bills have been 
running at the rate of $100 a month, 
I wonder if it would be possible to 
get medical attention through Veter- 
ans' administration, — R. J. A., De- 
troit, Mich, 

A. Certainly your disability is 
service-connected and would so 
show on your service record, so I 
believe you would have little difficul- 
ty obtaining medical treatment at a 
VA hospital; and if the disability is 
severe enough you would be 
entitled to ask for a disability rat- 
ing and compensation. 

Q. I have been hospitalized for a 
service - connected disability and 
wish to call my personal physician 
for consultation. He has treated me 
for several years and knows the case 
history of my disability. May I do 
this? — W. E. G., Atlanta, Ga. 

A. No. Arrangements for consult- 
ant service are made only by the 
hospital's medical staff. 

Q. My question is a simple one. In 
order to save time and to keep from 
making a lot of unnecessary queries 
1 should like to know what is the 
first step necessnry to obtain an im- 
provement loan under the G.I, bill 
of rights.—J. P. F., International 
Falls, Minn, 

A. You either may contact a lend- 
ing agency directly or request your 
contractor to make arrangements 
for such a loan. 

Q. How may I apply for admis- 
sion‘ to the United States naval 
home?—C, F. P., Cincinnati, Ohio. 

A. Application should be made, in 
duplicate, to the Governor, U. S, Na- 
val Home, Philadelphia, Pa. Appli- 
cations may be obtained from the 
governor or from the Bureau of 
Navy Personnel, Navy department, 
Washington 25, D. C, 

Q. I'm writing about the veterans’ 
bonus and would like to know if Wis- 
consin is paying one or if they are 
planning to pay one later on.—Mrs, 
W. F. B., Big Rapids, Mich. 

A. Insofar as we know there is no 
bonus law in Wisconsin. It is our 
understanding the Wisconsin legisla- 
ture adopted a resolution to submit 
the question of whether or not there 
should be a 3 per cent sales tax en- 
acted to raise money for a veter- 
ans’ bonus, at the general election

I WAS standing with a brace of ball- 
players watching a number of pro 
golfers practicing before a recent 


tournament. Each one must have 
belted out at least 200 shots. 

“T wish we had that chance,"’ one 
ballplayer said. ‘‘We get to the park 
and probably get 10 or 12 swings, 
We should have a chance to hit at 
100 or more pitches every day.” 

This is quite true, Early each 
spring Ty Cobb would practice hit- 
ting at home for two hours a day. Ty 
would get more batting practice in 
a month than all other ballplayers 
got in a year, 

I’ve been heading south for some 
40 years of spring practice. I can 
recall few bail- 
players in that time 
who took the trouble 
to get in extra 
work swinging a 
bat. Cobb got his 
work at home. Ty 
often was a holdout, 
not for more money 
but to really get 
ready for a tough 
campaign. 

He was supposed 
to be a holdout in 
. 1911, That spring he 
was working overtime hitting and 
sliding at home. He reported at Ter- 
re Haute on April 7. The season 
opened around April 12. 

Cobb was roughly criticized. Only 
five days of training, they said. 
“That's no way to treat his club.” 
They knew nothing about his home- 
work at Royston. . 

All Cobb did that season was 
to bat 420 and steal something 
like 83 bases. It was one of his 
best years. I believe a Cobb 
would be better off training at 
home in his own way than re- 
porting at any spring training 
camp. He would have more 
time to build himself up. 

Cobb had the ambition that too 
many ballplayers lack — possibly 70 
per cent of them. Too many want it 
the gofter and easier way — not the 
hard way of training, discipline and 
hard work. 

Among others there'll be two ball- 
piayers I’m rooting for this season. 
One is Ewell Blackwell — the other 
is Ralph Kiner. Both have potential 
probabilities of greatness. Both know 
their responsibilities, which so many 
ballplayers don’t,

The Star All-Arounder 

Who is your nomination for the 
best all-around football player of all 
time? 

We happened to be at a gathering 
that included such well-known 
names as Jeff Cravath of Southern 
California, Mel Hein of the Giants, 
Joe Stydahar, Bob Snyder, Morley 
Drury and perhaps a dozen oth- 
ers known to gridiron fame. 

More than a few names were en- 
tered in the argument. Jim Thorpe, 
Ernie Nevers, Red Grange, Bronko 
Nagurski, George Gipp, Don Hutson 
—these were all among the leading 
cahdidates for this highly mythical 
honor. 

“If you were picking the great- 
est backs, I suppose you'd have 
to name Thorpe and Nevers,” 
Cravath said. “Probably Thorpe 
on his big days. But for the all- 
around combination, I don’t see 
how you can get away from Na- 
gurski, a great tackle, a star 
end, a wrecking fullback and 
passer. I believe the Bronk 
would have made a good quar- 
terback. While he weighed 
around 225 pounds, he was also 
fast and shifty, 

“One answer is that 11 Nagurskis 
could wreck any other one-name 
eleven, although 11 Nevers and 11 
Thorpes wouldn't be any shove- 
arounds after a little line experi- 
ence, Seven Bronks would be too 
good a line to run against.” 

Cravath's statement drew heavy 
backing from most of the others. 

Oddly enough, it happened to be 
Grange who led all others at the box 
office, Red had an appeal beyond 
Thorpe or any other single star, al- 
though he was only a fair passer. 
Grange made more out of football 
than any other star—more than 
double the amount, when you con- 
sider all the cash that came his 
way through his football fame.

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CENTURY OF SERVICE 


Railroad Centennial Points Up 
Stimulus to Farm Progress

The monotony of the long 
journey was relieved for the 
weary farmer nudging his 

lodding ox team from his 
armsite along the Desplaines 
river to the sprawling little 
lake-side community which 
was the Chicago of 1848. The 
farmer blinked in consternation and 
even the stolid oxen shied in amaze- 
ment when they beheld smoke belch- 
ing from a_ strange contraption 
sneaking its way along two parallel 
rails recently laid along the sprawl- 
ing prairie. 

The contraption was the ‘‘Pio- 
neer,"’ a spidery locomotive weigh- 
ing only 10 tons, which only a few 
days before, on October 25, 1848, had 
made its initial run out of Chicago 
over the new Galena and Chicago 
Union railroad. 

First Link in Chain. 

When Jeromé Beecher, a Chicago 
leather dealer, who was riding the 
new train ‘‘more or less for excite- 
ment,”” saw the farmer and his load 
of hides, he immediately foresaw the 
possibilities of business. At the end 
of the line, Beecher bought the hides 
and then persuaded the railroad, 
which was not yet open for busi- 
ness, to haul them into Chicago. 
Thus Beecher has the distinction of 
being the first person to have freight 
hauled into Chicago by the ‘“‘Pio- 
neer,” first locomotive to operate 
out of Chicago. 

The business _ possibilities 
which Beecher foresaw in the 
farm-railroad link a century ago 
expanded with amazing rapidity 
and today products of millions 
of farms flow annually through 
Chicago, now the railroad capi- 
tal of the nation. 

One of the railroads which has 
provided a major stimulus to agri- 
culture in that great midland em- 
pire is the Chicago and North West- 
ern railroad system, successor to 
the early-day Galena and Chicago. 
The old ‘‘Pioneer’”’ itself was the 
forerunner of a huge fleet of power- 
ful locomotives which today haul an 
almost constant procession of freight 
and passenger cars over the North- 
western’s vast system. 

In observing its centennial this 
year, the North Western will stage 
special exhibits at 50 of the major 
cities on its route. Highlight of the 
displays will be the ancient ‘‘Pio- 
neer,”” which has been removed 
from its place of honor in the Chi- 
cago Museum of Science and Indus- 
try for the centennial tour, 


Saga of Progress. 

Today’s large, highly-mechanized 
farms, which have developed since 
the “Pioneer” made its initial run 
in 1848, would amaze the pioneers 
who trekked from the East to make 
new homes in the vast rolling 
prairies of the Midwest. 

When the pioneers arrived via 
covered wagon in the 1840s to 
till the soil with their crude 
farming implements, they fore- 
saw a great future for the coun- 
try, but they could not have con- 
ceived of the developments 
which would take place in the 
next 100 years, 

In their time, persons who lived a 
scant 10 miles from Chicago were

known as prairie dwellers, and not 
commuters as now. It took an entire 
day to bring farm products 10 miles 
to town and return to the fields. 

Working hours were longer on a 
farm in those days, and the settler 
who gave up an entire day’s time 
to go to market well might regret 
having to spend that much time 
away from the source of his liveli- 
hood. 

Trains were rare enough in the 
East, early in 1848, and there were 
none around Chicago at all. Conse- 
quently when a group of men inter- 
ested in building the Galena and Chi- 
cago Union railroad began to sell 
stock, farmers west of the Windy 
City viewed the securities as a 
worthwhile investment. 

Undaunted by Depression. 

Money wasn't exactly plentiful 100 
years ago. The financial panic that 
began in 1837 had stopped construc- 
tion of a number of projected rail- 
roads, 

However, some farmers around 
Chicago did have cash, enabling 
them to pay for their Galena 
stock on the installment basis. Those 
who were without hard cash but who 
had both foresight and good, golden 
grain exchanged the product of their 
fields for railroad stock. 

They knew their prosperity de- 
pended largely on good transporta- 
tion facilities which would take their 
products to market quickly and bring 
them needed supplies. 

Within a year after the ‘‘Pioneer"” 
had made its initial run on Octo- 
ber 25, 1848, it was hauling the farm- 
ers’ products to market quickly and 
bringing supplies to them. 

Piles of Grain Grow. 


Farmers began hauling their 
grain to the end of the railroad line 
because they could save a full day 
by using Galena’s 10-mile track. 
They brought their grain to the west- 
ern terminal in such large amounts 
that it piled up faster than the “‘Pio- 
neer”’ could haul it away. 


Railroad officials were en- 
thused over their budding enter- 
prise, for revenue soared to $15 
a day! As more and more farm- 
ers took advantage of the new 
method of taking their products 
to market, freight revenue rose 
from $463 in June of 1849 


(inset) and a present-day powerful freight diesel. 


to $3,896 in October to the same 
year. In October of 1860 freight 
revenue had jumped to a new 
peak of $200,183. 


Other railroads followed the lead 
of the Galena and laid trackage in 
the fertile Midwest, and more farm- 
ers were attracted by the excellent 
transportation facilities. Farms 
were staked out closer together and, 
as the settler picked tracts along 
the railroads, rural communities 
sprang up. 

Communities Expand. 

Today many of these towns and 
cities are more urban than rural, 
teeming with manufacturing plants 
whose products are hauled by the 
railroads to all parts of the nation. 
But many still maintain their basic 
rural characteristics and serve as 
railheads for farm products. 

Many of these communities are 
named after railroaders of early 
days as a tribute to their role in 
bringing new life to the Midwest. 


So gigantic has the business 
of transporting farm products 
and manufactured articles be- 
come that today 45,000 freight 
cars are handled daily on the 
7,726 miles of track in the Chi- 
cago area alone. 


Figures on farm products handled 
are staggering. The Chicago and) 
North Western railway system dur- 
iny 1947, for instance, hauled 40,317,- 
000 bushels of grain into Chicago, 
according to Chicago board of trade 
figures. 

More than Hides. 

During the year it was the major 
carrier of grain, bringing in 25,284,- 
000 bushels of corn, 7,050,000 bushels 
of oats, 3,979,000 bushels of barley 
and 289,000 bushels of rye. 

Other ‘‘firsts” set during the year 
were handling 2,277,200 cases of 
eggs, 40,929,000 pounds of wool and 
10,337 tons of hay. North Western 
ran a close second in transportation 
of potatoes, meat, butter, cheese, 
lard, hides, lumber and tallow. It 
also hauled more livestock than any 
other common carrier, bringing in 
10,479 cars of animals. 

Both agriculture and the railroads 
have made marked strides since the 
“Pioneer” brought its first load of 
hides to Chicago 100 years ago.

New Slipcovers Will Relieve 
Jaded Look of Tired Rooms 


By Evtta Haley 


LIP covers, whether you are plan- 

ning them as part of a redecorat- 
ing scheme or using them to cover 
new furniture pieces done in .mus- 
lin, are an important part of a dra- 
matic decorating scheme, so it’s a 
good idea to create styles that will 
enhance their surroundings. 

Today, many newcomers to the 
homemaking ranks prefer to buy 
chairs, sofas or chaise lounge with 
only the muslin cover so they can 
use their own choice of style and 
fabric for either a traditional slip 
cover or a permanent slip cover to 
resemble the upholstery. 

Even though you may be new to 
sewing, don't be afraid to tackle a 
slip cover project. The size need not 
overwhelm you as there is not much 
difficult sewing essential. And, if you 
want professional advice, there’s a 
local sewing center which can give 
you latest decorating tricks and 
shortcuts to making them. 


Plan Style, Select 
Fabric First 

First decision in a sewing project 
of this type will be to decide the 
style you want to follow in deco- 
rating. After that you will know what 
to ask for in a fabric since patterns 
differ depending upon modern, 18th 
century or colonial. 

Fabrics, you'll find, are plentiful, 
and there’s a wide choice of floral, 
striped and plain designs running 


Select fabric to enbance furniture... 


the gamut from miniature to over- 
size designs as well as the old stand- 
bys in plain color minus designs of 
any kind. Pick your fabric accord- 
ing to size of the furniture piece; 
suit the type of room as well as the 
size of the furniture to be covered. 

It would be inadvisable, for exam- 
ple, to use a large, bold design for 
a large, overstuffed chair when a 
plain, small printed design would do 
more to minimize the chair size. 

Classic styles are nice to use when 
your room is of moderate propor- 
tions, and here, when you do not 
have too much space, it’s wise to 
select solid colors neither too bright 
nor bold. 

Bold patterns are ideal for setting 
off plain wall backgrounds. An- 
other bright note in today’s fabrics 
are the colored, coordinated designs 
that enable the home seamstress to

Select Cover 
By Furniture Type 

The classic slip cover with box- 
pleated flounce is always popular for 
practically every type of furniture. 
However, if your sofa or chair has a 
streamlined appearance, you might 
try a straight flounce with practical- 
ly no pleats at all or a straight skirt 
with inverted corner pleats. For in- 
formal rooms, early American set- 
ting, use a gathered fleunce on chairs 
and sofa in keeping with the general 
atmosphere of the room. 

If your slip cover job is limited 
to antimacassars or miniature slip 
covers that cover back and arms of 
chairs, you'll follow the general pro- 
cedure used in slip cover making. 
You will, however, have to give addi- 
tional thought to fabric selection for 
the project since most of the original 
furniture piece covering will be in 
plain view. Ayoid color or texture 
clashes. 


Procedure Given 
For Actual Work 

After you've decided on type of 
cover, take measurements to esti- 
mate yardage. Consider width of fab- 
ric selected in the final calculation. 
Generous estimates will give best 
results and three inch tuck-in allow- 
ance where fabric receives strain is 
essential. You will need a three-quar- 
ter inch allowance for seams. 

Follow measurements for cutting 
and leave generous seam allow- 
ances, Be sure to follow the grain 
of the fabric. Keep lengthwise on up 
and down; crosswise grain, cross- 
wise chair. 

Seams should appear wherever 
there is one in the original uphol- 
stery. Otherwise, the finished cover 
will not fit with the precision it 
should. 


Finish With Trim 
Of Cording or Fringe 

Before joining the sections of slip 
cover, make trimming for seams 
and bottom edge. Applique cut-out 
flower clusters across back, seat or 
arms will have decorator appeal. 
The zigzagger attachment on the 
sewing machine can be used for this 
stitching job. 

To give a corded finish to slip cov- 
ers, make a welting and use it to 
join slip cover sections and bottom 
edge of plain box finish. Welting is a 
cotton cord covered with a bias 
strip of material. Cut bias one 
and oné-half to one and three-quar- 
ters of an inch wide, depending upon 
cord used, Place cord in center of 
bias strip. Fold strip over, bringing 
the edges together. 

Stitch close to the cord with cord- 

foot attachment on sewing ma- 
chine. The same fabric as used in 
the chair or sofa can be used for 
this finish or it can be contrasting. 

Closings for slip covers should be 
slide fasteners. Insert them at side 
of back leg, applying it as you would 
on a placket.

GOOSE BAY, LABRADOR—Ca- 
nadian and United States airmen, 
flying out of this jointly operated 
air outpost, joined in a mercy flight 
tc take relief to the 136 inhabitants 
of the partly burned out fishing 
settlement of Makkovik, Labrador. 

Food, clothing and medica] sup 
plies were dropped by parachute 
from two C-47s, Other supplies were 
flown in by a single engined RCAF 
plane equipped with skis to the tiny 
hamlet devastated by fire. 

Nearly all of the community's 
food, clothing and medical supplies 
oe burned, There was no loss of 

e. 
To get word of the disaster out of 
the isolated location, a dog sled 
driver traveled 65 miles over rough 
terrain to Cape Harrison, Labrador. 
The settlement’s only short wave 
radio was destroyed in the fire. 

First to meet the ski plane, which 
landed on a frozen lake, was the 
Rev. George Harp, in charge of the 
Moravian mission. Mr. Harp, who 
also serves as doctor, dentist and 
midwife to his tiny flock, said that 
two large buildings, the schoolhouse 
missionary homes, a stores ware- 
house and a church had been de- 
stroyed. Also destroyed were 160 
sacks of flour, 40 sacks of sugar and 
valuable medical supplies, including 
penicillin. 

“We are destitute,”” he said. “‘We 
have no food, very little clothing 
and no medical supplies.” 

His immediate worry was how 
enough food and clothing could be 
brought to the village. The last ship 
| arrived in September, 1947, and ice 
| conditions will prevent the arrival 
of another one until] next summer. 

Mr. Harp said some of the people, 
panicstricken by the fire, had raided 
| the few supplies that were saved.

Army Parachutes Sled Dogs 


To Rescue Plane Survivors 

GOOSE BAY, LABRADOR. — A 
new technique for rescuing sur- 
vivors of plane crashes in the frozen 
Labrador wastelands by pin-point- 
ing dogsled teams by parachute has 
been developed hy the aif transport 
command. 

The newly developed operation 
“dogsled” will save precious hours 
for plane crash survivors exposed 
to the bitter cold and possibly suf- 
fering from injuries received when 
thelr craft plunged earthward. 

Conceived by Sgt. George E. Ab- 
bott, Norfolk, Va., the unusual res- 
cue operation is especially valuable 
because some areas of the woody 
terrain in Labrador are so dense 
that helicopters cannot land. 

Huskies, sleds and para-doctors 
jump from C-47's via the silk chute 
route and gather together at a focal 
point where dog teams are assern- 
bled. Then the unit proceeds to the 
scene of the crash where it admin- 
isters first aid, evacuates the seri- 
ously wounded and provides food. 

The entire procedure lasts only a 
tew minutes, contrasting sharply 
with the hours and days that it has 
taken overland rescue teams to 
reach some crash scenes in the past.

OF TAX ASSESSOR 


By Luther Fowler, Tax Assessor of Shelby County 
To My Friends, the People of Shelby County: 


There are some phases of the work of the office of Tax As- 
sesor that I would like to discuss with you more in detail. 


THE RATE OF TAXATION 
By the Rate of Paxation we 
per $100 of valuation. 


mean the amount of tax to be paid 


The rate in Shelby county is $2.10 on the hundred. If a man 


owns property which he assesses at $100, he will pay $2.10 tax. 

This $2.10 on the hundred includes: 

State Tax, which is 65 cents on the hundred. 

County Tax, which is $1.15 on the hundred. 

District (school) Tax, which is 30 cents on the hundred. 

If the property is in an incorporated town the owner will pay 
City Tax. The rates of City Tax are as follows: In Harpersville, 
Helena, Montevallo, Vincent, Wilsonville, Wilton, the rate is 50 
cents on the hundred; in Columbiana, 80 cents on the hundred; in 
Calera, $1.00 on the hundred, 

At the above rates a property owner who lives outside an in- 
corporated town would pay $21.00 on a valuation of $1000. On the 
same valuation tax payers in the first six towns named above would 
pay $26.00; in Columbiana $29.00 and in Calera, $31.00. 
HOMESTEAD EXEMPTIONS 

In 1937 a law was passed granting exemption from State Tax 
on homesteads valued for tax at up to $2000. The rate of State Tax, 
as stated above, is 65 cents on $100 of valuation. 

If a man’s home is valued at $1000 his Homestead Exemption 
will amount to $6.50, so that he would actually pay only $14.50 in- 
stead of $21.00, as stated above. If his home is valued at $2000, 
the exemption would amount to $13.00, which is the limit the law 
allows. 

There are certain requirements made by law that the home 
owner must meet to be eligible to claim his Homestead Exemption. 

1. He must be in possession of the property and claim it as his 
home as of October Ist. 

2, The owner must claim his exemption by signing his or her 
name to the application for exemption. 

8. The property must be assessed in the name, or names, of 
those who own it, 

4. The assessment must be made on or before the Third Monday 
of January. ‘ 

If the Tax Assessor were to allow a claim for Homestead Ex- 
emption without observing all these requirements of the law, the 
State Examiners would charge him with the full amount, and he 
would have to pay it. 

PENALTIES AND FEES 

The law states very plainly that property owners may begin to 
make their assessments on the first day of October of each year and 
that they have until the Third Monday of the following January 
to complete their assessments without any extra charges of any 
kind. (Except the law does allow the Tax Assessor to charge a fee of 
50 cents on each assessment made after January Ist, I have never 
claimed this fee nor charged it.) 

If a property owner fails to make his assessment within the 
time limit proscribed by law, (every year there are a few who fail 
to do so) the law requires that the Tax Assessor maka an assess- 
ment for him, with the same valuation as that of the prévious year. 

The law requires further, the Asesssor to add ten per cent to 
the valuation, as a PENALTY, which the property owner must pay 
for his failure to make his assessment as required by law. 

That is, if a man had property in 1947 which he assessed at 
$1000 and which he failed to assess for 1948, the Assessor would 
make an assessment for him, fixing the valuation at $1000. In addi- 
tion, the law requires that the Assessor add ten per cent ($100) to 
the valuation, making the tax payer te pay on a valuation of $1100. 
In this case the additional tax or PENALTY, would amount to $2.10. 

It has been our custom to charge the 560 cent fee, which the law 
allows, on assessments which we have to make after the Third Mon- 
day of January.

Generous Uncle Sam 


SINCE THE beginning of the fed- 
eral budget system there has 
been no budget submitted to con- 
gress by the administrative branch 
which did not contain some unneces- 
sary items of cost and some things 
the federal government should not 
be expected to pay for. The appro 
priation bills passed by congress al- 
ways provide money for projects 
that have only a 
partisan, political, 
patronage value; 
that represent 
money appropri- 
ated to buy votes, 
It is exceptional for 
such projects to 
have any direct or 
indirectnational sig- 
nificance. They are 
local in character and should not 
call for expenditure of federal gov- 
ernment funds. On what equitable 
grounds can the people of New Eng- 
land be taxed to pay for the irriga- 
tion of California farms? Why should 
the people of New York be forced to 
pay for plants that supply light and 
power for the people of Tennessee 
and Georgia? Why should the peo- 
ple of Texas have to provide a plant 
that can serve only a few towns in 
Nebraska? 

In past years such expendi- 
tures were known by the smelly 
name of “pork.” ‘‘Pork” repre- 
sents the ability of the senator 
or representative to bring home 
the bacon for his state or his 
district. It buys votes. Expense 
items of such character are to 
be found in every budget and the 
appropriation bills passed by 
every congress. No one such 
item calls for billions, but many 
of them call for millions, and the 
total of all such is a consider- 
able sum. 


An item that does represent bil- 
lions of possible savings is the army 
of bureaucrats still employed in 
wartime emergency bureaus. Dis- 
pensing with such bureaus or reduc- 
ing the number of needless em- 
ployees by several hundred thou- 
sand could mean a saving up in the 
billions. 

There are some comparatively 
small items of waste connected with 
the armed services. The essentials 
of these services — the army, navy 
and air — are too real to permit 
spending money on non-essentials. 
Congress should turn the expendi- 
tures for non-essentials into essen- 
tial channels. 

Yes, there are billions that can 
come out of those budgeted expense 
items without injury to the mass of 
the American people; expense items 
that would be beneficial in each case 
to only a small minority. Such items 
are but vote buyers, 

There is one place where we 
cannot afford to have congress 
assume aniggardly attitude. That 
is*the research work of all the 
armed services. The tools with 
which we won the last war are 
obsolete and worthless today. 
The gadgets and appliances that 
represent war technology today 
will be obsolete tomorrow. We 
must keep everlastingly at the 
job of preparing to defend our 
freedom, our way of life, until 
such time as the world is will- 
ing to disarm, 

The research work of the army, 
navy and air service have kept us 
abreast, or ahead, of those who 
might threaten our liberties. The 
bluster and bluff of Russia and her 
satelites will not change to attack 
so long as we maintain our position 
in war technology. Our armed 
forces will maintain that position so 
long as congress provides the funds 
needed for continuous research. 
Such funds are a real necessity if 
we—all of us—are to continue to en- 
joy the freedoms we all appreciate 
and value. 

Let us save in those things we can 
do without and not seriously miss; 
in those things that are of conse- 
quence only to minority groups; on 
those tuings that are of benefit to 
only small sections and have no real 
claim to national appropriations. 
Let us not be niggardly in providing 
for the research work of the armed 
services that we may continue to 
keep abreast of the times in the tech- 
nology of war. |

VA Employees Dismissed 


Investigation into why Veterans’ 
administration is forced to fire ap- 
proximately 8,500 employees at a 
time when its work load is at its 
peak and dismissal may result in 
disservice to veterans has led to 
information indicating that VA offi- 
cials were forced to promise the 
house appropriations committee not 
to ask for a deficiency appropriation 


if they ran out of funds before end: 


of fiscal 1948. 

According to information from 
governmental sources, President 
Truman has taken a hand in the 
matter and it may be that VA will 
file a request for a deficiency ap- 
propriation despite any promise 
“wrung from them” by Chairman 
Taber or any other member of the 
house appropriations committee, 

In the meantime, as has been 
pointed out in this column, plans 
have been made to “‘keep the prom- 
ise’’ by firing enough employees to 
get under the budget ceiling, It is 
said that the American Legion and 
other service organizations also are 
taking a hand in the matter to pre- 
vent curtailment of any services to 
veterans. 


Questions and Answers 

Q. Our son was a World War Il 
veteran and he died recently as a 
result of illness contracted while he 
was in the service, A lodge to which 
he belonged bore expenses of the 
funeral. We understand that Veter- 
ans’ administration also allows bur- 
ial expenses. Are we eligible to ap- 
ply for this expense?—Mr, and Mrs, 
F. F. T., Stillwater, Okla: 

A. Veterans’ administration will 
assume cost of burial, funeral and 
transportation in an amount not to 
exceed $150 only if a veteran dies 
while hospitalized under authority 
of Veterans’ administration. If your 
son died in a VA hospital or other 
VA domicile and total expense of 
funeral was paid by another 
agency, claim against VA would be 
disallowed. If, however, total ex- 
pense is larger than the amount 
received VA would pay the differ- 
ence between actual cost and the 
amount received, not to exceed $150. 

Q. I am a veteran of World War I, 
am past 60 years old and in very 
poor health. I have ulcers of the 
stomach and heart trouble. I will 
have to stay in bed for some time. 
Could I get a total and permanent 
non - service-connected disability 
pension and if so, how would I go 


about getting it and where would I | 


apply?—B. S. H., East Dubnque, Il, 
A. You likely would have little 
trouble getting your disability pen- 
sion. Whether it would be a total 
{and permanent disability would de- 
pend upon the rating given you 
after examination by VA _physi- 
cians, Suggest that you apply to 
your nearest Veterans’ administra- 
tion office for a disability rating. 
Your local American Legion or 
other veterans organization post 
will help you in making your appli- 
cation. 

Q. Can you tell me whether vet- 
erans of World War I or widows or 
children of veterans of World War 
II are entitled to loans under the 
G.I, bill?—Mrs. G. G. W., Harpers 
Ferry, W. Va. 

A. No, only veterans of World War 
II are eligible for loans under the 
G.I, bill of rights. However, widows 
and children of World War II vet- 
erans may continue the loan after 
the veteran's death. 

Q. Does a sister whose brother Is 
dead but left a will in her favor 
have to divide the Ilinols state bo- 
nus with the other brothers and sis- 
ters?—G. C., Springfield, Il. 

A. You will have to share the 
bonus with all the surviving broth- 
ers and sisters of the deceased vet- 
eran, provided your mother and fa- 
ther are deceased. If they are living 
the mother is entitled to the state 
bonus; after her, the father is the 
next beneficiary. 

Q. I have a claim with 
Veterans’ administration, Will I 
have to pay a lawyer to help me to 
get my compensation?—H, B. F., 
Joliet, Ti. 

A. Veterans are not required to 
pay attorneys or agents for repre- 
senting them in monetary claims 
against Veterans’ administration. 

Q. I am a World War I widow. 
My husband died two months ago 
and I want to know if I can get a 
pension. We have been married 16 
years and were separated for a 
short time. The separation was all 
my fault but we never did get a

One of the thrills was to find 
Snead locating a long-lost putt- 
ing touch, which brought him 
the Texas open title in 264 for 
the 72 holes, just 20 under par. 
Wherever he finishes, Snead 
still carries a big gallery, hav- 
ing the type of swing big gal- 
leries love to watch — full and 
free with complete lack of 
effort. 

Snead, Hogan, Demaret and 
Locke are the gallery favorites, be- 
ing possessed to a large degree of 
that indefinable ingredient known 
as “‘color.”’ 

Color is something the galleries 
or the crowds like, something with 
a definite human appeal. There 
must be better definitions, but we'll 
let you think them up, Ruth and 
Dempsey had it to a greater degree 
than anyone else. 

Locke is playing as well as he did 
last year, but so far he hasn't been 
able to leave the pack behind. The 
pros will all be in Florida at an 
early date and from Florida the 
trek will be into the Carolinas and 
then to Augusta, Ga., for the Mas- 
ters, which should be a nectarine 
full of juice this season with so 
many possible winners playing over 
a championship course. 


Keep Swinging 
Recently we visited here and 
there with a number of leading pro- 
fessional golfers. The idea was to 
milk them of any helpful advice 
that might remove a few strokes 
from the scores of any readers. 
Here was the consensus: 
“The idea is to keep swinging— 
to swing every club, Many golf- 
ers seem to think the game is 
divided into three elements — 
wooden club play—iron play— 
and putting. This isn’t true. Ev- 
ery golf stroke should be and 
mast be a swinging motion. 
“You certainly swing your wood- 
en clubs. Many figure the iron shot 


must be a swing. This is also true of 
putting. You must swing the putter 
—not use it to stab or jab, Watch 
Horton Smith or Locke putt, The 
trouble most bad putters have is 
that they don't swing the putting 
blade. You can get twice as much 
power from a swing as you can with 
a hit or a punch.” 

This advice came from such golf- 
ers as Locke, Hogan, Demaret and 
Snead. 

Snead has been swinging every 
club except his putter. He was jab- 
bing and stabbing with this money- 
making blade until he hit San An- 
tonio, where he started a smooth 
swing in motion. 

“When you get the puttin’ miser- 
ies you are a lost soul,'’ Snead told 
me. On a 420-yard hole he had just 
driven more than 320 yards over a 
baked-out terrain. His approach 
with a wedge had stopped eight feet 
from the cup. His first putt ran 
three feet past and he blew the next 
one—a five in place of a probable 
three. That's what Sammy meant 
by the “puttin’ miseries.” 

“The toughest part of a big 
golf tournament,’’ one veteran 
said, “is still trying to concen- 
trate through 72 holes. There 
are times when it is hard 
enough to concentrate on one 
hole.”’

Shelby Farmers 
See Georgia 
Chicken Farms 


A group of ten Shelby county 
farmers went to Gainesville, Ga. 
to observe the large chicken in- 
dustry there. The trip was sponsored 
hy the Cosby-Hodges Feed Company 
who paid all expenses. 

The farmers left Wilsonville on 
Tuesday morning of last week and 
upon arriving in Gainesville they 
were introduced to Mr. Whitmore of 
the Queen City Feed Company who 
acted as guide on a tour of chicken 
farms. 


The first type of house they 
visited held 1000 chickens. The owner 
after all expenses were paid, 


averages $300 profit per 100 chicka, 
He cuts expenses by purchasing all 
his feed wholesale and by purchasing 
excellent chicks. By buying the best 
chicks he has practically no losses, 

The second house was for large 
production. It was a two story build- 
ing with approximately 10,000 chicks 
on each floor. The owner averaged 
a profit of $150 per 1000 chicks. 

The farmers learned that chickens 
raised in quantities and raised in the 
right way can be highly profitable, 

After visiting the chicken houses 
they went to the Jesse Jewel Pro- 
cessing Plant. Using the belt line 
assembly for killing, cleaning, dress- 
ing, boxing and freezing the plant 
prepares and sells fom 10,000 to 1 
000 chicks a day. The plant sells 
retail and wholesale. 

The prosperity of this section is 
evident in the standard of living and 
the growth of the community in the 
last fifteen years. 

These farmers picked up a lot of 
valuc'!e informsticn sbout the way 
chickens are raised. They learned

how to avoid them and how to build 
inexpensive but practical houses.

Doctors Save 
Man Who Shot 
Self in Heart 


Two Surgeons Mend Smashed 
Organ, Remove Spleen 
In Five Hours 


PHILADELPHIA.—Assisted by a 
family physician, two young sur- 
geons saved the life of a 24-year- 
old man who had shot himself 
through the heart. 

The victim, Walter Wood, of Roy- 
erstown, Pa., held a .32 caliber re- 
volver at a downward angle above 
his heart as he sat on a bed and 
pulled the trigger. 

The bullet smashed through the 
left ventricle of the heart itself, the 
pericardium (the sac containing the 
heart), then obliquely down and 
through the upper and lower lobes 
of the left lung, the abdominal wall, 
the stomach and the spleen. The 
slug lodged itself in a back muscle. 

Wood was removed a short time 
later, unconscious and suffering 
from a loss of blood, to Phoenix- 
ville hospital by his family physi- 
cian, Dr. Carl Jameson. 

Dr. Jameson immediately got in 
touch with Dr. Robert E. Brant, of 
Phoenixville, an associate chief sur- 
geon at the hospital, and the latter 
summoned Dr. Ralph R. Chera- 
shore, another surgeon on the hos- 
pital staff. 

Because of Wood’s condition and 
necessary preparations, including 
several blood transfusions, the ac- 
tual operation could not be started 
until later. 

Praises Staff. 

Dr. Brant, who performed the 
major part of the surgery, spent the 
next five hours in mending Wood's 
wounds. He said that Wood was 
saved “‘only through the utmost co- 
operation on the part of the entire 
hospital staff,”’ as well as Dr. Chera- 
shore and Dr. Jameson, who per- 
sonally assisted him. 

While reluctant to take credit for 
what he had done, Dr. Brant re- 
marked that he had “‘never seen 
anything like” the extensive wound 
that Wood had suffered. 

Dr. Brant served 42 months in 
the navy medical corps during World 
War II, specializing in thoracic 
(chest) surgery, and performed sur- 
gery on many badly wounded cases 
while serving in the Pacific area. 

Dr. Cherashere and Dr. Jameson 
also saw war service with the army 
medical corps abroad. 

Bullet Cut Furrow. 

In discussing the Wood. operation, 
Dr. Brant said the bullet had ‘“‘cut 
a deep furrow” in the victim's heart 
ventricle, and the slug also had 
opened up “several perforations in 
the interior of the heart itself." 

He said that he had to remove 
two ribs before suturing of the 
wounds could be started, and that 
“sewing up of the heart ventricle 
was a tricky business, since the 
heart muscle was jumping about at 
the rate of 120 pulsations a minute.” 

After closing the heart wound, he 
sewed up a hole in the pericardium, 
two holes in the lung, two holes in 
the stomach, and then removed the 
spleen, which had been too badly 
damaged to be saved, 

It was learned that Wood, when 
brought to the hospital, was in a 
state of severe shock, and “‘practi- 
cally pulseless.” It was this poor 
condition, and the need of blood 
plasma that required a delay of sev- 
eral hours before the operation could 
be started. 

One hospital attendant, who had 
seen a number of severe bullet- 
wound cases, remarked later that 
“people withea wound like Wood's 
ordinarily die within a few min- 
utes.”” 


Hunting Licenses Exceed 
12 Million Mark in 1947 


WASHINGTON.—Albert M, Day, 
director of the U. S. fish and wild- 
life service, reported that 12,066,763 
hunting licenses were sold to “the 
greatest army of hunters in all his- 
tory”’ during 1947. 

Maintaining a supply of game for 
this army of hunters is a prob- 
lem, he added. The record receipts 
totalled $28,558,447.

Mrs. Esther Baker earnestly tried 
to convince her ll-year-old son, 
Wayne Smith, that she wanted him, 
he wouldn’t believe her. 

Mrs. Baker, remarried after be- 
ing divorced from Wayne's father, 
has only a small apartment in 
Terre Haute. There wasn't room 
for the boy. 

She took Wayne to live with his 
father, Harry Smith, on a farm 
near town, He was lonely on the 
farm and ran away three times. 

She took him back there in a 
taxi and left him. “I won't stay 
here,” he screamed, and ran across 
the fields. 

The father tried to call a warn- 
ing, but it was too late, 

Wayne began running across 
what, for most of the year, Is a dry 
wash, He couldn't see, in the dark- 
ness, that it was running 12 feet 
deep with water from melting 
snow.

NASHVILLE, TENN.—A 34-year- 
old, substitute mail carrier leaped 
into a flooded drainage ditch, res- 
cued an ll-year-old boy from drown- 
ing and finished his route before 
changing into dry clothes. 

The postman, later identified as 
J. H. Gilmore, 34, a substitute car- 
rier, didn’t even stop to give his 
name after the rescue, John Rags- 
dale, assistant fire chief, said. 

The boy, Leon Matthews, was 
revived by artificial respiration 
after he had been in the water 
several minutes and had been swept 
through a flooded 100-foot culvert. 

George Balthrop, homicide offi- 
cer, who investigated the affair, 
gave this account of the rescue. 

The boy fell into a flooded pond 
and was swept through the culvert 
into the swirling water in the ditch. 
Gilmore’s help was sought by the 
lad’s playmates, and he dropped his 
mail satchel and plunged into the 
muddy water. 

Gilmore dragged the boy to 
safety, turned him over to his 
friends—then went on to finish his 
mail route despite soaked clothing. 

“The worst part,’ Gilmore sald 
“was that my cigarettes got all wet 
and I didn't have a smoke.”

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Farm Mechanization Boosts 


Production to Record Level 
OMAHA, NEB. — Americans are 
harvesting 20 million more acres to- 
day than they did in 1940, although 
there are three million fewer people 
doing it, and on 200,000 fewer farms. 
Fast-growing riechanization of 
farms is largely responsible for this 
feat, Joseph A. Hoban, merchandise 
manager of B. F. Goodrich com- 
pany, told members of Midwest Im- 
plement Dealers association. He 
cited the fact that the nation's trac- 
tor ‘‘population” had doubled, from 
one million to two million, just since 
1940. 

Praising “the way America's 
farmers and other food producers 
had come through to ease tragic 
conditions in many lands,” Hoban 
cited the following estimates on the 
nation’s 1947 exports of foodstuffs: 
392 million bushels of wheat, five 
times the amount exported in 1939; 
88 million bushels of corn, com- 
pared to 32 million in 1939, and 328 
million pounds of meat products, 
against 193 million in 1939. 

The farm market offered “the 
biggest sales opportunity’ for in- 
dustry in 1947, Hoban said, adding 
that “‘there is no question that this 
market is going forward at as great 
or even greater pace in 1948." 

Hoban said that all tractors now 
made are rubber-tired, and that 
changing all a farm's rolling stock 
from steel to rubber tires produced 
an average saving of 24 working 
days and 675 gallons of gasoline per 


year, for each 150 acres worked.

T. PETERSBURG happens to be

Here at 
least are most of the pennant contend- 
ers. But baseball isn’t all they talk 
about. 

The athlete, relaxing under the soft 
moon, is likely to talk about every- 
thing after the day’s work is over. On 
this particular occasion we had a mix- 
ture of Yankees and Cardinals in one 
group and they were talking about the 
boxing game. They were talking about 
the mistakes that Joe Louis could make 
if he listened to Sol Strauss and Madi- 
son Square Garden rather than follow 
his own native instincts. 

Strauss is interested 98 per cent 
in the money side and 2 per cent in 
the sporting side which is natural 
in his position. Jersey Joe Wal- 
cott, no whirlwind as a fighter, de- 
serves a far better break than he 
has been offered, 


The ballplayers all knew this. ‘They 
were somewhat amazed at the stand 
Louis had taken in regard to the June 
fight. They couldn’t understand how 
Louis had slipped so far, especially in 
connection with a fighter from his own 
race. Apparently they knew little about 
the inside motives of the fight game 
and couldn’t understand why any fight 
manager should get 10 per cent, much 
less 30 or 50 per cent. They plied their 
trade without any per cent, You had 
to agree with them here. I’ve never 
known a fight manager worth 15 per 
cent. Even 10 per cent is a high cut. 
A few can qualify beyond this mark. 

“At least we don’t have to be 
mixed up with those punks,” one 
star outfielder said. “We are on 
our own. How did fighters ever 
get mixed up with managers, any- 

way?” 

There could only be one answer. 

Around 90 per cent of all fighters are 
too dumb to know any of the answers, 
| They needed someone who could add. 

One exception was Gene Tunney who 
happened to be considerably smarter 

than any manager around. Jack Demp- 

sey got smarter a little later on. 

Among the smart fighters today we 

can give you Gus Lesnevich. The odds 
| are he is no 30 per cent sucker. 
| The general opinion was that any 
| fighter who ever paid a manager more 
than 10 per cent was too dumb to get 
anywhere in his own sport, This seems 
to be a reasonable turn.

Baseball’s Hall of Fame 


That smothered growling you may or 
may not hear is coming from a cluster 
of old-time ballplayers and old-time 
sporting writers. It is tied up with 
baseball’s Hall of Fame. 

The old-timers are complaining 
that a flock of younger writers 
are picking modern players and 
are packing the dust of forgetful- 
ness on many famous stars of the 
past. The indictment is worth 
looking over for it seems to be 
true, 

For example among those missing 
are Mordecai Brown and Johnny Kling, 
the famous Cub battery of years ago 
that fought Mathewson and Bresnahan 
to a standstill . . . Kid Nicholls, rated 
by Christy Mathewson as the best 
pitcher he ever faced, Nicholls starred 
in Boston . . . Eagle-eye Jake Beck- 
ley of the Reds .. . Harry Heilmann 
. » « Jimmy Foxx .. . two great 
hitters, 

Brown and Kling plus Brown and 
Archer fed the Giants and other Na- 
tional League teams enough poison to 
kill off a dozen zoos, As great a pitch- 
er as Matty was, Brownie beat him in 
their last nine meetings. 

It is too late for Brownie now so far 
as any personal thrill is concerned, but 
many of his fans would appreciate the 
delayed and deserved honor. 

The longer these forgotten old- 
timers are left off, the deeper they 
are shoved back into obscurity. 
Baseball's Hall of Fame is too great 

an institution to be overcrowded. A 
galaxy that knows Ruth, Cobb, Cy 
Young, Mathewson, Alexander, Walter’ 
Johnson, Eddie and Jimmy Collins 
among-so many others should be more 
carefully watched, 

It is a mistake to take in too many at 
one sitting. It is better to have too 
few. Once they are in, they are in for- 
ever. Certainly a group of stars that 
doesn’t carry the names of Mordecai 
“Three-Finger” Brown and Kid Nich- 
olls can’t be called complete. 

The dungeon of oblivion is a tough 
citadel to break open. From now on, 
the Hall of Fame should be more care- 
fully watched and guarded. It is cer- 
tainly no frivolous or empty honor. At 
least it shouldn’t be. 


Race Outlook Good 


New Jersey and other eastern tracks 
are looking in the general direction of 
the best racing season in many cam- 
paigns. This doesn’t mean the largest 
crowds and the heaviest mutuel play. 
It means the best horses and the most 
interesting season. 

There may even be a slight falling 
off in the amount of cash shoved 
through the windows, but the situation 
in that respect is now reaching a nor- 
mal condition where it should soon 
jell. 

It might also be noted that the har- 
ness-horse outlook, from the Roosevelt 
raceway to the Pacific coast, is the best 
in years. No other sport has moved 
upward at a faster clip.

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Senator Soakem Soaks 


HALF century ago, more or less, 

congress passed a “pork” bill before 
each final adjournment. In such a bill 
Senator Soakem would have an item 
calling for the expenditure of a few 
thousand federal dollars in his state. 
Representative Catchem would get a 
few thousand for the improvement of 
navigation in his district into the bill 
as it went through the house. So it 
would go up and down the line of sena- 
tors and representatives. The bill would 
go through without opposition on the 
day of final adjournment or the day 
before. 

The total expenditures involved, sel- 
dom more than several million, were 
not a serious item as government ap- 
propriations. They represented but a 
bit of small graft at the expense of 
the federal treasury. To the news- 
papers they offered an opportunity to 
editorialize justifiably on the extrava- 
gance of government. To the senators 
and representatives they provided a 
basis for their plea for votes at the 
next election. The people generally ac- 
cepted “pork” bills as necessary evils 
which go with our method of govern- 
ment. 

The “pork” bills of those days 
were but suckling pigs as com- 
pared with the great hogs of 
“pork” of today. The present 
“pork” does not come in small 
packages or all in one package. 
Today it comes in individual ap- 
propriation bills each calling for 
many millions. The total of all 
such appropriations amounts to a 
billion or more. 

Thousands of acres of land need 
water if the farms are to be fully pro- 
ductive. Let the federal government 
pay for the needed irrigation project. 
While but a comparatively small per- 
centage of the people of one state will 
profit from the project, all of the 
people of all states are called upon to 
pay for the construction of that irriga- 
tion system. While extra production of 
food in the watered acres will possibly 
reduce the price of crops produced on 
other farms in other states, the farm- 
ers in those other states are not re- 
lieved of paying their share of the cost 
of that irrigation project. 

Some years ago it was different. 
As an example: The Milk river 
valley of Montana needed water. 
Private capital built the needed 
dams, dug the needed irrigation 
ditches. Water was sold to the 
farmers of that valley at reasona- 
ble rates. Farmers of Yellowstone 
river valley or other states were 
not called upon to pay for the 
water that was a benefit only to 
those of the Milk river valley. 
Along with federal appropriations to 

pay the cost of such purely state or 
local improvements goes federal regi- 
mentation for the states or sections 
which are benefitted. The people sac- 
rifice much of their rights to local self 
government when they accept federal 
cash. In the end they pay heavily for 
what they consider a prize secured 
through the efforts of their senators 
and representatives. 

The United States constitution that 
provided for the election of senators 
and representatives did not contem- 
plate they should become safe breakers 
whose job was to rob the vaults of the 
federal treasury for the benefit of their 
constituents. Their job calls for the 
consideration of all of the people of the 
nation, financially and otherwise. Ex- 
tensive government economies would 
be possible if the operations of such 
hold-up legislators could be curbed.

Just Another Gyp 


On the walk in front of my house 
lay a small 12-page pamphlet. The 
title said it was a business directory of 
the town. A newspaper worker’s curi- 
osity caused me to examine it. A 
clever advertising salesman from the 
outside had put over a fast one on 
many of the town’s business concerns 
especially the smaller ones. He had 
sold them high-priced advertising space 
in a pamphlet for which there was no 
valid reason or no practical use. The 
telephone directory did the job in a 
much better and more substantial way. 
The clever outside salesman had not 
been able to sell the larger business 
places, Such concerns used the local 
newspaper columns to attract custo- 
mers, 

The smaller places, those seldom 
seen in the local paper, had been 
the victims of one of the hundreds 
of achemes worked by clever ad- 
vertising solicitors who come in 
from the outside, catch their suck- 
ers and disappear. Those who 
know advertising values use the 
home town paper and get results, 
All such schemes as those pro- 
moted by these outsiders serve. to 
discredit advertising among the 
unknowing.

United Steel corporation in 1947 paid 
a dividend of $5 per share to its com- 
mon share stockholders. It was tho 
money of those stockholders that pro- 
vided the plants and tools of the cor- 
poration. To the tax collectors, local, 
state and federal, the corporation paid 
$15.65. More than three times as much 
for taxes as the stockholders received, 
But that $15.65 was not the end, The 
federal government claimed $1—20 per 
cent, of the $5 the stockholder had re- 
ceived as a dividend. This is double 
taxation to which people object,

Childersburg 
Rayon Plant 
Is Announced 


The U. S. Army has approved a 
lease given the American Develop- 
ment Company for the constructior 
of a $20,000,000 rayon plant ae 
Childersburg, an Associated Pres: 
dispatch from Washington said yes- 
terday. 

In announcing the Army’s action, 
Rep. Sam Hobbs, Selma, said the 
development company is leasing 
from the government a part of the 
property at the Childersburg Ord- 
nance Works Reservation. 

The company agrees to keep the 
powder plant in a standby condition 
the announcement said, 

Rep. Hobbs asserted the rayon 
plant will employ an estimated 2,- 
500 persons. 

A company official declared the 
Industrial Development Division 
Alabama Power Company, has 
worked with the American Develop- 
ment Company for some time to ob- 
tain the new plant for Childersburg- 

This spokesman said the deval- 
opment company has_ purchased 
much of the machinery and equip- 
ment that will be used in the plant. 
The Lockwood Green Engineers, 
Inc., New York, N. Y., has drawn 
designs of the plant and work is 
expected to start shortly, the offi- 
cial said, 

The proposed plant will use the 
power house and water plant already 
built at Childersburg. 

Rayon is used for women’s hos-

The proposed reyou plant will be 
the third plant to locate in the ord- 
The acid 
plant there has been converted for 
the manufacture of fertilizer and a 
large newsprint plant, the Coosa 
River Newsprint Company plant, 
will be established on part of the 
property.

Aprons, Table Sets, Holders 
Are Easy tc Make at Home 


D° YOU want to add something 

new but simple to your own 
home just for the general purpose 
of brightening it a bit? 

Or, do you have a long list of wed- 
dings and showers to attend. which 
will require gifts of one type or 
another? 

Either way, there are many small 
sewing projects which you can em- 
bark upon and emerge with lovely 
things for the table or kitchen or 
for personal use. 

I know of no woman who is satis- 
fied with the number of aprons she 
has, especially when she sees one 
lovelier than some she has. There- 
fore, aprons, when pretty or neatly 
practical, always are welcome. 
Brides or even older homemakers 
can’t have enough, for they do wear 
out, you know. 

If you want to make really pretty 
aprons, I'd suggest you use organ- 
die or another delicate fabric for 
the main part of the apron. Half 
aprons are a good idea inasmuch as 
organdy certainly will not be used 
for. the evening dish chore. 

As for trimmings, there is no end. 
You might like to ruffle the heart- 
shaped pockets with some fragile 
lace and pipe the edges with more 
lace. 

If you can do neat applique work 
—or can learn how —any of the 
floral designs are good. 


Suggested Colors, 
Designs for Aprons 

A very effective combination in- 
cludes white organdy appliqued on 
a single large pocket with a large 
red flower. Carry out the flower ap- 
plique in the opposite corner of the 
apron. 

If you like bows or hearts, do 
them in red in much the same pat- 
tern. 

Yellow organdy looks lovely when 
appliqued with green leaves. You

might have a spray of these run- 
ning along the waist and hem. 

For modern effect, use a pink 
organdy and use black flower de- 
sign on two pockets. 

Lavender organdy is very effec- 
tive when appliqued with green or 
yellow designs.

Hints on Making 
Applique Trimming 

It’s important to cut out your de- 
signs so there are no ragged edges. 
Use small sharp scissors or a razor 
blade. 

Prepare the motifs by turning 
back the edges and either hem or 
press them firmly. If you are work- 
ing with wash fabrics such as you 
would be using in aprons, it’s im- 
portant to have no raggedy edges. 

Pin and then baste the design 
onto place. Sew on by means of 
visible whipping stitches, running 
or machine stitches or blanket 
stitches of crochet thread or yarn. 
In some cases even liquid thread 
may be used. 


Match Aprons 
With Table Sets 


It’s nice, when you want to give 
more than an apron, to make a 
bridge set with four napkins to 
match the apron. In this way the 
hostess can have a complete en- 
semble for evening or afternoon en- 
tertaining. 

The cloth and napkin set is very 
effective in organdy, with white and 
contrasting colors easily the most 
popular. Applique work on this set 
is dramatic and effective, but love- 
ly effects are achieved easily 
through piping in red, green, blue, 
yellow or others if you don’t have 
the time for applique and need sev- 
eral different sets. 


Use Other Materials 
For Table Sets 


Any other type of material that 
will withstand frequent laundering 
also may be used. You might inves- 
tigate the possibilities of solid color 
percale, muslin, broadcloth or 
white goods such as dimity and use 
them with contrasting solid-colored 
piping. 

If you are especially handy with 
the needle, you might like to work 
out monograms in a darker shade 
than the solid and decorate with 
these. Transfer patterns are avail- 
able for initialing work of almost 
any kind. Sometimes it’s possible to 
secure initials and to sew over these 
so you will have the raised letter 
effect without too much sewing. 

Cotton bags, dyed in any different 
shade, are another wonderful 
source for material. It's a good idea 
to see that the bags are of the same 
type if you are making a complete 
cloth-napkin-apron set, 

The bags should be opened and 
carefully dyed to prevent streaks. 
Allow to dry and press thoroughly, 

You'll be pleased at the love 
color effects you can achieve by 
this method. Dye your contrasting 
colors to match perfectly, too, 


Eased In Maine 


Community Endeavor Provides 
Homes at Low Cost 


MILLINOCKET, ME. — Tidy new 
homes rising rapidly here to ease 
the housing shortage are monu- 
ments to the cooperative spirit in 
this little northern Maine paper 
manufacturing town, 

The people, Great Northern Paper 
company and a bank joined the com- 
munity endeavor which is provid- 
ing dwellings at a cos‘ of about $575 
per room, compared with approxi- 
mately $1,500 elsewhere. 

With many willing hands pitching 
in new houses — complete with cel- 
lar, electricity, plumbing and heat- 
ing—are going up at costs of $4,000 
to $6,500. Without the cooperative 
action, the cost would be approxi- 
mately double. 

The paper concern, principal in- 
dustry for the 6,300 inhabitants, 
began the enterprise a year ago. It 
laid out 51 lots. Seven others were 
laid out elsewhere by individuals. 
The company constructed sewers 
and built streets. 


. Low Rentals, Too 

On five lots in scattered parts of 
the development the company is 
building six-room houses to rent to 
employes for $45 a month. These 
homes, not part of the cooperative 
plan, cost $8,500. 

The other 46 company lots — av- 
eraging 100 feet deep with a 60- 
foot frontage — were sold for an 
average of $240 each on an easy 
monthly payment basis. The pur- 
chasers planned to build their own 


| dwellings, hiring what labor was 
| necessary to do work they and their 


friends couldn't accomplish. 
A dozen men went into the woods 
to cut logs for lumber. Others began 


| casting cement blocks for construc- 


tion, 
Cut Building Costs 


The company helped to trim 
building costs. It offered special 
rates for use of its horses and 
trucks by men who felled their own 
logs, and for milling. The com- 
pariy furnished without charge—ex- 
cept for overtime—a bulldozer and 
operator to excavate and backfill; 
a cement mixer and operator and 
several sets of form panels and mis- 
cellaneous equipment. It also pro- 
vided service of several carpenters 
to instruct the inexperienced, 

This helped cut the cost of cel- 
lars from $700 to $150. 

Ground for the first house was 
broken last April. Eight homes 
were completed and occupied by 
mid-December. Construction has 
started on all but six lots. 

The typical dwelling has five or 
six rooms and a bath. Some are 
bungalow-style; others have two 
stories. Walls are insulated. Gar 
rages will be built later. 

The houses are not monotonously 
similar. The individual owner's 
taste in design and color is carried 
out as practically as possible. Com- 
pany architects who planned the five 
company houses also designed the 
others.

NEW YORK—A Red Cross worker 
paid for a marriage license so a 
Decatur, Ill., soldier could wed an 
Italian war widow. 

When Pvt. Harold Sims, 25, and 
Mrs, Renata Lenardo, 33, appeared 
at the marriage license bureau he 
discovered he had only $1.98 instead 
of the necessary $2 fee. A Red Cross 
worker accompanying them paid the 
amount and told Sims to keep his 
change. 

Earlier Sims said he had tried to 
buy a ring in a five and ten cent 
store but the store did not carry 
wedding bands,

CONESTOGA WAGON TRAILS 


A’ A BOY I lived in a small village 
near the center of Iowa. Through 
the town ran a typical Iowa dirt 
road which started at the Mississippi 
and ended at Council Bluffs. It was 
a favored route for the lumbering 
conestoga wagons that provided 
transportation for westward bound 
pioneers. 

Those pioneers were journeying 
into a wild country, infested by 
marauding savages. They were 
braving the dangers of a massacre 
if caught outside the protection of 
our woefully small, but valiant, reg- 
ular army. Some of the wagons 
would stop for an hour or more in 
the town or spend a night at the 
edge of the village. When they did 
so we kids were on the job to wel- 
come the youngsters who- were liv- 
ing beneath the canvas coverings of 
the wagons. We wished that we, too, 
might be going on such an adven- 
ture. 

The parents and children riding 
those conestogas were bound for 
what was then an unpopulated land. 
West of the Missouri river there were 
but few towns other than those built 
around protecting army posts. 
Through that western land the Union 
Pacific railroad had been completed 
to serve an anticipated population. 
Other lines were in the process of 
construction as the population ad- 
vanced westward. It was a new and 
unproven country. The new homes 
of these*westward moving pioneers 
would be shacks or, more often, sod 
houses. They would enjoy none of 
the then known conveniences. 

Those were the conditions ex- 
isting within the lifetime of thou- 
sands of those pioneer children and 
some of their parents, What a 
change they have witnessed within 
that lifetime. 

Today we travel in a few hours 
aboard palatial trains or mammoth 
planes, distances it took those con- 
estogas weeks or months to cover. 
Today in that unpeopled country 
there are many large and moderate- 
ly large cities and thousands of 
prosperous rural communities that 
afford market and cultural centers. 
As we travel through the broad and 
prosperous states of the West we see 
the well-built and well-kept farm 
homes now occupied by those pioneer 
children I saw as they passed 
through Iowa. We see great barns 
and many thousands of cultivated 
acres from which comes the food for 
the people of a prosperous nation and 
relief for the hunger of those in for- 
eign lands. 

There today we see our America. 
An America which was developed 
within the lifetime of many now 
living. Those pioneer parents and 
children, who traveled westward 
in conestoga wagons, played a 
large part in the building of the 
America of which we are proud. 
In no other land on the round globe 
has such a transformation oc- 
curred. No other system of gov- 
ernment, no other system of eco- 
nomics, has so encouraged prog- 
ress or offered such opportunity 
to the individual, What possible 
legitimate reason can be advanced 
for a change? 5

Nazis’ Detailed Investigation 
Of Polish Individuals Bared 

German troops operating in Po- 
land in 1942-43 carried with them 
anthropologists evidently commis- 
sioned to make one of the most com- 
plete studies of the physical char- 
acters of a people ever attempted. 

They measured the heads, noses 
and chins from about cvery pos- 
sible angle. In addition to tinger- 
prints they made contour tracings 
of heads and noses. They took pho- 
tographs of each individual from 
five angles, They obtained complete 
medical and family histories. They 
clipped off locks of hair, 

More than 2,000 of these records 
have been deposited by the war 
department with the division of 
physical anthropology of Smithson- 
fan institution, where they will be 
preserved for the benefit of scho- 
lars. They eventually may even be 
returned to Poland if it is found 
that they would fit into serious 
study by reputable scientists. 

The object of this extremely de- 
tailed investigation is not wholly 
clear, The majority of the subjects 
were in concentration camps. Some 
groups, however, were at liberty in 
remote parts of the Carpathians. A 
conjecture, to which some support 
is given by the attention paid to 
the derivation of family names, is 
that the German anthropologists 
were seeking some means of sorting 
out conquered peoples along racial 
lines.

A MESSENGER OF GOD 
FZEKIEL could never have adapt- 

ed himself to the role of minis- 
tering to the captive slaves apart 
from the knowledge that he was the 
messenger of God — the messenger 
of God’s hope to broken, beaten 
souls. 

God spoke to his people through 
Ezekiel. He speaks to his people 
today through chosen messengers 
—parents, teachers, the Bible, the 
Holy Spirit. God may be speak- 
ing to you today.

HEAR YE THE WORD 
ZERIEL's approach to the Jews 

in captivity was by the author- 
ity of God's direct message to them 
through him. Ezekiel was faithful 
to God's appointment and mission. 
He knew that what he had to say to 
the Jews meant their hope of re- 
lease and return. 

He studied their plight. He 
studied their mood. And then he 
spoke to them. But not only did 
he speak to them, telling them 
what God wanted them to know, 
but he moved among them. He 
loved them.

GOD'S WATCHMAN 
-ZEKIEL reminded the people

We, too, are watchmen among 
exiles. Let us learn the high art of 
Ezekiel in our ministry as watch- 
man.

KREMMLING, COLO. — Two 
would-be bank robbers sat in jail, 
contemplating how their failure to 
note local weather conditions spoiled 
their chance of getting away with 
a from the Bank of Kremm- 

g. 

One of them, Ervin W,. Margerum, 
42, likewise had an aching head. His 
companion, Harold Payne, 35, had 
some painful bruises. Both are from 
Omaha. 

Their designs on the bank went 
awry when City Marshal C. H. Van 
Pelt happened to notice that two sets 
of footprints in the new snow went 
toward the bank but did not come 
back. 

Van Pelt followed the prints to the 
bank’s rear door. It had been jim- 
mied but was closed. He heard the 
thieves head for the door. The mar- 
shal, who is 40, stands 6 foot 11 
inches and weighs 200 pounds, 
stepped to one side of the door and 
swung ot the first man. 

That was Margerum. The blow 
connected solidly on his jaw and he 
went down unconscious. Van Pelt 
hit him so hard that he sprained his 
own ankle as his body twisted with 
the force of the haymaker. 

Payne leaped over his fallen ac- 
complice and raced to their car. Van 
Pelt and a friend, Pete Engle, 
jumped into another automobile and 
ran Payne into a ditch on the out- 
skirts of town. 

Van Pelt found $21,474 stuffed into 
two zippered bags the men dropped 
when Margerum was hit.

Florida, the Beautiful 


Florida may have many things 
that other states lack—and that in- 
cludes California. In the Ever- 
glades, for instance, the state that 
Ponce de Leon helped make famous 
has the last frontier of sport, the 
most famous 10 thousand square 
miles in the United States. 

Here, within a brief whirl of the 
social softness and glamour of Palm 
Beach and Miami Beach, you can 
come upon both beauty and savage 
wildness, fang and claw, the rattle- 
snake and moccasin, the copperhead 
and the coral snake, the puma or 
what is known here as the panther, 
bear up to 400 pounds or more; deer, 
alligator, egret, pelican, heron and 
crane, almost every known variety 
of bird life and fish beyond all ima- 
gination. 

In one day's haul in a small boat 
we returned with 12 varieties of fish. 
The boat was half full of fish by 
2 o'clock. There were wild duck 
and geese flying overhead and there 
was quail in the dryer spots. 

The jungles of India and Africa 
have nothing to match the variety or 
beauty of the Everglades or its look 
of wildness in certain sectors. 

There are no tigers, lions, ele- 
phants or leopards around, But 
the puma or panther, ranging nine 
feet from tip to tip, welghing close 
to 200 pounds, is a replica of the 
West's mountain lion, The puma 
isn’t a tiger or a leopard, it isn’t 
even a jaguar, but it Is still noth- 
ing to meet on a narrow trail. 

The mangrove swamps and ghost 
isir-nds here can get you lost in 10 
minutes, lost beyond recall, without 
a guide. 

I was lost in less than 10 minutes. 
“Would I ever find my way back?” 
I asked, after clearing a few man- 
grove spots. “Not in a hundred 
years,” my guide said, ‘unless you 
can beat a 1,000-to-1 shot.” 

Florida has something that too 
many of its people never have ap- 
preciated. It is about time they 
understood. For what they have is 
invaluable, in the long run a more 
important part of the nation than 
Washington, D. C.

Alter Coats, Dresses, Add 


Boleros to Remain in Style 


By Ertta Haley 


I* YOU agree with Mark Twain 
that ‘A woman is always better 
dressed in fashion than out of it,” 
then you'll gradually be remodeling 
your last season’s clothes to this 
season’s modes. 

Fashion experts claim that it will 
take at least two years for the aver- 
age woman to replace her present 
wardrobe with new clothes and the 
“new look.’”” This means that re- 
making, remodeling and refurbish- 
ing will be the order of the day for 
some time to come. 

Trot out the wardrobe problems in 
your closet to see how they can be 
handled, Imagination plus ingenu- 
ity with needles and thread will do 
wonders. 

For instance, take the short-skirt- 
ed, short-waisted problem. What 
better way to solve it than to cut the 
dress apart at the waist, insert a 
wide strip of another nicely match- 
ing or contrasting material and add 
a matching band at the hem? The 
wide midriff inset will delineate the 
tiny waist while the bottom band 
adds a graceful flare. 


Use Inserted Bands 
To Add Length 


Many of your crepe dresses can 
be made longer by bands in the 
skirt. The skirt, if a rather full 
type, can be cut apart and length- 
ened by adding faille or material

eof another type in strips for length. 
Another wide band may be placed 
at the hem. 

There are several other remedies 
if your headache is hemline trou- 
ble. One consists of cutting two 
lengths of material from around the 
waist, This may be replaced with 
grosgrain ribbon and hidden with a 
gaily colored rayon sash of swathed 
cummerbund fashioned around the 
waist. Take two strips of material, 
seam them together and stitch these 
to the bottom of the dress. 

The joining may be concealed by 
covering it with any one of a num- 
ber of kinds of decorative tape, 
braid or soutache. Or you may just 
want to run rows of stitching around 
the dress, evenly spaced above and 
below the seam joining. 

Another simple solution for skirt 
problems is to drop your skirt from 
two or three rows of grosgrain rib- 
bon stitched together and sewed on 
top of the waistband. If you can| 
steal a tab of material from under- 
neath the pocket or down a pleat, 
stitch this over the grosgrain, right 
in middle of the front, and make 
the whole thing appear as a part of 
the original design. 

Still another favorite trick is to 
drop the skirt from a yoke made of 
another material. This is easy to 
do if the problem is a suit or dress 


with a peplum (of course you al- 
ways can add one or a long jacket 
which will cover the yoke). 

Hemline troubles which are not 
too severe as to require lots of 
length can be solved by using a tape 
applied to the hem. When there 
isn’t enough hem to let down, take 
a look at the waistband, It’s likely 
to be made on the fold of the ma- 
terial. Clip the stitches that hold 
the inside to the skirt, open it and 

as fist. You can face this 
widened band with elasticized rib- 
bing or wide hem tape, 


Cotton Dresses Are 
Easy to Lengthen 

If your closet holds many cottons, 
these are easy to remodel as far 
as ening goes. One of the 
favorite tricks is to use a four or 
five-inch band of plain material and 
add it to the bottom. For a char’ 
ing effect, applique the print of 
dress over the plain material. TI 
using a zigzagger attachment 4 
your sewing machine, make sev - 
al rows of stitching, following the 
irregularities in the print, Hem the 
material in the usual fashion. 

When your closet skeleton is a 
plain cotton that shows your knees,

take a tip from grandmother's day 
and use patchwork sewn around the 
hem. 

A plain dress may be cut apart at 
two places across the skirt or at 
both skirt and bustline, then insert- 
ed with bands of eyelet, Repeat the 
touch of eyelet at the neckline and 
sleeves in a band. 

Your remodeling will be simplicity 
itself if you have a thermoplastic 
dress “‘twin'’ to eliminate the guess- 
work in fitting, This dress form 
“double” of your own figure, which 
may be molded in about a half an 
hour, actually cuts dress construc- 
tion time in half and proves a boon 
in all sewing and remodeling prob- 
lems. 


Remodel Your Navy

To Hit Jackpot 


Has Profitable Way With 
Slot Machines 

CHICAGO. — Interested Chicago 
police listened to the almost unbe- 
lievable tale of a slot machine player 
who hit the jackpot every time he 
jerked the nickel-plated levers. 

Delbert Shinn, 36, was the miracle 
man, 

Shinn’s genius came to the notice 
of the Moose lodge in Celina, Mer- 
cer county, Ohio, first. After think- 
ing it over, they went to Sheriff 
Dwight Raudenbush of Mercer 
county and got him to telegraph 
Chicago police, asking that Shinn 
be arrested. The Chicago police 
obliged. 

Shinn readily admitted that he 
has a way with slot machines, and 
cheerfully explained his system. 

Drills a Hole 

“I get somebody to go in with me, 
and while he plays the machine, I 
go around in back and drill a little 
hole,”’ said Shinn. 

“Then I put a wire in the hole 
and trip the jackpot lever and all 
the money comes out. Then I plug 
up the hole with some crayon of the 
same color as the machine, pick up 
the money and walk out. Next time 
I go back, I just put a wire in the 
same hole, push out the crayon and 
trip the jackpot lever again. I’ve 
been doing it for years."' 

“But isn’t that against the law?” 
inquired the police dubiously, 

“What law?” «usked Shinn. “A 
slot machine is illegal in the first 
place and has no business being 
where It is, so that legally it isn’t 
there, and you can't take money 
illegally from something that isn’t 
there.” 

Shuns Cook County 

However, police put Shinn in jail, 
as a courtesy to Sheriff Raudenbush, 
after carefully separating Shinn 
from his drills and a package of 
crayons, They wired Sheriff Rauden- 
bush for instructions. 

They asked Shinn if he ever hit 
the jackpot on any slot machines in 
Cook county (Chicago). 

“Oh, no!" said Shinn in shocked 


surprise. “‘I wouldn't know where | 


to find a slot machine in Cook 
county. They're illegal here, you 


know. Besides, I don’t like to irri- | 


tate the syndicate boys. They might 
not like it.’’ 


Woman Tired of “Dog's Life” 


Steals $5,000 From Relative 
BEULAH, MICH.—A Pittsburgh 
housewife who dreamed of escaping 
her husband's dog-filled house and 
setting up an interior decorating 
business was held by police in a 
$5,000 theft from a relative’s house. 
Arrested while lugging two suit- 
cases loaded with the cash and 10 
bottles of whisky, Mrs. J. M. Mc- 
Guire was quoted by Sheriff Ray 
Bryan as saying she had traveled 
600 miles to burglarize the summer 
home of W. F. Crawford, her hus- 
band’s uncle, at nearby Platte lake. 
At Pittsburgh McGuire described 
his wife as the victim of a “Jekyll 
and Hyde’’ complex which he said 
“liquor uncovers.” 
. The blonde, plump woman was 
charged with breaking into the cot- 
tage. 

Crawford, at his winter home at 
Daytona Beach, Fla., told authori- 
tles Mrs McGuire had “‘overlooked 
quite a bit" in ransacking the house, 
and the sheriff later reported that 
some $35,000 in securities had been 
left undisturbed in tin cans in the 
basement. Crawford said he would 
not press charges. 

The sheriff said Mrs. McGuire 
told him she was tired of having 45 
dogs eat off tables and sleep in beds 
in her Pennsylvania home. She said 
she took the money to set up her 
business, Bryan added, 

McGuire explained that he kept 
dogs in his cellar while taking them 
to his three acres of kennels on a 
suburban farm, but insisted there 
never were more than 10 in the 
house at one time, 

He said he could not understand 
his wife's alleged theft of $5,000. 

“She has more money than that 
in her bank accounts,’’ reported Mc- 
Guire, a well to do limestone jobber. 
“She certainly doesn't need the 
money.” 


Health Authorities Jail Aged 


Hermit on Vagrancy Charge 
‘YYONKERS.—N. Y.—Ederle Gar- 
bols, 78&year-old junk collector, 
sulked in his cell here dejected be- 
cause he couldn't convince health 
authorities that he could withstand 
the cold blasts in his old, dilapi- 
dated shack.

City Investigates 
‘Puppy Feast’ of 
College Fraternity 


Three Faternity Members Asked to 
Explain Initiation Week 


LOS ANGELES. —The city at- 
torney here ordered the president 
of Beta Theta Pi fraternity and two 
pledges to explain their sides to 
charges that a “hell week’’ initia- 
tion necessitated the slaying and 
eating of a cocker spaniel puppy. 

The social fraternity on the cam- 
pus of University of California at 
Los Angeles denied the charges 
made by one pledge who resigned 
because he was “revolted’’ by the 
asserted execution of a six-month- 
old puppy obtained from the Santa 
Monica city pound. 

Jim Higson, fraternity president, 
said he knew nothing of the asserted 
killing and ‘“‘puppy feast.” 

John G. Hallock, 24-year-old for- 
mer air force sergeant who was 
questioned by the city attorney’s 
office after a ‘‘tip’’ from an un- 
identified person, said the dog was 
killed on orders from an older mem- 
ber to bring a “freshly killed dog” 
for dinner. 

The fraternity denied any such in- 
structions but admitted a cocker 
spaniel female puppy was bought 
from the Santa Monica pound for 
a mascot and said that it had run 
away. 

The boys brought the puppy to the 
house and it was jumping around 
licking their hands, Hallock said. 

“IT guess it was glad to get out of 
the pound. Richard Roberts told me 
they hated to go through with their 
orders but decided the best way 
would be to hit it over the head. 

“They went to the grocery store 
and bought some milk and while 
the dog was drinking it they killed 
it. It was alive after the first blow 
so they hit it a couple more times,”’ 
Hallock said. 

He admitted he had not seen the 
execution but had seen the dog’s 
body carried into the basement. He 
said he did not know whether it 
actually had been eaten because 
he left the house then and did not 
return. 


J Tenants Force 
oe Eviction of Landlord 


ORANGE, N. J.—Here’s one 
instance where history reversed 
itself. 

Gerald Dascher announced in 
Essex county court that since he 
can't evict the tenants in his 
three-family house, he and his 
wife are moving out.

SEDALIA, MO.—An impatient 
motorist who rebelled at having to 
wait at a crossing which a train 
blocked, leaped out of his car and 
uncoupled the rear two-thirds of the 
train. 

The impatient motorist, appar- 
ently well acquainted with railroad 
signals and uncoupling of trains, got 
out of his car and walked over to 
the coupling which was on the street 
crossing where he sat. He set the 
brakes on the rear two-thirds of the 
train, uncoupled tHe cars and waved 
a “high ball" to the engineer. The 
engineer started his engine in mo- 
tion. 

Other trainmen, seeing their train 
starting, ran more than a block to 
stop the engineer from getting out 
of town with only one-third of his 
train.

Alu through these chapters in 
Sunday's lesson, two solemn 
truths appear—God’s love for his 
people, manifest in unwearied care; 
and the resvonsibility of each soul 
for the sin which such commits 
against God. 

This truth, or these truths, I 
should say, are equally applicable 
for us today, As Ezekiel was sent 
to remind the people of God's love 
and care, so must we, early in 
our youth, accept the responsibil- 
ity of accepting his love or re- 
jecting his love. 

We cannot claim his care if we 
despise his will. That is the message 
of Ezekiel for us,

manifest and compelling than in 
Ezekiel 34:11-27. I hope that you 
will open your Bible to this passage. 
Here the Bible speaks in words that 
burn with the compassionate love of 
God for sinful souls. 

“I will both search my sheep, 
and seek them out. As a shepherd 
seeketh out his flock in the day 
that he is among his sheep that 
are scattered; so will I seek out 
my sheep, and I will deliver them 
out of all places where they have 
been scattered in the cloudy and 
dark day ... And I will bring 
them to their own land, and feed 
them upon the mountains of Israel 
by the rivers.” 

One is reminded here of Jesus, 
when he said, “For the Son of man 
is come to seek and to save that 
which was lost.”

A NEW HEART 
“ A new heart also will I give 
you, and a new spirit will I 
put within you,”’ Ezekiel 36:26, 

Here we have, perhaps, the sub- 
limest sentence in the prophecy of 
Ezekiel. God is speaking. Ezekiel is 
merely the messenger — the voice, 
as John the Baptist delighted to de- 
scribe himself. 

Ezekiel has faithfully declared 
that each individual is responsible 
unto God, and just as faithfully 
he has proclaimed God's love and 
care, and now he adds the third 
great truth, namely, that God 
waits to bestow the new heart and 
the new spirit to every repentant 
soul. 

A new heart and a new spirit. 
That is what the Jews needed. That 
is what the world needs today—a 
new heart and a new spirit. Only 
God could give a new heart then, 
and only God can make such gift 
today. * ¢ -

Made of Hickory and 
Oak; Ask for More 


Sugars in New Fodder Not 
Fermentable 


NEW ORLEANS.—In a recent ex- 
periment here molasses mixed with 
oak and hickory shavings were fed 
to cattle which ate the mixture 
with relish and licked their lips ap- 
preciatingly. 

This ersatz fodder, its developers 
say, not only resembles residual 
blackstrap molasses, but under a 
microscope a person can hardly 
tell one from the other. As far as 
taste goes, neither man nor beast, 
they say, can detect a difference. 

The molasses used in the test was 
made in the United States forestry 
laboratory at Madison, Wis., where 
a small pilot plant is turning it out 
in “reasonable quantities,’’ accord- 
ing to C. R. Lockard, chief of the 
forest utilization service of the 
southern forestry experiment sta- 
tion here. 

Oak and hickory are used because 
the sugars in hardwood are not fer- 
mentable. 

Scientists have known for about 
100 years how to convert cellulose 
into sugar, Lockhard said. Wood is 
60 to 75 per cent cellulose. 

But it wasn’t until recently that 
a practical, economical method was 
hit upon. 

Finely divided wood, either saw- 
dust, shavings or chips is put into 
a huge tank, called a ‘“‘digester.” 
Hot sulphuric acid is allowed to 
flow over these wood particles. 

In three hours, all the cellulose 
in the wood has been converted into 
sugars and a weak sugar solution— 
about 5 per cent—is drained from 
the vat. The acid is neutralized with 
lime. 

This solution then is distilled into 
molasses, about 50 or 60 per cent 
sugar. 

Only one step more remains. The 
forestry service chemists must de- 
termine the exact nutritive value of 
the wood molasses as compared 
with ordinary blackstrap. 


“Drunken Drivers” Shock 


Police in Atlanta, Ga. 

ATLANTA.—Police, summoned 
by worried passersby who re- 
ported numerous ‘‘drunken’’ 
drivers along two blocks of 
Piemont avenue, were baffled for 
a moment themselves. 

Investigating the reports, they 
found that novice operators of the 
city’s traffic marking machine 
had let slip too often and painted 
a badly zig-zagging line down the 
middle of the street. 

The motorists were following it 
too faithfully. 


Pilots Test Hoppicopter 


Outdoors in First Trial 


SEATTLE. — The hoppicopter, 
which is the nearest yet to equipping 
man with wings, has passed its 
first, free-flight, outdoor test with 
a@ man passenger aboard. 

Test Pilots Maurice L. Ramme 
and Kermit D. Jones took the 
featherweight, 175-pound craft aloft 
for several trials. Three of the ma- 
chines have been undergoing tests 
and development work on the plane 
has been under way for nearly three 
years, 

The pilot sits in the open air in a 
hoppicopter appearing to have the 
mechanism strapped to his back in 
the futuristic, cartoon motif. The 
35-horsepower engine is at his back, 
the twin rotors whirl above his head 
and the tripod landing gear is be- 
neath his feet. 

The test flights were at low alti- 
tidue and fer short distances,

Gives Way Over Old Well 


RIVERSIDE, N. J.—Dorothy Ken- 
ney, 11, was romping playfully on a 
lawn adjoining her home when the 
ground gave way beneath her and 
she sank to her death in an old well, 

Officers said the ground caved in 
without warning and Dorothy found 
herself stuck in a substance re- 
sembling quicksand 

She struggled and screamed for. 
help but disappeared quickly before 
the eyes of her brother, Joseph, 8, 
and another playmate. Dirt, ice and 
slush piled on top of the child. 

Her body was dug from the well 
two hours later. Officers said the 
well was 20 feet deep and covered 
over.

Flier Tells Tale 
Of Sea Flight 
Fatal to Pilot 


Rescued After Wine Days 
on Rubber Raft 


BROWNSVILLE, TEX. — Esteban 
De Leon, 26-year-old Mexican flier, 
suffering from nine days at sea on 
a rubber raft, told how his com- 
panion, a pilot, was lost after their 
plane crashed in the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

The flier related his story as the 
Panamanian banana freighter Roa- 
tan, which rescued him, steamed 
up the Brownsville ship channel, 

De Leon said Neil Womack, 37, 
Brownsville pilot, was lost from the 
bobbing, wave-tossed raft sometime 
during the second night after the 
crash. 

The twin-engined DC3 the men 
were flying crashed within five min- 
utes of its destination, Ciudad del 
Carmen, Campeche, Mexico, It had 
taken off from Brownsville. 

The two managed to get onto the 
rubber raft the plane carried. 

De Leon said Womack became 
delirious and was obsessed with the 
idea his wife was waiting for him 
and all he had to do was step from 
the raft to greet her. 

Shouts Name 

“Sometime in the night I was 
awakened when he shouted my 
name,” he said. ‘‘But by the time I 
became fully awake Neil was gone 
from the raft. ‘ 

“IT shouted his name until I was 
exhausted, but neither saw nor 
heard him again.” 

The Roatan docked in Brownsville 
harbor and an ambulance took De 
Leon to Mercy hospital here. 

Capt, E. A. Gough, master of the 
Roatan, said the chief engineer, 
Maurice Brannon, and Harry Carter, 
a seaman, sighted De Leon's raft 
47 miles north of Frontera, the 
Roatan’s last port of call in Mex- 
ico. 

De Leon said he had no water 
during the nine days on the raft, 
and for food only a bird and two 
fish he managed to catch. 

He prayed to Neuestra Senora del 
Rosario to either help or destroy 
him. He said his prayers were re- 
warded when he sighted the rescue 
craft. 3 

The engines operated perfectl 
until they had almost reached their 
destination, De Leon said. 

Engine Catches Fire 

“Then suddenly the left engine 
began to miss, and immediately 
caught fire. 

“We feathered the propeller at 
2,000 feet and I started to go back 
and throw out some-vof the cargo 
losing altitude 
rapidly. 

“The right engine quit running 
and we started down real fast. We 
leveled out and stalled about 200 
feet above the sea. 

“The plane fell in from that alti- 
tude. 

“I received a few bruises, 
Neil was unhurt.” 

De Leon said he believed the plane 
remained afloat less than a minute 
but that in that time the fliers got 
into rubber life preservers and 
launched the life raft. 

Once, before Womack’s disappear- 
ance, either a shark or a heavy sea 
overturned the rubber raft, De Leon 
said. 

“I managed to support Neil, right 
the raft and drag both of us back 
out of the sea.” 

He said that when he sighted the 
Roatan he was so weak that he 
could hardly raise his head to look 
from the raft. The sound of the ship’s 
engines had attracted his attention. 


Convict Returns 
To Prison After 18 Years 


CANON CITY, COLO,—An elderly, 
well dressed man entered the office 
of Warden Roy Best at the Colorado 
penitentiary and surrendered him- 
self after an absence of 18 years. 

Identifying himself as C. E,. 
O’Dunne, 58, he told Best: 

"I escaped from here in 1929. I 

want to turn myself in and clear 
my conscience. I’ve had a clean 
record since I got away but I've 
been all over the country and I’ve 
always been afraid I'd be picked 
up.”’ 
. The warden checked the records 
and found that O’Dunne had walked 
away from a prison farm November 
23, 1929. He was received August 
20, 1929, from Denver to serve a one 
and a half to three years forgery 
sentence. 

Best said O’Dunne would not be 
given additional punishment for the 
escape.

Battle of Coral Sea Termed 
First Big Defeat for Japan 

In the battle of that island-studd.d 
ocean known as the Coral sea, which 
ig near the Solomon islands and 
about 1,000 miles northeast of Aus- 
tralia, America’s first real victory 
of the war with Japan was scored. 
The action occurred on May 4, 1942, 
and called for deeds of valor as 
thrilling as any in all American 
history. 

The Coral sea battle was the first 
great naval defeat ever dealt the 
imperial Japanese fleets. And yet 
this battle was fought entirely in 
the air, by the planes of opposing 
aircraft carriers. 

The ships engaged in this battle 
never got sight of each other, They 
slugged it out without firing a single 
gun at another ship—the first en- 
gagement of its kind in history. In 
this first great victory for the U. S. 
in this global war the Japs lost more 
than 15 ships sunk and at least 20 
others severely damaged. The action 
perhaps saved Australia from inva- 
sion. 

However, America paid a high 
price for her victory in the sultry 
Coral sea. In this engagement the 
aircraft carrier, Lexington, famed 
ship that laid the foundation of our 
modern navy’s aircraft carrier op- 
erations, went to the bottom, This 
happened on May 7. 


Postwar Synthetic Rubber 
Retains Air Longer Period 

Natural rubber has been regarded 
by most motorists as being far 
superior to synthetic rubber. How- 
ever, the synthetic product which 
now is being produced offers cer- 
tain marked advantages over its 
predecessor. 

Butyl rubber holds air far better 
than anything else. Three or four 
inflations a year are sufficient to 
maintain the even pressure 50 
necessary to get out of tires the 
traximum of life and service. 

During the war, butyl was with- 
held from civilians. Now, inner 
tubes are made of butyl synthetic 
rubber. Butyl rubber is made at 
temperatures far below zero and 
boils at sub-zero cold. 

Postwar improvement in syn- 
thetic rubber also extends to color. 
Up to this time, inner tubes came 
in a dull gray, black, or a hot 
water-bottle red. No other colors 
were available. 

There was a reason for this. Color 
in rubber goes back many years to 
a discovery that antimony sulfide 
was superior for making good rub- 
ber. It happened that antimony 
sulfide gave rubber a rich, red hue, 

Until recently, synthetic rubber 
failed to take any color well. The 
reason was that the chemicals 
needed to keep oxygen from de- 
teriorating the synthetic were so 
powerful they discolored anything 
except black. 

Then preservatives, called age re- 
sistors, were developed that did not 
discolor rubber, but they smelled. 
Usually the odor was carbolic or 
medicinal. Lately a resistor was 
found that does not smell. Now 
synthetic rubber can be given any 
— desired, and the color will 
ast. 


Indian Skull Deformation 


A strange skull deformation prac- | 


ticed by Indians of Mexico and parts 
of the southwestern United States 
a few centuries before arrival of 
the first white men Is being studied 
at Smithsonian institution. It con- 
sisted of a marked flattening of the 
top of the back of the head, pre- 
sumably by deliberate pressure ap- 
plied to the heads of infants. In 
extreme cases it produced what 
might be described as “‘three- 
horned men” with pressure-pro- 
duced protuberances on two sides 
ard the front of the skull. This was 
the situation in the first case ever 
reported, that of a skull found by 
a French anthropologist about 100 
years ago on the Island of Sacri- 
fices just outside Vera Cruz. No 
other specimens have quite reached 
the three-horned stage, but some of 
the Individuals must have presented 
a weird appearance. In some cases 
the front of the skull also was 
flattened, producing a high, peaked 
head.

Patrick Henry's Old Home 
To Become National Shrine 

For a long time the home where 
Patrick Henry lived and is buried 
was forgotten. Now it has become 
an American shrine. 

The Henry home—Red Hill, in 
Charlotte county, Virginia—which 
was burned in 1919, is to be re- 
stored as it was in Patrick Henry's 
time, and furnished with the fur- 
niture and decorations that Patrick 
Henry had. 

This great patriot won his first 
fome by demanding for colonial Vir- 
ginians the rights of Englishmen. 
He won his greatect fame by de- 
manding for all Americans complete 
freedom forever from England, 

Although a slave-holder, Patrick 
Henry considered slave-holding an 
economic curse es well as a social 
evil. He was a lawyer by profes- 
sion, and also a very successful 
politician. 

By 1775 war was imminent. On 
March 23 Patrick Henry offered a 
resolution to organize the Virginia 
militia and put the colony in a 
state of defense. In supporting it 
he made his most famous speech, 
which closes with the declamation: 
“Give me liberty or give me 
death!”

government to a few at the ex- 
pense of many, was for many years 
anathema in the halls of congress, 
Unfortunately those years are over. 
Since the days of the war congress 
continues to vote bil- 
lions in subsidies for 
which the taxpayers 
must dig into their 
jeans at an average 
expense to each fam- 
ily of more than $100 
a year. Possibly there 
was an excuse for the 
aa payment of subsidies 
during the war, but fighting stopped 
two years ago, and subsidies are still 
with us to the extent of billions of 
dollars each year, Congress no long- 
er fears the word. In fact both par- 
ties, as represented in congress, are 
afraid to stop the payments because 
of the possible effect on the votes of 
the interested minorities. 

When, in the early years of this 
century, the ocean shipping interests 
suggested the payment of govern- 
ment subsidy as a means of keep- 
ing the American flag on the seas 
over recognized trade routes, con- 
gress, especially the senators and 
representatives from Mississippi 
valley agricultural states, would 
have none of it. Eventually the post 
office department solved the problem 
by heavy payments for carrying the 
mails over essential ocean routes, 
Ship owners got the money but it 
was not called a subsidy. 

When congress enacted the La- 
Follette seaman’s law it represent- 
ed a benefit to the seamen at the 
expense of the ship owners, The 
shipping lines could not pay the 
prescribed wages and charge 
freight and passenger rates that 
would compete with those of for- 
eign countries. But congress would 
not consider a subsidy. It did pass 
a “wage equalization” law under 
which the government paid to the

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RUSSIA BREAKS PROMISES 


WHEN the war was on and the 
Bear was sick, the Bear a 
saint would be. Now that war is 


over and the Bear is 
recovering, the devil 
a saint is he. 

At least an implied 
promise on the part 
of the Big Four be- 
fore the German 
armies surrendered 
and were still fight- 
ing on Russian soil, 
was that all prewar national boun- 
daries would be retained, except 
those of Germany and Italy. Fin- 
land, Czechoslovakia and three Bal- 
tic states, and the Balkan nations 
were to remain free and indepen- 
dent. That promise proved mean- 
ingless. Russia did not keep that 
promise. 

The Baltic states, a considerable 
portion of Finland, Bessarabia and 
some Japanese island territory 
have all been re-incorporated into 
the Russian domain without so 
much as a protest from the other 
three nations of the Big Four, in- 
cluding the United States. They had 
been under Russian domination be- 
fore World War I, and Russia took 
back her own without so much as 
a “‘by your leave.”’ 

During those fighting days the 
Russian Comintern ostensibly dis- 
solved with a blaze of trumpets, 
and with a promisc that Russia 
never again would attempt to 
communize other nations. Those 
“other nations’’ included the 
United States. All accepted that 
promise at face value. That 
promise was meaningless. When 
| the fighting was over the Comin- 
tern again was out in the open 
and exerting greater efforts than 
ever at sabotaging practically the 
entire world. 


When Germany surrendered, Rus- 
sia made promises of cooperation in 
| the administration of the conquered 
|nations, With the fighting over she 
insisted upon conditions that should 
have indicated her intention to vio- 
late those promises. 

Russia played no decisive part in 
the war with Japan but we permit- 
ted her to occupy northern Korea 
on her promise to vacate when the 
Korean people were in a position to 
take over their own government. 
Now she refuses to make good on 
that promise. 

Russia has taken, and will continue 
to take, what she wants so long as 
there is nothing more serious than 
meaningless protests as retaliation 
on our part. The only thing that 
Russia may fear is armed might. She 
is afraid of America's atomic bombs 
if we have the air power to drop 
them in the right places. Give us a 
superior air force that can drop a 
bomb on the Kremlin, and Russia 
| will quit false promises. She is not 
fearful of any land forces we could 
send against her nor of any attack 
by our navy, but she is fearful of 
our atomic bombs if she knows we 
ean deliver them.

“M” FOR MOBILIZATION 


Following close of World War I 
there was prepared by congress 
what was then known as the “M” 
bill. Congress was to pass that bill 
should war again threaten us. The 
bill provided for drafting of every 
American resource, manpower, in- 
dustry, wealth. It would have fixed 
wage scales and working hours and 
conditions for both management and 
labor; would have fixed prices for 
all commodities for both war and 
civilian use; would have assigned to 
the armed forces those men physi- 
cally able to the extent they were 
needed. The bill never was passed 
when World War IT hit us. 

The politicians were fearful of 
its effect on the ballot box results. 
What is needed today is not an 
“M"’ bill but an “‘M” law to be- 
come effective when congress de- 
clares that a war emergency ex- 
ists. It would preclude the possi- 

bility of extravagant wastes. It 
would be the fairest and most ef- 
fective war emergency measure 
congress could enact. 
.

Fabrics of Sand Utilized 
To Insulate Plane Exhaust 


Fabrics and blankets made of 
fibers spun from sand have pro- 
vided industry with a new insulat- 
ing material. The new substance is 
essentially pure silica, the chief 
component of sand, and has been 
developed as a means of keeping 
the tails of jet-planes cool. 

Temperatures sometimes reacb 
2000 ‘*grees Fahrenheit in a jet- 
plane exhaust and it was necessary 
to invent this entirely new insula- 
tion to protect the plane structure 
and personnel. 

During the war a need was cre- 
ated for an insulating material that 
could be used for protecting jet 
aircraft and their personnel against 
the high ternperatures of the engine 


| tailpipes which sometimes reached 


2000 degrees Fahrenheit. The insula- 
tion required had to be efficient. 


| light in weight and available in a 


form that could be easily applied to 


and removed from the equipment. | 


Existing types of high temperature 
materials were either much too 
heavy or were in forms unsuitable 
for applying to the hot pipes. 

Silica, the main constituent of 
common sand, while capable of 
withstanding the high temperatures, 
was not available in any form that 
could be used as a practical insula- 
tion. A research program was be- 
gun to develop silica into a form 
that could be used as insulation 
material and from this was evolved 
silica in fibrous form. These fibers 
were made into light weight batts 
and textiles, which in turn could be 
fabricated into pads or blankc‘s 
that could be wrapped around the 
hot pipes and fastened into place 
very easily. These pads met all 
necessary requirements.

EN YOU HEAR someone cry- 

ing or complaining about his 
bad luck or the tough breaks that 
have followed him, you don’t have 
to pay the slightest attention to the 
sombre squawk. All you have to 
do is think about Al Snyder. 

His dream, that of every jockey, 
was to ride a Kentucky Derby win- 
ner. Beyond that, to be the win- 
ning rider of the Triple Crown. 

Snyder, after 10 tough riding 
years, was set to make his triple 
move in the Derby, the Preakness 
and the Belmont on a three-year-old 
known as Citation, rated today as 
the surest Triple Crown winner in 
racing history. 

Unfortunately, Snyder went fish- 
ing in a small boat with two friends. 
They were in the famous Florida 
Keys. A gale came along without 
warning, and someone else will ride 
Citation in the three rich races, A 
whirl of wind at twilight—and the 
small boat had vanished. 

As the late Mr, Henley so well 
wet “Into the night go one and 
all.’’ 

Snyder would have drawn 10 per 
cent in each of these $100,000 tests. 
As far as one can peer into the fogs 
and mists of the future, here was 
$30,000—plus other big races to come 
as well as the fame of riding a 
standout champion. 

Citation is still here and ready. 
So are Ben and Jimmy Jones. But 
just what happened to Snyder is 
anybody’s guess. 

Sport is always packed full of 
soul-searing breaks—of sudden 
turns that mean the difference be- 
tween victory and defeat. But 
this is a different case. This sud- 
den squall meant the difference 
between life with fame and gold 
and the sudden blotting out of a 
carecr that was just beginning to 
unfoid. 

On the verge of moving into the 
greatest fame a jockey could know, 
Snyder suddenly came to the end 
of the road in the roaring, boiling 
water of the Keys. Fate never 
bothers where the aces or the deuces 
fall.

Horton Smith won six around 1928, 
Jimmy Demaret won six or seven 
a few years back. MacDonald 
Smith won eight big ones In a 
year. Bobby Jones mopped up in 
1930. Jones and Hagen won 24 
national and international cham- 
plonships between them. 

Now you can't find a golfer who 
can win a8 many as two. Ben 
Hogan never has won an Open, 
Jimmy Demaret never has won an 
Open or a P.G.A. Sammy Snead 
never has won a U. S. Open, al- 


though the brilliant but erratic 
Snead has won the P.G.A. and the 
British Open. 


Hogan, Nelson, Snead and Dema- 
ret are too good to stand on their 
records in the U. S. Open, the Brit- 
ish Open and the P.G.A., the three 
top titles of golf. 

Where is another Bobby Jones? 
Another Walter Hagen, another 
Gene Sarazen? I might add an- 
other Tommy Armour and another 
Jim Barnes, who won these three 
major events. 

The modern charge is made that 
Jones, Hagen and Sarazen played 
in only few tournaments—that all 

three would have been nervous 
wrecks if they had followed the 
rough trail that Hogan, Demaret, 
Snead and the others have taken. 
This can be true, 

I am not going to deny it for I 
can't prove these charges are wrong. 
All I know is there are too many 
tournaments today for the good of 
the player. Especially the better 
player. 

Big money golf is much rougher 
on the nerves than world series 
baseball or any form of football. 

The mental side is far more im- 
portant in golf than it is in baseball, 

football or boxing.

Pork Estimated to Have 
Domesticated 2900 B.C. 


NEW YORK. — According to the 
American Meat institute, the per 
capita consumption of pork in the 
U. S, last year was 170.9 pounds, 
compared with 68.6 pounds of beef. 

Nutritional experts say the two 
animals are about equal in food 
value except that pork, if properly 
cooked, has about 10 times as much 
thiamin, or vitamin Bl, 

One pound of bacon contains 3,000 
calories. Pigs’ stomachs are a great 
source of pepsin and their glands 
are used for making pharmaceutical 
preparations. 

Swine were used as scavengers 
before people learned that their 
flesh was edible. A Chinese scholar 
estimates that his people first do- 
mesticated them about 2,900 years 
before Christ. 


The ancient Greeks and Romans 
were pork eaters. Homer, in the 
“Odyssey,” tells how Odysseus 
(Ulysses), returning from his trav- 
els, first sowght the dwelling of his 
faithful servant Eumaeus, ‘‘the di- 
vine swineherd."" 

A much later but no less cele- 
brated swineherd was the American 
philosopher Emerson, elevated to 
the office of “‘public pig man" by 
his neighbors of Concord, Mass. 

Leonardo da Vinci, inventor and 
scientist as well as one of the great 
Rennaissance painters, invented the 
spit upon which pigs are barbecued. 

And it is reported that comple- 
tion of his masterpiece *‘The Last 
Supper” was delayed while he im- 
proved the blades of a machine he 
had invented for the making of 
sausage. 

In such esteem was the curing of 
pork held in Spain that Cervantes, 
writing of Don Quixote’s lady love, 
rapturously described her as ‘‘the 
best hand at salting pork of any 
woman in all La Mancha,”

Convicts Use Benzedrine 
Inhalers to Get Thrill 


WASHINGTON. — Government 
spokesmen warned convicts who 
eat the contents of benzedrine in- 
halers to get a “‘kick”’ that they are 
placing their lives in jeopardy. 

A benzedrine inhaler is a small 
tube-like affair, designed to be in- 
serted in the nostrils so sufferers 
from certain colds and hay fever 
can breathe the drug vapor. 

Benzedrine in certain concentra- 
tion has a stimulating effect on the 
central nervous system, but it 
should be taken internally only on a 
doctor’s orders, Dr. Robert T. Stor- 
mont, federal drug administration 
medical director, said. 

Stormont said a prescription is re- 
quired to buy benzedrine in tablet 
form. 

“A person who breaks open an in- 
haler tube and chews the contents 
gets a possible dosage of 250 milli- 
grams which is potentially danger- 
ous and may even cause death,” he 
sald. 

The drug. Stormont said, will 
mask the symptoms of fatigue, 
making a person feel pepped up 
whken he needs sleep, although this 
could not go on indefinitely. 

“There have been a number of 
reports of people, mainly convicts 
swallowing the contents of inhalers 
to get a ‘jag’ and of young people 
using them to ‘spike’ drinks."

The Return From Exile 


Lesson for April 18, 1948 


OWPER’S lines come to mind 
as we study the dramatic re- 
turn of the Jews from their exile 
in Babylon to Jerusalem in the first 
year of the reign of Cyrus, king of 
Persia, 536 B. C.: 
“God moves in a mysterious way 
His wonders to perform; 

He plants his footsteps in the sea 
And rides upon the storm.” 
And yet it is not 
altogether strange, 
for if you will turn 
to Jeremiah 29:4-14, 
you will find a 
prophecy given 50 
years before the 
event that this very 
thing would occur, 
There were two 
other deportations 
of the Jews from 
Babylon, prior to 
the incident in our 
lesson — the return 
led by Daniel, 606 B. C., and the 

one led by Ezekiel, 597 B. C, 
. . . 

PROCLAMATION OF CYRUS 

HE proclamation of Cyrus, Ezra 

1:1-5, records the happy word to 
the Jews that they would not only 
return, but that the temple would 
be rebuilt. Cyrus called upon all 
the people who would to make offer- 
ings by which the temple might be 
restored, Cyrus was acting under 
divine impulse in this gracious and 
generous prociamation. 

“The Lord God of heaven hath 
given me all the kingdoms of the 
earth; and he hath charged me to 
build him an house at Jerusalem, 
which is in Judah,” said Cyrus, 
Ezra 1:2. 

Fifty thousand Jews, their hearts 
rejoicing at the thought of rs, et |

ing to the land of their fathers, set 
out on the trek of 600 miles, laden 
with gifts from the Persians for the 
restoration of the temple in Jeru- 
salem. They could now sing the 
song of the Lord, and no longer did 
their harps hang silently on the 
willow trees.

THE DECREE OF ARTAXERXES 
HE fourth chapter of Ezra 
brings us to the halting of the 
work on the temple, after they had 
raised the magnificent sum of ap- 
proximately $400,000, and had laid 
the foundation for the temple, with 

imposing ceremonies, 

This delay was occasioned by the 
jealousy of the Samaritans, who 
went to Artaxerxes, through em- 
ployed counsel, and convinced him 
that it would be dangerous to allow 
these Jews to rebuild Jerusalem. 
At first, the Samaritans proposed 
that the Jews let them use the 
temple in joint worship, but the 
Jews feared the Samaritans and 
refused their offer. It was then that 
the Samaritans effected the delay 
in the building of the temple by the 
space of 14 years. Meanwhile, the 
Jews went forward with the build- 
ing of their homes and reestablish- 
ing themselves and their civiliza- 
tion in Jerusalem. 

. . . 

STICKING TO ONE'S PURPOSE 
WE. come now to the part Hag- 

gai played in summoning the 
Jews to their duty and obligation 
to God to restore the temple. It 
was in the second year of the reign 
of Darius that Haggai received the 
word of the Lord. “Is it time for 
you, O ye, to dwell in your celled 
houses, and this house lie waste? 
Now therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, Consider your ways.’ 

It was enough. The people rallied 
to the call of Haggai, and the 
temple was completed. Men can al- 
ways do what they ought to do, if 
they will to do it. 

> . . 
GOD'S PURPOSE FULFILLED 
4 hp message of Haggal was 
heeded. The temple was com- 
pleted, Ezra 6:13-18, and God's pur- 
pose was fulfilled, Read Psalm 126. 

This brings us to the golden text: 
“No man, having put his hand to the 
plow, and looking back, is fit for 
the Kingdom of God,’ Luke 9:62. 
When once the returned exiles felt 
the iron of God's purpose surging 
through their veins, they quitted 
themselves like men, and God's 
power was everywhere manifest. So 
may it ever be with us!

He) 
planted ten acres of a mixture of | 
pasture. This pasture is now ready 
for controlled grazing — being care-

Mr. Stansell has one acre of kudzu 
for temporary grazing and will plant 
four acres of sericea this spring. 

A sericea meadow was staked out! 
on the farm of H. W. Jenkins, Vin- 
cent, last week. Mr. Jenkins plans | 
to terrace the land this fall and 
empty the terrace into the meadow. 
He says, “I want to terrace my land 
and run my rows on the contour and

He will turn the 
vetch under and plant six acres to 
corn and three acres to cotton, Vetch 
supplies nitrogen and adds organic 
matter to the land. 

Charlie Barnes has been grazing 
sericea and making hay at the same 
time. He thinks it is really a wonder 
crop; wonderful for grazing, for 
hay and for improving the land.

Stupendous Pains 
Give Hollywood 
Colossal Headache 


Scren Actors’ Guild Estimates 
That Half of 8,000 Members 
Are Unemployed 


HOLLYWOOD, CALIF.—Beset by 
dwindling foreign markets, declin- 
ing receipts at home box offices and 
uncertainty as to how the supreme 
court will rule in a federal action 
to compel the studios to dispose of 
their theater outlets, Hollywood to- 
day has something to cry about. 

The disclosures of Communist ac- 
tivity in Hollywood and the progress 
made by television are contribut- 
ing to the state of jitters prevalent 
throughout the movie industry— 
from top producers down to janitors. 

During the prosperous war years 
major studios were averaging 50 
productions annually. The average 
now is between 25 and 30 and many 
old films are being reissued to pad 
exhibition schedules. 

Employment Way Down 

More actors and actresses pro- 
portionately are out of work at pres- 
ent than ever before. The Screen 
Actors’ guild estimates that half 
of its 8,000 members are without 
employment, the chief sufferers be- 
ing free lance and bit players. Some 
of the biggest stars who demanded 
$150,000 or $200,000 for one film— 
and only worked in a few each year 
because of heavy income taxes—are 
now reported lowering their asking 
prices considerably, 

Employment of technicians, part 

| and full time, is off 30 per cent from 

a peak of 18,000. 

Studio ledgers were deep in black 
| figures for 1947, the 125 million dol- 
llar net profit being one of the big- 
gest ever recorded in one year. And 
‘favorable dividends on film shares 
‘thus far in 1948 are a reflection of 

1947's earnings. But these current 
| dividends are illusory as far as the 
current state of the industry is con- 
|cerned, and a sharp drop in 1948 
| profit figures seems inevitable. The 
| effect of the loss of the British and 
other European markets will not be 
| shown until this year’s bookkeeping 
is completed. 

Europe Shows Hostility 

The major studios have usually 
| counted on breaking even by their 
film showings in the United States 
and reaping most of their profits 
from exhibitions abroad. 

But when the British insisted on 
a 75 per cent tax on profits of Amer- 
ican movies shown in England—a 
virtually confiscatory levy—Holly- 
| wood decided to ship no more films 
|} to that country. Continental coun- 
tries, such as France and Belgium, 
have also shown hostility toward 
American pictures, amounting in 
some instances to boycotts. And 
| most of the market in Russia’s vas- 

sal states has been lost, those 
| Soviet satellites specifically banning 
films featuring certain stars because 
those stars are unfriendly toward 
the Communist party line. 

| The movie theater box office take 
is off between 15 and 25 per cent in 
this country as compared to a year 
ago. 


| Engineers “Shoot” Chickens 
| At Airplane Windshields 


WASHINGTON, — Jet-propelled 
chickens are being used by the Civil 
Aeronautics administration in ex- 
periments to develop airplanes 

which can collide with a bird with- 
out suffering serious damage, CAA 
officials revealed. 

CAA engineers have developad an 
air gun which “‘shoots’’ chickens at 
aircraft windshields, landing lights, 
and other vital exposed parts. 

The tests seek to develop wind- 
shields and landing light lenses 
which will not break when a duck 
or a gull strikes a plane in flight. 

The CAA has completed a survey 
which shows that the scheduled air- 
liners on a year-around average 
can be expected to collide in flight 
with about eight birds a week. 

However, several unexplained 
fatal crashes involving commercial 
aircraft have occurred in which this 
cause was suspected. Numerous 
records of fatalities and aircraft 
crashes exist in military aircraft op- 
erations. 

The tests with the jet-propelled 
chickens are being financed by the 
aircraft manufacturers, according to 
the CAA. The chickens are “electro- 
cuted,” put in a flimsy bag, loaded 
in the air gun, and “‘fired’’ at the 
airplane at flying velocities.

African Hunter 
Tells Tribulations 
In Hunting Baboons 


Youthful Zoologist Will Collect A 
Series of Skeletons of Small 
Animals 


TAUNGS, SOUTH AFRICA,—A 
leader of the University of Cali- 
fornia expedition seeking a series 
of baboon skulls here told of the 
many tribulations encountered in 
hunting the wary animals, 

Thomas W. Larson, who heads the 
zoological program, said; * 

“The baboons are extremely wild 
and I usually have to shoot them 
from 500 to 1,000 yards, which is 
quite difficult, since they jump 
around like jacks-in-the-box." 

The youthful zoologist’s objectives 
are to collect a series of skeletons 
of small animals for use by the 
paleontologists and a mounted series 
for the university's museum of ver- 
tebrate zoology. 

Larson now has specimens of 52 
species of mammals and scores of 
reptiles of various types, in addition 
to an assortment of frogs, poisonous 
snakes and other forms, which he 
has preserved in alcohol. One of 
his assignments was to prepare and 
ship the skeleton of an elephant. 

Larson reported that he had col- 
lected skulls of two rare aard 
wolves, insect-eating hyenas whose 
teeth have been reduced to tiny 
nubs, near Omataka Flat. He was 
planning a week's trip with a pro- 
fessional hunter in search of equally 
rare aard varks. 

The aard vark is a mammal with 
a pig-like snout, erect ears and 
strong claws, which it uses to dig 
into termite hills for food. It leaves 
its burrow only at night and is sel- 
dom seen, The aard vark uses its 
long, sticky tongue to trap the ter- 
mites, its teeth, through years of 
disuse, having been reduced to pegs. 

Larson will also seek to add ratels, 
meerkats and long-eared foxes to 
his collection.

DEERFIELD, WIS.—The com- 
plexities and problems of publish- 
ing a newspaper are many but 
Harlan Everson, editor of the 
Deerfield Independent, reached

After making up the front page 
with much care, we had difficul- 
ty with the press and this page 
was completely SMASHED.

Side-Winder Phones On Farms 
Bow to Modern Instruments 


NEW YORK. —America's rural 
residents are putting in telephones 
at a record rate. If the trend con- 
tinues, farm homes with telephones 
soon will outnumber those without. 

In 1940, one rural home in four 
had a telephone. By 1945 nearly 
one in three had a telephone despite 
wartime curtailment of expansion. 
Now it's estimated the ratio has 
risen to better than four in 10—or 
42 per cent, to be exact. 

Along with the increase in num- 
bers of rural telephones, farm cus- 
tomers have been asking—and get- 
ting—improved types of service. 

The old wall telephone with a 
crank on the side is fast giving way 
to newer equipment with which the 
customer picks up the receiver and 
either asks the operator for a num- 
ber, or dials it himself. 

Most of the new farm customers 
are being served via the conven- 
tional telephone wires strung on 
poles. But there are some tricky 
installations, like using radio to 
serve eight widely separated ranch 
families at Cheyenne Wells, Colo. 
Four of the ranches are connected 
to the central office by short wave 
radio. Four others are connected 
by wire with one of the ranches hav- 
ing radio telephone equipment. 


Navy Strives to Develop 
Atomic Engine For Sub 


WASHINGTON.—An atomic en- 
gine which would propel a sub- 
marine under water at 30 knots for 
a year without refueling is the goal 
of the navy'’s nuclear power engi- 
neers. 

Navy officials said the develop- 
ment of an efficient atomic energy 
engine for a ship may require a 
minimum of 5 years and probably 
10 or 15 years of intensive work. 

The engine is still on the drawing 
boards, and it may be several years 
before an experimental model will 
be attempted, they said. 

“In theory, atomic power can 
drive a submarine at 30 knots sub- 
merged for a year without refuel- 
ing,” said Adm. William H. P, 
Blandy, Atlantic fleet commander, 

| “With atomic drive, oxygen would 
be needed only for the crew, and a 
supply ample for weeks of cruising 
down below could be carried,”

‘FEATHER BEDDERS’ 


IX the Taft-Hartley labor law an 

effort was made to outlaw “‘fea- 
ther bedding” as a labor practice 
in private industry. The people 
generally approved of that provi- 
sion, The civil service commission 
encourages “‘feather bedding”’ in the 
federal government service. 

In private business the superin- 
tendent or foreman who can get a 
job done with a minimum number 
of employees is considered highly 
efficient and is paid 
for that kind of effi- 
ciency. That is not 
true in the federal 
government. There, 
the boss, whether he 
be a bureau chief 
the head of a division 
in a bureau, or a 
small “straw"’ boss, 
is paid in accordance with the num- 
ber of people he employs. The 
more people on his payroll the 
more money for the boss. 

The boss of whatever grade, up 
to those being paid $9,975 a year— 
that is the top civil service family 
—can get an increase in wages by 
the simple expedient of putting 
more people on his payroll. He 
may not, probably does not, need 
more help to do the job, but he is 


| assured of a raise when he gives 


| secretary of labor. 


more of the faithful government 
jobs. He employs ‘feather bed- 
ders’”’ under rules of the civil service 
commision. 


That silly rule is responsible 
for the employment of many 
thousands of unneeded people; 
many thousands of additional bu- 
reaucrats who are but “feather 
bedders” serving no purpose other 
than that of making possible the 
drawing of a higher salary by 
their boss. 

Congress has taken no action on 
the “‘feather bedding” that is a di- 
rect cost to the American taxpayer. 
Congress has, at least, made an 
effort to stop Petrillo and his musi- 
cians’ union from forcing payment 
of wages to unneeded musicians; 
has attempted to save theater own- 
ers and other operators of amuse- 
ment places unnecessary expendi- 
tures, but congress has made no 
effort to curb “feather bedding’’ ac- 
tivities of the civil service commis- 
sion. The over-burdened taxpayer 
must dig into his pockets to pay the 
wages of many thousands of un- 
needed federal government em- 
ployees and the increase in salaries 
of many small bosses the additional 
employees make possible, under 
that silly civil service commission 
ruling. 

The American people are will- 
ing to pay directors of federal 
employees for any increase in effi- 
ciency. Employing more people 
than are needed to do a job is not 
what the American people would 
term efficiency. 

Incidentally, one of the three 
members of the civil service com- 
mission is Madame Perkins, former 
When she quit

Experiment With Hops 


Oregon's crop of hops was cut 
about one-third last year by mildew, 
In an effort to cut down this loss, 
40,000 English hop cuttings were 
planted in an experiment to elim- 
inate downy mildew from hop fields. 
Cuttings were taken from English 
hybrid hops. The hop is a climbing 
plant, cultivated for the sake of 
the catkins, which contain a bitter 
substance and are used for brewing 
in imparting an agreeable flavor 
to beer. Duration of the plant varies 
from 15 or 20 years to an indef-

Selection of Colors Plays 
Major Role in Renovation 


In renovating your rooms for the 
spring and summer, selection of 
colors will play an important role. 
It spells the difference between a 
dull, lifeless room and one that is 
cheerful and livable. 

There are three primary colors— 
red, yellow and blue. All others 
are formed by combining these 
three in varying degrees and by 
addition of black or white to darken 
or lighten the value. 

To make a small room appear 
larger, utilize the cool or receding 
colors, such as the light blues, grays, 
greens, ivories and off-whites. The 
warm or advancing colors, such as 
red, terra cotta, rose, brown and 
tan, have the opposite effect, ap- 
pearing to reduce the size of the 
room, 

Rooms which are too large can be 
brought together by using big, over- 
scale wallpaper patterns in warm 
colors.

Unusual Effects Possible 
With Use of Color 


Here’s a good idea for the living 
or dining room. If you have vene- 
tian blinds, dye the tapes and paint 
the venetian blind slats with one of 
the room colors. Dye the drapes a 
second color, and then use two 
sways at the top, one dyed to match 
the tapes, another to match the 
draperies. 

A dramatic effect can be achieved 
by what is known as tie-dyeing. To 
do this, run basting stitches across 
the width of the curtain, dividing 
into four sections, the largest at 
the bottom. Pull up the thread and 
wrap around the curtain and tle 
tightly. In a dye-bath made up of

The war has been over approximately two and one-half years, yet Congress 


only got around to reducing income taxes last week. We all know that during! time 
of war we must all pay high taxes, but during the past two years there has been a 
general feeling among the people that expenses of our government should be re- 
duced and taxes should be reduced, especially on the small wage earners, such as 
farmers, saw mill workers, store clerks and others who must earn their living the 
hard way. With the greatly increased cost of living, small wage earners cannot 
afford to pay high income taxes, yet for the past two and one-half years our Govern- 
ment has maintained high income taxes on the small wage earners, as well as 
everyone else, The fact is that the entire country needed tax reduction. The busi- 
ness people of the United States did not have much desire to create new jobs and 
increase production on account of high taxes. Many people who had money to in- 
vest in businesses would not invest it on account of high income taxes. Thus we 
found out in two and one-half years that high taxes were a hindrance rather than a 
help to our Government and its people With lower income tax rates on businesses 
and with income taxes completely eliminated from the small wage earners we can 
expect our country to make much better progress, Business will produce more and 
the Government will likely collect Just as much money in some other form of taxes.

BANG'S VACCINATION

The last Legislature passed a lew 
requiring all heifers from four to 
12 months of age to be vaccinated 
against Bang’s disease. This vaccina- 
tion is for the protection of the 
cattle owners as well as the protec- 
tion of the people who handle the 
cattle and drink the milk. As we 
know undulent fever is caused by 
cattle who have Bang’s. 

Dr. L. D. Myers, Calera, will soon 
start the Vaccination Program im 
the county. This vaccination is with- 
out cost to the farmers. The only 
expense is to have the heifers up in 
the barn when you are notified the 
veterinarian will be there.

This Man Favors 
A ‘Dickle’ Cup 
Of Good Coffee 


NEW YORK. — Edward Walsh 
Mehren is going to Washington with 
an idea he says will save the public 
5 billion dollars a year. 

The billions of dollars savings 
estimate comes from Mehren’s fig- 
ures showing Americans drank 25 
billion cups of nickel coffee in 1939. 
Today that coffee ranges up in price 
to a dime, Drinking nickel coffee 
would save 625 million dollars a 
year, he says. It is the same with 
other things 

He wants a dickle or maybe a 
jime. 

That is, he wants the United States 
to make coins worth 2% cents, 7% 
cents, and 12% cents. 

His friends suggested the coin 
halfway between a dime and a 
nickel be called a ‘‘dickle’’ or “jime” 
for jitney and dime. That would 
make the 2% cent piece a “pickle” 
for penny and nickel, or “jenny” 
for jitney and penny. The 12% 
cents coin of course would be a 
“bit,” two bits being a quarter, 

For nearly a year Mehren has 
been on his crusade for fractional 
coinage. Now the Beverly Hills, 
Calif., soft drink manufacturer is 
heading directly for President Tru- 
man. 

Mehren argues this way: 

America has only four coins 
worth a quarter or less. But Britain 
has six, and The Netherlands and 
Sweden each have seven coins worth 
@ quarter or less. 

With the addition of three new 
coins, the United States would have 
seven, too 

“They would be used for soft 
drinks, sales taxs, telephones, street 
car and bus tokens, magazines, 
newspapers and al] other commodi- 
ties and services that are too cheap 
at 5 cents and too expensive at 10 
cents,"" says Mehren. 

“Everybody is for it," he said. 
“I've got hundreds of letters from 
all over the country. This is a thing 
America needs. The people want it. 
And I'm going to get a plank in both 
the Democratic and Republican plat- 
forms at Philadelphia calling for 
this currency reform. 

“ It will take a lot of silver. West- 
ern Senators would not oppose that. 
But then I also propose to abolish 
the silver dollar and half dollar. 

“Nobody ever uses them any 
more.”

Doctors Discover Method 
To Keep Flowers Forever 


PATERSON, N. J.—Two brothers, 
Drs. Phillip and Sidney Joffe, an- 
nounced the discovery of a solution 
that will preserve freshly cut flow- 
ers forever. 

Their secret process fixes the cell 
structure of the flower and pre 
serves its color, form and texture. 
The flower loses its fragrance, how- 
ever. 

The brothers had worked on the 
solution in collaboration with an 
uncle, Philip Joffe, for the last 
eight years. 

The preparation will go on sale 
in a department store in New York 
at “a reasonable price,” they an- 
nounced. 

There are three steps in the 
preservation process, Joffee said, 
and they will be simple enough for 
any housewife to perform. 

First, the flower is dipped into a 
solution that dehydrates it, fixing 
its form and stopping bacterial de- 
cay. It is then dipped into another 
solution and dried. 

A third solution establishes a 
permanent acid-alkaline balance in 
the flower. 

When finished, the flower is in a 
fixed state of preservation that is 
impervious to heat, cold or time.

Medical Journal Asserts 
Doctors Dodge Late Calls 


CHICAGO.—"‘Many physicians do 
dodge the making of calls on 
patients in the late hours of the 
night or early morning.” 

The Journal of the American 
Medica) association made this ac- 
cusation in commenting on recent 
complaints of this nature from 
“many sections of the country.” 

Some cities, the Journal reported, 
have set up machinery for meeting 
the demands for emergency medi- 
cal service 24 hours a day, through 
a physicians’ telephone exchange. 

The exchange maintains a list of 
physicians willing to make calls at 
night or to respond to the calls of 
persons unknown to them. 

“Actually, comparatively few 
‘night calls’ are so urgent that harm 
would result from postponing re- 
sponses unti] morning,” the Journal 
said. ‘Nevertheless, the patient who 
su’‘ers pain or the mother who is 
frightened over a condition in her 
child that she does not understand 
is little interested in explanations 
as to the percentage of emergency 
calls that are not really emer- 
gencies.”’ 

The Journal quoted the principles 
of ethics which read: 

“A physician is free to choose 
whom he will serve. He should, 
however, always respond to any re- 
quest for his assistance in an emer- 
gency or whenever temperate pub- 
lic opinion expects his service.” 


Country Folks Live Longer 
Than City Residents 


NEW YORK.—If you live in the 
country, your chances are much bet- 
ter of living longer than a city 
dweller, according to statisticians of 
the Metropolitan Insurance corn- 
pany. City life, moreover, is rela- 
tively harder on men than on 
women, they say. 

“The death rate in cities and 
towns is higher than in rural areas 
by about one-fourth among white 
males and by only one-eighth among 
white females,” the statisticians 
say. “‘Almost every cause of death 
shows a higher mortality among 
city dwellers.”

If so, there’s a general store in 
New York city that will be glad to 
have you for a customer. 

The man to see about all this is 
Leo P. Flood, who operates one of 
the wierdest general stores in the 
world. He is in charge of the sal- 
vage division in the New York City 
department of purchases. 

Most everyone else in his depart- 
ment buys things. He sells them. 
It’s his job to dispose of municipal 


. . ' 
possessions—waste material, worn- ; 


out or surplus equipment—anything 
that'll still bring a buck. 

Flood’s been selling more than 
$500,000 worth of stuff a year. This 
year the figure may reach $900,000. 
His wares come from various places 
—police and fire departments, hos- 
pitals, prisons, schools and almost 
every phase of city government, 

He does not handle material col- 
lected directly from the citizenry 


. by the police and sanitation depart- 


ments—like guns or illegal drugs 
or the refuse put out in garbage 
cans every morning by private resi- 
dents. 

But he can and does find a market 
for refuse which comes from city 
institutions. 

Sells Ashes and Cinders 
Last year, for example, Flood re- 


ceived: $7,100 for about 5,000 truck- | 


loads of ashes and cinders from 


firms which use the stuff to make | 


building blocks; $5,000 for 3,500 tons 
of garbage and swill sold to pig 
farms; $12,000 for bones, entrails, 
fats, grease and scrap gristle left 
over from city-owned kitchens and 
bought by people who make fats for 
soap (one year this included the 
mortal remains of a lion and bear 
which died at a city zoo). 

Don't Grimace. All this saves the 
taxpayers money. 

Among the odd items that will 
go to the highest bidders this year 
are 500 grams of radioactive gold, 
165 grams of just plain gold, 250 
pigs from city-owned reform school 
farms, a $50,000 cannery, two iron 
lungs, two fire engines, one ferry 
boat, two wooden deck scows, sev- 
eral steam-rollers, 11 dozen pairs of 
reading glasses, maybe a plane now 
used by the police, and a wide as- 
sortment of stuff left over from the 
days of civilian defense. 

Gold Comes in Tubings 

The radioactive gold is in tubings 
which were used to encase radon, a 
radium gas used in the treatment 
of cancer. The other, unpolluted 
gold, which could be used for dental 
fillings, is in new tubings which were 
intended for but never used in the 
cancer treatment. 

The civilan defense equipment re- 
maining from those dark days when 
cities tried to prepare themselves 


for attack includes a wide assort- | 


ment: 

Ten thousand gas masks, 107 
pounds of ointment for burns, 900 
air raid warden arm bands, 1,750 
flashlight batteries, 1 blackboard, 2 
metal bombs and 34 wooden bombs 
once used for demonstration, 351 
blood bank bottles (you supply the 
blood), 3,000 stretchers, 13,000 metal 
helmets, 1,000 surgical dressings, 
140 pairs of asbestos gloves, and 
the keys to 879 street lamps.

Rawlinson reported the 200-pound 
father, formally charged with mur- 
der, calmly admitted having tied up 
his son in the bathroom and beaten 
him into unconsciousness. 

Rawlinson said the boy's wrists 
were tied together behind his back 
and the body suspended by a rope 
under the shoulders. 

“He wouldn't tell me the truth,”’ 
police quoted White as saying, about 
a dollar bill the boy had collected 
yesterday, “I beat him and he 
wouldn’t tell me.” 

Rawlinson said the father called 
the doctor when the boy failed to 
regain consciousness,

| fal THE 1936 presidential election 

campaign the Republicans organ- 
ized what the Democrats facetious- 
ly termed, “the Republican brain 
trust,”’ in retaliation for the fun 
poked at the New Deal brain trusters 
who backed the Roosevelt candidacy. 
That Republican brain trust consist- 
ed of a group of university profes- 
sors, each of whom was a specialist 
in some line. 

When in Washington I was asked 
to interview scme of the eminent 
economists to ascertain if they would 
talk the language of the man on the 
street. One of those to whom I was 
presented was an outstanding econ- 
omist on the faculty of an eastern 
university and an expert on the sub- 
ject of taxes. 

When I met him he began a long 
dissertation on the theory of taxa- 
tion. He talked to me as he prob- 
ably would have talked to his class 
in economics. When, after a few 
minutes I succeeded in breaking in, 
I said to him: 

“Doctor I am not interested in 
the theory of taxation, but I do 
want to know how much of the 
price you paid for the shirt you are 
wearing was represented by gov- 
ernment tax.” 

He chuckled a bit, and replied: 
“Yes, I can tell you that, and it is 
a prdttical question.” 

That little incident represents what 
the American people are asking for 
today. They want to know what 
taxes they are paying. They want 
their tax bills laid face up on the 
table. They are not satisfied with 
knowing only a part of the total bill, 
with other parts reaching into their 
pockets and extracting a dime for 
this and a quarter for that, each 
time the taxpayer turns around, 
They want all taxes out in the open, 
so they will know how much of each 
dollar they get is taken as taxes. 

The people no longer are fooled by 
hidden taxes as our tax-voting bodies 
wish to think they are, but the peo- 
ple are insisting on knowing the total 
cost of government to each individ- 
ual. 

If there is to be a tax on the 
shirt we wear let us know exactly 
the amount of that tax. We do not 
want a multiplicity of taxes, added 
one on top of another so we cannot 
know the total. We want all the 
bad news in one item. There 
should be no multiplicity of taxes; 
no tax on tax applied by each 
through whose hands the shirt 
passes—from the raw material of 
which the fabric is made, down to 
the retailer from whom we buy it. 
Somewhere along that line there 
can be one tax, and that one tax 
can be a known amount to the one 
who makes a purchase. Possibly 
the solution would be a manufac- 
turer's sales tax. 

When congress attempts a general 
overhauling of our entire tax struc- 
ture it should get away from s0- 

| called hidden taxes. 
If congress will work as hard at 
| the job of establishing such a tax 
| system as it has worked to cover 
\up taxes and fool the people who 
must pay them, the method can be 
' found. When it is found, the people 
will more easily determine how 
much government they want. As it 
is now, no individual can know how 
much he pays or who pays.

Masaryk, the Patriot 

Over the centuries, history has 
given us a list of great patriotic 
heroes, To that list I should like to 
see added the name of Thomas 
Masaryk, father and first president 
of that free Czechoslovakia which 
the Russian Bear so ruthlessly de- 
spoiled. During the days of World 
War I, I knew Thomas Masaryk. He 
spent considerable time in Chicago 
as the guest of a Czech-born, buf 
Americanized, banker, who was 
then treasurer of the Chicago Press 
club. That banker was a daily 
luncheon patron of the club's dining 
room, and Thomas Masaryk occa- 
sionally joined him there. As presi- 
dent of the club I, too, ate lunch 
there every day, and it was an ap- 
preciated privilege to sit at that 
same table. 

It was there I realized the intensity 
of the patriotism, that love of coun- 
try and its people, that burned within 
Thomas Masaryk. He deserves a 
place in the list of the world’s great 
patriots, To me the act of self-de- 
struction on the part of the son of 
such a father was one of patriotic 
fervor, that it might aid in keeping 
alive the spirit of freedom among the 
Czechoslovakian people, It was not 
the act of a frustrated coward. Those 
two graves, side by side, will be a 
shrine at which the lamp of freedom 
will be kept lighted.

Outbreak Of Chicken 
Pox Seen In County 


Dr. E. F. Sloan, County Health Officer 

| Columbiana, and some other parts 
of Shelby county, seems to be des- 
|tined to have quite an outbreak of 
| Chicken Pox, Already a number of 
cases have been reported and many 
children have been exposed. After no 
child is exposed to the disease it usu- 
ally takes from two to three wecks 
for it to develop. 

Chicken pox is considered to be 
one of the milder of the acute in- 
fectious diseases. Even so there is, 
in the average case, a period of two 
to four days of considerable discom- 
fort and some danger of a secondary 
infection developing in some of the 
vesicles on the skin or in the throat. 

The infectious agent causing the 
disease is present in the eruption on 
the skin and in the secretions from 
the nose, throat and upper respira- 
tory tract. 

he patient is infectious for about 
24 houts before the rash develops, 
) during this time he usually has some 
fever, hendache and general malaise, 
and he is considered to be infectious 
for six days after the skin rash has 
developed. During this time the 
patient should be isolated. He should

Buried Alive, Man 


Tells of Horror- 


PORTLAND, ORE.—How does it 
feel to be buried alive? 

Joe Harmeier, 50, who survived a 
sewer cave-im said, “it seemed to 
me that everything happened kind 
of slow." 

A workman on a sewer project, 
he was first pinned chest deep in 
sand, then a dirt overhang toppled 
down. 

“I could feel the dirt come up 
around my shoulders. Then it was 
around my chin, past my mouth 
and over my eyes and finally over 
my head,"’ he reported from the 
hospital where he is recovering. 

“T suppose it happened a lot faster 
than I remember it, but I was still 
breathing, real quick, all this time. 
After the dirt got over my head, I 
still kept trying to breathe, but it 
got shorter and shorter as the pres- 
sure built up to keep my lungs from 
working. 

“TI never did pass out. When it 
got to where I couldn't breathe any 
more, I was ready to give up. I 
thought of my wife, Anna, and the 
31 years we been married. 

I got two boys, Don, 30, and Dale, 
28, and I thought it would be nice to 
see them again before I went. 

“About that time they uncovered 
my eyes and I could see again, Then 
my mouth was uncovered."

Heating Unit Made of Rubber 

RARITAN, N. J.—A home of to- 
morrow with electrical radiant heat- 
ing—no coal, oil or gas furnace— 
| was exhibited here. 
| This system is practical now 
where electricity can be obtained 
| cheaply, and in the years to come 
| may provide an answer to the coun- 
| try’s dwindling oil and ‘coal re 
| sources. 

The new heating unit is installed 
in ceilings of rooms and can not be 
seen. It sends out heat waves that 
do not warm the air, but do warm 
objects—and people—in the room. 

The heating panels, called ‘“us- 
kon,” are heated by a conductive 
rubber resistant element. Scientists 
explained that rubber normally is an 
excellent insulator against electric- 
ity, but in these panels the chemical 
nature of the rubber has been re- 
versed, thereby making it conduct 
electrical current. 

The panels are made in sizes of 
four feet by four, but can be manu- 
factured in other sizes. Installation 
is simple and far less expensive 
than installing pipes, radiators or 
hot air systems. 


Slaughter of Dairy Cattle 
Perils Production of Milk 


SYRACUSE, N. Y.—R. P. Kinney, 
president of the Eastern Milk Pro- 
ducers Cooperative association, said 
that continued sale of dairy cattle 
for beef would result in a milk 
shortage. 

He told delegates at the associa- 
tion's quarterly meeting that less 
milk was produced this year than 
during the corresponding period last 
year.

Charming Toddler’s Clothing 
Can Be Made From Cast-Offs 


By Ertta Haley 


“1° you really think that adult's 
clothing can be made over 
into really wearable things for 
youngsters? ‘There’s something so 
pathetic about seeing a little girl 
in something that so obviously was 
her mother’s,” said a woman to me 
one day. 

Of course, there are makeovers 
and makeovers. If a woman simply 
cuts down her dress for daughter 
or Dad’s trousers for son and leaves 
grown-up lines and features in them, 
she has not done the kind of re- 
modeling job that I talk about. 

Now the process of ripping a 
garment apart, adding new material 
that properly contrasts with the 
remnant you have, and using a 
pattern typically a child's fashion, 
may seem like a lot of work, but 
truly, that is the only way clothing 
can be made. You can’t re-use 
heavy padding or the same neck- 
lines for children’s clothes. You're 
lost before you start. 

However, if you have usable ma- 
terial and are willing to treat it to a 
pattern, styled for the youngster, 
and sew on it as though you bought 
fresh yard goods, then saving and 
satisfaction are yours. 

This is not like altering a few 
things in a dress for you; it actually 
is sewing a new garment. 

It seems wrong to many women 
simply to let outmoded garments 
lie in a trunk or closet; how much 
more satisfaction to clear out rem- 
nants and sew something both at- 
tractive and fitting. 


How To Use 
Hand-Me-Downs 


Do you want to make some dresses 
for a little girl? Check the fol- 
lowing sources for material in your 
own home: Old, outmoded or torn 
dresses with some salvable ma-

terial; men’s shirts with some back 


or front and sleeves in good con- 


dition; cotton bags that can be dyed; 
table or bed linen. 

Now select a proper pattern and 
see if the material available will be 
enough for the pattern. If not, de- 
cide how you can use a suitable 
contrasting material. 

If you have print, select one of 
the colors and see if you can obtain 
a solid color in that to use for the 
yolk and sleeves of the dress. Or 
if you have a solid, select a print 
that goes well with it. 

Should only a little material be 
lacking, see if that yardage can be 
made up with eyelet, or organdie 
from perhaps something you al- 
ready have at home. 

Little girl's dresses usually re- 
quire less than two yards of ma-

terial, easily obtained from the sal- 
vable material from the above 
sources. 

Dad's blue chambray or print 
shirts make attractive pinafores, 
especially when trimmed with lace, 
eyelet or organdie. Or use them 
for a jumper, and make a blouse 
out of an old sheet or pillow case. 


Use These Sources 
For Boy's Clothing 


Many women say that it's not as 
much fun sewing for little boys as 
for little girls, but have you scen 
how mannish clothing for the latter 
can be made? It's fun to make, 
too, but you'll have to try for tai- 
lored effects. 

If you have old corduroy drapes or 
bathrobe around, see what you can 
salvage for overalls and a short 
loose jacket. Use real man-type 
tailoring for the garments, and 
you'll be surprised at the happy re- 
sults. 

Those short overalls for the beach 
can be made from plain shirts like 
solid blue or gray; they even can be 
made from some of your old check- 
ed house dresses as they require 
only about a yard and a quarter to 
one half of material.

Denim usually gets pretty hard 
wear if Dad or older brother has 
used it, so if you're making overalls 
or pants from that material it’s a 
good idea to buy it new. 

You can, however, use old white 
shirts or sheets or pillow cases for 
making shirts. Use a pattern and 
don't attempt to cut down to size 
using the old shirt. 

Woolens can be used for making 
pants provided you refreshen the 
material, clean and rip it open, then 
recut, using a pattern suitable to the 
child.

sters. Their clothing takes hard 
wear and tear as well as frequent 
laundering, and machine stitching is 


the only means by which the cloth- | 


ing can be made to stand up. 

When making boys’ clothing, use 
flat fell seams as this will enable 
you to give it a more tailored look. 
It's a good idea to stitch pockets 
twice on clothes that will receive 
the really hard wear and launder- 
ing, such as demin overalls. 

Decorative patches are used for 
overalls on both boys’ and girls’ 
clothing, particularly at the knees. 
Select something really decorative 
such as a bunny, dog or kitten face 
and you'll find the knees will not 
wear out so quickly. 

Don't make clothing too large be- 
cause children's growing discour- 
ages you. They won't be comfort- 
able. You can, however, make big 
hems on girls’ dresses and let out 
cuffs for the pants and overalls. 

The older the child and the more 
strenuous his activity, the sturdier 
the fabric selected for him or her 
should be. If you have a boy who 
engages in sports or plays out of 
doors a great deal, choose the most 
durable of materials for his cloth- 
ing.

QUESTION: We are using quite 
a bit of plywood in our home, and 
want to keep it natural—also all the 
woodwork, What is the best to use 
on it to keep it a light color? Also, 
what can I use to fill the nail-holes 
so they won't show. 

ANSWER: All plywood, except 
fir plywood, can be given a thin 
coat of white shellac thinned half- 
and-half with denatured alcohol. 
Then two thin, even coats of paste 
wax are applied and, when each 
coat is dry, it should be well rubbed. 
Another method is to finish with a 
penetrating wax or two coats of 
top-quality, quick drying varnish. 
If fir plywood is used, it should be 
given a prime coat of a special kind 
of preparation which ‘‘flattens”’ the 
grain of this particular kind of wood 
for a smooth finish. After the prime 
coat is dry, the wood can be finished 
with wax, varnish, shellac, paint or 
enamel. Nail holes can be filled 
with wood putty colored with an 
oil stain to match the wood.

metal linings, The linings have 
rusted through from lack of paint, 
Could I paint over the metal with 
some of the new-type waterproof 
paint? 

ANSWER: If the metal has rus- 
ted through, I believe it would 
serve no purpose to retain it. If 
you can remove it without too much 
trouble, you could paint the wood 
gutters on the inside with liquid 
asphalt paint, and the outside with 
a good house paint.

| THE LEADERS of three railroad unions, rep- 


resenting less than one-tenth of all railroad 
employees, have called a railroad strike that 
would paralyze the nation. 

These leaders refuse to accept a 15% cents 
an hour wage increase retroactive to Novem- 
ber 1, 1947. This increase was recommended 
by an impartial Emergency Board appointed 
by President Truman. 

This increase of 1514 cents already has been 
accepted by the 19 other railroad unions. But 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen, and the Switchmen’s Union of 
North America won't accept what more than 
90% of all railroad employes have accepted.

Unions refuse rules discussion

Most of the difficulties that pro- 
duce industrial strife are caused 
by a disagreement over distribution 
of the sales dollar, 
Labor —the 60 mil- 
lion workers of the 
United States—wants 
a larger share than 
the approximately 50 
cents they are receiv- 
ing. Capital — the 
close to 60 million 
stock and bondhold- 
ers who provide the teols with which 
‘abor works—insists that labor's 
thare is out of proportion to the 
wee one cent of that sales dollar 
that comes to the provider of tools. 
Management — which provides the 
ability and know-how to make the 


labor and capital combination work | 


—says if it gives up all of its small 
“take’’"—less than one cent out of 
each dollar—it would not help much. 

All three of these essential ele- 
ments of industry look askance at 
the tax fingers that reach in and 
without so much as a “by your 
leave” or a “thank you” drag out 
some 30 cents of each sales dollar to 
be divided among local, state and 
federal tax-eating gourmands. 

There is a fourth element in- 
volved in the dispute. That is 
John Q. Public, the consumer. He 
provides the sales dollars which 
cause the row, and wants to be 
called upon for a less number of 
such dollars, Whether John Q, 
Pxblic is a worker or an investor, 
and there are many of him in both 
classifications, he wants to pay less 
for what industry produces, 

Labor looks at the 18 cents of each 
sales dollar for which the above dis- 

tribution does not account. Labor 
calls that 18 cents profit but it is 
not. A portion of it goes to keep the 
tools in working condition or to re- 
place them when they are outmoded. 
Another portion gots into a reserve 
fund with which to provide for labor, 
capital and management during 
“rainy day" periods, The profit is 
the one cent of each sales dollar 
that goes to capital. 

There are at least two ways by 
which the demands of all four con- 
testanis for a larger share of that 
sales dollar might be satisfied. 

Onc is to rap the knuckles of those 
tax fingers so as to cause that greedy 
gourmand to take less, That would 
leave more for labor, capital and 
management, or it could reduce the 
price of commodities and services, 
so that all, including John Q. Public, 
would get a larger share of that 
sales dollar, 

A socond method is greater pro- 
duction of commodities on the part 
of labor and management. There will 
be more things for the sales dollar 
to buy, produced by the same labor 
and management and with the same 
tools. Under such conditions, with 
more sales dollars to divide, capital, 
labor and management could, and 
probably would, be fair enough to 
pass on to John Q. Public some part 
of that division in the form of a re- 
duced price for commodities. Cap- 
ital, labor and management, being 
partners of John Q. Public, would 
garner their share of that lower price 
advantage, 

In fact a combination of these two 
methods: Less money to the greedy 
tax collector and greater production 
would put us all back on easy street, 
With nothing to fear from inflation. 
That combination could be entirely 
practical if everybody involved 
would but work at the job of accom- 
plishing the desired end. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S SUNSET 


‘The sun never sets on the British 
empire,”’ was the proud boast of the 
Anglo-Saxon, Predominantly of Eng- 
lish ancestry, we Americans par- 
ticipated in that boast, We were 
proud of old England, and her ac- 
complishments. We recognized the 
part she played in the advance of 
world civilization; her ability to rule, 
despite her failure in our case when 
a German king sat on an English 
throne, During the last century and 
a half she has turned the light into 
many a dark corner of the world. 
We applauded Winston Churchill’s 
statement that it was not his purpose 
to liquidate His British Majesty's 
empire. 

What Churchill refused to consider 
in wartime Prime Minister Atlee has 
accomplished in peacetime. To pro- 
mote his own and his followers’ so- 
cialistic theorlea he has sacrificed 
the world’s greatest civilizer. If he 
is allowed to continue on the road 
he is traveling it soon will be the 
lament of the Anglo-Saxon people 
that the sun barely rises on the Brit- 
ish empire. 

. . . 

The influential Farm Journal pro- 
poses that its: millions of farmer 
readers tell their representatives at 
Washington—senators and congress- 
men—that what the farmers want in 
the way of legislation is to be left 
free to make their own decisions as 
to operation of their farms, That is 
good advice, The farmer wants no 
more regimentation; no more diret- 
tions as to what he shall or shall not 
raise. He feels better able to plan 
for himself than an army of Wash, 
ington bureaucrats, 


Ice’ Rainmakers 
Assume All Risks 
Caused by Showers 


NEW YORK.—There is only one 
person in the United States who 1s 
legally authorized to make rain— 
the weatherman. 

All others, unless associated with 
him, who may try to sow dry ice on 
cloudsy are likely to be running into 
calculated risks. They will be all 
right, however, unless someone com- 
plains about man-made rain falling 
where it isn't wanted—maybe on a 
drying crop, or on an annual picnic, 

The potential complications are 
endless, At present there are no 
laws to govern the matter, except 
the statute protecting the weather- 
man. Best defense for misplaced 
rain probably will be for the ama- 
teur rainmaker to call for scien- 
tific proof that the water was really 
his, and not an act of God, against 
which there are no laws. There 
isn't any scientific evidence yet good 
enough to stand up in a law court, 

No Proof Yet 


In fact, the United States weather 
bureau says ‘there is no authenti- 
cated case where precipitation 
reaching the ground solely as a re- 
sult of seeding a cloud has amounted 
to more than a fraction of an inch. 

The weathermen propose to learn, 
when dry ice does cause rain, how 
much was from the ice and how 
much would have fallen anyhow, 

They may investigate droughts, 
for which the bureau says it is now 
generally agreed that no method so 
far developed is likely to afford re- 
lief. 

Hurricanes are on this agenda, 
too. The bureau says at present 
there is no real evidence that arti- 
ficial methods will create, destroy 
or deflect these great storms. 

As legal authority for all this, the 
United States weather chief in Wash- 
ington, F. W. Reichelderfer, cites an 
amendment to the civil aeronautics 
act of 1938, making it the responsi- 
bility of the chief of the bureau to 
“promote and develop meteorolog- 
ical science and foster and support 
research projects in meteorology 
through the utilization of private or 
governmental research facilities, 
etc.” 

Stake Claim on Clouds 

Can an individual claim the rain 
in a cloud? That knotty problem 
faces the office of state engineers, 
Carson City, Nev. State Engineer 
Alfred Merritt Smith is puzzled 
about an application from Richard 
R. Haman and Freman E. Fair- 
field of the 12,300 acre Rocking F 
ranch at Topaz Lake, Nev. They 
ask for rights to 1,000 cubic feet per 
second of water from all clouds over 
Nevada that may pass over the 
Rocking F. That is a tankful 10 feet

Court Orders Safe Cracker 
To Pay For Damage To Vault 

NEW YORK.—In addition to pay- 
ing his debt to society by serving 
tirme in prison, a safe cracker must 
pay an insurance company for dam- 
age he did to a vault and safe, a 
state supreme court jury ruled. 

The amount is $812—including in- 
terest—and it will be easy for the 
convict, Stanley Patrek, 33, to pay. 
He has $15,000 in bank accounts, 
Justice James B. M. McNally noted. 

Patrek, who pleaded his own case, 
contended he was not liable to pay 
the Aetna Casualty and Surety com- 
pany which insured the safe, be- 


cause he was acquitted of burglary 


when he was convicted of grand 
larceny. 

He is serving from 15 to 20 years 
in Clinton prison at Dannemora for 
the theft of $15,260 from the Yonk- 
ers, N. Y., Savings and Loan asso- 
ciation in 1945. Most of the money 
was recovered after Patrek and a 
companion were arrested, 


FHA Reveals Low-Cost Homes 
Sell For Less Than $4,000 


WASHINGTON.—Homes are being 
built, financed and sold for less than 
$4,000 in three areas, the federal 
housing administration said. It 
called them “sound and livable.” 


Hundreds have been constructed 
in Arizona, Michigan and Tennessee 
with “Class 3” loans up to $3,000 
insured under Title 1 of the national 
housing act, 


More than 650 have been built in 
Arizona, where several lending in- 
stitutions handle the Class 3 loans. 
A “considerable number” have been 
built in the Detroit area where an 
institution is making loans up to 
$3,000 on homes built to sel! for just 
under $4,000, the FHA said. 

In Jackson, Tenn., a local lumber 
yard !s sponsoring a project through 
which 28 homes have been built 
under the Class 3 program, and 20

“What,” I asked, “are the chief 
faults the duffers or the average 
players have?

110. We can call it 100 and be 
safe,” 

“What is the most common fault?”

The Columbiana canning plant 
will have a green pea and butter- 
bean sheller for the use of the local 
citizens this summer. According to 
Mr. Hill, this machine is of the same 
type as many of you saw demon- 
strated at the Auburn farm and 
home shows last year. It will do the 
work of many hands in just a few 
minutes, having a capacity of five 
to eight bushels of green field peas

Some of the best varieties of field 
peas to plant are: black eye, brown 
eye, purple hull, speckled purple 
hull, pink eye purple hull, white 
mush, ground runners and lady 
peas.

If you are square shouldered you | 
don't need much padding. If the

make the dress look proper. 

If your dress or blouse has a 
collar, the latter should 
without wrinkling. Wrinkles from 
neckline to shoulder are certainly 
an indication of tightness some- 
where around the neckline, shoulder 
of sleeve seam.

Fun-Loving Democrats 
GHOULD you wish to attend one of 
the four years’ master perform- 
ances of a major political party, I 
would suggest, regardless of your 
political preference, that you pick 
the Democratic show. I am sure it 
will provide you more entertainment, 
more unexpected in- 
novations, more 
thrills, than will be 
found in the more 
decorous Republican 
performance, There 
are no two of the 
Democratic shows 
that are alike. 

At the Democratic 
performance put on at Houston, 
Tex., where Al Smith was named. as

The Tammany braves, several 
hundred of them, traveled from New 
York to Texas by boat. I was at the 
dock when the boat landed at Galves- 
ton and saw them disembark. As 
they sedately marched down the 
gangplank I realized it was not the 
Tammany of Broadway, of the East 
Side, of Brooklyn or the Bronx. Each 
brave was arrayed in striped trou- 
sers, a Prince Albert coat, white col- 
lar and a silk hat. It was the Bad 
Boy gone visiting and on good be- 
havior. There was little hilarity, 
barely so much as a smile. 

When they poured out of the 
trolley cars at Houston and 
marched to their hotel there again 
was no evidence of the rough stuff 
that had been expected of Tam- 
many. There was not even a slight 
hurrah for Texas and no intimation 
that the braves were interested 
in Al Smith. They would do noth- 
ing that might be misconstrued 
by the delegates, especially those 
from the southern states. 

In the convention that unusual role 
continued. Massachusetts started an 
Al Smith demonstration but the Bad 
Boy took no part in it. The braves 
sat quictly in their seats near the 
New York state delegation. Their 
silent composure continued even 
through the uproar that greeted the 
Smith name when he was presented 
as New York's candidate for the 
nomination, 

It was not until the roll call of the 
states had been completed, the votes 
of the delegates recorded and offi- 
cially announced that Tammany be- 
came the Tammany known in New 
York City. At that moment, led by 
the Tammany braves, bedlam was 
let loose in that convention hall, The 
women who had been aboard that 
boat — the wives, relatives and 
friends of the braves—flocked into 
the big hall at the hoped-for mo- 
ment and were as hilariously wild 
and unruly as their menfolks. Wilted 
collars were torn from suffering 
necks. Discarded and tramped upon 
Prince Albert coats relieved suffer- 
ing backs. The Bad Boy's pent-up 
hopes of his days of good behavior 
let loose with all the fury of a Texas 
tornadc. Nothing could stop it, and 
nothing did throughout the day and 
night in the hotels and streets of 
Houston. 

The Bad Boy had worn his com- 
pany manners so long as it was 
essential—until the votes of the dele- 
gates were counted, He had pre- 
served the dignity of democracy so 
long as dignity was needed and then 
came his time to howl, and howl he 
did. That wild outburst came too 
late to have any effect on the vote 
of the convention delegates. Whether 
it had any after-effect on the vote in 
November, I do not know, Certainly 
many a southern Democrat turned 
thumbs down on the man who in- 
spired the outburst of the Tammany 
braves at Houston. 

A day after the closing of that 
Houston convention it was a hat- 
less, and largely coatless, crowd 
that found its way back, singly or 
in small groups, to the boat at 
Galveston. The convention and the 
eclebration had been a success. 
Should you attend the Democratic 

performance at Philadelphia you will 
not witness a repetition of the act 
put on by the Tammany Bad Boy at 
Houston. But there will be some 
other. There always js, The Demo- 
cratic show is the spectacular one 
of the two political performances.

Blend of Apples Required 
For Best Flavor in Cider 


Variations in flavor may be one of 
the main reasons for the public's in- 
difference to apple cider as a bever- 
age, according to Ohio agricultural 
experiment station. 


| 


} 
Flavor in cider is obtained by us- 


ing a blend of apples, of sweet and 
acid varieties. Varieties with a rich 
aroma also add a desirable charac- 
teristic to the flavor. Such a blend 
may be secured by using Jonathan, 
Grimes, Delicious, Stayman, Bald- 
win, McIntosh and other highly- 
flavored varieties. Juice from bland 
varieties such as Rome or Ben 
Davis may be used for as much as 
one-half of the total volume, pro- 
vided the sharp juices from the 
other varietics are included. A few 
people like an astringent flavor, 
which may be secured by the inclu- 
sion of some crab apples. Cider ap- 
ples should be mature, firm and 
juicy. 

Flavor can be destroyed or par- 
tlally destroyed by fermentation, 
the addition of too much preserva- 
tive, unclean apples or equipment, 
pasteurization, especially the long 
heat treatment, or contact with iron, 
copper or zinc, Galvanized contain- 
ers never should be used for cider. 

Although filtration, clarification 
and pasteurization can be used to 
advantage in the preparation of 
clear cider, these processes should 
be used only by those thoroughly 
familiar with their limitations and 
possibilities. 

Fruit growers who handle less 
than 500 gallons of cider daily 
should rely mainly on the sale of un- 
filtered fresh cider. 


Increase in Registration 

Registration data shows that 27,- 
259,921 passenger cars and 5,696,133 
trucks are registered In the United 
States. These totals exceeded last 
year by 9 per cent for passenger 
cars and 15.2 per cent for trucks. 
The cumulative total of traffic 
deaths for tha first eight months of 
this year is 5 per cent below the 
same period last year, because of 
favorable accident totals during the 
first four months of 1947. However, 
traMc deaths have been mounting 
and, unless checked, may surpass 
last year’s 33,500 fatalities.

Refueling of B-29's 
In Flight Is Only 
Matter of Minutes 


WASHINGTON. — Using a new 
high-speed method developed by the 
air force, B-29's, on their way to 
long distant targets now can refuel 
in the air within a few minutes, 


This range-stretchiny technique 
for the big war planes was hinted at 
by Air Secretary W. Stuart Syming- 
ton before the senate armed services 
committee. He said B-29's utilizing 
the '‘most modern development’’ of 
the old airborne refueling system 
could, for example, bomb any part 
of Russia from bases in Alaska or 
Labrador. He made no further ex- 
planation, but said bombing units 
of the air force would have the new 
equipment by the first of next year. 

Other authorities indicated that 
tests already have been made with 
completely satisfactory results. 

While declining to disclose the 
exact speed with which transfer of 
gasoline from a tanker plane to a 
bomber is made under the USAF 
method, one expert said: 

“British fliers have developed a 
method of pumping gasoline from 
one plane to another at a rate of 
about 100 gallons a minute. USAF 
technique and equipment is designed 
to accomplish several times such 
speed,” 

This indicated that a B-29 could 
take on virtually a full load of gaso- 
line in perhaps 15 minutes 

Speed is of paramount importance 
under wartime conditions. During 
fuel transfer, a bomber would be 
highly vulnerable to attack by 
enemy fighter planes. The faster 
the ‘fuel is loaded, the less the time 
of danger. 

With a five-ton bomb load and 
using only the normal built-in tanks 
a B-29 fuels with about 5,500 gallons 
for an ordinary 12 hours of flying to 
a target, dropping bombs and reach- 
ing a friendly base. 
tanks mounted in an unused bomb- 
bay, the fuel load can be increased 
to about 6,700 gallons. 


Railrcad Stops Passenger 
Service for One Woman 


ROCHESTER, N. Y¥.—No long- 
er will the New York Central 
railroad maintain its Adams Ba- 
sin station for the benefit of a 
Rochester stenographer. 

Trainmaster Frank Stafford 
said he received a public service 
commission order approving dis- 
continuance of the station 

Stafford testified at a hearing 
that one train stopped each morn- 
ing to take Miss Lois Elmes to 
her work in Rochester and an- 
other train stopped nightly to 
drop her at her home. 

He said Miss Elmes was the 
only passenger riding between 
the two communities. 


Doctor Reports New Drug 
Which Arrests Leukemia 


BOSTON.—Development of a new 
drug credited with arresting acute 
leukemia in children was reported 
by Dr. Sidney Farber, pathologist- 
in-chief of the Boston children’s hos- 
pital, 

Dr. Farber said the drug, ami- 
nopterin, had been tested at the hos- 
pital for several months. In that 
time, it had caused “repeated re- 
missions” of the white blood count 
in 11 children stricken with leu- 
kemia, he said, 

He warned against “false hope,” 
asserting further study and research 
was required. 

The tests, however, marked the 
first time doctors had been able to 
reduce the white blood count more 
than once, Dr. Farber declared, 

Fifteen young leukemia victims 
were subjected to the tests. Eight 
of them showed great improvement 
and three some improvement. Three 
of the remaining four died. The 
fourth showed no improvement, Dr. 
Farber said, however, that these 
four were too seriously ill to be 
treated fully. 

He said present results repre- 
sented a definite “step in the right 
erecta. The disease is usually 
atal. 


Russians Fail to Wipe Out 
U. S.; Women Sue “Prophet” 


LOS ANGELES. — Joe Jeffers, 
founder of the Temple of Yahweh, is 
accused in a damage sult of telling 
his flock the Russians would bomb 
the United States in 1947 and kill 
everyone but them. 


Jeffers’ accusers, Mra, Anna Lee 
and Mrs. Caroline Brunell of Los 
Angeles, seek $12,857 damages, say- 
ing his story led them to part with 
valuable property. 

They say that Jeffers, now serving 
time in McNeil Island federal prison 
for auto theft, represented to his 
congregation that they would move 
into the White House and that he 
would rule the United States as the 
“King of Kings.” 

The plaintiffs allege they were 
told they would be “queens under the 
new order, wearing diamond-studded 
crowns,”’ 

They also sald Jeffers told them 
the “flying saucers” seen in the 
skies were weapons manned by 
Japanese,

i |New Type of Wheat 


Resists Attacks 
Of Deadly Sawfly 


BOULDER, COLO.—After years 
of research, a new development in 
wheat farming promises more food 
for a hungry world. 

This is Rescue wheat. Rescue is 
the first wheat ever developed to 
withstand the attack of the destruc- 
tive wheat stem sawfly which spor- 
adically since 1900 has laid waste ‘o 
untold millions of acres of precious 
grain in the Northwest and in Can. 
ada, 

The success of Rescue may turn 
out to be a milestone in farming. 

Last year it proved its resistance 
to the sawfly in extensive field trials. 
This year there will be enough Res- 
cue seed to plant one million acres 
in Montana and millions more in 
North Dakota and Canada. This 
means more bread, sorely needed 
at a critical time in world affairs. 

Research Started 

Montana state college entomolo- 
gists, agronomists, and the natural 
scientists of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture worked hard 
on the sawfly problem. When Res- 
cue came along in October, 1944, 
they dropped everything to concen- 
trate on the new find. 

The following May, Montana got 
back 35 bushels which were planted 
on 27 acres. The yield in 1945 was 
877 bushels. Again Montana shipped 
Rescue to Arizona—-100 bushels this 
time for further increase. The rest 
was planted at home. An unseason- 
able frost and a rail strike delayed 
Arizona's return shipment of 3,870 
bushels until the first of June. It 
was dry and late but the wheat was 
sown. Within 24 hours rain fell, the 
first since the regular seeding time. 

Wheat Crops Increase 

In 24 months a single bushel on 
land previously attacked by the saw- 
fly had grown to 60,000 and Montana 
and North Dakota farmers were of- 
fering as high as $25 a bushel for 
it. Last year Montana planted 78,- 
000 acres in 19 counties, harvested 
1,250,000 bushels, and North Dakota 
is fast developing its own seed 

| sources, Rescue seed still is selling 
| as high as $6.50 per bushel. 

The sawfly, given a.few more 
years, might have wiped out huge 
| sections of the nation’s breadbasket. 
| It damaged more than one million 
| acres severely last year in Mon- 
tana, spread over 30 counties. In 
two counties, practically every field 
was damaged severely. Forty to 100 
per cent of the stems were cut off 
on essentially all of the acreage 
of the common bread wheats. 

The damage in Rescue fields last 
year, on the other hand, was negli- 
gible. 

Rescue is living up to its name and 
saving bread for a hungry world. 


Army Will Blast Underground 
Caverns to Check Strength 


WASHINGTON.—The army will 
undertake a series of tests in under- 
ground explosions, to determine the 
best construction to resist attack by 
guided missiles and modern heavy 
bombs, it was announced. The ex- 
plosions will be set off in four types 
of soil and four types of rock. 

Results are expected to guide 
army engineers in designing blast- 
proof command posts and other vital 
military installations. It is hoped 
the data obtained will assist indus- 
trial engineers in determining the 
best type of construction for under- 
ground factories. 


Trials will be conducted at the 
Dugway proving ground, near Salt 
Lake City; near Castle Dale, Utah, 
and near Grand Junction, Colo. They 
will start with explosive charges of 
320 pounds of TNT against a small 
structure. Installations and charges 
will mount progressively until a 
final explosion of 320,000 pounds of 
TNT is set off. 


Lieut. Gen. R. A. Wheeler, chief 
engineer, said, ‘‘The tests will pro- 
vide technical knowledge based on 
actual experiments of the type of 
underground facilities to withstand 
modern bombs and guided missiles,”’ 

General Wheeler emphasized that 
ho atomic bombs would be used. 


Congressman Submits Bill for 
Funds to Purify Ocean Water 


WASHINGTON. — Scientific re 
search to make fresh water from 
sea water is proposed by a bill be- 
fore congress introduced by Rep. 
Fletcher (Rep., Calif.) which would 
place the study in the hands of the 
navy. 

The measure would authorize the 
navy to operate one or more demon- 
stration plants to produce potable 
water from sea water. 

Desalting sea water has long been 
carried out by the ordinary distilla- 
tion process on shipboard and other 
places. This requires considerable 
fixed equipment, 

In the war several methods were 
developed for use on lifeboats. These 
required only such equipment as 
could be easily stored with other 
supplies in the boats. 

The principle employed in these 
methods is what is known as ion ex- 
changers. These cause an inter- 
change of ions between the material 
in solution and the solid introduced. 
The process is used in water soft- 
eners. 


Utah Judge of 90 Hopes 


To Tie Holmes’ Record 


SALT LAKE CITY. — Observing 
his 90th birthday anniversary, Till- 
man D. Johnson, U, S. district 
judge, expressed the hope that he 
would break the longevity record of 
the late Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. 

Judge Johnson now ifs the oldest 
federal judge in active service. 
Holmes was serving as a justice on 
the United States Supreme , court 
‘bench when he retired at 91.

Handmade Rugs in Revival; 
They'll Make Home Cheerful

DEFIte the present trend toward 
Instep Interest 


streamlined living with the 
latest, smoothest furniture and other 
gadgets for making life easier, 
there’s a curious revival of hand- 
made rugs. No one can refute the 
feeling that they add quiet, gentle 
manners to any home, and the in- 
tricacies of their make-up never fail 
to please. 

If you need to relax and get away 
from the feeling of having things 
done at a certain time, like doing 
the ironing or sewing a dress, then 
try rug making. It's an occupation 
designed for relaxation. 

Rug making can be done at odd | 
moments, for a few minutes or a few 
hours, And there's wonderful satis- 
faction when the rug is finished, and 
you can remember it with pleasure 
every time you see it. 

Materials for rug making usually 
can be found in every home, so you 
didn’t have to lay out a lot of money 
for this pleasurable work when you 
start. Worn fabrics in drawers and 
scrap bags can be found in every 
home. So can outmoded curtains, 
dresses, torn tablecloths, cotton bags 
and stockings. 

All different kinds of fabrics won't 
go into one rug, but you'll find that 
these combinations can be worked 
together: Wo and wool-like ray- 
ons, 

Silks, fragile rayons and nylons 
are exquisite, but very perishable,

Braided Rugs Require 
No Special Equipment 


Braided rugs are simple to make 
and do not need any equipment other 
than needle and thread. They grow 
quickly into the size desired and are 
a real pleasure to make. 

After you have decided on the de- 
sign and drawn it out in crayon set 
the materials in order. 

You will need two half-inch strips 
of medium weight material to make 
a braid an inch in width, Lighter 
weight fabrics must be cut wider, 
while heavier fabrics must be slight- 
ly more narrow. 

The braids that look best are those 
from three-quarter to one-inch wide. 
Make all strips that go into the braid 
exactly the same width even if you 
have to use a ruler with which to 
draw them before cutting, so that

Rescue Trapped 
Auto Travelers 


RABBIT EARS PASS, COLO.— 
Chet Pierce says that most folks 
caught in a mountain snowstorm 
“are so busy trying to kill them- 
selves they don't have time to do 
anything sensible.” 

Pierce, 39, is boss of the snow- 
plow crews which buck the big white 
blanket 10 months of the year here 
atop the continental divide. 

He estimates that his men pull 
more than a thousand motorists out 
of the drifts every year. 

A Rabbit Ears Pass snowstorm is 
not picturesque. In fact, you can’t 
see it. Visibility is zero and the 
temperature often drops to 35 below. 

“You don't pull that many people 
out of the snow without learning a 
little about them,” Pierce said. 

“Take that fella from Chicago 
last year. 

“When I found him he'd let all the 
air out of his tires. He'd piled the 
back seat of his sedan about so 
high with snow and he was sitting 
there, stuck tight, talking to him- 
self. 

“He told me any fool could see 
he'd let the air out so’s to get more 
traction, And he'd used the snow to 
make his rear enf heavy. After I 
told him the score he wanted to 
know if I'd mind piping a little air 
into his tires—out of my tires." 


9,700 Feet Above Sea Level 

This raw snow-bleached strip of 
the world is known to Pierce and his 
plow jockeys as Bunny hill. It's 
about 9,700 feet above sea level. In 
some spots the highway towers 1,000 
feet above the valleys. 

The pass is named for a rusty 
rock formation which some imagi- 
native pioneer decided resembled a 
rabbit's ears. 

A year’s snowfall in the moun- 
tain-pass country has been known 
to tickle the 80-foot mark. Five feet 
of snow fell here in one week. 

“When you know snow,”’ Pierce 

said, “it doesn't scare you so much. 
But we get folks through here that 
never saw frost outside of an ice- 
box. ' 
“They get panicky. Sometimes 
they just stand alongside their cars 
scratching at the fenders and cry- 
ing.’ 


Motorists Get Angry 

An occasional motorist gets angry 
when the plow jockeys stop him at 
the top of the pass and insist he 
either put on tire chains, or turn 
back. 

One such driver told Pierce that 
Pierce had ‘‘no respect for human 
nature.”” That was five years ago. 
The plow boss is still trying to fig- 
ure that out, 

Pierce and his men live in a log 
cabin camp near the peak of the 
pass, 

The crew—which ranges from six 
to eight men—is composed mostly 
of youngsters who were raised on 
ranches. All are Coloradoans. They 
all know Bunny hill as well as you 
know the trail from living room to 
kitchen, 

This comes in handy at night when 
the blade of a man’s plow is nudging 
along the lip of a canyon and the 
trees below look no biger than the 
buttons on a baby’s coat. 

“You know," said Plow Driver 
Warren Gleason, smiling up the 
slope, ‘this may not be God's coun- 
try. But one thing's certain. If the 
Lord ever wants it, he won't have 
to stoop very far to get it.”” 


Steep Mexican Chicle Prices 
Discourage U. S. Gum Makers 


MEXICO CITY—High prices have 
driven leading United States chew- 
ing-gum manufacturers from the 
Mexican chicle market. 

As a result, the industry is prac- 
tically paralyzed. Exports are down 
approximately 96 per cent, com- 
pared with a year ago. 

For years American companies 
had absorbed more than 90 per cent 
of the Mexican chicle production. 

In the 1946-'47 season, these buy- 
ers obtained 17,630,800 pounds of 
Mexican chicle. For the 1947-48 sea- 
son, the contracts are reported to 
be only for 770,000 pounds. 

Civilians in the United States are 
said to chew annually an average of 
107 sticks of gum each. 

But World War II saw gum made 
an important item in the food kits 
of soldiers. This caused business to 
boom, and American companies 
were said to have built big stock- 
piles to supply the demand, 


Plowman, Bitten by Assailant, 
Can't Make Mule Understand 


MURFREESBORO, TENN. — A 
Negro plowman whose lip was bit- 
ten off in a fight sued his assailant 
because he fears his mule will no 
longer understand orders. 

Howard Massey, attorney for Her- 
man Robertson, who is asking $1,500 
damages from another Negro, said 
after filing suit: 

“My client greatly fears that he 
has suffered such an impediment of 
speech that he will never be able to 
make his plow mule understand 
him again,” 

Massey said Robertson also feared

Butterflies Flit 
Across Atlantic 


LONDON.—If you happen to see a 
butterfly flutter by with a license 
plate attached to its tail, run to the 
phone and put in a trans-Atlantic 
call to T. Bainbridge Fletcher in 
London, England. 

He is probably the guy who at- 
tached the license. 

The licensing scheme is Fletcher's 
own project. He hopes to learn 
more about the migratory habits ‘f 
butterflies. 

Up to the last report no Fletcher- 
licensed butterfly is known to have 
strayed more than 50 miles but don't 
discount the possibility of a butter- 
fly flying the Atlantic. 

A brightly colored American Mon- 
arch was snared in the autumn of 
1932. 

This ocean flier was promptly 
caught in England by Sir Beckwith 
Whitehouse, a great butterfly man, 
and eventually sold for $41. 

Since that time 80 other butter- 
flies have crossed the ocean, all 
west to east, according to Dr. D. B. 

| Williams, who probably knows more 
| about butterflies than any other man 
alive. 

All Williams’ ocean fliers are Mon- 
archs. Williams has discovered they 
migrate 2,000 miles, spending the 
winter in Florida and the sumraer in 
Canada. 

Butterflies have more sense than 
to get lost, Williams says. In fact, 
he says, he is amazed at the way 
butterflies stay on course despite 
winds, the Monarchs breezing along 
at a steady 16 miles an hour. 

At this top speed a Monarch 
crosses the ocean on the great circle 
route in about 5% days. 


Bank Teller’s Tardiness 
Reveals Embezzled Funds 


ST. LOUIS, MO,—Bank Teller 
Harry C, Delaney wished sin- 
cerely that he had not been tardy 
for work. 

If he had béen on time, a sub- 
stitute teller wouldn’t have dis- 
covered that Delaney had em- 
bezzled $14,150 from the Missis- 
sippi Valley Trust company where 
he worked for 26 years. 

Delaney admitted the embezzle- 
ment to FBI agents who ques- 
tioned him.

Injections of Hormones 
Speed Turkey Marketings 


Various hormonal experiments 
are under way in the big turkey pro- 
ducing areas of Oklahoma and Tex- 
as of feeding or injecting young 
tom turkeys with hormone mate- 
rial two to three weeks before mar- 
ket time, 

In this way the birds can be 
quick-finished at the light weights 
attained at 15 weeks instead of the 
normal heavier weights of 28 weeks. 
Such birds will not have pinfeathers 
at that age, and by being brought to 
a “bloom” or finish will not have 
the sales-retarding blue shanks or 
red legs and wings which 15-week 
toms normally would have, 

Besides better ability to meet 
public demands for smaller birds, 
producers foresee large savings in 

. costly feed and time. By manipulat- 
ing production from early and late 
hatchings, producers also hope to be 
able to market parts of their flocks 
in two or three batches a year, and 
thus spread the business over the en- 
tire year

Virginia's Hampton Roads, spa- 
clous anchorage for fighting vessels 
since the early days of the U. 5.

YOUNGSTERS WHO would like to 

make good money a few years 
from now, and not work too hard, 
should start throwing baseballs at 
various targets. 

The N.P. (slang for National Pas- 
time) is running out of pitchers. 
The N.P. needs more than double 
its present allotment of right or 
left arms that can get the ball over 
the plate with enough stuff to baf- 
fle the batter now and then. 

Last year, for example, the Dodg- 
ers were good enough to win a 
pennant with a pitching staff com- 
posed of three or four-inning hurl- 
ers. They usually needed four or 
five pitchers to finish out one game, 
Yet they won a pennant. 

The American league had only 
eight or 10 pitchers who were able 
to finish games. Both leagues were 
shy of arms that could locate a 
plate or go the distance. 

Old-time pitchers such as Ed 
Walsh, Walter Johnson, Christy 
Mathewson, Pete Alexander and 
Cy Young could individually out- 
pitch the greater part of an en- 
tire modern staff. 

Bob Feller could and can handle 
his share of work. So can Hal 
Newhouser, Ewell Blackwell and 
Warren Spahn. 

Few pitchers today can work 250 
innings in a_ season, Johnson, 
Walsh and other old-timers were 
pitching more than 400 innings a 
year. Any pitcher who can't work 
250 innings shouldn't be listed as 
a starting pitcher. He is certainly 
no part of a regular. Yet, few 
pitchers now getting relieved around 
the fourth inning could think of 
working 200 innings without an at- 
tack of palsy. 


Hurlers Pitch Less Today 


Feller—Newhouser — Blackwell — 
Dickson—Munger — Marchildon — 
there wasn't a pitcher in the Amer- 
ican league last season who worked 
300 innings. Feller and Newhouser 
were the closest. 

There wasn't a pitcher in the Na- 
tional league who worked 300 in- 
nings. Spahn, Blackwell and Branca 
were the closest — up around 280. 
Today, someone you'd rate as an 
average good pitcher works in less 
than 200 innings—say 180. 

The decline in pitching — old 
fashioned pitching — has been 
startling. This means in games 
pitched — in games finished — in 
innings pitched — in bases on balls 
—in games won (from 30 to 4l a 
season), 

Walsh worked in 67 games one 
season—winning 40 and saving 12 
others. Today the pitcher who can 
go nine innings without being re- 
moved is a local hero.

You won't have 
to be too good. The pitchers we 
rate as real pitchers this season 
are Blackwell, Feller, Newhouser, 
Spahn, Dickson, Brecheen and pos- 
sibly Munger, Trout, Houtteman and 
one or two from Connie Mack's 
Athletic group; very likely Brissie; 
he may be the best.

Due to circumstances beyond our 
control, it was not possible for mem- 
bers of the Health Department to 
conduct their regular examination 
and immunization of children who 
will enter school, for the first time, 
next fall, 

Since most families, from time to 
time, visit the County Seat it is sug- 
wzested that parents, who have child- 
ren preparing to enter the First 
Grade next Fall, bring them to the 
Health Office for this examination. 
They will be weighed and measured 
and the condition of their eyes, ears, 
nose, mouth, throat, chest, skin and 
state of their nutrition determined. 
Also any special examinations which 
may be indicated can be done. 

Any defects found can then be cor- 
rected during the Summer and there- 
by enable the child to make better 
progress in his school work and pre- 
vent his losing valuable time from 
school during the school year. 

Also, if he has not previously been 
vaccinated against Smallpox, this 
should be done and, if indicated, he 
should have a booster dose of Diph- 
theria Toxoid,

Early Treatment 


Cancer is the most curable of all 
the highly fatal diseases, 

But medical science can use its 
skill and knowledge about cancer ef- 
fectively, only when patients go to 
their doctors early. 

One of the most tragic things any 
doctor faces in his practice is to have 
patients come to him too late for 
help, who, if they had come months 
— or even weeks — earlier probably 
could have been saved. 

Pain seldom is a symptom of early 
cancer. And that is one reason so 
many cancer patients wait too long 
to seek medical attention. 

But the vast majority of cancers 
do flash warnings in the early stages, 
They have been called “danger 
signals”. They are symptoms which 


are rather indefinite, and which may |C 


not be cancer at all. But regardless 
of whether they indicate cancer or 
some relatively minor ailment, they 
are an indication that something is 
wrong, and call for immediate in- 
vestigation by a competent medical 
man,

B. F. Hatchett and Marvin Guin 
Soil Conservationists 


H. R. Lyon is grazing one acre of 
sericea which is in his permanert 
pasture. He likes it for both eattle 
and hogs. The pasture was limed 
last fall, Mr, Lyon has planted two 
sericea meadows of one acre each 
this spring to later empty terrace’ 
water into. 

Two sericea meadows each were 
sown this spring by C. C. Farr and 
Jessie Barnes, Chapel and Britt In- 
yram and Glenn Reeves of Kingdom. 

W. W. Watkins, Route One, Wil- 
sonville, planted five acres of per- 
manent pasture this spring consist-- 
ing of a mixture of White Dutch 
Clover, Dallis Grass and Kentucky 
31 Fescue grass. 

Britt Ingram of Kingdom mewed 
his pasture last week getting rid of 
objectionable plants. 

Bennett Smith, W. W. Watkins and 
Bennett O. H. Lansford have bought 
sericea to plant meadows. Plass are 
to apply 500 pounds of basic slag 
per acre to all sericea land and 100 
pounds of muriate-of. potash if, it 
can be obtained before planting. For 
those who have not gotten — erieea 
planted it can be planted the jast of 
June and in July especially in low~ 
land rreas. 

Huy cutting time is here now with 
sericea ready to be cut on many 
farms, John Hughes cut sericea hay 
hig week. Most folk wait teo late to 
cut sericea for hay. The preper 
time is when it is 12 to 15 inches 
high. To wait later means a Jess 
palatable hay. 

Kudzu should be clean cultivated 
the first year after setting out. 
Continue thie into the second year. 
Cultivation keeps down weeds and 
gives the plants the chance to grow 
and cover the ground. If kudau was 
not fertilized at planting, apply seme 
when you cultivate. 

B. B. Mooney has maganese bur 
clover that is ready to harvest fer 
seed. It is a very satisfactory re- 
seeding winter legume. 

The local soil conservationist saved 
10 pounds of grandiflora vetch seed 
recently, that was growing on the 
side of the highway. It voluntetrs 
well. Although it is dificult to save 
seed of this vetch it is a very prem- 
ising reseeding crop, 

The’ high yields obtained from 
crops following reseeding legumes 
and the labor saved by growing them 
instead of annual legumes makes 
these reseeding winter legumes of 
srreat importance.

New Method Developed 


To Check Tree Growth 


How fast do trees grow. This is 
the 64-dollar question with wood- 
land owners and conservationists. 

B. E. Leete, forester for Ohio 
agricultureal experiment station, re- 
ports that a set of 70 experimental 
plots established two years ago re- 
cently have been measured by this 
system, 

These plots, located in the 39,152- 
acre Shawnee state forest in west- 
ern Scioto county, showed an annual 
growth of 101 feet board meas- 
ure per acre in trees 10 inches in 
diameter or better, breast high. 

If the above plots are a fair sam- 
ple of the whole forest, it could be 
said that the forest as a whole is 
producting almost four million feet 
board measure per year. This figure 
does not represent the allowable cut, 
but wise management would at pres- 
ent confine cutting to the salvage of 
old growth and the culling out of 
material of inferior quality and low 
vigor. 


Small Forest Lands 

About 261 million acres or three- 
fourths of the privately owned com- 
mercial forest land of the United 
States is in small tracts — about 
equally divided between farm wood- 
lands and nonfarm holdings. These 
tracts include some of the most ac- 
cessible and potentially the most 
productive forest land, but because 
of mismanagement and poor mar- 
keting facilities they are yielding 
only one-third to one-half of what 
they could, according to the VU. S. 
department of agriculture, Some of 
these small woodlands have been so 
heavily cut or are so badly run 
down that they will yield no salable 
products for years. Owners of such 
woodland have little need for co- 
operative marketing service. But 


many other woodlands, whether sup- 
porting good stands of merchantable 
timber or barely enough to justify 
commercial cutting, offer a promis- 
ing and largely unexplored field for 
forest cooperatives

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PERSONAL VIEWPOINTS 


FIONEStT though most of us may 

be, it is entirely human to con- 
sider proposals and events from the 
viewpoint of personal interest. We 
do it with no intention of being un- 
fair, and, in fact, we do it subcon- 
sciously. 

As a group, army officers at- 
tempted to consider universal mili- 
tary training only from the stand- 
point of national in- 
terest, but they 
were influenced by 
their training and 
by personal inter- 
est. Enactment of 
such a law would 
mean a larger 
peacetime army; it 
would call for more 
officers, more generals, colonels and 
on down the line of shoulder- 
strapped uniforms. A _ conscripted 
peacetime army would mean more 
rapid promotion for those who have 
made soldiering a profession. Army 
officers are human, and they have 
the same kind of human reactions 
that are found in all of us. 

On the other side of the argument 
my neighbor insists he sees the sub- 
ject from a purely practical view- 
point. He is not, and never has 
been, a soldier. Circumstances 
have prevented his being called upon 
to wear a uniform. He sees uni- 
versal military training from the 
viewpoint of one of the millions who 
would do the paying. If such pay- 
ing would help in our preparedness 
for immediate, or near immediate, 
war with Russia, he is for it regard- 
less of cost. But will it do that, he 
asks? 

Under a military training law 
such as congress was considering, 
the government estimates that 
850,000 young men would be called 
to the colors each year. It would 
take close to 10 years before we 
would have even a good start 
toward a real army, probably too 
late to be of value in a war with 
Russia, if such a war is to come. 
Universal military training would 

prepare young men to endure the 
rigors of combat divisions. In 
World War I, two out of four men 
did not see combat duty, were never 
on the battlefronts. They were not 
slackers, nor were they idle. They 
did what they were ordered to do, 
but their duties kept them well back 
of the fighting fronts. In World War 
II that percentage of non-combatants 
increased to seven out of 10. The 
next war, if one should come would 
call for an even larger percentage 
of non-combatants. The tools of war 
will be science-created machines 
and gadgets. It would take an even 
larger percentage of well-trained 
technicians to keep such machines 
and gadgets in working order. 
Young men trained for combat could 
not do the technician's job. 

War preparedness, as my neigh- 
bor sees it, calls for the immediate 
production of the tools of war, those 
machines and gadgets with which 
the war, if any, will be fought. The 
making of these tools calls for labor. 
Where is labor available if it is not 
taken from peacetime commodity 
production? This will result in more 
peacetime scarcity and more infla- 
tion. 

Universal military training would 
cost the nation approximately three 
billion dollars a year. At the same 
time production of the tools of war 
must be financed. It all adds up to 
increased taxes, heavier than those 
of war days, or more deficit financ- 
ing. 

The vote of those whom the polls 
show as favoring military training 
may be influenced by the belief that 
such training is preparedness for an 
almost immediate conflict with Rus- 
sia. It could not be that. In fact, 
taking the young men out of fac- 
tories which can produce the tools 
of war could be a decided disad- 
vantage if we are called upon to 
fight Russia in five or even six 
years. Those boys garbed in over- 
alls, rather than in soldiers’ uni- 
forms, at work producing the tools 
of war, also will be preparing them- 
selves for the technical jobs that 
will be as essential to victory as the 
soldier carrying a rifle in a combat 
division, 


Just as science and invention 
played a far larger part in World 
War Il than in World War I, they 
also will play a larger part in 
World War Il if it comes. The 
technician, the man with the me- 
chanical know-how, who will keep 
the scientific tools in working 
order, will be ¢ven more essen- 
tial than the heroic, rifle-carrying, 
doughboy of the combat divisions,

As long as congress attempts to 
legislate in the interests of one or 
more pressure groups, it is inviting 
trouble for all the people of the na- 
tion. No one group can be granted 
an advantage without encroaching 
on the rights and interest of others. 
The job for congress is to think and 
legislate in terms of all the people, 
never for a group no matter how 
important to the national economy 
that group may be. The Taft-Hart- 
ley act was legislation for all and 
serves as an illustration.

At™ of us cannot be expert seam- 

stresses without some practice, 
and we must all take the first few 
steps in sewing carefully. Of course, 
there are lots of aids, and even an 
amateur can turn to professional, 
practically, in just a few lessons, 

If you have sewed little or none 
at all, select only simple, straight 
line patterns without too much in- 
tricate detail. There is no sense in 
tackling a job too hard because it 
will only discourage you. 

The choice of fabric is another 
important point for the beginner to 
bear in mind. The type of construc- 
tion, rather than the kind of fiber, 
determines the easy handling of a 
fabric. 

Spun rayons and cottons are good 
choices for the beginner. However, 
she does not have to feel the dresses 
will not look professional just be- 
cause she is sewing on simply con- 
structed fabrics. If the garment is 
well finished, it will look attractive, 
and no one need know it was her 
first project. 

A fabric that feels firm and has 
very little lengthwise stretch will be 
easy to cut and sew. Check the 
fabric where the yardage was cut 
and see how it frays. If it has} 
raveled much, don’t pick it as a first | 
project, because you'll get too tan-| 
gled in thread. 

Sheer fabrics are a problem to the 
inexperienced because they pull and 
slip easily. The stitching, too, must 
be well finished so that no raw 
edges show through the fabric. Fab- 
rics such as these are best left to

those who have sewed more because 
they handle the material deftly and 
quickly with nimble fingers. 

Heavy fabrics are just a bit too 
bulky for the amateur to tackle, 
They worry too much about the dif- 
ficulty of cutting and of sewing, so 
these, too, should be left to the more 
experienced. 


Medium Weight Is Guide 
For Amateur Seamstress 


Even though sheer and heavy fab- 
rics are out of the question for the 
beginner, there is sti!! a wide field 
of textiles available. Look for me- 
dium weight fabrics like gabardines, 
broadcloths, shantung (rayon), faille, 
flat crepe prints, novelty dress 
weight rayons, twill, et cetera. They 
are easy to cut and your fingers 
seem to work magic with them. 

If you worry about the stitching, 
choose materials that will show lit- 
tle of the actual sewing, Of course, 
you can avoid such details as tucks

and pleats, but if you find a mate- 
rial that hides stitching, little errors 
of technique will not show. 

Fabrics such as faille, broadcloth 
and gabardine are easy to sew be- 
cause they have a definite texture 
and they do not slip while cutting 
and sewing. Smooth fabrics with 
glossy surfaces, such as satin and 
taffeta, slip easily and are hard to 
guide while stitching. 


Stitching Flaws Are 
Lost on Prints 


All-over prints which are so wear- 
able during the warmer weather are 
a good starting fabric for beginners 
because stitching flaws are incon- 
spicuous, These prints usually do 
not have the down sides so that 
you have to use special care in cut- 
ting and fitting the pieces, 

Large prints, stripes and plaids, 
and even checks have to be matched 
in cutting and should be avoided by 
the amateur. 

Luxurious fabrics with nap such as 
velvet and some of the fancy woolens 
are to be avoided because this type 
of fabric slips and slides during cut- 
ting and sewing. In cutting fabrics 
with pile, you must be certain that 
a gored skirt is all cut the same way 
or it will look as though one part 
of the skirt had pile running up it 
while another portion may have pile 
running down it. 


Smart Cotton 


A dress that will keep you feel- 
ing cool and looking crisp is this 
cotton with a sophisticated em- 
broidered bodice. Trigere plunges 
the neckline to the waist, adds an 
insert of mulberry cotton to avoid 


the too-bare look, concentrates 
skirt fullness in the rippling front, 


Pile fabrics, too, are rather bulky, 
and this is another feature which 
makes them somewhat difficult for 
the amateur to handle. 


Select Suitable Material 
For Different Articles 


Broadcloth is a practical cloth and 
is wonderful for slips, blouses, dick- 
ies, children's playclothing and doi- 
lies. 

If you want a simple suit or 
jumper, tailored dresses, skirts, 
pads or cushions for chairs, choose 
gabardine or twill. 

Linen textured materials of rayon 
or cotton are excellent for simple 
sport dresses and useful household 
articles such as luncheon cloths, 
chair-back sets, guest towels, place 
mats, samplers and pot holders. 

The novelty dress-weight rayons 
offer excellent serviceability when 
used for dirnd] skirts, collar and 
cuff sets, plain and fancy aprons, 
beach clothes, placemats or pillows. 

The flat crepe prints are suitable 
for wearing apparel such as simple 
summer dresses, blouses, bedjac- 
kets, handkerchiefs and lingerie 
cases as well as scarves. 

Easy-to-sew rayon shantung has 
many uses as youngsters’ sun sults, 
bedspreads, crib spreads, children’s 
aprons and bibs, and slip covers for 
hand bags. 

Rayon faille is a popular fabric 
right now and may be used for 
two-piece dresses as well as belts, 
cosmetic bags, knitting-needle cases 
and card table covers. 


Look for Service Quality 
In Household Fabrics 


In addition to the easy handling 
qualities, there are other features 
to check when selecting household 
materials, 

Curtains, for example, have to 
have shrinkage resistance. The cur- 
tains in any household require fre- 
quent laundering, and, unless they 
are to be a total loss, they must 
launder easily and not shrink. 

Draperies must be resistant to 
sun-fading because they are ex- 
pected to last long and look well. 
Draperies also should be reason- 
ably color-fast to washing and 
cleaning, as well as shrinkage.

BASEBALL'S YOUTHFUL SEA- 
SON is not very old, but enough 
has happened to prove this will be 
another rough year on the pitchers, 
Part of this is the half-rubber ball, 
and part is lack of pitching ability 
as compared to the stars of the past. 
Running into an old-timer, now 
one of the leading scouts, we picked 
up this opinion: 

“Pitching still will decide both 
pennants,”’ he said, “as erratic as 
the pitching has been so far. The 
Cardinals will get the best pitching 
in the National league after things 
have settled down, and warm weath- 
er has come along. 

“The Dodgers have little quality 
on their pitching staff, but they have 
a world of quantity. They have 
about 10 pitchers who are just about 
the same, and few of these can go 
five innings. They are the wildest 
bunch of throwers, not pitchers, I've 
ever seen, They can be, and will 
be, dangerous. 

“I feel now the Dodgers have too 
much youth and speed—too many 

good arms and legs for the Giants 
and Braves. The Cardinals are 
the only team that might handle 
them—and the Cardinals will have 
to keep on getting the best pitch- 
ing in the league. 

“Red Munger will have to im- 
prove, for I'm afraid Howie Pollet 
can’t go the distance any longer. 
The Giants, with any sort of pitch- 
ing, should win the pennant. I’m 
afraid they are not going to get the 
pitching they need!’’ 

“They have done pretty well so 
far,’’ I suggested. 

“I'm only telling you what I think 
on ahead,” he said. 

“They have too many pitchers 
who are in and out—good one start 
and punk the next, You can’t bank 
on any of them to give you a sound 
game.

Television and Sports 

Sport, any game you might men- 
tion, has come face to face with 
its major problem—television. ‘ 

One of the major promoters in this 
field, one with a tremendous interest 
involved had this to say: 

“Television is the biggest guess 
I've ever run across in sport. No, 
one can say for sure what will 
take place. With a_ half-million 
dollars involved in my own case— 
it may amount to much more than 
that—I've spent many an hour try- 


ing to figure it out. Here's what 
can happen: 
“NO. 1. It will help attendance 


and gate receipts, just as radio did. 
It will bring about increased interest 
in various games, especially base- 
ball. It will give us double revenue. 

“NO. 2. It will cut down attend- 
ance figures heavily. People can 
hear about something and want to 
see it. But if they actually see it 
once, they won't be so eager about 
seeing it again. 

“NO. 3. If attendance and the 
gate receipts are cut down, we can 
get our money back by lifting rev- 
enues from television. Television 
will have to pay for it. But how will 
it look to see a ball game played 
before 500 or 1,000.fans? That won't 
be so good. How will it look to see 
football crowds cut in two? That 
wouldn't look so good either. 

“NO. 4, Television will have lit- 
tle effect on attendance, one way or 
another, In that case, we'll get our 
revenue from two sources, as we do 
right now. 

“This is the situation,’’ he said, 
“We don’t know. I believe it will 
build up additional interest, as radio 
did, and increase attendance, This 
would be wonderful.”

Lightweight Streamliner 
Will Travel 150 M.P.H. 


CLEVELAND. — A_ lightweight 
train, based on a new concept of 
railroad design and capable of 
speeds up to 150 miles an hour is 
on the planning boards of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio railway com- 
pany. 

The train is said to mark the 
most radical departure from con- 
ventional equipment since the days 
of George Pullman. 

It will weigh only one-quarter as 
much as the conventional train, the 
firm said, and will provide for 
greater comfort and safety. 

The features which will permit 
the high speeds are the use of 
smaller units with a drastically 
lowered center of gravity and em- 
ployment of a “roller coaster’’ 
truck principle. 

There will be a single pair of 
wheels at the rear of each car, 
with the forward support for each 
car provided by a coupling to a pre- 
ceding unit. 

In place of standard 36-inch rail- 
way wheels, the cars will have 28- 
inch wheels, using rubber centers. 

To be equipped with new type 
engines, the train {is expected to 
reach speeds of 90 miles an hour 
from a stationary position in four 
minutes against nine minutes now 
required by the largest locomotive 
hauling a standard train,

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Kimberly Mines’ 
Daily Yield Is 
Pile of Diamonds 


KIMBERLEY, SOUTH AFRICA— 
Afte: more than 75 years of exploi- 
tation, the great diamond deposits 
here are still yielding up a double 
handful of glistening gems daily. 

In a Kimberley diamond sorting 
room, the results of a day’s work 
are manifested in a small well- 
guarded pile containing 2,900 carats 
of rough stones. That is an average 
day's pickings for the two mines 
still operating. 

There was a tirae when most of 
the world's diamond output came 
from the blue earth “‘pipes" of the 
Kimberley district. Discoveries 
elsewhere have reduced this pre- 
eminence. But as headquarters of 
the far-reaching De Beers combine, 
Kimberley retains its dominance as 
the diamond capital of the world. 

Although Kimberley has the “‘big- 
gest man-made hole in the world’’ 
to remind it of its wild and woolly 
past, the town today is a staid and 
ultra-respectable community. Now- 
adays the mining and extraction of 
diamonds igs a highly industrialized 
operation. : 

Process Crushed Rock 

To obtain that little heap of pre- 
cious pebbles it was necessary to 
hoist and crush 13,000 tons of blue 
rock and to put it through an elab- 
orate process of concentration. In 
the final stage, the residue of 
pebbles and water was allowed to

The only element of romance that 
remains is in the ceaseless battle of 
wits between diamond thieves and 
the mine guards. The mine com- 
pounds are surrounded by barbed 
wire entanglements within which 
the thousands of African workers 
are required to live until they com- 
plete their terms of service—usually 
four to six months. On departure 
they are subjected to intensive 
search, In the old days this meant a 
three-day quarantine accompanied 
by a dose of castor oil. 

Discovered by X-Ray 

Now, diamonds that are swal- 
lowed or imbedded in the skin are 
discovered in a few minutes by 
X-ray. Even so there is a steady 
loss of diamonds through illicit 
channels. ‘Over the Fence’’ smug- 
gling is held in check by trained 
police dogs that accompany guards 
on their nightly rounds. The swal- 
lowing method is still tried occa- 
sionally, but nobody has come up to 
the record set years ago by a native 
who attempted unsuccessfully to 
walk out of the compound with 21 
valuable diamonds in his stomach.

SHELBY COUNTY 


B. F. Hatchett and Marvin Guin 
Soil Conservationints 


Terraces were constructed on 20 
acres of land on the farm of Dewey 
Roberson, Wilsonville, last week. 

L. M. Snow, Route 1, Siluri«, 
seeded a two acre meadow to Ken- 
tucky 31 Fesceve grass and ladine 
clover recently. 

Terrace lines were run on ten 
acres of land on the farm of Charlie 
T. Hughes in Chapel community 
last week. 

The local personnel of SCS at- 
tended a District meeting at the 
Thorsby nursery last Friday. A fine 
growth of Kentucky 31 Feacue grass 
was seen growing on ten acres of 
land. The Fescue will be ready to 
harvest for seed in a few weeks. The 
group saw volunteer stands of 
Granciflora vetch growing in small 
grains, sericea, kudzu and in rotation 
of row crops. These combinations to- 
gether with Fescue grass make all 
year grazing. They make pastures 
green in winter, hold the soil and 
prevent it from running into creeks 
and rivers, They provide cheap food 
and banish the raw galled hills and 
the ruined flatlands. 

F. E, Williams is grazing his herd 
of dairy cattle on Fescue grass. It 
has promise of being the missing 
link in year round pasturing. Fes- 
cue grows the year around, But it 
becomes profitable and gives better 
service if it is “rested” from about 
April to November when sericea can 
be grazed. It provides a salable seed 


crop.

If you have the feeling that you 
want to push your walls out to 
give a feeling of space and light, 
here are some sure-fire tricks to 
give you that effect. 

As every woman knows, light col- 
ors tend to make her figure larger 
while the dark shades appear to 
slenderize. So, to make the room 
look lighter and larger concentrate 
on lighter shades of wallpaper. A 
background of a small pattern or 
pale shades of wallpaper such 
as cool blues, greys, greens, cream, 
ivory and oyster white make rooms 
look large. The lighter the color of 
| the room and its furnishings the 
more the walls seem to melt away 
and give the illusion of space, Use

Reduce Room Size 
With These Tips 


tremendouMly large rooms and you 
want to pull the walls closer about 
| you, put the room on a sort of re- 
ducing diet of dark colors. Warm 
shades, such as red, terra cotta, 
cocoa, rose and the like, rather creep 
up on you and make a room seem 
smaller. 

If, however the room is on the 
| dark side of the street and you 
don't ever get very much light, use 
moderate shades of the colors just 
mentioned. In this type of room 
the furniture may be scaled on 
larger proportions to take up space 
|and pull the space together some- 
what. 

It’s smart to have the woodwork 
the same color or a shade lighter 
than the basic shade of the wall-

paper if the room is small because 
dark-colored baseboards, doors, 
mantles, window and cornices all 
minimize the size of the room. If 
the room is very small, trim it a 
bit by pulling out some of these 

s such as a mantle to give 
more space. 


Shape of Room 
Can Be Changed 


If the shape of the room rather 
than the size is your problem, 
there's a solution to that, too. 

If the room is long and narrow 
try doing three walls with a plain 
colored or a small-patterned paper 
and then accentuating the fourth 
wall with a dark color or a bold 
pattern. This makes the room seem 
almost square. Another excellent 
way to increase the depth of one 
side of the room is by using scenic 
paper on that wall to contrast with 
plain or striped paper on the other 
three. 

You may prefer to use contrast- 
ing colors to make a room longer 
or wider. To do this, choose two 
styles which harmonize yet present 
a strong contrast; cover both side 
walls with one pattern and both end 
walls with the other. .

Dean Bans Unive~sity Frat 
Which Hazed New Members 


CHAMPAIGN, ILL.—A hazing in 
which a fraternity pledge was left 
bound, blindfolded and only partly 
clothed in a cornfield on a freezing 
night was revealed at the University 
of Illinois. 

The university announced it had 
“suspended and denied university 
recognition” to the fraternity, Tau 
Epsilon Phi, one of the oldest and 
largest on the campus. 

Joseph Ewers, university security 
officer, said he was making a full 
investigation of hazing reports at a 
number of the university’s 55 other 
fraternities. 

He said he had received reports 
from farmers about freshmen being 
taken into the country, mistreated 
and left to walk home, as far as 
eight miles, on bitterly cold nights. 

“Hazing will not be permitted,” 
said Dean of Students Fred H, Turn- 
er: “It was barred when I came to 
the university 30 years ago, and it 
still is.” 

The pledge whose hazing brought 
the action against Tau Epsilon Phi 
is a 17-year-old high school gradu- 
ate. 

He was left in the field with only 
his topcoat, put on backwards by his 
tormentors, and with eggs rubbed in 
his hair and his face painted, the 
university's disciplinary committee 
said. 


Farmer With Horse Team Wins 
Decision Over Taxi Driver 


CHATTANOOGA, TENN. — Taxi 
driver James E. Roberson had a 
hard time breaking even with a 
farmer on a 20-mile taxi trip. 

Loaded down with the farmer, 
his wife, two children, 100 pounds 
of cow feed and a heavy load of 
groceries, Roberson started out for 
the farm.

No one can rate Jersey Joe a 
great champion. He has been just 
another heavyweight too long; just 
another average fighter who hap- 
pened to remain in shape when 
Louis didn't. 

You can't sell a number of fight- 
ers, even champions, the idea that 
condition is as important as their 
own native skill. Yet condition 
happens to be more important than 
anything Louis has—his punch, his 
boxing skill, his gameness. 

Louis as the heavyweight cham- 
pion defending his title against 
Walcott was a joke, a travesty on 
training, on condition. He was a 
puffy fat man who couldn't move 


; out of his tracks. 


He returned from his exhibition 
tour in England weighing at least 
240 pounds, and then worked des- 
perately to lose 25 pounds in a few 
weeks, 

Louis took on Walcott as a joke. 
If Louis can win in the condition 
he has to offer for late June, Wal- 
cott must be a joke. Louis will 
have to create a miracle to be even 
close to the form that made him, 
and kept him, champion so many 


years,

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Battle of Coral Sea Termed 
First Big Defect for Japan 


In the battle of that island-studd. d 
ocean known as the Coral sea, which 
is near the Solomon islands and 
about 1,000 miles northeast of Aus- 
tralia, America’s first real victory 
of the war with Japan was scored. 
The action occurred on May 4, 1942, 
and called for deeds of valor as 
thrilling as any in all American 
history. 

The Coral sea battle was the first 
great naval defeat ever dealt the 
imperial Japanese fleets. And yet 
this battle was fought entirely in 
the air, by the planes of opposing 
aircraft carriers. 

The ships engaged in this battle 
never got sight of each other. They 
slugged it out without firing a single 
gun at another ship—the first en- 
gagement of its kind in history. In 
this first great victory for the U. S. 
tn this global war the Japs lost more 
than 15 ships sunk and at least 20 
others severely damaged, The action 
perhaps saved Australia from inva- 
sion. 

However, America paid a high 
price for her victory in the sultry 
Coral sea. In this engagement the 
aircraft carrier, Lexington, famed 
ship that lald the foundation of our 
modern navy's aircraft carrier op- 
erations, went to the bottom, This 
happened on May 7.

DEADWOOD, S. D.—Day after 
day goes by here in this crossroads 
of the old west and nary a man falls, 
bullet sieved, in his own gore. 

The brick high school outshadows 
the biggest wooden saloon. Night 
is lit by the neon sign instead of the 
flaming six-gun, and the thudding 
hoofs of the outlaw’s fleeing pony 
echo only in the pulp magazines. 
You get a ticket now for parking 
in the wrong place. 

Grandsons of the posses that 
chased the bad mer. out of town 
hold conclave on how to welcome the 
good tourist. 

Yessiree, podner, old Deadwood, 
capital of that vanished frontier 
where “the coward never started 
and the weak died on the way,” has 
gone respectable. ‘Wild Bill” 
Hickok and ‘'Calamity Jane," asleep 
in their hill cemetery, wouldn’t know 
the town they helped make famous 
—or infamous. 

Ban On Gambling 

Its present attack of civic virtue 
—gambling was banned two years 
ago—is deplored by some of Dead- 
wood's citizenry. But 78-year-old 
D. M. McGahey, curator of the Ad- 
ams memorial hall, feels that Dead- 
wood's flamboyant characters — 
Hickok, ‘‘Deadwook Dick,” and ‘‘Ca- 
lamity Jane,"’ army scout and lady 
tosspot— have had entirely too much 
attention. 

He calls them “the long hairs” and 
|grudgingly keeps a case of their 
\relics in the museum only out of 
‘deference to public interest. In the 
lease is “the dead man’s hand”’— 
ace and eight of spades, ace and 
eight of clubs and queen of hearts— 
held by ‘Wild Bill’’ when the fron- 
tiersman, a man with 36 notches on 
his guns, was ventilated through the 
back by Jack McCall in the No. 10 
saloon. 
| “Wild Bill Hickok was never any- 
|thing but a gambler here,” grum- 
bled McGahey. “As for Calamity 
|Jane, the best you can say for her 
is that she never did anyone any 
|harm except herself. 

Dick Was a Fool 

“Deadwood Dick—or at least one 
of the four men who called them- 
selves that—was the dumbest fool 
that ever came over the pike," 
snorted McGahey. “He didn't know 
which end of a gun to hold away | 
from him when he pulled the trig- | 
ger. 

‘What did these long hair celebri- | 
| ties ever do for the country? People 
|should pay more honor to the real 
pioneers who built up the west. 
Men like W. E. Adams, who came 
here in 1877, with a team of mules 
and a load of hardware and went 
into business."’ 
| Adams, who died in 1934, left $100,- 
|000 to establish the museum. 

But Wild Bill and Calamity Jane, 
whatever their morals when alive, 
still draw hundreds of thousands of 
| visitors here. The gunman and the 
amorous lady are buried in adjoin- 
ing graves—which is closer than 
Hickok cared to be to her during 
his lifetime. 

“Some people try to make out that 
those two long hairs were in love,”

Unity in Religion 
FROM the years of the dark ages 
down through the colonizing 
and development of this continent, 
creeds seemed of more importance 
to religious denominational follow- 
ers, than the foundation on which 
the Christian religion was built. The 
foundation was the same for all 
denominations. It was the ever- 
lasting rock on 
which each church 
had built its super- 
structure. The 
superstructure was 
the denominational 
creed, the details 
of interpretation of 
that foundation on 
which all Christian 
churches were built. Those details 
were of but little real consequence. 

As a small boy in the 1870's and 
1880's I lived in a Methodist par- 
sonage, Father was a Methodist 
preacher. In our small village were 
two churches, Methodist and Pres- 
byterian. 

Religiously the members of the 
two congregations did not mix, 
The members of cach were firm- 
ly convinced that those who at- 
tended the other church were 
traveling the highway to perdi- 
tion. To them creed, an inter- 
pretation, was of greater impor- 
tance than the foundation on 
which both denominations were 
built, Religious evolution, not 
revolution, has changed that con- 
dition. 

Some years ago, I have forgotten 
how many, I attended, as a news- 
paper writer, a great religious con- 
gress held on the Iron Pier at At- 
lantic City, N. J. Every state, every 
denomination, was represented 
among the more than 3,000 people 
present. The purpose was to unify 
by a revolution the efforts of the 
Christian churches. It was pro- 
posed to reduce the number of 
churches, retaining in each com- 
munity only what its needs called 
for, and those retained to be with- 
out denominational creeds. Mis- 
sionary work in pagan lands was 
to be consolidated. One strong 
mission was to replace the many 
weak ones, 

I well remember the ardor and 
enthusiasm with which non-existent 
and unavailable billions of dollars 
were appropriated to carry out 
such a revolutionary program in- 
cluding more than a billion for for- 
eign missigns and more than half a 
billion to propagandize the program 
in this country. It was a noble con- 
ception, but as a revolution it was 
impractical. It did not get any 
farther than the voting of those non- 
existent dollars. 

What revolution did not aceom- 
plish evolution is accomplishing, 
Faith, not creed, is today the 
dominant factor in the work of 
the Christian churches. There are 
now few, if any, religious ha- 
treds; few if any, intolerances. 
Creeds remain, to be sure, but to- 
day they are but secondary to 
that foundation of religious faith 
on which the Christian religion is 
built, 

Today the ministers and the 
members of practically all de- 
nominations work together for a 
common purpose. The details of 
creed interpretation are largely for- 
gotten. Ministers and laymen now 
recognize that the foundation, built 
on the rock of faith, is supporting 
all the denominational superstruc- 
tures; that all are traveling the 
same highway, leading to the same 
end. The bitterness between de- 
nominations, a bitterness caused by 
the details of interpretation, has 
largely given way to unified effort 
and all join together in one spiritual 
advance. Yes, evolution is accom- 
plishing what revolution, as I saw 
it planned at Atlantic City, failed 
to accomplish. Evolution has done 
that desired job without sowing any 
seeds of bitterness that revolution 
undoubtedly would have planted. 

Today creed, the superstructure 
of the Christian faith, means but 
little. It is the foundation that 
counts and the foundation is the 
same for all Christian churches.

Time, Experts Say 


PHILADELPHIA. — Scientists at 
the Fels planetarium of the Frank- 
lin institute have illustrated ways 
by which the world might come to 
an end, 

The scientists coolly admit that 
the end of the world, due to some un- 
foreseen cataclysm, might happen 
at any moment. 

“Our earth,” they say, “is deli- 
cately balanced between the too hot 
and the too cold, the too dry and 
too wet, for life of the kind we 
know." 

If something should happen to up- 
set the existing conditions most of 
the higher life on earth would come 
to an end, they add. 

The astronomers point out that 
other suns have suddenly burst into 
greatly intensified heat, and they 
assert it is not impossible that the 
earth’s sun might also do it some 
day. 

They also see no reason for ruling 
out the possibility of another Ice 
Age caused by a great volcanic erup- 
tion, because in the history of the 
world it has happened five times. 

They also show how the moon 
might cause great tidal waves to 
sweep the continents from shore to 
shore for hundreds of years—with 
the gravitational pull of the moon 
opening up gaping rifts in the earth’s 
crust, followed by gigantic explo- 
sions as the sea invades the pools 
of molten lava. 

The astronomers hope most of the 
possibilities for an end of the world 
are remote. But they insist that it 
is possible at any moment for a 
body as large as the earth or larger 
to hurtle through space and shatter 
our planet to bits.

of Minneapolis-Honeywell Regulator 
company. 

“Special automatic controls will 
make it possible to regulate the heat 
for optimum comfort and welfare 
of the patients, regardless of out- 
side conditions,’ said Benson. ‘‘Ra- 
diant heating also will help to

The vaule of Pfeifer's collection 
has not been determined yet, but 
Fred Ott, stamp expert who is han- 
dling the sale, said the collection is 
the “heaviest single acquisition” to 
be placed on the market to his 
knowledge.

3,000 stamps in a pound, Pfeiffer's 
collection produced the almost un- 
believable total of more than two 
million stamps. Stamp experts 
hoped that when the collection has 
been sorted and arranged, a $25,000 
“master collection’ might be found,

Whooping Coughs — 
Prevalent In County 


Dr. E. F. Sloan, County Health Officer 

In some sections of Shelby County 
whooping cough is, at present, very 
prevalent. This is a distressing disease 
at any age and is one of the most 
dangerous diseases of childhood in 
those under three years of age. Great 
care should be taken to keep small 
children away from anyone whe has 
a cold or cough. During the first 
week of the disease the symptems 
often appear to be those of an or- 
dinary “cold” and the patient is par- 
ticularly infectious during this stage. 

The germ that carries the infeet- 
ion is in the discharges from the 
nose and throat and these diseharges 
should, therefore, be received on 
paper napkins or old cloths and im- 
mediately burned. 

It usvelly takes 7 to 10 days for 
Whooping Cough to develop after 
exposure to a case and another week 
or so before the characteristic cough 


with the “whoop”, and possibly 


vomiting, to develop. The patient 
with Whooping Cough should be 
kept isolated from other children in 
the family, as wel) as all other chil- 
dren, until 3 weeks after the charac- 
teristic whoop has developed; the 
discharges from the nose and throat 
burned as mentioned, and all eating 
and drinking utensils kept separate 
and boiled after each use. These pre- 
cautions should be carried out in 
every case that appears to be a 
“cold” as it may develop that these 
cases are the beginning of Whooping 
Cough or of other disease. 

Vaccine for the prevention of 
Whooping Cough should be given to 
every: child at or near the age of 6 
months. Since it takes at least 2 
weeks to complete the vaccination 
and probably 2 months for the child 
to develop full immunity, this vac- 
cine ig of no value in preventing an 


attact after an exposure has 
occurred, 
Every case of Whooping Cough 


should be under the care of a physi- 
cian as he can do much to alleviate 
some of the more distressing symp- 
toms and can often prevent very ser- 
ious complications.

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BUSINESS SELLS ITSELF 


A YEAR and more ago business 
—big business—started an ef- 
fort to sell the American people 
on American business institutions, 
That was a move in the right di- 
rection, but to do a really effective 
job the copy used in an advertising 
campaign must consist of some- 
thing more than 
generalities and 
platitudes. To make 
such a campaign 
really effective 
business — big bus- 
iness — must lay 
the cards on the 
table, face up, 
: where both labor 
and all cohsumers may see the 
hand that management and capital 
is holding. 

With rare exceptions all business 
—big business—is honest, but it 
must so prove its honesty that 
Henry Wallace and those of his 
kind cannot produce phony figures 
out of a hat and have the American 
people, both workers and consum- 
ers, willing to accept such phony 
figures. The workers and consum- 
ers must have direct, definite and 
positive evidence that will dispute 
and discredit such figures regard- 
less of who produces them. 

Business—big business — must, 
if it is to sell the American peo- 
ple, take the public into its con- 
fidence by a presentation of the 
definite costs in the production of 
its commodity. The costs of ma- 
terial, labor, taxes and all the 
other items that go to make up 
the total. There can be no holes 
left for covering up even such 
infinitesimal costs as bonuses 
paid to management for a job 
well done. There should be noth- 
ing left for the public to guess at 
and magnify. 

Business—big business—must bal- 
ance sales against production costs, 
and show to whom, and for what, 
those sales dollars were paid. 

Business—big business—may not 
always feel it desirable to take the 
public into its confidence with such 
intimate details of its operations. 
To do so is more tolerable than to 
leave the public, including workers 
and all consumers, in the dark and 
@ prey to the false and misleading 
Statements made by those who seek 
personal gain from having the peo- 
ple misled. 

A few big business concerns 
which have taken the people into 
their confidence have presented in 
a factual and easily understood 
way the details of their operations. 
Such concerns are the exceptions. 
They do not prove the rule. For 
many, published statements consist 
of generalities and platitudes. To 
the public, including labor, such 
Statements but add fuel to the fire 
of suspicion. They are but evi- 
dence of something to cover up; 
evidence that Henry Wallace might 
have been right; that out of the sup- 
posed exorbitant profits the workers 
could have been paid the excessive 
wage increases they demanded, 
without an increase in price to the 
consumer. 

Business—big business—can have 
the confidence, the sentiment and 
the influence of the people of the 
nation, including a majority of the 
workers, when the people are given 
all of the vital facts of production 
costs and the distribution of the 
sales dollar. The support of the 
people cannot be purchased with 
generalities and platitudes or half 
facts. With such public confidence 
as a backing, big business can re- 
fuse the ever increasing demands 
for more wages than the price of 
the commodity can carry,

Political Conventions 


Any national political convention 
is, in at least one way, much like a 
session of congress. There are 
many individuals occupying offi- 
cial delegate seats who are simply 
“among those present.” They do 
as they are directed and exert no 
real influence. Their vote counts 
one, but it is cast more by those of 
the delegation who are doing the 
directing than by the unimportant 
individual delegate. 

The party leaders who sit in the 
delegations from each state con- 
stitute the directing force of each 
convention. It is exceptional for 

a convention of either party to get 
beyond that party leadership con- 
trol. Much the same thing is trae 
of a session of congress. A com- 
paratively small minority of each 
party controls party action. A 
majority of each party represents 
but window dressing. 


Most of us appreciate recognition 
from our fellows and the bit of 
limelight such recognition brings. 
We shoulder the burdens that go 
with offices In the lodges, the serv- 
fee clubs, church societies and other 
hon-paying community jobs because 
of the accord such jobs can bring 
to us. We may, and frequently do, 
tire of the job when the luster dims, 
but there are always others to take 
on and replace those who tire, Such 
is the way of life in our rural com- 
munities,

Know Precious Ore 
When They See It 


Lead, S. D.—A gold miner is about 
as likely to see an elephant under- 
ground as he is gold, And if he did 
see it he probably wouldn't recog- 
nize it. 

This is one of the oddities of dig- 
ging out the yellow metal that gives 
the soldiers at Fort Knox something 
to guard and provides the nation's 
dentists something with which to f'" 
a tooth. 

“It is very rare to find free specks 
of gold,” said Harlan Walker, as- 
sistant general manager of the 
Homestake mine, largest in the 
Americas."" A miner can work years 
hefe and never see any.” 

Many miners cannot even deter- 
mine ore-bearing rock from waste 
or “country rock.'' Sites worth 
working are outlined by skilled min- 
ing engineers. 

Gold mining is an intricate in- 
dustry comparable in many ways 
to an automobile factory. It takes 
many skills to glean from one ton 
of ore its final product—barely 
enough gold to make a man’s wed- 
ding ring. And it may cost $200,- 
000 or more to blast through coun- 
try rock to reach an ore body worth 
working. 

Waste Is Returned 

Practically everything taken out 
of the mine is put back in with one 
noteworthy exception, the gold. 
After the ore has been crushed and 
passed through meshes of a screen 
finer than the sifting cloth used in 
flour mills, the waste sand is 
pumped back into the mine as ‘‘fill” 
to prevent wall collapses. 

Gold miners are a hardy, snuft- 
chewing crew who hold a high dis- 
dain for coal mines. They work a 
seven-hour, six-day week and the 
top workers earn $12 to $15 a day. 
They live a mile above sea level 
here and work a mile from their 
homes—straight down. Their chief 
task is drilling seven-foot holes in 
the tunnel face and stuffing them 
with dynamite which they set off 
at the end of their shift. Laborers 
then do the mucking—loading the 
blasted ore with power shovels. 

At present the @bld mining in- 
dustry in the United States is in a 
slump. The Homestake mine is 
operating at only about 60 per cent 
capacity. 

Production Declines 

“Before the war the United States 
produced 14 per cent of the world's 
gold each year," Walker said. 
“Now it produces only about 5 per 
cent. 

“The reasons? The present ceil- 
ing price on gold, shortage of labor, 
higher costs and high taxes." 

It takes 20 days and incredible 
labor to harvest from 35 tons of 
undug ore in the mine the one pound 
or less of gold bullion that emerges 
from the refinery. But Walker is 
weary of people who say, “‘Why go 
to all that trouble? It is just taken 
out of one hole here and put back 
into another hole at Fort Knox.” 

His reply: “If the gold wasn't 
mined the country would soon find 
out how important it is. It has many 
industrial uses—and there never 
was a nation that felt it tad enough 
for money.”

California Sees Boom 
As Car Assembly Point 


LOS ANGELES. — Los Angeles 
county clinched its position as the 
country's second largest automo- 
bile assembly center with the sec- 
ond opening of a car plant in less 
than three months. 

The addition, close on the heels 
of General Motors’ elaborate new 
Chevrolet plant in suburban Van 
Nuys, is the Ford Motor company’s 
first Lincoln-Mercury assembly 
plant to be established outside of 
Detroit. 

The factory, embodying more 
than five miles of conveyor lines, 
will turn out, in full operation, more 
than 1,000 automobiles a week. 

With General Motors, Chrysler, 
Studebaker and Willys plants al- 
ready established, and Nash and 
Kaiser-Frazer plants scheduled to 
go into operation, the Los Angeles 
area soon will be producing cars 
at a rate of 2,000 a day for the 
country’s largest automobile mar- 
ket. 

California in 1946 had a total 
registration of 2,801,000 passenger 
cars leading New York by nearly a 
million. 

The prospective total output of 
650,000 cars a year in the Los An- 
geles area is four times the pre- 
war peak of 154,000. 

It embraces 14 different ‘‘makes” 
—Buick, Chevrolet, Dodge, Ford, 
Frazer, Kaiser, Lincoln, Mercury, 
Nash, Oldsmobile, Plymouth, Pon- 
tiac, Studebaker and Willys. In ad- 
dition it is understood the Chrysler 
company plans to add Chrysler and 
De Soto assembly to its Los Angeles 
operation, while moving its Dodge 
| work to a plant under construction 
|in Oakland in northern California. 

Before the war, the automobile 
{companies obtained 11 per cent of 


their parts in California. Since the | 


| war, both Ford and General Motors 
have started additional procurement 
programs worth 60 million dollars 
}in the state which would increase 
‘this ratio of local supply manifold.

Expert Claims Americans 
Need Lessons in Bathing 


NEW YORK—This country may 
lead the world in the number of 
bathtubs but many Americans don't 
know how to take a bath properly, 

| according to Harold J. Reilly, for

, “A lot of people actually do dam- 
age to themselves by lack of proper 
| bathing knowledge,”’ Reilly said. 
| “They seem to think that sitting 
|in a hot tub, using a lot of per- 
| furned soap, shivering under a cold 
; shower and drying by the brisk 
rubbing of a rough towel are essen- 
| tial parts of being clean and 
| healthy. Actually, some of these 
| things can hurt their health.” 

Sitting in a hot tub is all right 
as far as it goes, but that doesn’t 
mean you're getting clean, he ex- 
plained. The dirt that has come off 
is still with you when you get out 
because you have been sitting in 
dirty water. Tub bathers should fin- 
ish offf with a cooling—not cold— 
shower and pat — not rub — them- 
selves dry with a towel. 

“Cold showers are never advis- 
able except as a treatment by a 
physiotherapist for poor circula- 
tion,” Reilly added. 


Alabama Chief Says Prisons 
Manufacture Criminals Daily 


MONTGOMERY, ALA.—"We are 
manufactaring criminals every day. 
Rehabilitation seems to have been 
forgotten in our penal institutions.” 

That indictment of Alabama's 
prison system was made by the man 
who runs it—plain-spoken Frank A. 
Boswell. 

He told his story in « report to 
Gov. James E. Folsom on comple 
tion of his first year as head of the 
convict department and its 4,500 in- 
mates. Then he proposed some 
drastic remedies. 

First, ‘‘the stir-hardened convicts 
who have passed the stage of re- 
habilitation should be Isolated in a 
separate Institution with no hope of 
parole until they learn to behave.” 

The ‘“‘tough guys’’—homosexuals, 
habitual dope addicts and “mental 
inmates” not acceptable in insane 
hospitals—‘‘should be locked in cells 
to themselves." 

Boswell) doesn’t expect miracles in 
his rehabilitation program. In fact, 
he says it'll take ot least two years 
to get started. ‘Money is our main 
drawback. It'll take lots of it, and 
we haven't got it now.”

Sclentists Reveal Affect 


Of Plutonium on Plants 

What happens when plutonlum, the 
super-explosive used to make atom- 
le bomb, is fed to plants? 

Two Universjty of California col- 
lege of agriculture scientists who 
worked on the Manhattan project 
have come up with the answers. 
The report of thelr wartime expert. 
ments, believed to be the first of 
their kind, has been cleared with se- 
curity officials for release. 

Barley roots were unharmed when 
exposed to the radiation of man- 
made plutonium for only 24 hours, 
Dr. Louis Jacobson, plant bio-chem- 
ist, and Dr. Roy Overstreet, soils 
chemist, discovered. Longer expo- 
@ure probably would produce serlous 
damage, Overstreet said, 

There were marked signs of injury 
to dwarf pea plants grown for three 
months in a sandy soil containing 
very small amounts of five fission 
by-products. The roots fell apart 
when lifted from the soll and the 
flow of water and plant food from 
roots to leaves was badly damaged. 

The plants absorbed plutonium 
and the other elements quickly, even 
when they were present only in 
trace amounts on the surface of clay 
or soil particles. Strength of the ra- 
Glations per gram of soll was only 
One ten-millionth of the activity of 
@ gram of radium. 

All elements were found almost 
entirely In or on the roots. Only one 
of them, strontium, appeared to any 
extent In the leaves.

Here are just a few 
of his records from 1890 to 1906; 


“1. Won three consecutive 
games on three consecutive days, 
all pitched in different cities. 

“2, Won 20 or more games for 
10 consecutive years. He won 360 
and lost 202. 

“3. Won 28 or more games for 
eight consecutive seasons. 

“4. Best threeconsecutive 
years of pitching percentage. 

“5S. Only pitcher of note to 
average 24 wins per year at pres- 
ent distances." 


Cobb also extends his admiration 
to Eddie Plank and Ed Walsh. “I'd 
take Ed Walsh as my first choice 
of all pitchers for a five-year pe- 
riod,"" he told me once. “He literal- 
ly pitched his arm off in 1908 when 


, he worked in 66 games, winning 40 


and saving 12 others. Imagine 
being responsible for 52 victories?” 

“It’s hard to outrank Eddie 
Plank,”’ Cobb said in his recent 
letter. ‘‘Plank worked in 620 games, 
won 324 and lost 190. He was a 
fine pitcher — smart and always 
packed with control. He wasn't 
as fast as Grove, but he was a 
tough man to beat." 

One can be reminded again of the 
great pitchers Connie Mack brought 
along from Waddell, Bender and 
Plank to Coombs, Grove, Earn- 
shaw, Rommel and others — not 
overlooking Pennock and Bullet Joe 
Bush. 

What manager ever dug up such 
left-handers as Eddie Plank, Lefty 
Grove, Herb Pennock and Rube 
Wadgell, four of the eg pitch- 
ers the venerated pastime has ever 
seen on display? 

And today, the eminent Mr. Mc- 
Gillicuddy, aged 85, believes he has 
snother staff just about as good as 
he had in those far off years. 


Mack’s Ups and Downs 


No one in baseball has ever 
known as many ups and downs, as 
many booms and dips, as many 
ascents and descents, as Connie 
Mack has known since he came to 
the American league in 1901. 

Connie finished fourth his. first 
year and then promptly won his 
first pennant in 1902, his second 
start. He won again in 1905, and 
two years later began breaking up 
or dismantling his winning squad 
for the first time. 

He kept Bender and Plank, but 
got rid of Harry Davis, Lave and 
Monte Cross, plus a few others, In 
place of these he picked up Eddie 


| Collins from Columbia, Stuffy Moe- 


Innis from New England, Jack Bar- 
ty from Holy Cross and “Home 
Run” Baker from a Maryland ham- 
let. 

Connie finished second in 1909, 
missing the flag by a brief eye- 
lash. By 1910 he had his greatest 
team—a team good enough to win 
the pennant four times from 1910 
through 1914. The Red Sox with 
Smokey Joe Wood burning up the 
league won In 1912, 


The debacle of 1914, when the 


Braves won in four straight, sent» 


Connie back to work dispersing an- 
other flock of star athletes. 


String of Losses 

Connie had broken up another 
club. It took him a long time to 
get back. He finished last in 1915, 
1916, 1917, 1918, 1919, 1920 and 1921. 
At that time he appeared to have an 
endless lease on the cellar. 


Connie began to surge back in 
1925, when he finished second. He 
was then 63 years old. But it was 
not unti) 1929 that he overhagled 
the Yankees and ruled the up- 
lands for three years through 
1932. 

It was around 1933 that Mack be- 
gan dismantling another club. He 
unloaded a freight car full of ath- 


letes on Tom Yawkey, the list in-. 


cluding Robert Moses Grove and 
most of his stars. 

This didn’t help the Red Sox any, 
but it wrecked the Athletics. They 
finished last again eight more years 
through 1945 when their case looked 
to be hopeless. 

Connie has finished last 15 or 16 
times and next to last on many 
more occasions. He also finished 
first nine times. 

He came up with a pretty fair | 
ball club last season in his &4th 
year. At least they finished fifth. 
Then came the big surprise this 
season as the Mackmen, carried 
along by superior pitching and 
some timely hitting, moved out in 
front. 

Where will the Athletics finish? 
October is a long hike off. But so 
far the Athletics have looked better 
than either ‘the Yankees or Red Sox 
who were picked earlier to handle 
all the pace setting.

Remember that Tuesday, June 29, 
the doors will be open and the steam 
will be rolling at the community can- 
lning center at Shelby County High 
School. So let's pack up all the boxes, 
baskets and bags of vegetables that 
we have and start the canning season 
loff right. 

We will enjoy seeing all of our old 
canning friends from Montevallo, 
Shelby, Columbiana, Fourmile, Wil- 
sonville, Harpersvile and Vincent and 
talking over the past years happen- 
ings with them, 

Don’t stay away because you have 
never canned anything before and do 
not know how to begin because with 
our modern equipment and recipes 
you can do the job as well as an ex- 
perienced canner. 

Along with other new equipment, 
we have added one of the best pea 
and butterbean shellera on the mar- 
ket. We could not afford to buy the 
sheller but the company has leased 
it to vs for the summer for 2¢ per 
pound, hull weight, for all the peas 
and beans shelled on it. 

The sheller will shell all varieties 
of butterbeans and all varieties of 
peas except some of the crowders. It 
will shell a bushel of peas or butter- 
beans in just a very few minutes. 

If you have been doing without peas 
and butterbeans because you did not 
like to shell them, bring them in and 
let the machine do it for you.

From Malachi To Christ 


Lesson for June 27, 1948 


as interbiblical period, covering 
approximately four centuries, is 
one of the great silences of history, 
save as the prophecies of God offer 

flickering light up- 


on the winding 
paths in western 
Asia, northern Af- 
rica and southern 
Europe. A _ rem- 
nant of Jews re 
sided in Jerusa- 
lem, whilst many 
others were dis- 
persed about the 
face of the earth. 
The Old Testament 
was translated into 
Greek—the version 
used in the time of Christ. The 
Talmud and the 14 books of the 
Apocrypha were written. The syna- 
gogue arose. The schools of Hillel 
and Shammai were founded and 
flourished. The sects of the Phari- 
sees and Sadducees originated. Bud- 
dha, Confucius and Zoroaster were 
beginning to influence life in the 
Far East, while in the Near East 
Zeno and Epicurus dominated philo- 
sophical thought. The Caesars ruled 
the Mediterranean world. 

To understand something of this 
period from Malachi to Christ, we 
are asked to read the Scripture pas- 


sages listed above.

BEFORE JESUS CAME 
“RB EHOLD, I will send my mes- 
senger, and he shall prepare 
the way for me; and the Lord, whom 
ye seek, shall suddenly come in his 
temple, even the messenger of the 
covenant, whom ye delight in; be- 
hold he shall come, saith the Lord 
of hosts."’ 

Did they fully understand the 
significance of these great words of 
Malachi? Hardly may we expect 
that they did, but they got their 
basis of hope, about which we 
studied last Sunday. Imagine the 
faces of the little children in the 
long ago as they heard of the com- 
ing Messenger!

INFLATED WEALTH 


A 1948 estimate of our tangible 
national wealth made by the 
Life Insurance institute offers an 
excellent demonstration as to how 
far we have traveled the infla- 
tion road. The institute tells that, 
on the basis of present day dollars, 
our resent national wealth amounts 
to somewhere between 600 and 700 
billion dollars. 

In 1938 — 10 years ago — the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference board 
estimated our national wealth as 
300 billion dollars. In 
both estimates the 
figures cover the 
value of land, homes, 
furnishings, facto- 
ries, railroads, 
mines, business es- 
tablishments, farm 
farm machin- 
ery, stocks of mer- 
automobiles, everything 


chandise, 
that has a dollar value. 


In 10 years the actual value of 
our tangible national wealth has 
not increased, but the purchasing 
power of our money has de- 
creased by 100 per cent or more. 
It is not that we have more actual 
wealth, but that it takes twice as 
much of our present money to buy 
it. That weighs and measures our 
present day inflation. What we 
could buy in 1938 with $1 it now 
takes $2 or more to buy. 

That acre of land on which 50 
cents-a-bushel corn was raised is 
the same acre on which $1.50 corn 
now is raised. The value of the 
acre has been inflated because the 
value of the crop it produces has 
been inflated through cheap money. 

The inflation we now have can, 
and probably will, continue to in- 
crease until congress gives our dol- 
| Jar a fixed value. Senator Taft has 
proposed that the dollar be stabil- 
ized at its present value. We could 
do that by re-establishing a gold 
standard and fixing the price of 
gold to conform with the present 
purchasing value of the dollar. 

, Such a move would prevent the 
purchasing power of the dollar 
from going lower; it would keep 
prices at their present levels un- 
less labor secured higher wages. 
It would mean that all debts, in- 
cluding those of the local, state 
and federal governments, would 
be paid off in 50 cent dollars; that 
insurance policies would be set- 
tled in 50 cent dollars. We must 
stop somewhere or go through the 
wringer as have some European 
and Asiatic nations. 

The farmer would have that same 
acre on which to grow corn and 
he would get for that corn whatever 
price—based on a 50 cent value dol- 
lar—the world market would war- 
rant. His acres would not multiply, 
nor would they grow more corn. 

Prices of commodities would fluc- 
tuate on the basis of supply and 
demand, but not on the fluctuating 
purchasing power of the dollar, as 
is now the case. 

We can continue on the inflation 
road we have been traveling; can 
continue to decrease our dollar val- 
ues by refusing to fix that value, 
and in another 10 years or less 
again double our national wealth 
by seeing the dollar drop to a 25 
cent purchasing power. Such an 
increase in national wealth is mean- 
ingless. It does not mean the farm- 
er’s acre produces more corn, but 
it does produce more dollars that 
have less value. For that $100 
government bond you have you may 
get $100 each with a 25 cent, rather 


than a 100 cent, value. 
. * . 


Hawalian Statehood 


Despite all of its recognized quali- 
fications, statehood for Hawaii 
again must wait until 1949. This 
time a senate committee wishes to 
make an on-the-ground investigation 
of Communists in the islands. They 
will find a few as they can in any 
one of the 48 states. A few years 
ago, when I was in the islands, the 
Japs constituted the bogeyman that 
held ‘up the application for state- 
hood. 

When I dug a bit deeper I found 
the opposition eminated from a 
small group of civilians whose wish 
was to prevent the election of the 
owner of the Honolulu Star-Tele- 
gram as the first Hawaiian senator. 
The only way it could be done was 
to prevent admission of the islands 
to statehood. 

The Jap bogeyman was then the 
blind. This time it may be Commu- 
nists. Whatever the reason, the 
committee will enjoy a pleasing 
jaunt at government expense while 
the people of Hawaii wait for jus- 
tice. 

. . . 

The individual elected to public 
office or those comprising a gov- 
ernmental group, who assume the 
all wise attitude of some heads of 
families, that ‘Father knows best,” 
that his decisions must not be ques- 
tioned or explanations asked, are 
riding to a fall. If the family does 
not call them to account and turn 
such officials out, members of the 
family will, in time, find their 
cherished liberties disappearing. It 
is the family, not father, who is 
the real boss in government.

New Electric Devices 
Aid Victims of Polio 


Three devices emerging from the 
electrical field are among recent de- 
velopments expected to contribute 
substantially to the aid of victims of 
infantile paralysis, 


Physicians at University of Minne- 
sota report successful use of a new 
electronic device in treatment of bul- 
barcervical spinal type of polio, It 
is clipped on the patient's ear to re- 
cord the amount of oxygen circu- 
lating in the bloodstream. 

Dr. Arthur C. Guyton of Oxford, 
Miss., has invented an automatic 
electric wheelchair for polio patients 
whose arms and hands are too weak 
to propel a chair manually, The 
chair can be operated by a mere 
finger flick. 

Demonstrated recently at Geor- 
gia Warm Springs foundation was 
an electronic typewriter, designed 
to help certain paralysis sufferers 
exercise weakened hands and fin- 
gers, and also to give psychological 
aid. 


Mighty Amazon River 

The mighty Amazon river con- 
tains more water than the Missis- 
sippi, the Nile and the Yangtze riv- 
ers together, according to World 
Book encyclopedia. It is 3,300 miles 
long, more than 100 miles longer 
than the automobile road from New 
York to San Francisco. At its mouth 
it is 150 miles wide and 200 feet 
deep. Ocean steamers can sail 1,000 
miles up the stream to Manaus, and 
smaller craft can continue on an- 
other 1,000 miles. There are 750 
kinds of fish in the river, including 
the 400-pound pirarucu, or “ocean 
whale,” largest fresh-water fish in 
the world. The Amazon drains an 
area five-sixths as large as the 
United States, but its current is very 
slow; one and a half miles an hour 
in the dry season and only three 
miles an hour in the rainy period. 


British Schools Crowded 

A drive to double Britain's scien- 
tifle manpower is in full swing. Uni- 
versities are crowded with students 
as never before, with veterans rat- 
ing priority and government grants 
up to 260 pounds, or $1,040, for each 
year of their university careers. 


DDT Controls Bollworm 

DDT controls the bollworm and 
tarnished plant bug but is ineffec- 
tive against the boll weevil, leaf- 
worm and cotton aphid. It gives 
good control of the bollworm at 10 
per cent strength at 10 to 15 pounds 
per acre. 


Mission Without Nalls 

The Cataldo mision near Coeur 
d'Alene, Ida,, was constructed by 
the Jesuit fathers without the use 
of nails, The mission, started in 
1848, required 20 years to erect. It 
still standing and in a good state 
of preservation.

Proper Technique Will Make 
Washdays Cheerful and Cool 


By Ertta Haley 


WOMAN said to me recently, 

“There's nothing to washing 
clothes. People have done it for 
thousands of years and surely they 
know how.” 

That may be true, but many peo- 
ple have never seen a washing done 
properly and, as it is with many 
simple tasks, there's always a right 
way. 

Many women, for example, do not 
sort their clothes. In fact, they've 
never heard of such nonsense! 
Don't they all go through the ma- 
chine? Yes, they do, but if they 
come out the lighter or darker 
shade of gray, well then, they sirn- 
ply didn't let the machine run long 
enough or they were short of soap! 

One of the common faults in 
using a machine for washing is 
overloading. You must get the 
proper loads in to have best re- 
sults. You can simplify the laun- 
dering problem a lot just by sort- 
ing the clothes and running them 
through in the following order. 

The least soiled things like bed 
linens are run through first. Nat- 
urally we assume that you change 
weekly and linen is not allowed to 
get very dirty. 

If table linens are less soiled run 
these through first, then bed linens. 

Shirts and light colored things 
with perhaps a few towels make up 
the third load. 

Moderately soiled cottons and 
linens, towels and slightly soiled 


Organize laundering by sorting .. - 


wearing apparel follow the light 
colored load. 
Dark colored clothing and rather 
dirty clothes go into the fifth load. 
Heavy articles such as rugs*or 
mats go in last. Do not run too 


many at one time.

Give Good Care 
For Longer Wear 


Sheets never should be washed 


THERE are many millions who 

take either a keen or a casual 
interest in what happens day by day 
in baseball. But these have nothing 
like the passionate interest some 
three or four million golfers have 
in reducing their score. 

Baseball's major interest belongs 
to spectators. Golf's major interest 
belongs to the players and com- 
petitors. Golf is one of the greatest 
health-making and training games 
of all time for the multitude. 

Baseball is one of the greatest 
fan games or mental relaxations 
for the crowd, minus any physical 
aid. The golfer's interest is largely 
personal. ‘How can I chop off a 
stroke or two,”’ asks Bill Brown, 
“so I can trim that fathead, Jack 
Smith, who makes me play him 
even?" 

There are things you can do or 
at least try. For example here are 
tips that came direct from Harry 
Vardon: 

“Vardon gave me a great tip,” 
Walter Hagen told me one day. “It 
was about playing shots from heavy 
rough or from the sand in bunkers. 
I used to go into the rough or walk 
into a bunker gripping a niblick as 
if it were a matter of life or death. 
It meant power. 


“Don't do that,’ Vardon told 
me, ‘Grip the club lightly or 
gently in your hands. Get the full 
play of your hands and wrists. 
Eliminate tension, as far as you 
can. Most people in trouble, in the 
rough or the bunker, nearly al- 
ways develop too much tension, 
This is the spot where you can't 
afford tension. Just ease up.’” 


Another Vardon tip came years 
ago from a British publisher whose 
short game was phenomenal. 

“I'll tell you who helped me,” he 
said. ‘It was Vardon on chip shots. 
Vardon showed me how to pick out 
a spot or a target just an inch ahead 
of the ball. This helped me to chip 
or swing through the ball. It pre- 
vented stabbing or jabbing. 

“Vardon is an amazing man,” 
the publisher said, ‘‘on the simple 
side of the game. He doesn’t use 
a straight left arm. He breaks his 
left elbow, bends it. But his left 
arm is straight at impact. That 
is when it counts. That is where 
almost everything that counts takes 
place. At impact.” 

On chip shots you might try the 
Vardon system—picking out a spot 
an inch beyond the ball as the 


target.

Use Hand Laundry 
For Some Clothing 


Certain articles of clothing and 
household articles are best done by 
hand since they require such gentle 
handling. In this class are included 
silks, curtains, laces, fragile lin-

gloves, hose and pleces of neck- 
wear. 

These are best done weekly on a 
day other than the regular laundry 
if there are a lot of them. Many 
of these, like neckwear, hose and 
gloves, can be given a daily sud- 
sing in the wash bowl. 

The recipe for doing them is 
somewhat similar: Gentle suds with 
lukewarm water with gentle squeez- 
ing and handling and absence of 
subbing or wringing. 

Use clear, cooling water for rins- 
ing out the last piece of soap. 

Stretch gently into shape. This 
saves ironing on gloves, saves hose 
and makes neckwear easier to 
press. 

When washing fine things take off 
rings and jewelry and file broken 
nails so you won't injure the fabric. 


Wash Frequently Enough 
To Keep Clothes Best

everything before it is so bogged 
down with dirt that it's Impossible 
to get clean.

Twice lengthwise and as 
many times the other way as need- 
ed. Sew tabs on sheets as to size 
so you'll know which ones to pull 
out for use. 

Pile clean clothing on bottom of 
pile; take things as needed from the 
top and everything will wear even- 


ly

How can you pare away that ex- 
tra stroke or two—maybe three or 
four strokes? Here are just a few 
more tips: 

BEN HOGAN: “At the finish of 
my swing, the right hand is in con- 
trol. The left hand is important 
until the final smash. 

“But I can give you another good 
tip. It concerns putting. Most putts 
are missed because there is knee- 
and-body motion when you stroke 
the ball. I concentrate on locking 
my knees so there can be no knee- 
or-body motion. Putting belongs 
entirely to the hands and wrists. 
Keep the body still and then stroke 
the ball. But concentrate on strok- 
ing the ball.” 

GENE SARAZEN: “The big 
weakness in golf is the tension 
most golfers develop in being too 
slow. They say golf is not a game 
of motion. It is with me, I hit 
a drive. Then as I walk up to the 
ball I make up my mind on the 
club I need, That won't take over 
a second or two. 

“It's the same way on the green. 
Don't hurry. But don’t get tied up. 
Keep moving. When you've decided 

on the club you need, forget every- 


thing else. Concentrate on that 
club only. But never hurry any 
swing. 


“Here is an excellent tip. Never 
hurry any swing or any part of a 
swing. You can loaf on your back- 
swing. But it is more important to 
loaf on your downswing.” 


Delay in Downswing 


“In my opinion,” Tommy Armour 
has told me several times, ‘“‘the 
delay in the downswing is the most 
single important feature in golf. 
This was a big factor in Vardon’'s 
swing, the finest swinger I ever 
saw play. It was a big feature in 
Bobby Jones’ swing in his later 
campaigns, I mean after 1922. Ha- 
gen was never in a hurry. He was 
a magnificent timer. 

“I wonder how many golfers know 
they start their downswing before 
they finish their backswing? They 
simply can't wait to hit the ball. 
They get about two-thirds back and 
then the downswing starts. 

“I would say this is the biggest 
common weakness in golf, The 
main idea is not to hurry anything. 
You can loaf on your backswing — 
you cam loaf on your downswing. 
Not too much, but enough to keep 
everything smooth, Don’t ever rush 
that downswing. That even goes 
for chip shots.”

The nomination of Governor Dew- 
ey was made on the third ballot 
Thursday night when he received 
every one of the 1094 votes of the 
convention, Governor Warren's nom- 
ination by acclamation followed Fri- 
day morning. 

The nominating speeches for presi- 
dent were made Wednesday night 
when the names of seven candidates 
were placed before the convention; 
they were Dewey, Taft of Ohio, Stas- 
sen of Minnesota, Vandenburg of 
Michigan, Martin of Massachusetts, 
General Douglag MacArthur and 
Governor Warren. 

On the first ballot Thursday after- 
noon, Dewey led with over 400 votes. 
On the second roll call Dewey re- 
ceived 515, only 32 short of a ma

Proposed Fund To 
| Go For A Planned 
Athletic Program 


On Tuesday, July 6, the qualified 
bctare of Columbiana will be given 
an opportunity to express their opin- 
}lon as to whether or not there shall 
| be levied a two cent tax on the sale 
| of each package of cigarettes within 
| the corporate limits of the town. The 
| Couneil could legally impose such a 
tax without submitting the question 
to a vote, but it was the judgment 
of the Council and Mayor that the 
people should be heard before the 
final decision is made. 

The revenue from this tax, if it is 
|levied, is to be used exclusively to 
finance a municipal athletic and re- 
\eetision program for the boys and 
girls of the town. The program will 
be planned and administered by a 
) five man board to be called “The Co- 
lumbiana Park and Recreation 
Board”. The Board will also have the 
responsibility of handling the funds 
| involved. 

In a booklet comptted and distri- 
buted by Ed Reid, President of the 
Alabama League of Muncipalities, 
it appears that there are over fifty 
municipalities in Alabama that now 
have a planned muncipal recreation 
and athletic program. The majority 
of these programs are financed by 
a special tax similar to the one te be 
; considered by the Columbiana voters. 
, Statistics show that these programs 
have served to funish the boys and 
girls of these towns with many play- 
| grounds; recreation parks, completely. 
equipped, and swimming pools.

sections, underground fire protection, 
and the wearing of safety shoes by 
all employees, 

As further snfety aids, Inspector 
Khare recommended an automatic 
stoppage alarm for the ventilating 
fan, more shelter holes, added hoist 
ingg safeguards, a derail on the sur- 
face slope track, posting escapeway- 
direction signs, wearing approved- 
type goggles for eye hazardous work, 
and using water or other means to 
allay coal dust during undercutting.

ELER McMILLEN is edi- 
tor-in-chief of the Farm Jour- 
nal and the Pathfinder. The two 
publications have a combined cir- 
culation of some five million copies. 
To Wheeler those are but sideline 
jobs. His real vocation is that of 
a farmer, a dirt farmer. It is as 
such that I know him best. 

McMillen is a man of vast in- 
fluence with the people of rural 
America. That influence is a prod- 
uct of his knowl- 
edge of the prob- 
lems of the peo- 
ple of rural Amer- 
ica, although he 
does not profess 
an ambition for 
leadership, nor 
does he seek lead- 
ership. He talks 
of rural problems in a common, 
horsesense way which the rural 
people understand. 

Wheeler makes of farming more 
a way of life than a business, al- 
though he makes it pay. He does 
not cultivate thousands of acres; 
his is a family-sized farm of a quar- 
ter or half section. He makes 
farming pay interest on the dollars 
invested and fair wages for the 
labor involved. He insists that his 
greatest profit comes from the 
pleasure he finds in watching things 
grow, in planning what to plant. 
He declines to permit government 
bureaucrats to plan the operation 
of his farm for him. 

That planning is to him the 
pleasure of farming and he is quite 
sure he can do a better job on his 
acres than can any professional 
or political planner at Washing- 
ton. He does not seek nor does 
he believe in, government subsidies. 


He welcomes all available informa-- 


tion concerning the preservation of 
the fertility of his acres, but he 
applies that information as best fits 
his conditions, He does not permit 
the government to purchase his 
farm freedoms at the price of a 
government handout. 


It is as such a farmer that he 
exerts an influence on millions 
of other farmers. He is able to 
talk to them in the common, 
horsesense language that is un- 
derstood in the farm and rural 
town homes. Occupants of those 
homes listen when Wheeler talks. 


In a recent article Wheeler points 
to the fact that the population of 
the world has doubled in the past 
century; that it is expected to 
double again within the next 70 
years. Such population increases 
mean the need for a constantly 
increasing food supply. So long as 
each farmer is permitted to run 
his own farm and to do his own 
planning, McMillen contends the 
American farmer will do his full 
share of feeding an always hungry 
world, McMillen is not sold on 
government planning in the field of 
agriculture or any other productive 
line. 

I appreciate my years of acquaint- 
ance and friendship with this espe- 
cially capable and wise dirt farmer.

Few, if any, of the states wel- 
come al! federal government hand- 
outs when offered, and offering has 
been the rule rather than the ex- 
ception through the past 15 years. 
The handout has not relieved the 
state’s taxpayers but it has given 
state officials more money to spend 
among those who “do not bite the 
hand that feeds them.”

Colorado Wants 
Leb Pike's Bones 
For Peak, or Bust 


COLORADO SPRINGS, COLO.— 
The war between the city of Colo- 
rado Springs and Sackets Harbor, 
N. Y., over the remains of Zebulon 
Pike is still going strong. 

The latest development was a 
scornful rejection by Colorado 
Springs of a Sackets Harbor peace 
offer. The upper New York state 
town has suggested that Colorado 
Springs accept a small box of earth 
from Pike's grave and forget about 
its plan to install the general's re- 
mains under a monument on Pike's 
peak. 

Mayor J. N. McCullough of Colo- 
rado Springs made the rejection of- 
ficial when he said: 

“Pike's peak is a God given mon- 
ument for the general—and it’s the 
place where he ought to be buried.” 

Doug Crouch, president of the 
chamber of commerce, was a little 
more emphatic. 

It’s Pike—or Bust 

“We want to bring the general 
home and we don’t want any dirt,” 
he said. ‘‘The boys set out to get 
Pike and that’s what we're going 
to do,” 

The Colorado campaign to remove 
Pike’s remains from the military 
cemetery at Sackets Harbor where 
he is buried and give the famed 
general a final resting place atop 
the peak he discovered, gathered 
new momentum with receipt of the 
Sackets Harbor offer. 

The offer of Sackets Harbor earth 
was made in a letter to the Denver 
Post from E. W. Dennison, assistant 
postmaster of the upper New York 
state town. Dennison sent—under 
separate cover—a three-inch square 
box containing a sample of earth 
he was talking about. 

A reporter who looked inside said 
it appeared that General Pike now 
was buried under somewhat rocky 
soil. The sample was full of peb- 
bles. 

Secretary Expresses Thanks 

Howard N. Yates, secretary of the 
Colorado Springs chamber of com- 
merce, was the only man in town 
who even suggested the box of earth 
might be welcome. 

“Tell the man thanks,” he asked. 
“We can plant that as seed and ori- 
ent the ground so the general will 
feel right at home when he gets 
here.” 

Yates said he was sure the Pike 
mounment plan would succeed and 
predicted the army soon would okay 
the move. 

Crouch regarded the Sackets Har- 
bor letter as an insult however. 

“That guy is trying to be funny,” 
he said. “It’s silly to think we'd 
take dirt instead of bones.” 

But it wasn't funny to Asst. Post- 
master Dennison of Sackets Harbor, 
who wrote the letter and sent the 
box. 

“Anything we can do to help Colo- 
rado we are willing to do—except 
to surrender the remains of Gen. 
Pike,” he said. “We are a little 
hamlet, but we hold to our historical 
past and we want the general here, 
because he sailed from here to his 
death at the battle of York.” 

Dennison added a P. S. to his let- 
ter. “I was in Denver 40 years ago,” 
it said. “The only activity I saw 
was Market street." 


Contractor Agitates Paint 
With Wife’s Washing Machine 


TRENTON, N. J.—Thanks to his 
wife's washing machine, a Trenton 
contractor is putting a new coat of 
paint on the 720-foot Delaware river 
bridge between Milford, N. J., and 
upper Black Eddy, Pa. 

The Delaware river joint toll 
bridge commission hired Dewey 
D'Agostino to paint the super-struc- 
ture, specifying that the paint must 
be mixed daily by an agitator. But 
agitators, D'Agostino found, are not 
to be had. 

D'Agostino, who once had to find 
a non-union midget to paint the un- 
derstructure of another bridge, ap- 
plied his ingenuity and appropriated 
his wife’s washing machine. The job 
is proceeding on schedule.

MIDDLETOWN, CONN, — Wood- 
row Wilson, like President Roosevelt, 
apparently liked to tag his associates 
with nicknames.

Bobs,” and ‘Little Billee,”” were 
conferred by the scholarly Wilson 
on men with high sounding titles 
and degrees who served with him 
on the Wesleyan university faculty.

The nicknames appear in Wilson's 
handwriting above each faculty 
member on a composite picture just 
discovered by the university, Wilson 
designated himself ‘‘Woodrow." 

At the bottom he wrote: ‘‘The fa- 
culty with less deadwood than any 
faculty of my acquaintance. Wood- 
row Wilson. 

The composite picture was among 
a group of Wesleyan photographs 
donated to the university by George

As Eddie Dyer put it: “It was 
nothing but sheer spirit that carried 
our team from a bad last to second 
place last summer. When we lost 
nine straight games to sink deeper 
into the cellar there was every ex- 
cuse to quit—especially as we had 
so many sick or injured men on the 
squad. But the team refused to 
quit and that gave me further proof 
it was about as game a bunch as 
I ever saw. 

“We have many of the same 
men on our squad this year that 
came from 10 games behind in 
August to win some six years ago. 
Marty Marion—Terry Moore— 
Stan Musial—Courtney Slaughter 
—Whitey Kurowski—some of our 
pitchers, although we’ve lost La- 
nier, White and Beazley from 
that 1942 squad. But the same 
old spirit is still there. 

“Remember last spring in St. 
Petersburg, Ducky Medwick was 
the best-conditioned man in camp 
-—and one of the best hustlers. A 
lot of years had passed since 1934 
—but they couldn't affect his spirit. 
I've seen too many of our men 
out there hustling when they should 
have been in a hospital. 

“Tl admit we haven't the young- 
est team in the league, but it isn’t 
too old. It still has the spirit of 
six years ago when they beat the 
Yankees four out of five World 
Series games. 

"This is still an open race. The 
big improvement in the Pirates and 
Phillies will make a difference. And 
the Reds no longer will be a soft 
touch with Blackwell back. It’s 
a tough league in which to set up a 
winning streak. There are too 
many good teams and too many 
good pitchers in your road. This 
will be the toughest of all races.” 


Disappointing Red Sox 

Last year it was the Cardinals. 
This year it's the Red Sox. The 
Cardinals, a 3-to-5 odds-on favorite, 
still were trying to wiggle off the 
last place hook around this date 
last year. 

The Red Sox would have been 
last at the quarter mark this sea- 
son if the ignoble White Sox hadn't 
been in the same league—the worst 
team in big league baseball. Yet 
the Boston ball club carries Ted 
Williams, Bobby Doerr, Dom Di- 
Maggio, Johnny Pesky and Vern 
Stephens, rated among the best men 
in baseball All this — plus Joe 
McCarthy. 

Yet for the first six weeks of 
the race this club couldn't keep 
pace with the Browns, tabbed as 
the all-time jokes. It might be 
mentioned here that the home 
support given the Browns has 
proved again this franchise must 
leave St. Louis and let the Car- 
dinals have an exclusive roost. 

The play and hustle of the once- 
berated Browns have been one of 
the main sensations of the year. 

But this isn’t explaining the Red 
Sox. One answer is shoddy pitch- 
ing, but this can’t be the only an- 
swer. They did far better last 
summer with about the same pitch- 
ing. 

The Red Sox dropped from second 
place in team batting to fifth de- 
spite Ted Williams’ consistent hit- 
ting. Their first pitcher was in the 
23rd spot in the league ranking, and 


they have only one regular who was | 


above .500. But still they had the 
same staff as they had last year, 
plus Kramer and Kinder. 


McCarthy Broods 


Joe McCarthy has nearly always 
been a winning manager. There is 
no other manager who broods as 
much over defeat. So anyone can 
see the miserable spring and early 
summer the Buffalo leader has 
known to date. 

Have his Red Sox dumped them- 
selves out of the pennant race? 
That isn’t the problem now. The 
problem is—can they finish in the 
first division? 

Certainly none of this Red Sox 
misery can be laid to Williams. At 
last reports, Williams was ree 
the American league in individu 
batting and in runs-batted-in. He 
was second in home runs, He was 
well above his record of a year ago 
and hot on the trail of Ken Keltner 
of the Cleveland Indians. 

It couldn't be Williams. But 
Doerr, Stephens and DiMaggio were 
not too hot. They are better than 
.250 hitters. Johnny Pesky is also 
more than 60 points below his 
normal average. 

The Red Sox have nothing like 
the team spirit carried by the 
Athletics, the Indians or the 
Browns. They lack the urge and 
the lift—the desire to win. They 
have looked dazed and bewildered 
in many games, as if they still 
don't believe they have spent 
over six weeks headed for the 
cellar.

Lead Plays Important 


Role Throughout History 


Bluish gray, soft, highly resistant 
to corrosion, lead is used in greatest 
volume in electrical and chemical 
fields. Storage batteries and electri- 
cal cable coverings account for 
nearly half U. S. consumption. The 
third big use is in lead paints. 


The plumber, who would be lost 
without lead pipe and solder, takes 
his name from the Latin plumbum, 
meaning lead. Culture gathered 
speed with the spread of books and 
newspapers printed from type metal 
of lead, hardened by alloying with 
antimony. On the other hand, wars 
are fought with lead bullets, shot 
and shrapnel. 


Lead adds zip to gasoline motor 
fuel and sparkle to optical and deco- 
rative glass. Considerable tonnage 
is used in making foils and collap- 
sible tubes. Alloyed with bronzes 
and brasses, lead makes them 
easier to machine. 


Lead has figured in coinage for 
4,000 years. Lead pipe and projec- 
tiles have been uncovered by ar- 
cheologists in many parts of the 
world and are dated as far back as 
Roman times. 


Rutin Manufacture Active 

At least 15 companies now are 
producing the new drug, rutin, on a 
commercial scale, the U. S. depart- 
ment of agriculture reported re- 
cently. It is estimated that the an- 
nual demand ultimately will exceed 
one million pounds of rutin, and that 
this will call for the crop from more 
than 50,000 acres of buckwheat 
growr for the purpose. This would 
requite an increase of more than 10 
per cent in the buckwheat acreage 
of recent years. Research workers 
have to utilize other sources of rutin, 
and have derived it from many 
plants. Buckwheat proved to be a 
better and cheaper source of supply 
than the other plants. The crop is 
harvested before the grain is ripe. 
Physicians now believe that the 
medical uses of rutin are not limited 
to the treatment of capillary fragil- 
ity, but it should be useful in many 
types of hemorrhagic diseases. 


L..quitied Gas Danger 

You can expect a fire or explosion 
if you haven't adopted vital safety 
precautions in using liquified gas 
for heating and cooking process, 
according to University of Wyo- 
ming, Because the liquified gases 
such as butane, propane or mix- 
tures of them are heavier than air, 
they build up critically dangerous 
amounts if a leak occurs. Such ac- 
cumulations develop particularly in 
small, poorly ventilated areas —- a 
pit for the floor-furnace type of heat- 
ing unit under a house that has no 
basement, for example, Being heav- 
jer than air, this liquified gas settles 
under and around the burner, and 
the burner itself, a spark or a light- 
ed match may set off an explosion 
and start a fire. Floor furnaces are 
satisfactory in houses with base- 
ments where gas leaks can be de- 
tected before the entire basement 
becomes filled. 


When Frult Floats 

When canned fruit sometimes 
floats at the top of the liquid until 
the jar ls opened and then sinks, 
the condit.on is caused by the fruit 
having trapped within it globules of 
air which are large enough to give 
buoyancy. The canning process 
leaves a partial vacuum in the space 
above the juice, but when the jar is 
opened the liquid surface is sub- 
jected to the full pressure of the 
atmosphere, about 15 pounds per 
square inch. This squeezes the air 
bubbles so that they become smaller 
and are no longer able to float the

E BEGIN a new series of 
studies this quarter—a series 
of lessons based on less known Bible 
characters that have much to offer 


Such a char- 
acter is found in 
Micaiah, about 
whom we learn in 
I Kings 22:1-40. 

Ahab, king of 
Israel, planned an 
expedition to re- 
cover the city of 
Ramoth in Gilead, 
which the Syrians 
had taken. He in- 
vited Jehoshaphat, 
king of Judah, to 
join him. Ahab re- 
lied upon his court prophets to pre- 
dict victory; but Micaiah, the 
prophet of God, whom Ahab had 
shut up in prison, when he was sum- 
moned, at the insistence of Jehosha- 
phat, told Ahab the truth—the un- 
pleasant truth—which subsequent 
events verified.

BRAVE ENOUGH TO TELL 
THE TRUTH 
ut gn first blessing in the study of 

this obscure Bible character, 
Micaiah, is to discover a man who 
was brave enough to tell the truth 
when he knew it was unpopular. 

It is always the best policy to tell 
the truth, though there be many in 
today’s world who deny this princi- 
ple. It is not enough to say that we 
will tell the truth because it pays. 
That is true, but it is a by-product 
of doing what is right. One must 
tell the truth because it is right to 
tell the truth. Men swear with their 
hand upon the Holy Bible that what 
they testify is the truth and nothing 
but the truth. But, alas, such men 
often tell anything but the truth. 
They have been carefully coached 
to evade the truth. 

Micaiah told the truth, because he 
was speaking for God. It hurt him, 
but it must needs be the truth which 
he spoke to Ahab.

TRUTH DISREGARDED 

HAB scorned the words of Mi- 

caiah, and ordered him thrown 
back to prison. But scarcely had the 
prophet of God been thrust again 
into prison, until Ahab was bleeding 
to death in his chariot. 

Men not only take their own lives 
in their hands when they disregard 
the truth, but, like stubborn Ahab, 
they bring grief to countless others. 
Had Ahab heeded the words of 
truth which Micaiah proclaimed, 
Ahab might have lived. Indeed, had 
Ahab heeded the words of truth, he 
might have recovered Ramoth, and 
more beside, 

Truth may appear forever on the 
scaffold, wrong forever on the 
throne, but time always proves a 
hard taskmaster to the man who re- 
gards wrong instead of truth.

THE SOURCE OF TRUTH 

OD is the source of truth—all 

truth. If we miss this, we miss 
the lesson of the lesson. Note the 
words of the golden text, ‘As the 
Lord liveth, what the Lord saith 
unto me, that will I speak,” said 
Micaiah, 

Let us remember that it was God 
speaking through his prophet. Ahab 
could not have doubted that Micaiah 
was speaking what God had told him 
to speak. But Ahab did not want to 
hear the truth. He wanted to hear 
pleasing words that would encourage 
him in his evil plan, 

God speaks the first and last word 
on every subject, because God is 
truth. “I am the truth,"’ said Jesus, 
And he went on to say, “Ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free.”

THE PENALTY OF DISOBEYING 
THE TRUTH 
|e byecmeggeeren indeed, was the pen- 

alty which Ahab suffered for 
disregarding the truth. The way of 
the transgressor is hard—always 
hard. The wages of sin is death. Be 
sure your sins will find you out. 

Take down your cherished books 
of history. What do they say to 
you? That the straight line of truth 
is the only safe way ‘n which to 
walk. It is applicavie for the in- 
dividual, for the family, for the 
community, for the nation, for civili- 
zation. 

Thus every great prayer must be, 
“Thy will be done.” God's will is 
the way of truth. Micaiah declared 
it. Every true prophet must declare 
it. It is the only way to peace and

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More Labor on Less Wood 
As N. W. Forests Thin Out 


Forests of the Northwest are 
thinning out, and the big lumber 
centers are “under the necessity of 
putting more labor into less wood 
to maintain their industrial com- 
munities," says J. A. Hall, director 
of the Pacific Northwest forest and 
range experiment station. 

The Grays Harbor area in Washe 
ington, says Hall, shows how a cut 
and-get-out sawmill center can stay 
in business and remain home for 
the Doaks family. In its heyday, 
there were 20 or more sawmills in 
the area, employing 9,000 men and 
producing more than a billion and 
a half feet of crude lumber a year. 

Exhaustion of the easily accessi- 
ble fir followed..Only a few of the 
old mills remain, but “‘they are do- 
ing a much closer job of manufac- 
ture.” And new industries have 
come in. About 8,500 men are em- 
ployed, almost as many as in the 
palmy days—but only one-third 
work in sawmills. Probably less 
than a third of the volume of wood 
passes through Grays Harbor than 
passed through 20 years ago. 

Today there is much closer utill- 
zation of the forest, not only of the 
remaining fir, but of hemlock and 
spruce, Good use is being made of 
material which formerly went to 
the trash burner or the hog for 
fuel.

| enough oats for sale this summer to 
help finance his farming program. 
Following is a brief sketch of how 
| Avel put his plans into operation and 
| the outcome, 


Avel prepared his ground well and 
planted his oats last fall in Septem- 
ber with approximately 2 bushels of 
| seed oats per acre. He used Stanton 
| oats, a variety that is not commonly 
used jin this county but seems to be 
well adapted to our soil and climate. 
He drilled in about 200 pounds 
of 6-8-4 fertilizer per acre so that the 
oats would make good growth before 
cold weather came. 

In March of this year Avel took 
gg tge of pretty weather and top 
a few days break of pretty weather 
dressed his oats with 100 Ibs. of ni- 
| trogen fertilizer, ammonium nitrate, 
| per acre. At about the same time he 
| figured that if he would interplant 
| his oats with Korean Lespedeza he 
| would have a good hay crop on the 
same ground when his oats were har- 
vested. So Avel seeded 20 per acre of 
Korean Lespedeza in his oat field. 
He has harvested his oats now and 
has a good stand of Korean Lespe- 
deza on the ground He plans to cut 
the first growth for hay and leave 
the second crop of Lespedeza for re- 
seeding the ground and as a mulch 
|to keep the soil in good condition. 

Avel finished combining his oats 
jabout the middle of June and was | 
somewhat amazed when he weighed | 
better than 3000 bushels of clean oats | 
from his crop for an average of 50} 
| bushels per acre on 60 acres. That's | 
|good oats in anybody's field. Avel | 
has already marketed all the oats 
except what he is keeping for his 
own use. Cosby-Hodges Milling 
Company in Birmingham bought 2000 
bushels and two other smaller con- 
sumers bought 750 bushels. Avel 
|figures that he netted well over 
$2000.00 on his oat crop and still has 
a good chance for a bumper crop of 
Lespedeza hay on the same ground. | 
He plans to top dress his Lespedeza 
with 1 ton of basic slag per acre! 
within the next few days according | 
to Edwin M. Rush, his agriculture | 
teacher.

Howard Hall, Shelby Springs, has 
learned the value of winter grazing 
crops.

He believes in 
early preparation of his pasture land. 
He has the land fallowed for plant- 
ing twenty-five acres of winter graz- 
ing crops early this fall. His winter 
grazing consists of oats, crimson 
clover and rye grass.

Pilots Call P-80 
An Obsolete Plane 


DETROIT. — Air Force pilots at 
Selfridge Field, Michigan, com- 
plained that the jet-propelled ‘‘Shoot- 
ing Star" isn’t fast enough to fight 
the new bombing planes. 

They revealed that in recent air 
maneuvers, a P-80 “Shooting Star’’ 
fighter group was unable to inter- 
cept a flight of B-29’s only 150 miles 
away. 

Pilots of the planes were even 
more vigorous in their comments. 
Capt. James B. Raebel, a World 
War IJ veteran, declared the Shoot- 
ing Star is now ‘‘obsolete,"” and that 
new, conventionally powered bomb- 
ers are so ‘“‘souped-up”’ that the P- 
80 pilot can attack them only with 
difficulty. 

Another pilot, Major Stuart B. Mc- 
Leod, explained: 

“The P-80 has a terrific speed 
near the ground—about 580 miles 
an hour without vibrating to pieces. 

“But that vibration comes on 
much sooner upstairs, where the 
bombers are—around 30 or 35,000 
feet. 

“So, when we make that initial 
pass, we're going only about 50 or 
60 miles faster than the 400-mile- 
an-hour B-29, and we catch one only 
over a long distance—which eats up 
fuel and takes us too far from base. 

“Meanwhile, we're sitting back 
there like ducks in a shooting gal- 
lery for the bomber gunners to 
sharpen their marksmanship." 

The pilots belittled the possibility 
that other countries may not have 
bombers capable of the high alti- 
tude flight and speed of the B-29. 

Asserting that new model fighter 
planes now in the experimental 
stage are far superior to the ‘‘Shoot- 
ing Star,"’ Gen. George C. Kenney, 
chief of the air force strategic com- 
mand, said that the air force does 
not have the money to purchase 
them on a large scale. 


Skipper Sights Gigantic Sea 
Monster—On Whiskey Run Reef 


EMPIRE, ORE.—Ben Tanner, 
skipper of the troller Gold Coast, 
said that a monster approached 
his boat, smacked its lips, rolled 
it long-lashed. eyes, pointed its 
tail in the air and dived straight 
down. 

Tanner's experience jibed with 
other recent reports of ‘‘sea mon- 
sters’’ in the area. Scientists say 
the monster probably is a sea ele- 
phant, rarely seen in these parts. 

In any event, Tanner said, sight- 
ing of the monster had nothing to 
do with the name of the habitat— 
Whiskey Run reef. 


Chicago Bootleg Figure of 
Early Gang Era Dies—in Bed 


CHICAGO, ILL.—Peter Genna, 67, 
one of the six notorious Genna 
brothers of the early Chicago gang 
era, died in bed. 

Pete thus became the second 
Genna to die a natura] death. Two 
brothers ‘‘checked out" in gangland 
style and a third was killed by a 
policeman. 

Police records disclosed that the 
Genna ‘‘boys"’ rose to power in the 
early twenties by organizing ‘‘alky 
cookers"’ into bootleg traffic. After 
Dion O’Banion, north side beer 
baron, was slain in November, 1924, 
the Gennas tumbled fast. Apparently 
O’Banion's friends believes the Gen- 
nas had a part in the death. 

Six months later “Bloody Angelo” 
Genna was ambushed. Less than a 
month later “Little Mike’ dueled 
with police. Two policemen and 
mike were killed. Brother Tony 
died three weeks later in a hos- 
pital bed after he had been shot by 
gunmen. 

Pete and Sam joined brother Jim 
in Italy later but returned in 1926. 
In 1930 Jim returned and tried to 
revive the “business,” but a shot- 
gun escapade with gunmen, in which 
he escaped injury, changed his 
plans. 

Jim died in 1931. Sam leads a 
quiet life.

FEDERAL AID HAS A PRICE 


AN OLD ADAGE tells us we 
should not look a gift horse 


in the mouth. We apply that adage 


too literally when it comes to a 


so-called gift from the federal gov- 
ernment. We, whether as _ indl- 
viduals or as state or local govern- 
ments, accept what is offered with- 
out careful scrutiny of the string 
that is tied to the “gift.” With it 
we accept conditions that deprive 
us of the freedoms guaranteed by 
the American constitution, 

As individuals we accept with 
that so-called “gift” regulations 
that deprive us of the privileges of 
free citizenship 
which have been our 
Mheritage. The farmer 
who accepts a gov- 
handout is 
*atold what to raise, 
when to plant, how 
to cultivate and when 
to reap. He is no 
longer a free agent 
in the conduct of his farm. He is 
regimented. He is told what to do 
by government. That is too much 
government. 

The school teacher looks longingly 
to Washington for a salary increase 
and Washington is holding out an 
inducement for acceptance. When 
the increase comes there will come 
with it instructions as to what she 
shall teach her pupils and how she 
shall teach it. She will have be- 
come but a cog of a vast educa- 
tional machine. She will have lost 
the opportunity for individuality 
that has endeared her to her pupils, 
She will be a victim of too much 
government. 

What has happened to the indivi- 
dual also has happened to the state 
and local government units. As an 
illustration: The state of California 
needed irrigation water for her in- 
land valleys. The interior depart- 
ment would provide the needed 
dams and ditches but with a string 
tled to the offer. The irrigation 
system, when completed, would be 
operated by Washington; Washing- 
ton would make the rules; would 
say to whom water might be sup- 
plied and how much. It would be 
operated by a Washington bureau- 
cracy. California no longer will be 
boss of her water supply. When 
completed the irrigation system will 
be a “gift” from the federal govern- 
ment. 

Who pays for these lavish 
“gifts” made by the federal gov- 
ernment? The money that is sup- 
plied so generously comes from 
the pockets of American citizens 
from Maine to California, from the 
Canadian line to the Gulf of Mexi- 
co, The people of other states do 
not benefit from the water sup- 
plied to California farms but they 
pay for it. 

Too much government leads tw 
regimentation and a bureaucracy to 
operate that too much government, 
From a bureaucracy can come a 
totalitarian dictatorship. It did hap- 
pen in Germany, Italy, Russia and 
Spain. From it all comes, partially 
at least, the threat of a third world 
war. The same dictatorship could 
come to America through the regu- 
lations and the bureaucracy born 


of too much government.

Ford's Minimum Wage 

Many of us can recall the wail 
that went up from industry, and 
especially the automotive industry, 
about a quarter of a century ago. 
The occasion was Henry Ford's an- 
nouncement of a minimum wage in 
his plants of $5 for each eight-hour 
day. 

To wage eurners it seemed ike 
the arrival of the millennium; to 
industrial management it seemed 
like the forerunner of dire catas- 
trophe. The lowest paid man in a 
Ford plant would take home for 
each six, eight-hour days a total 
of $30. Automobile manufacturers 
especially saw ruin staring them 
in the face. It has not worked 
that way. 

For last year, 1947, General Mo- 
tors paid to its 375,689 hourly rate 
plant employees an average of $57.86 
for each six days totaling an aver- 
age of 38.5 hours That is twice the 
Ford rate of some 25 years ago. 

Improved technology, plus a 20 
per cent increase in the price the 
public paid for cars, made such 
wages possible. It was not paid out 
of profits. To offset any additional) 
raise in wages, improved technology 
cannot again provide a considerable 
portion of the Increase. The public 
will pay for all of It in the prices 
they pay for cars.

QUESTION: Could you give me 
any information on tile flooring? 
Can I do the work myself? 


ANSWER: Whatever type you 
choose, remember that a solid color 
will show dirt very quickly. Mottled 
colors stay clean-looking much 
longer. It is perfectly possible for a 
home owner to lay tile, provided he 
is handy with tools and has a good 
guide book. Any kind of tile must 
be set in the proper “bed” no mat- 
ter whether it is clay tile, asphalt, 
rubber or anything else. 


QUESTION: There are finger 
marks on the head board of my 
bed, probably caused by perspiring 
hands. How can I remove these 
marks? 


ANSWER: Clean the surface by 
washing with thick suds of mild 
soap, not just thin, watery soap- 
suds. Follow with a clean, damp 
cloth and rub dry. Turpentine may 
also help. If this does not work, try 
rubbing the marks with a scratch- 
less scouring powder and a little 
light oil on the ball of your finger.

(TAKE A GOOD LOOK at your 
kitchen curtains, Are they 
wash-worn? Have they lost their 
crisp-newness? If so, it won't take 
long to add the new look to the 
room with a fresh, new pair of ruf- 
fled curtains. 

Since curtains are sheer and need 
to be washed so frequently, it’s 
sometimes difficult to keep them 
looking spanking while still having 
them retain the starchy ruffled 
look we all like. It’s a good idea 
to replace them periodically so that 
rooms can retain their delightful 
appearance, 

There are many types of window 
treatment possible and, if you want 
to experiment with your next set, 
you may be delightfully surprised to 
see what you can do with the win- 
dows. 

As in all window treatments it's 
best to consider what you have on 
the outside in the way of scenery 
before making the curtains. A pret- 
ty garden or orchard should not be 
hidden from view. However, if you 
have an alley facing the window or 
a dark house, make the window 
treatment interesting enough to 
shut away the outside. 

Color is important whether the 
curtains are used in kitchen, bed- 
room or dining room. Perhaps 
bright red tiebacks on white cur- 
tains with red matching ruffles 
would be more effective than plain 
white. 

If the room is colorful enough in 
itself, you may want to use just 
white to help blend in the colors. 


Consider these things before you 
start sewing curtains. 

If your kitchen is a soft pastel 
yellow, green or blue with a lot 
of large white equipment, it’s pos- 
sible to introduce some solid color 
or print into the curtains for con- 
trast. If you are especially fond of 
white, use some of that too, but plan 
to have colored piping or a scal- 
loped edge along with the white.

The colored edge may be a solid 
with a white polka dot, an attrac- 
tive print or a plain color. It may 
be put on plain or ruffled if you

The 
rug itself will hold the material 
nicely in line. 

Tear the curtain fabric whenever 
possible rather than cutting it be- 
cause it will be straighter. If you 
cannot tear the fabric, draw out a 
thread and cut along the line made 
by this so that the curtain will be 
straight. 

Remove all selvage. Many people 
like to use the selvage as a fin- 
ished edge, but selvage does 
shrink and often will give the cur- 
tain a poor appearance after wash- 
ing. 

Turn side hems first before sew- 
ing. If you want to save basting 
them, press In place and they can 
be sewed nicely. 

If the curtains have a wall ruf- 
fle, hem only the wall edge, 

Allow a shrinkage tuck at the 
top of the fabric which hangs be- 
hind the heading so that it does not 
show. Most curtain materials shrink 
a certain extent and it's better to 
have this extra tuck so the cur- 
tains do not look skimpy after 
laundering. 

It's a good idea to iron the cur- 
tains on the floor before hanging 
them as they won't have any wrin- 
kles in. them when done this way. 
A blanket may be placed on the 
floor, or you may use a small! iron- 
ing board that can be moved from 
place to place. 


How to Make 
Nice Ruffles 


O FAR the United States has 

taken only a mild interest in the 
coming Olympic games to be held 
this summer in London, It has been 
taken for granted that the U, S. will 
mop up again as usual. Even more 
so this time, with our athletes well- 
fed and most other competitors re- 
portedly underfed. 

So if we win, well, why not? The 
United States team should win in a 
romp. It shouldn’t be even close, 
It should be no contest, That's the 
early setup. No credit if you win— 
pretty awful if you lose, 

At the Berlin games in 1936, we 
had several talks with trainers and 
coaches and star athletes from other 
nations. Here was their verdict: 


“The United States is a nation 
of acrobats—not athletes. You 
can’t win from 400 meters and on 
beyond this distance. You have 
no runners with any stamina— 
runners who can travel a mile and 
longer. 


“You afte marvelous acrobats— 
like circus performers, You can 
sprint and pole vault and hurdle. 
These are all acrobatics. They make 
no demand on stamina or courage.” 

It still takes an athlete to run and 
jump. 

The answer is that we have won 
too seldom at testing distances. We 
have no runners from the mile to 
the marathon worth naming. 

Once again, we'll probably win 
the pole vault—rated a feat of acro- 
batics and not the work of an ath- 
lete by foreign nations. It is cer- 
tainly on the easier side than it is 
to get ready for 1,500 or 5,000 or 
10,000 meters. 


The U. S. has never been much 
interested in stamina—which is 
even more important than speed. 
Speed gives out quickly. Stamina 
carries you all the way through. 


When you sift all the angles, the 
United States hasn't done nearly as 
well as our ballyhoo experts have 
figured out the case. Without our 
Negro stars, this country would have 
been something of a joke. 

In place of mopping up in London, 
we still can be something of a joke 
—despite the winning edge we have 
in food, the main basig of condition. 
We have every advantage this way. 
It will be interesting to see what 
we can do with it,

How can 
we guide our children so that they 
can make the choices that will lead 
to constructive and happy living? 
These are the questions that form the 
theme of the Institute.” 

During the three day period, Dr. 
Ralph H. Ojemann, Associate Pro- 
fessor, Iowa Child Welfare Research 
Station, University of Iowa, gave a 
series of lectures developing these 
subjects: The Problems of the Pre- 


School Child, The Parents’ Part in| 


Helping the Child in his School Ad- 
justment, Adolescent Independence, 
and concluding with Problems of 
Leaders of Parent Education Discuss- 
ion Groups. 

The following is a brief resume of 
these lectures: 

Dr. Ojemann, suggests that in as- 
certaining the needs of children in 
the years ahead there must develop 
a clear understanding between the 
parent and the child. To forsee and 
understand the needs of the chi'd will 
minimize the problems which prrents 
will have to face from time to time. 

Recognition of the motivating 
forces behind the behavior of the 
child will give the psrents an insicht 
on the solution to their problems. The 
child’s activities are based largely on 
these four points: hunger, activity. 
a feeling of security, and a sense of 
achievement. The Pre-School child 
gives vent to his emctions according 
to the magnitude of hiv proolenp as 
he sees them, Crying, temper, tant- 
rums, and so forth may be the re- 
sults of blocking his activity by 
unsuspecting parent who does on 
readily recognize the implication, The 
pre-school child has not yet develontd 
a sense of continuity in planning bi 
attack upon the blocking ferces and 
ix therefore the frequent victim of 
misunderstanding, 

As the child begine to adjust him- 
self to the more confining routine of 
school, the parent new proh- 
lems. Parents should give the child 
an opportenity to read to the family 
group. thus giving him a sense of 
achievement He should experience 
the things he reads about. Point out 
to the child in real life the animals, 
birds, houses, factories, na he 
reads about them, When he begins 
number work fill his day with ex- 
periences with numbers so that he 
learns the relation of numerals with 
reality. There are many rich oppor- 
tunities open to parents in advanc- 
ing science or nature study, Dr, Oje- 
mann added a very necessary pre- 
caution when he stated that the at- 
titude of the child toward the teach- 
er and toward other children is de- 
termined largely by the parent's at- 
titude. Insist upon investigating, and 
see both sides when a controversial 
issue arises. 

The adolescent child begins a de- 
velopment of ability. He has a mind 
of his own, so to spesk, and must 
learn to use logic in making decisions. 
The problem of the parent then be- 
comes’ one of understanding and ap- 
preciation of the child’s ability to 
think things out for himslf. This 
phase of development requires the 
careful, tactful direction of parente. 

There is more demand than ever 
before for parent education, Mothers 
and fathers are not sitting idly by, 
depending entirely upon the teacher 
to educate the child. They are seeing 
the need of being a part of the chiid’s 
education and development. They

Expert Decries Lack | Poultry or Play House 


Of Children in Family 


CLEVELAND. — The _ two-child 
family may be fashionable, but “‘it 
is socially unhealthy,"’ a University 
of Chicago professor declared. 

Addressing the fifty-first annual 
convention of the National Congress 
of Parents and Teachers, Robert J. 
Havighurst, professor of education 
at the University of Chicago, said 
that because of ‘‘the rapid and con- 
tinuing spread of birth control 
knowledge and practices, a signif- 
icant section of our population now 
have too few children to reproduce 
themselves. 

“If the universities of Princeton, 
Yale, Harvard and the colleges of 
Wellesley, Smith and Vassar were 
to limit their enrollment to children 
of former students, and if all such 
children were to attend these insti- 
tutions, their enrollment would drop 
to one-half the present size in fifty 
years and to a quarter in 100 
years.” 

He urged “‘individual acceptance 
of responsibility for having children” 
plus “‘government-paid family allow- 
ances in addition to a basic salary 
paid by the employer, and substan- 
tial income tax exemptions for chil- 
dren.” 

The problem of supplying enough 
school teachers is becoming more 
acute and only federal government 
aid can solve it, the congress was 
told earlier. 

“Within 10 years, according to re- 
liable statistics, we shall have 6 
million children for whom no teach- 
ers will be available,"" Mrs. L. W. 
Hughes of Arlington, Tenn., presi- 
dent of the organization, declared in 
her address. 

Three thousand delegates from all 
parts of this country and Hawaii at- 
| tended the convention.

‘Lead Pellets in Gizzord 
Cause Poisoning of Ducks 


ST. PAUL.—Lead shot that never 
hit any ducks may nevertheless be 
responsible for the present alarm- 
ing decline in the duck population, 
suggests Vincent H. Reid, of the 
Minnesota division of game and fish. 

Gizzards of 1,084 wild ducks which 
were analyzed in his study contained 
lead shot in slightly over 9 per cent 
of all cases, 

The ducks had picked up the pel- 
lets along with their food from the 
shallow bottom mud. 

It is known that such gizzard pel- 
lets can cause lead poisoning which 
may affect the ducks’ ability to re- 
produce, if it does not kill them 
outright. 

The problem of lead poisoning 
from spent shot is becoming more 
acute, Reid says, because increas- 
ing numbers of hunters are now 
shooting over Canadian and western 
waters where the main breeding 
grounds are.

Zoo experts said that the vic- 
jous little animals feel no cold un- 
til the thermometer plunges to 94 
degrees below and are not affected 
by heat until the temperature hits 
104 degrees above. 

The trick is in the fox's fur which 
is a virtually perfect insulation 
against all known kinds of weather.

Balsam Fir, Rapid Grower, 
Gains Favor as Pulpwood 


Balsam fir has become an in- 
creasingly important source of 


28—48 
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* pulpwood in the lake states. Where- 


as 20 years ago the pulp mills in 
this region used about 148,000 cords 
of balsam fir, in 1946 they used 
378,000 cords of this species. With 
the constantly decreasing supplies 
of spruce, long the favored pulping 
species, balsam fir has consequent- 
ly assumed new importance. 
Because of growing difficulties 
(both legal and economic) of pulp- 
wood importations, many lake 
states pulp mills have been buying 
forest land so that they could grow 
at least a part of their wood re- 
quirements. Much of this land, 
however, needs reforestation to 
bring it to high productivity, Be- 
cause it malts high quality pulp, 
grows rapicly, and is the native 
conifer best able to withstand 
brush competition, balsam fir 
scems to be a good species to plant 
or seed on many of thece areas. 
Balsam fir seed is of medium 
size, more or less brown in color, 
and reustvy quadrangular in 
shape. The sced, like that of all 
true firs, is borne in pairs at the 
base of the scales of erect cones, 
which begin to fall apart on the 
trecs soon efter maturity. Seed col- 
lection must be done before the 
cone scales begin to separate. 
Cores may be collected from the 
tops of recently felled trees, They 
should be examined to see that the 
seed is firm and fully mature. 


Evolution of Garage Door 


Prior to the 1920's the housing of 
automobiles was not a matter of 
teo much concern. Owners of cars 
in those days cither kept their cars 
in storage garages or in the barn 
or carringe shed. Early in the 
1920's people began to acquire 
autos who didn't have a place to 
keep them, and the residential ga- 
rage came into goneral use. Cars 
then approximated five feet in 
width and an eight-foot garage 
door opening became = standard. 
Since that time, however, the cars 
have yearly become longer and 
wider. Along about 1935 the build- 
ing trade recognized the trend to 
longer cars and changed the then 
standard 18-foot garage depth to 20 
feet. It wasn't until 1946 and ‘47 
models began to be delivered that 
the public generally began to re- 
alize that the oli standard eight- 
foot opening was a rather tight fit. 
Some builders now have adopted 
eight-six as their standard door. 


Doctors Study Atomic Medicine 


Army medical center in Wash- 
ington, D, C., reports that no fewer 
than 700 physicians and scientists 
have been trained to date in the 
fundamentals of atomic medicine. 
Scores of similar courses are being 
set up in the medical schools 
throughout the country. Medical 
officers taking the course sald they 
were convinced that lives could be 
saved in an atomic bombing by 
widespread knowledge among phy- 
sicians of steps to ward off radia- 
tion. Although no method of pro- 
tecting persons in the immediate 
vicinity of a bomb blast has been 
developed so far, army experts 
aaid they knew enough now to 
make certain that the entire popu- 
jation was eed eut in an 
atomic br 


Making Lard 

fo keep lard from becoming ran- 
cid add two or three pounds of hy- 
drogenated vegetable shortening to 
each 50 pounds of fresh lard—astir- 
ting it in while the lard is still in 
the kettle, This commercial short- 
ening has been hardened by fore- 
ing hydrogen gas through it, a proc- 
ess which keeps the air or oxygen 
out of the lard, preventing it from 
oxydizing.

A SAGA OF OLEANDER 


M* earliest memory as a child of 
four years, goes back to a big 
oleander bush, set in an extra large 
wash tub, It was tHe pride and joy 
of my dear old grandmother's heart. 
Grandmother, an energetic, lov- 
able, Pennsylvania Dutch woman, 
widowed when her children were 
but little tots, had supported the 
three of them and 
herself by operating 
a hotel in the town 
of Vernon, Iowa, on 
the banks of the Des 
Moines river. One 
room on the first of 
the two floors serv- 
ed the triple pur- 
pose of a family 
sitting room, hotel office and hotel 
lobby, The oleander occupied a 
considerable space in that room. 


As a child, between the ages of 
four and eight, I spent a portion of 
each year at grandmother's, On the 
occasion of my fourth birthday an- 
niversary she gave a party for me. 
The feature of that party was a 
birthday tree. The oleander was 
that tree, although in reality it was 
but a bush some 10 feet high, filled 
with pink blossoms. From it she 
took the presents I received, but 
the children were not permitted to 
touch the tree. Had it not been for 
that oleander I am sure I would 
not remember that party or my 
fourth birthday anniversary. 

One of grandmother’s two sons, 
Uncle John, did not inherit his 
mother’s energy. He was not ex- 
pected to do much, but he did 
have, I learned later, one “must” job 
during the winter months. He 
“must” keep the fire going in the 
big wood stove in that triple serv- 
ice room day and night so the tem- 
perature never dropped to even 
near the freezing point. The winter 
temperature in Iowa frequently 
dropped to 30 and more degrees 
below zero. Over a period of many 
years Uncle John made good at his 
one “must” job, The oleander never 
froze. It finally died—30 years after 
that birthday party. 


In my California yard there are 
three oleanders. They are in a far 
corner and I cannot reach them 
with a hose without changing it 
to another connection, f find that 
more of a job than to carry water 
to the trees in a bucket. During 
the summer months they call for 
water practically every day. I fre- 
quently think I will cut them out 
or let them die. Each time such a 
thought enters my mind I recall 
grandmother's oleander, my fourth 
birthday anniversary, Uncle John's 
long years of faithful fire tending, 
and my oleanders are spared, I 
continue to carry water, 


Grandmother's oleander attracted 
admiring visitors from considerable 
distances. It was referred to as @ 
breath from the southland, and the 
marvel was her ability to keep it 
alive in so cold a climate as that 
of Iowa's 30 and more below zero. 
Grandmother lived until well past 


90, but the plant she had cherished, | 
withered and died some 10 years be- | 


fore her passing. I do not know how 
many years it had lived under her 
own and Uncle John’s care. 


Inflation Control 


A Republican-controlled congress 
seems disinclined to accept Presi- 
dent Truman's inflation control 
plan and the subsequent return to 
price fixing and rationing. Congress 
could, if it would, strike at the 
foundation of inflation by enacting 
legislation that would reduce and 
regulate bank credits and also stop 
the mounting increases in the 
amount of our phony printing press 
money, Increasing credits and in- 
creasing cheap money produce in- 
flation.

Representatives of the Southerm 
States, meeting in Birminghaoz Sét- 
urday, named J. Strom Thureemd, 
Governor of South Carolina ap! 
Fielding L, Wright, Governor ef 
Mississippi as candidates for Presi- 
dent and Vice-President in the com- 
ing election. The nominations were 
made by resolution and the resolu- 
tion, read to the conference by Judge 
Horace Wilkinson of Birmingham, 
were adopted by unanimous vote. 

This action of the conference was 
taken in protest against the so- called 
civil rights program adoped as a part 
of the platform of the National Dem- 
ocratic party in convention in Phil- 
adelphia last week. 

The grievances of the ivatbiee 
states against the National Dem- 
ocratic party were stated by former 
Governor Frank Dixon of Birming- 
ham in a stirring address given as 
the keynote speech of the conference. 
Governor Dixon's address was re- 
ceived with tumultuous applause and 
was followed by a demonstration thet 
lasted for 20 minutes.

UMAN NATURE is much the 

same wherever you find it. It 
is natural for the individual to 
think first of himself and those for 
whom he is directly responsible. 
We Americans may criticize the 
actions of the people of other coun- 
tries in seeking tO obtain from u3 
that ‘‘something for nothing,” which 
is American aid. We do not have to 
eave the confines of our own coun- 
try to find the same thing. 

onan I DO NOT KNOW 
Dr. Townsend, and 
have no reason for 
questioning his mo- 
tives in promoting 
the pension plan 
that bears his name. 
I am sure he be- 
lieves that plan has 
a sound economic 
foundation; that it is not merely 
passing a tin cup asking alms for 
the aged. I have talked with a con- 
siderable number of Townsend club 
members, located in several states, 
and, unlike Dr, Townsend, all they 
see in the Townsend plan is “‘some- 
thing for nothing’ for themselves 
as individuals. 


THAT IS WHAT the mass of 
the people of western Europe— 
the peasants and workers—see 
in the Marshall plan; it is why 
the greater percentage of the 
Italians of small income voted 
the Christian Democrat ticket. 
It was the promise of benefac- 
tions from an Uncle Sam Santa 
Claus. It was not patriotism, or 
the mind, that dictated that 
vote, but an empty belly. It was 
the promise. of “something for 
nothing” — more ‘‘something” 
than was promised by Moscow. 


WHAT WAS TRUE in Italy was 
also true in England, though a bit 
less directly. The English worker 
has been sold the idea that social- 
istic nationalization of industry 
would mean for the individual work- 
er less work, but more money, and 
America would—and is—paying the 
cost of nationalization. 

MUCH OF THE same thing is true 
in all western Europe, with the pos- 
sible exception of Belgium, Holland 
and little Luxemburg, where the 
people seer to be making an ear- 
nest effort to help themselves. 

NOT ALL EUROPEANS, any 
more than all Americans, are seek- 
ing that “something for nothing” 
which they can buy with a vote. If 
they do not get all they want by 
voting America’s way, they can 
vote again and invite the Russian 
bear to play Santa Claus. 

IN ITALY the masses—workers 
and peasants—are demanding for 
the peasants: the break up of large 
land holdings into small farms to 
be given to those now operating on 
a rental basis; for the workers: 
less work but more, much more, 
pay in money that has a real pur- 
chasing power, and government 
financed homes, 
and peasants; free medical attend- 
ance in schools and other free serv- 
ices. Altogether the cost would 


run far into the billions in Ameri- | 


can money values. 


IF THE MARSHALL plan can 
uphold the Italian government 
long enough by keeping Italian 
stomachs satisfactorily filled, 
until the local government can 
have an opportunity to meet the 
continually increasing demands, 
Italy will probably remain in the 
list of western European na- 
tions. If we cannot, or do not, 
do all that is expected and de- 
manded, Italy can vote again. 


WHAT IS TRUE in Italy is large- 
ly true in all other western Euro- 
pean nations. Each individual 
thinks of himself. All want less 
work, more pay and good money. 
The governments may promise self- 
help, but they have but little with 
which to meet the demands of the 
masses. In the end it is the masses 
who have the final say. They do the 
voting. 

IN THE MEANTIME the Russian 
bear awaits the day of that hoped- 
for next vote. We must hope that 
America can succeed in the under- 
taking upon which we have em- 
barked, but when an attempt is 
made to satisfy the demand of 
“something for nothing” it means 
traveling an almost endless road. If 
Russia does not wait in vain, world 
civilization, as we have known it, 
is gone for centuries.

CHURCHILL SAID HE did not ac- 
cept the English premiership for the 
purpose of liquidating His Majes- 
ty’s empire. Evidently Attlee did, 
and he has about completed the 
job.

IF OUR HOME community was

Interesting Data Gleaned 
By Yale Dames Questions 

Typical Yale student's wife is 25 
years old, has one child between 
one and two years old and comes 
from Connecticut or New York 
state.

Salaries of Athletes 


‘THEY were talking about the 
money a_ professional athlete 
could make, and how much most of 
these athletes were worth. 

In the first place, among eight or 
ten old-time writers, in the discus- 
sion it was generally voted that the 
ring business was the most lopsid- 
ed. This means that a few were 
far overpaid and the others were 
far underpaid. 

For example, Joe Louis has 
bowled over close to four million 
dollars for his 62 
fights. Now four 
million dollars is 


quite a chunk 
more than any 
other contestant 
could collect 
from any other 
game. 

Above that 
we'll say Louis 


picked up 350 
| thousand dollars . 

| for his last fight. Babe Ruth 

| That is about the pay that 10 of | 
the highest-paid ballplayers would | 
| get for an entire season of 154 
| games, 

But after all, the fight cham- 
pion collects because he can 
draw. When two ball clubs meet 
there may be 50 ball players 

engaged. When fighters meet, 

| only two in the main event get 
any real money, and one of these 
gets most of it. After all, a con- 
testant is entitled to get his part 
of the swag which his drawing 
power can earn. 

Babe Ruth was paid as high as 
$80,000 a year. He was actually 
worth more than double this amount 
to his team, the league and base- 
ball in general. It would be hard 
to measure how much he actually 
earned. I've seen home teams 
drawing 1,500 a game jump to 33,- 
000 when the Babe came along. 
Few Get Rich 

But, while Jack Dempsey, Louis 
and Gene Tunney have all collected 
huge amounts, and a few others 
have picked up important checks 
from the fight game, the vast ma- 
jority get little except queer noises 
in their skulls. It's a tough game, 
if you make good. It's a thousand 
times tougher when you don't. 

Commissioner Eddie Eagen 
tells me there are more boxers 
than one might think who are 
putting away from $50,000 to 
$60,000 a year. This is amaz- 
ing when you figure the cut the 
manager and his helpers get. 

| The fight game is good only to 
the few. For the others it is large- 
ly a matter of scrambled brains. 
It is not a profession to be recom- 


mended too highly to the youth of | 


the land. 

Baseball! and football are the two 
best average paying games, espe- 
cially in the higher circuits 

Oddly enough, more than a few 
young stars who dabble in both 
sports have to make certain drastic 
decisions. 

Alvin Dark of the Braves was of- 
fered more to play football than he 
gets playing baseball. Dark picked 
baseball and the Braves 


Charley Trippi tried out both 
games, and this season the ex- 
| Georgia star decided to give all 


| his time to the Chicago’ Cardinals, 
| leaving baseball flat, He found the 
| combination too much to handle. 

| Chuck Conerly of Mississippi and 
| Bobby Layne of Texas were two 
| baseball stars. Both had bright 
baseball futures. Both picked foot- 
ball with the high 
offered. 

Years ago, Walter Hagen could 
| have been a noted big league star 
|—one of the greatest in the game. 
Hagen picked golf and and then pro- 
| ceeded to roll up a million dollars 

in a few years—which the carefree 
Haig promptly spent. 

Joe Gordon was an Oregon great 
at football before he switched en- 
tirely to baseball. Torgerson of the 
Braves was another football star 
who picked baseball for a money- 
maker. There are many others I 
could mention. 


Ballplayers Last Longer 


One thing to be remembered is 
that one lasts longer, on a general 
average, at baseball than he does at 
football. The wear and tear isn't 
so expensive. 

A big league baliplayer with 
any particular merit should be 
good for 12 or 14 years. Few 
football players last that long. 
The Mel Heins, Sammy Baughs 
and Sid Luckmans are scarce. 


Bob Feller leads both leagues in 
the way of a pay check at some- 
thing like $85,000 a year, which, so 
far this dizzy year, Rapid Robert 
hasn't come close to earning. 

Ted Williams is next, and Joe Di- 
Maggio is third. They get from $60,- 
000 to $75,000 and are earning it ev- 
ery day as two of the leading stars. 
Stan Musial gets nothing like these 
amounts, although the Cardinal bril- 
liant is worth as much as any man 
in the game. There will be a big 
reshifting of values next year—up 
and down. 

Musial is drawing something like 
$2,000 this season, but at his pres- 
ent pace if he isn’t a $60,000 entry 
they have no ballplayers in the Na- 
tional league.

‘Crime Comics’ 
Are for ’ Adults 


NEW YORK. — Controversy be- 
tween the Detroit Police department, 
which recently banned “crime” 
comic books, five of which have 
since been banned by the Indianap- 
olis police, and the publishers of 
these books rages with undiminished 
fury. Both sides are standing firm 
in their convictions. 

Interviewed individually, these 
comic book publishers, without ex- 
ception, claimed that their particu- 
lar books were less objectionable 
than others banned. None denied 
that there are comic books that are 
“obscene,” “inflammatory,” **vul- 
gar,"’ “‘inartistic’’ or all four. 

Several, basing their self-defense 
on ‘“‘freedom of the press,."’ declared 
that because their books dealt with 
“true” crimes they are harmless, 
that they are written for adults and 
that the publisher is not responsible 
for the welfare of children who hap- 
pen to read his books. 

Crime comic books, publishers 
said, have been brought out in quan- 
tity only in the last two years sim- 
ply to satisfy the appetites of ex- 
GIs. “We do it by formula, not 
| malice,” one said bluntly. “A cop, 
|a killer, a gun and a girl." 


Cause of Investigation 


Prosecutor James N. McNally of 
| Detroit, interviewed by telephone, 
said that his comic book investiga- 
tion began when the police were 
seeking to stop the sale of a toy 
gun used in fake hold-ups. ‘“‘We 
found,"’ he said, “that the manu- 
facturer advertised in comic books. 
We began looking into 350 of these 
books and ended up banning the 36 
our censor bureau found most ob- 
jectionable. The two distributing 
companies handling them willingly 
agreed that these books would no 
|longer be sold. We therefore plan 
| no criminal action against the pub- 
| lishers.”” 

| The day after McNally’s action, 


| Mayor Al Feeney of Indianapolis | 


banned 5 of 260 books his te 
investigator had rounded up. 
received the promise of en weiian 
from local distributors. 

One Aske for Hearing 

“So far," Mr. McNally said, ‘‘only | 
one publisher has asked for a hear- | 
ing. That is the National Comics 
group, publishers of Gangbuster 
Comics, which is temporarily re- 
moved from the banned list pending 
a hearing. As for the public, we've 
had nothing but praise from hun- 
dreds of citizens all over the coun- 
try.” 

In New York the American Civil 
Liberties union announced that it 
had communicated with Detroit's 
police commissioner, Harry S. Toy, 
objecting to “the police office set- 
| ting itself up as censor and guar- 
| dian of public morals.” 

“We're glad,"’ Jack Liebowitz, of 
the National Comics group, which 
| publishes 30 other books, said, ‘that 
something is being done to apprise 
those publishers who are not cog- 
| mnizant of their responsibility that 

things can't go on unchecked. But 
| we feel that our book was mistak- 

enly banned in Detroit as it is in 
| Indianapolis, although we're willing 
to make changes.” 

| John Byrne, editor of “Wings 


Comics," “Jumbo Comics’’ and 
“Fight Comics,"" which have been 
banned, felt that his books “‘repre- 
sent in 1948 what Nick Carter and 
Tom Swift used to represent,"’ but 
added, ‘We don’t edit our maga- 
zines for children.’

Foot and Mouth Disease 

Fears among some Mexican 
farmers that vaccination may 
serve to spread foot and mouth dis- 
ease are without foundation, says 
Dr. B, T. Simms, nationally known 
veterinary authority and chief of 
the U. S. bureau of animal indus- 
try. Recent reports stated that 
these fears have induced “some 
refistance’’ among Mexican farm- 
ere to the vaccination program 
now being carried on jointly by 
the Wnited States and Mexico in 
an attempt to stop the spread of 
foot and mouth disease below the 
border. As long as foot and mouth 
disease vaccine is manufactured 
carefully and tested before it 1: ap- 
plied to livestock, there is no dan- 
ger that it will spread the disease, 
Dr. Simms states.

Or suppose you've torn the pocket 
on your best apron, Why not remove 
the pocket, weave or patch the ma- 
terial in a very subtle way and 
make a larger pocket of a flower 
design? 

Have your best gloves slipped a 
seam? You have a chance to match 
your weaving skill to the stitch al- 
ready used in the gloves. You see, 
it can be fun! 


Machine-Made Sweaters 
Can Be Mended 


Always pace around your prob- 
lem, something in the manner of an 
engineer before you mend some- 
thing really important. There are 
many types of mending jobs, all re- 
quiring different materials and tech- 
niques. 

It is sometimes difficult to match 
the stitches used in machine-made

sweaters, but the darning tactics 
can be hidden easily with attractive, 
decorative embroidery. 

The first thing to do is to cut a 
piece from the bottom of the 
sweater, unravel it and use for darn- 
ing the hole. The cut edge of the 
sweater should be overcast. If the 
darn is too obvious, make an at- 
tractive embroidery stitch or design 
over it to disguise the darn, Scat- 
tered sprays of flowers or daisy 
stitch are easy to use and effective 
for covering darns. Applique spots 
of embroidery are good, especially 
when the elbows of the sweater 
have been mended. 

When you mend the part of the 
sweater from which you cut, make 
certain that you catch every stitch 
to prevent unraveling. Stretch the 
edge as you work so that you can 
be sure of catching the stitches. 


Use Bands Effectively 
To Disguise Darning 


On dark fabrics of dresses, epe- 
cially if they are woolen, you fre- 
quently can work a darn so that it 


For outer garments, 


does not show. However, on lighter 
fabrics, on linens or sil®s or rayons, 
it is not possible to disguise the 
darning. In this case consider using 
bands as a decorative measure to 
hide the darning. 

If a wide, circular skirt, for ex- 
ample, has small tears and darns, 
you might add contrasting bands— 
several rows, to go around the skirt 
to cover these. These add a lovely 
decorative touch. 


How to Mend 
Sheets, Towels 


If your sheets have torn hems, add 
contrasting bands of fast-colored 
percale to top or bottom or both. 
Your sheets will be more attractive 
and colorful than when they were 
new. 

Small tears and holes can be 
darned or patched so they are fairly 
inconspicuous. Use small stars or 
flower sprays to cover them, 

Large holes will need a patching 
job, Overcast a split sheet, join the 
outside edges and overcast by hand 
so that the seams will be flat. 

Sheets which are too worn to be 
mended may be cut down for tow- 
els, napkins, small tablecloths or 
doilics,

These can be decorated appropri- 
ately with contrasting trimmings, 
initials or whatever you like. 


Make Garment Patches 
Practical, Decorative 


If youngsters have worn their 
overalls at the knees, make decora- 
tive padded animals and place these 
on the knees over the sturdy patch 
you have made to save the garment. 

If you have tears on a dress or 
an apron where you can place a 
pocket, make this of the same or 
contrasting material that matches 
something else on the garment. This 
may be ruffled pockets, flowers or 
other decorative items. Or you can 
hide patches on some parts of a 
dress with a button trimming if it 
looks nice, 

Decorative patches are applied 
with a catch stitch or by hem on the 
right side of the garment. 

Tears and permanent spéts some- 
times can be covered with applique 
or sequin trimming or bands or 
lace, if they come in the right place. 


Glove Mending 
Is an Art 


There's nothing so disastrous as 
injuring a good pair of gloves, but 
the situation can be remedied with 
care, 

Ripped seams should be overcast 
carefully with a cotton thread ex- 
actly the same shade as the pair of 
gloves, if the seams are on the 
fingers. Do not take stitches too 
close to the edge or they will rip 
again soon, 

Tears on the cuffs can be hidden 
with contrasting trimming such as 
bands or lace (on cloth gloves). 

Do not use knots in mending 
gloves. The threads should be left 
long enough to tie carefully.

ARUCH, whose name means 

“blessed,’’ was the grandson of 
Maaseiah, ‘‘governor of the city” 
under Josiah (II Chronicles 34:8), 
and his father, Ne- 
riah, appears to have 
been an official dur- 
ing the reign of Je- 
hoiakim. He was a 
trusted friend of Jer- 
emiah (Jeremiah 
32:6-15 and 43:5-6). 
Tradition holds that 
Baruch was carried 
to Babylon, where he 
wrote the apocryphal 
“Book of Baruch,” 
and died in 574, B. C., 
twelve years after 
the fall of Jerusalem. 

Our golden text for this lesson is 
found in Psalms 119:105, “‘Thy word 
is a lamp unto my feet, and light 
unto my path.”

Along with that we listen 
to the praise, the adolation, the abil- 
ity and honesty each party claims 
for its candidates and the accord | 
each party gives to its past achieve- 
ments. 

These adolations and condem- 
nations slap us in the face each 
time we pick up a newspaper; | 
we face them on the signboards | 
as we joyride over the high- 
ways; they monopolize, even to 
the exclusion of “commercials,” 
the time on the radio and tele- 
vision. There is no way to avoid 
them during the three terrible 
months they will continue. 

It seems a high price to pay for 
“government of the people, by the 
people, for the people,”’ but the lib- 
erties which such government pro- 
vides are worth all the agony and 
more. It provides the difference be- 
tween our way of life and life un- 
der a dictatorship such as that of 
Russia. 

Anyone from outside the United 
States would think of the statements 
made during a campaign as “‘fight- 
ing words,"’ but they are not. Such 
Statements are made “with a 
smile." When the votes are counted 
and when the majority has ex- 
pressed a preference, that verdict 
is accepted. No hatreds, either be- 
tween individuals or groups, have 
been engendered. 

A preference has been ex- 
pressed by a majority. To ac- 
cept that verdict without the 
slightest rancor is the American 
way. Not to accept would be un- 
worthy of Americans. 

We are prepared to endure until

Taxes by Unions 


ON EACH TON of coal you buy 
for the purpose of heating the home 
or for any other use, you now pay 
a tax of 20 cents, levied by the 
miner’s union headed by John L. 
Lewis. You pay that tax as you 
would a manufacturer’s sales tax. 
It is added to the price of the coal 
you buy. It represents an estimated 
total of 100 million dollars a year 
paid by the American people. When 
one union can get away with such a 
luscious plum others can, and they 
now are proposing to follow the lead 
of the miners. 

In the end it may mean a un- 
lon-imposed tax on each com- 
modity or service we buy. The 
total of all such taxes could run 
into billions, all of it added to 
American living costs. 

The only way to prevent such a 
condition is for congress to pass 
legislation prohibiting the levying 
of such taxes by any union. If that 
is not done we soon may be at the 
mercy of labor leaders with no lim- 
it placed upon their hold on us. 
That tax on coal levied by the 
miner’s union is just as much a tax 
as is any levied by the federal, 
state or local governments.

Allen, I've been mad all day. One 
thing after another went wrong. 
But I walked in here and that love- 
ly music hit me and now—well,”’ 

She left smiling, arms piled high 
with purchases. 

Oliver F, Johnson recalled the ex- 
perience as an example of what 
music therapy in stores can do, 
His company is piping music into 
110 food stores now ‘‘and we've not 
had a complaint yet,'’ he said. 

Other thoughts and ideas have 
been given to the housewife's com- 
fort and enjoyment of shopping. 


Grand Openings 

New food stores have openings a 
la Hollywood. City officials and 
community leaders turn out for the 
ribbon-cutting ceremony. Helium 
balloons soar skyward. There may 
even be a neighborhood ‘‘queen”’ se- 
lected—average age about four 
years. 

They're called “Stores of Tomor- 
row — Today.’’ Doors open auto- 
matically as a customer approaches, 
operated by an “electric eye." 

Once inside, tender concern for 
the housewife continues. If she has 
Junior along she can choose a 
shopping cart with a rumble seat 
attached for him to occupy. He's 
happy for the ride. She's happy not 
to have to corral him frequently in 
the aisles. The manager is happy 
not to have so much work to do in 
restoring order to the shelves. 

Free Garnishings 

In some meat departments the 
shopper gets a free sprig of par- 
sley with each purchase to dress 
up the platter at home. 

Another new wrinkle is the “‘ex- 
press’’ chackout counter for the per- 
son with only a few purchases. She 
doesn’t have to wait impatiently in 
a line of women with heaped-up 
carts and baskets. For the latter 
group of shoppers there are drinking 
fountains. 

Along with the soft music, John- 
son said, go 20-second “‘gentle re- 
minder”’ spot announcements every 
four minutes, followed by a short 
“penetration” pause. Only items 
on the store’s shelves are mentioned. 

For a half hour before and after 
shopping hours, the loudspeakers | 
carry a livelier music for the bene- | 
fit of the employes—and without 
ads.
